INTEODUCTION.

In  a  prefatory  note  to  the  first  volume  of  Proceed- 
ings, issued  in  1859,  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the 
Society  authorizing  the  publication  of  selections  from  its 
recent  Proceedings,  the  Committee  express  a  "  hope  that 
there  will  also  be  prepared,  at  some  convenient  and  not 
very  remote  time,  a  digest  or  selection  from  the  Society's 
records,  which  may  give  a  connected  history  of  its 
origin  and  early  transactions,  that  the  Society  may  thus 
acknowledge  its  indebtedness  to  the  founders  and  early 
members,  by  whose  exertions,  so  wisely  applied,  it  was 
established  on  a  basis  which  has  secured  its  continual 
usefulness  and  increasing  prosperity." 

Although  the  publication  of  the  Proceedings  from  the 
year  1855  to  the  present  time  has  continued  uninter- 
ruptedly until  the  volumes  issued  already  number  four- 
teen, it  has  never  seemed  practicable  until  now  to  enter 
upon  the  work  of  editing  the  earlier  records,  so  much 
desired  and  so  long  deferred.  At  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  in  April,  1878,  the  Treasurer  having 
previously  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  funds  for  pub- 
lishing the  Proceedings  would  now  warrant  the  outlay 
for  printing  one  or  more  volumes  from  the  early  rec- 
ords and  contemporaneous  documents,  a  vote  was  passed, 
appointing  the  undersigned  a  committee  to  prepare  and 
print  such  volumes.     Agreeably  to  this  vote  the  Com- 
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mittee  at  once  entered  upon  their  work  ;  and  we  have 
now  the  pleasure  of  laying  before  the  Society  the  result 
of  our  labors  thus  far,  in  one  volume,  which  embraces 
the  proceedings  from  Jan.  24,  1791,  when  the  Society 
was  instituted,  to  March  26,  1835,  inclusive.  A  second 
volume,  containing  the  proceedings  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing in  April,  1855,  but  not  including  it,  being  the  meeting 
at  which  the  administration  of  Mr.  Savage  as  President 
was  concluded  and  that  of  Mr.  Winthrop  was  begun,  will 
soon  follow. 

In  order  that  a  minute  history  of  the  Society,  so  far 
as  the  records  contain  it,  may  be  given,  very  little  has 
been  omitted.  Where  it  was  thought  necessary  to  elu- 
cidate the  text  of  the  records,  foot-notes  have  been 
added  ;  and  letters,  or  extracts  of  letters,  or  other  doc- 
uments, have  been  introduced  where  they  seemed  useful 
in  authenticating  some  relic  bestowed,  or  in  illustrating 
some  subject  referred  to.  Several  papers  on  file,  really 
belonging  to  the  text,  but  not  recorded,  have  been  in- 
troduced into  it,  but  always  in  such  a  way  as  to  show 
what  has  been  done. 

It  was  thought  best  not  to  omit  the  earlier  lists  of 
donations  which  were  spread  upon  the  records,  as  they 
serve  to  show  when  and  from  whom  some  of  the  most 
valuable  books,  manuscripts,  and  ancient  relics  were 
received  ;  no  sufficient  record  of  these  having  been  pre- 
served in  a  printed  form  in  the  Society's  publications. 
It  was  not,  it  may  be  added,  until  1814  that  the  So- 
ciety began  to  print  the  donations  in  the  volumes  of 
Collections. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  one  of  the  purposes  of  the 
Society  at  its  organization,  not  finally  relinquished  until 
many  years  afterward,  was  to  promote  the  study  of  nat- 
ural history.     Indian  relics,  geological  and  mineralogical 
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specimens,  animal  and  vegetable  productions,  —  which 
included  especially  botanical  specimens,  —  were  received, 
and  stored  in  the  Society's  Museum.  A  few  of  these 
relics  yet  remain,  as  reminders  of  the  past.  About  the 
time  of  the  Society's  removal  to  its  present  location,  in 
1833,  a  large  number  of  these  specimens,  appropriate 
for  the  purpose,  were  deposited  in  the  cabinet  of  the 
Boston  Society  of  Natural  History.  Subsequently,  the 
Peabody  Institute  of  Archaeology  and  Ethnology  re- 
ceived nearly  all  the  remaining  articles  adapted  to  the 
purposes  of  its  Museum. 

Memoirs  of  deceased  Resident  Members  that  had  not 
been  written  have  been  supplied.  To  the  original  num- 
ber of  ten  members,  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
were  added,  by  election,  previously  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  1855,  —  a  period  of  sixty-four  years.*  Of  the  fifty- 
nine  then  on  the  list  of  living  members,  only  eighteen 
are  now  members  of  the  Society,  thirty-eight  having 
died  and  three  resigned  since  that  date.  The  member- 
ship of  forty-four  had  terminated  by  removal  from  the 
State,  resignation,  or  other  cause ;  eighty-four  had  died. 
Memoirs  or  notices  of  forty-five  have  already  been  pub- 
lished by  the  Society ;  and  memoirs  or  notices  of  the 
remaining  thirty-nine  have  been  furnished  by  the  Com- 
mittee for  publishing  these  volumes,  and  will  be  found 
under  the  years  of  their  respective  deaths. 

To  the  Rev.  Jeremy  Belknap,  D.D.,  is  ascribed  the 
honor  of  being  the  founder  of  this  Society, —  the  oldest

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Historical  Society  in  the  United  States.  In  a  sketch 
of  his  life  and  character,  by  the  Rev.  John  Eliot,  one 
of  the  five  persons  who  first  associated  in  its  forma- 
tion, written  a  few  days  after  Dr.  Belknap's  death,  he 
says :  "  The  Historical  Society  have  lost  their  most 
laborious  and  diligent  member,  and  the  founder  of 
their  institution."  In  a  notice  of  Dr.  Belknap,  in  his 
Biographical  Dictionary  (Boston,  1809),  Dr.  Eliot  more 
particularly  refers  to  the  subject  of  the  establishment  of 
the  Society. 

"  Of  the  Historical  Society,"  he  says,  "  he  was  not  only  a  diligent 
and  laborious  member,  but  may  be  considered  as  the  founder.  While 
he  was  in  New  Hampshire  he  collected  a  great  number  of  facts,  dates, 
and  circumstances,  and  most  valuable  compilation  of  manuscripts, 
which  might  give  information  and  entertainment  to  persons  who  de- 
sire to  know  the  history  of  their  country.  The  letters  which  passed 
between  the  Admiral  and  General  at  Louisburg  had  been  copied  in  a 
fair  hand,  to  serve  for  a  document  of  historic  information.  Colonel 
Sparhawk,  who  married  the  daughter  of  Sir  William  Pepperell,  not 
only  obliged  Dr.  Belknap  with  the  perusal  of  them,  when  he  was 
writing  the  History  of  New  Hampshire,  but  expressed  a  desire  that 
he  would  deposit  them  in  some  cabinet,  where  they  might  be  read  by 
others,  and  be  useful  in  future.  This  idea  led  Dr.  Belknap  to  devise 
a  plan  for  multiplying  copies  of  this  and  other  manuscripts,  as  the 
only  way  to  preserve  them  from  fire  or  any  accidents.  He  was 
the  more  impressed  with  the  propriety  of  this,  as  he  was  witness  to  the 
destruction  of  Mr.  Prince's  valuable  collection,  which  had  been  de- 
posited in  the  steeple  of  the  Old  South  Meeting-house.  When  he 
came  to  Boston,  he  suggested  this  to  several  of  his  acquaintance.  In 
this  town  he  met  with  a  friend,  Mr.  Thomas  Wallcut,  a  worthy  citizen, 
now  living,  who  had  conceived  the  same  idea  of  multiplying  copies  of 
old  books,  which  he  himself  had  of  manuscripts,  and  who  had  made  a 
great  collection  to  keep  them  for  the  service  of  future  generations. 
Dr.  Belknap  often  mentioned  to  the  writer  of  this  memoir  that  what 
Mr.  Wallcut  suggested  of  preserving  books,  and  his  own  desire  to 
preserve  the  letters  of  Sir  William  Pepperell,  were  the  foundation 
of  the  Historical  Society,  —  an  institution  at  first  supported  by  the 
labors    of    a  few,   not  sufficiently  favored   by  the  public,  but  now 
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claims  a  very  considerable  reputation  among  the  literary  institutions 
of  America."* 

The  late  Rev.  William  Jenks,  D.D.,  in  1837,  wrote  an 
account  of  the  Society,  prefixed  to  Vol.  VII.  of  the  third 
series  of  the  Collections,  which  contains  some  details  as 
to  its  origin,  derived  from  the  late  Rev.  Thaddeus  Mason 
Harris,  D.D.,  who  was  chosen  a  member  in  1792.  An 
extract  from  Dr.  Jenks's  account  here  follows  :  — 

"  It  is  difficult,  if  not  impracticable,  to  discover  at  the  present 
period  the  actual  germ  of  the  Society  in  the  first  thought,  intention, 
or  effort  of  any  individual  mind.  Mr.  Wallcut,  the  only  survivor  of 
the  first  ten  who  associated,  does  not  sustain  the  claim  made  for  him 
by  the  late  Dr.  Snow  and  by  Dr.  Allen.f  The  writer  will,  therefore, 
avail  himself  of  the  reminiscences  and  minutes  of  his  valued  friend, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Harris,  better  able,  perhaps,  than  any  one  now  living  to 
ascend  to  the  fountain  head  of  the  institution,  having  taken  a  very 
early  and  deep  interest  in  its  success. 

"  The  Rev.  Dr.  Belknap  has  been  uniformly  regarded  as  a  princi- 
pal founder  of  this  Society.  His  valuable  '  History  of  New  Hamp- 
shire '  had  been  written  under  great  disadvantages,  and  published  with 
inadequate  patronage.  "The  labor  of  twenty-two  years,  as  he  states, 
was  devoted  to  it;  and  in  his  last  volume,  published  in  1793,  nine 
years  after  the  first,  it  is  said  that  the  sale  of  the  preceding  volumes 
had  not  defrayed  the  expense  of  publication.  He  had  been  at  great 
cost,  of  time  and  labor  at  least,  in  amassing  the  materials  for  his  work. 
Several  of  these  were  now  his  own ;  others  were,  of  course,  in  public 
offices. 

*  Dr.  Eliot's  modesty  would  have  forbidden  his  putting  forward  any  claims 
for  himself.  In  a  memoir  of  him,  written  by  Professor  McKean  in  1818,  and 
published  in  Vol.  I.  of  the  second  series  of  the  Collections,  p.  221,  he  says :  "  To 
him  and  his  friend,  Dr.  Belknap,  may  the  origin  and  foundation  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Society  be  principally  ascribed."  In  the  next  volume,  at  p. 
284,  the  Society  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  their  "  Historical  Collections," 
already  published,  and  say :  "  The  first  series,  consisting  of  ten  volumes,  was 
commenced  in  1792,  and  closed  in  1809.  It  is  enriched,  among  other  valuable 
articles,  with  many  from  the  pens  of  Belknap  and  Eliot,  the  founders  of  the 
Society." 

t  Dr.  Snow,  in  his  "  History  of  Boston,"  and  Dr.  Allen,  in  his  "  Biographical 
and  Historical  Dictionary,"  ed.  1832,  article,  "  Belknap,"  probably  only  intended 
to  repeat  what  Dr.  Eliot  had  here  written  concerning  Mr.  Wallcut's  agency.

"  Dr.  Belknap,  by  the  interest  of  friends  who  knew  his  worth,  had 
been  transferred  from  his  parish  in  New  Hampshire,  and  had  become 
a  pastor  in  Boston ;  and  he,  having  '  engaged  in  preparing  his  Ameri- 
can Biography,  and  Hon.  George  R.  Minot,'  the  elegant  historian  of 
the  insurrection  in  Massachusetts,  '  who  was  occupied  in  writing  a  con- 
tinuation of  Hutchinson's  History,  had  frequent  occasion,  in  1789/ 
observes  Dr.  Harris,  '  of  conferring  together  with  reference  to  mate- 
rials to  be  consulted.  They  knew  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eliot  possessed 
the  manuscript  of  Hubbard's  History ;  that  Rev.  Dr.  Thacher  had  the 
Diary  of  his  ancestor,  a  very  early  settler ;  and  concluded  that  Hon. 
James  Winthrop,  of  Cambridge,  retained  papers  of  his  ancestor,  the 
Governor,  and  of  other  branches  of  that  celebrated  family.  To  have 
a  place  of  common  deposit  of  such  documents,  for  ready  access  and 
consultation,  they  proposed  to  these  gentlemen  to  unite  with  them  in 
contributing  and  collecting  aids  to  their  own  labors  and  those  of  others.' 
In  1790,  therefore,  a  meeting  was  holden,  —  the  day,  however,  is  not 
given,  —  to  agree  on  the  object.  Five  gentlemen  were  present;  and  the 
Society,  it  appears,  was  then  virtually  formed.  But,  on  separating, 
at  the  adjournment,  each  agreed  to  bring  a  friend  to  the  next  meeting. 
Accordingly,  on  the  24th  of  January  of  the  next  year,  ten  persons 
met,  and  embodied  themselves  with  due  formality.  The  Hon.  Judge 
Tudor,  Rev.  Drs.  Belknap,  Thacher,  and  Eliot,  and  Judge  Winthrop 
attended  the  first  informal  meeting;  and  at  the  embodying  were 
present,  beside  them,  Rev.  Dr.  Freeman,  Judge  Minot,  Hon.  W. 
Baylies,  of  Dighton,  Judge  Sullivan,  and  Mr.  Wallcut.#  Yet,  in  the 
printed  paper  inserted  in  their  volumes,  the  'establishment'  of  the 
Society  is  dated  1790." 

At  the  period  following  the  War  of  the  Eevolution 
and  the  establishment  of  peace,  there  were  undoubtedly 
many  persons  of  historical  tastes  who  were  desirous  of 
forming  some  association  for  securing  a  safe  deposit  of 
historical  books  and  papers,  and  for  multiplying  copies 
of  the  latter  by  printing,  and  for  promoting  generally 
the  objects  of  historical  inquiry. 

In  a  letter  from  Dr.  Belknap  to  Ebenezer  Hazard, 

*  Judge  Minot  and  Dr.  Baylies  were  not  present  at  the  meeting,  Jan.  24, 
1791,  at  which  the  Society  was  "instituted";  but  they  were  regarded  as  present 
and  associating. 
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then  living  in  New  York,  dated  at  Boston,  Aug.  10, 1789, 
he  writes :  — 

"  This  day  a  Mr.  Pintard  called  to  see  me.  He  says  he  is  an 
acquaintance  of  yours,  and  wants  to  form  a  Society  of  Antiquaries, 
&c,  &c.  He  seems  to  have  a  literary  taste,  is  very  loquacious  and  un- 
reserved.    Do  give  me  his  character."  * 

This  was  John  Pintard,  of  New  York,  then  a  young 
man  of  some  thirty  years  of  age,  who  subsequently 
became  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  Society,  the 
founder  of  the  New  York  Historical  Society,  and  who 
was  an  early  Secretary  of  the  Tammany  Society  in  New 
York,  dying,  in  1844,  at  the  great  age  of  eighty-six. 
Hazard  soon  after  replied  to  Dr.  Belknap's  inquiry ; 
and,  in  a  later  letter,  dated  on  the  5th  of  the  following 
September,  he  says :  — 

"  Mr.  Pintard  has  mentioned  to  me  his  thoughts  about  an  Antiqua- 
rian Society.  The  idea  pleases  me  much.  We  shall  have  the  plan 
upon  paper  one  of  these  days,  and  you  will  doubtless  be  made  ac- 
quainted with  it.  Mr.  P.  has  lately  purchased  a  very  large  collection 
of  pamphlets,  in  volumes,  relating  to  the  American  Revolution.  It 
was  made  by  Dr.  Chandler,  of  Elizabeth  Town,  who  was  in  England 
all  the  war.     It  is  valuable,  as  is  Mr.  P.'s  library."  f 

In  the  following  year,  1790,  Dr.  Belknap  again  writes 
to  Mr.  Hazard  on  the  same  subject,  under  date  of  the 
27th  of  August :  — 

"  When  Mr.  Pintard  was  here,"  he  says, "  he  strongly  urged  the  form- 
ing a  Society  of  American  Antiquaries.  Several  other  gentlemen  have 
occasionally  spoken  to  me  on  the  same  subject.  Yesterday  I  was  in 
company  where  it  was  again  mentioned,  and  it  was  wished  that  a  be- 
ginning could  be  made.  This  morning  I  have  written  something,  and 
communicated  it  to  the  gentleman  who  spoke  of  it  yesterday.  How 
it  will  issue  time  must  determine.     If  it  should  come  to  any  thing,  you

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shall  hear  farther.  Say  nothing  of  it  to  Mr.  Morse  at  present,  nor  to 
any  other  person."  * 

The  paper  which  Dr.  Belknap  wrote  on  the  morning 
of  the  27th  of  August,  1790,  was  handed  down  among 
his  manuscripts  in  this  Society,  and  was  labelled,  "  Plan 
of  an  Antiquarian.  Society,  August,  1790."  It  is  here 
copied,  and  a  heliotyipe  facsimile  is  also  given,  showing 
all  the  erasures  and  interlineations.

"A  society  to  be  formed,  consisting  of  not  more  than  seven  at  first, 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting,  preserving,  and  communicating  the  an- 
tiquities of  America. 

"  Admissions  to  be  made  in  such  manner  as  the  associated  shall 
judge  proper.     The  number  of  members  to  be  limited. 

"  A  President,  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
Librarian,  and  Cabinet- Keeper  to  be  appointed. 

"  Each  member  to  pay  at  his  admission  and  yearly. 

This  and  other  money  to  be  applied  to  promoting  the  objects  of  the 
Society. 

"  Each  member,  on  his  admission,  shall  engage  to  use  his  utmost 
endeavors  to  collect  and  communicate  to  the  Society  manuscripts, 
printed  books  and  pamphlets,  historical  facts,  biographical  anecdotes, 
observations  in  natural  history,  specimens  of  natural  and  artificial 
curiosities,  and  any  other  matters  which  may  elucidate  the  natural  and 
political  history  of  America  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  present 
day;  and 

"  All  communications  which  are  thought  worthy  of  being  preserved 
shall  be  entered  at  large  in  the  books  of  the  Society  with  an  index,  and 
the  originals  kept  on  file. 

"  Letters  shall  be  written  to  gentlemen  in  each  of  the  United  States, 
requesting  them  to  form  similar  societies ;  and  a  correspondence  shall 
be  kept  up  between  them  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  discoveries 
and  improvements  to  each  other. 

"  Each  Society  through  the  United  States  shall  be  desired  from 
time  to  time  to  publish  such  of  their  communications  as  they  may

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Belknap  drew  up  this  rough  draft  himself,  and  entered 
the  names  upon  it,  he,  of  course,  placed  his  own  name 
at  the  foot.  Neither  do  we  know  precisely  when,  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  this  year,  those  five  persons  met 
and  agreed  to  associate  for  the  purpose  indicated ;  nor 
when  the  ^\e  additional  associates  were  selected,  previ- 
ous to  the  first  regular  meeting  at  which  the  Society 
was  instituted.  No  records  of  any  meetings  in  this 
inchoate  state  are  preserved. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  first  Letter-book  of  the  So- 
ciety, is  the  following,  in  Dr.  Belknap's  hand :  —

Then  follow  other  names,  of  both  Kesident  and  Cor- 
responding Members,  in  the  order  of  their  election, 
covering  a  period  of  seven  or  eight  years. 

As  has  been  already  shown,  the  agreement  to  form 
a  society  was  made  before  the  close  of  1790.  Indeed, 
its  earliest  book-plate  reads  that  the  Society  was  "  es- 
tablished "  in  1790.  The  first  meeting,  at  which  the 
Society  was  instituted,  —  that  is  to  say,  that  at  which  its 
constitution  was  adopted  and  its  officers  chosen,  and  a 
record  made  of  these  doings ;  that  which  the  founders 
"  agreed  to  consider  as  the  first  meeting,"  —  was  held  on 
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It  is  singular  that  Dr.  Belknap  should  here  make  two 
errors :  first,  in  saying  that  the  Society  consisted  then 
of  only  eight ;  and  second,  that  it  was  limited  to  twenty- 
five.  It  was  limited  to  thirty  Resident  and  thirty  Cor- 
responding Members.  The  number  of  members  at 
its  institution  was  ten.  Only  eight,  however,  were 
present  at  the  first  meeting :  but  Messrs.  Baylies  and 
Minot,  who  were  absent,  were  regarded  as  present  and 
associating ;  and  the  latter  was  at  that  meeting  chosen 
a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee.  It  should  be 
added  that  twenty-five  Resident  Members  seem  to  have 
been  the  number  at  first  resolved  upon,  as  is  shown  in 
Mr.  Minot's  draft  of  the  Constitution,  subsequently 
amended  to  thirty.* 

By  the  rules  of  the  Society,  as  first  adopted,  there 
were  to  be  four  stated  meetings  each  year,  —  on  the 


with  some  history,  of  which  I  will  also  send  you  some  day  an  abstract.  If  your 
Society  succeeds,  we  will  open  a  regular  correspondence  and  interchange  of 
communications,  duplicates,  &c.    If  my  plan  once  strikes  root,  it  will  thrive." 

On  the  12th  November,  1791,  he  writes :  "  I  also  received  the  proposals  for 
the  American  Apollo.  I  think  it  a  good  thing,  and  will  forward  it  all  in  my 
power.     I  have  obtained  twenty  subscribers,  and  hope  to  do  better." 

*  On  a  fly-leaf  in  the  beginning  of  the  second  volume  of  the  Society's 
manuscript  records,  the  first  entry  in  which  is  "  December  23, 1795,"  the  follow- 
ing is  written  by  Dr.  Freeman,  then  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  of  the  origi- 
nal ten  founders,  so  to  speak,  of  the  Society :  — 

"  List  of  Resident  Members  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  with  the  dates  of 

their  election. 

"  1790.  The  Society  was  planned  by  the  following  persons :  Rev.  Jeremy 
Belknap,  D.D.,  Rev.  John  Eliot,  D.D.,  Rev.  Peter  Thacher,  D.D.,  and  William 
Tudor,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  and  James  Winthrop,  Esq.,  of  Cambridge. 

"These  gentlemen  associated  with  them  five  other  persons;  viz.,  William 
Baylies,  Esq.,  of  Dighton,  and  Rev.  James  Freeman,  Hon.  George  Richards 
Minot,  Esq.,  Hon.  James  Sullivan,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Wallcut,  of  Boston.' 
"  1791,  Jan.  24.    A  majority  of  the  above-named  persons  met  together  and 
organized  the  Society." 

The  names  in  the  above  summary  by  Dr.  Freeman  are  arranged  in  alpha- 
betical order ;  then  follow  the  names  of  subsequent  members  for  a  considerable 
period,  in  the  order  of  their  election. 
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last  Tuesdays  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  — 
and  provision  made  for  occasional  meetings. #  After 
the  election  of  officers  at  the  first  meeting,  the  first 
vote  passed  provided  that  the  Standing  Committee  "  be 
requested  to  inquire  what  collections  can  be  made  for 
the  Society,  and  a  suitable  place  to  deposit  the  same." 
At  that  meeting  Mr.  Sullivan,  the  President,  presented 
to  the  Society  a  folio  blank  volume  for  their  records ; 
the  Kecording  Secretary  was  desired  to  attend  the  sales 
of  books  from  time  to  time,  and  buy  such  as  came 
within  the  views  of  the  Society. 

We  have  already  seen  that  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Society  was  held  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Tudor.  At  the 
second  meeting  —  which  was  a  special  meeting,  held  at 
the  house  of  Judge  Sullivan,  the  President,  on  the  9th 
of  April  —  the  Committee  reported  that  they  had  not 
been  able  to  procure  a  suitable  room  to  deposit  the 
library  of  the  Society,  and  Mr.  Tudor  was  added  to  the 
Committee.  A  vote  was  also  adopted  appointing  a 
committee  to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, and  acquaint  them  with  the  institution,  the 
views  and  designs  of  the  Society,  and  to  request  their 
assistance.  The  committee  who  were  appointed  at  the 
last  meeting  "  to  inquire  what  collections  could  be  made 
towards  forming  an  historical  library,  delivered  in  lists 
from  each  member,  as  on  file."  These  lists,  which  em- 
brace a  large  number  of  valuable  books  and  manu- 
scripts, particularly  those  which  came  from  Dr.  Belknap, 
are  preserved  in  the  Society's  Cabinet,  and  are  printed 
in  this  volume. 

By  the  30th  day  of  June,  when  the  third  meeting  of 

*  During  the  first  year,  1791,  the  meetings  were  very  irregularly  held.  They 
were  all  special  or  adjourned  meetings,  and  not  one  was  held  at  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  the  stated  or  quarterly  meetings. 
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the  Society  was  called  (a  special  meeting),  an  apartment 
had  been  procured  in  the  building  called  the  "  Manu- 
factory House/'  "  an  handsome,  large,  brick  building,' ' 
occupied  by  the  Massachusetts  Bank,  situated  in  Long- 
acre  Street,  now  Tremont  Street,  where  Hamilton  Place 
now  is,#  and  the  Society  met  there,  for  the  first  time, 
on  that  day.  The  first  vote  passed  at  that  meeting 
directed  "  that  the  Treasurer  be  desired  to  purchase 
twelve  chairs  (Windsor,  green,  elbow) ;  a  pine  table, 
painted,  with  draw  and  lock  and  key  ;  an  inkstand,  &c." 
These  green  Windsor  chairs  are  yet  in  the  Society's 
possession,  in  good  preservation.  They  cost,  altogether, 
<£4  16s.  Od.,  or  sixteen  dollars.  The  table,  lock  and  key, 
and  inkstand,  cost  about  $3.20  ;  a  small  letter-book  cost 
3s.  4c?.,  or  fifty-six  cents. 

We  will  so  far  depart  from  the  chronological  order  of 
the  narrative  as  to  describe  here,  in  a  few  words,  the 
several  apartments  occupied  by  the  Society,  till  their 
removal  to  the  present  location  on  Tremont  Street. 

After  the  Society  had  occupied  the  room  in  the  Bank 
building  about  one  year,  it  was  represented  to  them 
that  the  stockholders  could  no  longer  accommodate  the 
Society.  The  Standing  Committee,  with  Messrs.  Eliot 
and  Freeman,  were  thereupon  appointed  a  committee  to 
procure  another  room  for  the  Library  and  Museum,  and 
to  remove  to  it  the  property  of  the  Society.  This  was 
done;  and,  on  the  31st  of  July,  1792,  the  Society  held 
their  stated  meeting  for  the  first  time  in  an  apartment 
in  Faneuil  Hall,  being  the  north-west  corner  of  the  attic ; 
a  place,  says  Dr.  Harris,  "  as  retired  and  recondite  as 
explorers  into  the  recesses  of  antiquity  could  think  of 
visiting."    Here  they  remained  till  June,  1794,  when  the

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Society  held  the  first  meeting  in  their  new  room  —  the 
upper  room  over  the  Arch  —  in  the  Tontine  Crescent, 
on  the  south  side  of  Franklin  Place,  the  premises  having 
been  a  gift  to  the  Society  by  the  generosity  of  Messrs. 
Scollay,  Bulfinch,  and  Vaughan,  of  which  a  full  account 
will  be  found  at  pp.  58  and  65  of  this  volume.  The 
Society  continued  to  occupy  the  room  over  the  Arch  for 
thirty-nine  years,  or  till  1833,  when  they  removed  to 
their  present  location. 

At  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  Society,  in  October, 
1791,  Messrs.  Belknap  and  Eliot,  who  had  been  ap- 
pointed to  draw  up  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
Library  and  Museum,  reported  a  list  of  twelve  articles, 
which,  after  some  amendment,  were  adopted.  The 
original  rough  draft  of  these  rules,  in  Dr.  Eliot's  hand, 
is  preserved  in  the  Library ;  and  the  finished  paper,  as 
amended  by  Dr.  Belknap,  exists  in  his  hand.  At  an 
adjourned  meeting,  December  23,  Messrs.  Eliot  and 
Tudor,  a  committee  previously  appointed,  reported  a 
list  of  rules  to  define  the  duties  and  powers  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  were  adopted.  A  draft  of 
this  paper  in  Mr.  Minot's  hand  is  also  preserved. 

u  Their  literary  materials  increasing,"  says  Dr.  Jenks,  in  the 
memoir  quoted  above,  "  they  were  anxious  to  present  them  to  the 
public  in  a  permanent  form.  But  it  was  i  the  day  of  small  things,' 
and  the  means  were  wanting  for  publication.  In  this  emergency  it 
was  proposed  by  Dr.  Belknap,  in  the  autumn  of  1791,  to  encourage  a 
periodical  contemplated  by  two  young  men,  just  commencing  the  busi- 
ness of  printing.  Accordingly,  in  a  sheet  attached  to  The  American 
Apollo,  which  made  its  appearance  weekly  in  1792,  commencing  with 
the  year,  the  publications  of  the  Society  began." 

The  records  of  the  Society  give  the  necessary  details 
respecting  the  arrangements  made  with  the  two  young 
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men  referred  to,  —  Joseph  Belknap,  the  oldest  son  of  Dr. 
Belknap,  and  Alexander  Young,  the  father  of  our  late 
associate,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Young,  D.D., —  who  pro- 
posed, with  the  assistance  of  the  Society,  to  begin  the 
publication  of  the  Apollo  ;  to  appropriate  generally  from 
four  to  eight  pages  of  the  said  paper  to  such  publi- 
cations as  the  Historical  Society  shall  choose  to  make ; 
that  this  part  of  the  paper  shall  be  paged  separately ; 
and  that  fifty  copies  of  the  Apollo  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Society.  On  the  24th  of  October,  1791,  the 
agreement  was  completed,  and  Messrs.  Belknap,  Eliot, 
and  Freeman  were  appointed  a  committee  to  superin- 
tend the  publications  of   the  Society. 

The  following  "  Circular  Letter,"  drawn  up  by  Dr. 
Belknap,  and  dated  Nov.  1,  1791,  was  issued  previously 
to  the  publication  of  the  Apollo,  and  a  proposal  for  the 
printing  of  this  paper  was  enclosed  in  it :  — 

"  Circular  Letter  of  the  Historical  Society.* 

"  Sir,  —  A  society  has  lately  been  instituted  in  this  town,  called 
the  Historical  Society,  the  professed  design  of  which  is  to  collect, 
preserve,  and  communicate  materials  for  a  complete  history  of  this 
country,  and  accounts  of  all  valuable  efforts  of  human  ingenuity  and 
industry,  from  the  beginning  of  its  settlement.  In  pursuance  of  this 
plan,  they  have  already  amassed  a  large  quantity  of  books,  pamphlets, 
and  manuscripts,  and  are  still  in  search  of  more,  —  a  catalogue  of 
which  will  be  printed  for  the  information  of  the  public. 

"  They  have  also  given  encouragement  to  the  publication  of  a 
weekly  paper,  to  be  called  The  American  Apollo,  in  which  will  be 
given  the  result  of  their  inquiries  into  the  natural,  political,  and  eccle- 
siastical history  of  this  country.  A  proposal  for  the  printing  of  this 
paper  is  here  enclosed  to  you,  and  it  is  requested  that  you  would  pro- 
mote subscriptions  for  it,  and  contribute  to  its  value  and  importance 
by  attention  to  the  articles  annexed.     The  Society  beg  leave  to  de-

The  Circular  Letter,  with  a  few  changes  which  cir- 
cumstances required,  was  also  reprinted  in  1793,  and 
prefixed  to  the  first  serial  for  January  of  that  year.  A 
new  Circular,  it  may  be  added,  was  issued  in  the  serial 
for  June,  1794,  but  was  designed  for,  and  was  prefixed 
to,  Vol.  IV.,  issued  in  the  following  year.  This  paper 
now  exists  in  the  handwriting  of  Dr.  Belknap.  It  was 
reissued  in  a  sheet  as  a  circular,  some  ten  years  later, 
and  also  prefixed  to  Vol.  I.  of  the  second  series  of  Col- 
lections, published  in  1814. 

An  "  Introductory  Address  from  the  Historical  Society 
to  the  Public  "  was  prefixed  to  the  first  number  of  the 
Apollo,  immediately  following  the  "  Constitution  of 
the  Historical  Society/'  This  admirable  paper  could 
proceed  from  no  other  pen  than  that  of  Dr.  Belknap, 
and  would  find  a  fitting  place  in  this  introduction,  were 
it  not  so  easily  accessible  as  prefixed  to  the  first  volume 
of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  following  is  the  title  on  the  cover  of  each  num- 
ber of  the  Apollo :  "  The  AMERICAN  APOLLO,  con- 
taining the  Publications  of  the  Historical  Society, 
Essays,  Moral,  Political,  and  Poetical,  and  the  Daily 
Occurrences  in  the  Natural,  Civil,  and  Commercial  World. 
.  .  .  Printed  at  Boston,  by  Belknap  &  Young,  State 
Street."  In  the  centre  of  the  cover  of  all  the  numbers, 
except  the  first,  is  a  figure  designed  for  Apollo,  encircled 
with  a  scroll,  on  which  is  this  motto,  Scientice  pater, 
Musarum  princeps.  These  numbers,  without  the  covers, 
contain  from  eight  to  twelve  pages  each,  in  8vo,  besides 
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the  publications  of  the  Historical  Society,  which  were 
stitched  into  the  same  covers,  making  from  four  to 
eight  pages  in  addition.  The  first  number  was  dated 
Friday,  Jan.  6,  1792,  and  the  last  issued  in  this  form, 
Friday,  Sept.  28,  1792,  —  being  in  all  thirty-nine  num- 
bers.* 

In  these  thirty-nine  numbers  of  the  Apollo  were 
issued  two  hundred  and  eight  pages  only  of  the  first 
volume  of  the  Society's  Collections.  The  Apollo  was 
then  continued  in  a  newspaper  form,  having  no  fur- 
ther connection  with  the  Society's  publications ;  t  and 

*  Nos.  1  to  19,  inclusive,  of  the  Apollo  were  printed  by  Belknap  &  Young, 
whose  copartnership  was  dissolved  May  16,  1792.  No.  20,  for  May  18,  was 
printed  by  Joseph  Belknap.  No.  21  was  printed  by  Belknap  &  Hall,  who  con- 
tinued thereafter  to  print  the  Apollo  until  the  dissolution  of  their  copartner- 
ship, July  3,  1794,  advertised  in  their  paper  of  July  10.  The  first  thirteen 
numbers  of  this  octavo  periodical  were  issued  in  covers  of  pink-colored  paper ; 
all  the  others  of  white  paper.  It  consisted  in  all  of  thirty-nine  numbers,  of 
four  hundred  and  sixteen  pages,  and  is  called  Vol.  I.  The  Apollo  was  then 
continued  in  a  newspaper  form,  the  first  number  of  which  was  published  Oct. 
5,  1792,  beginning  Vol.  II.,  which  consisted  of  fifty-two  numbers.  The  first 
number  of  Vol.  III.  was  issued  Oct.  4,  1793 ;  and  that  volume  was  not  closed 
until  Dec.  25,  1794,  and  contained  sixty-five  numbers.  With  that  volume  the 
Apollo  probably  ceased.  The  paper  was  printed  about  six  months  by  Joseph 
Belknap  after  his  copartnership  with  Hall  had  ceased,  say  from  July  10  to  Dec. 
25,  1794.  The  three  volumes  contained  in  all  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  num- 
bers. A  copy  of  Vols.  II.  and  III.,  bound  together,  is  in  the  library  of  the 
Boston  Athenaeum. 

t  The  following  is  from  the  records  of  the  Society  at  a  special  meeting,  on 
the  14th  of  September,  1792  :  — 

"  It  appearing  to  the  Society  that  the  publication  of  the  Apollo  will  not  be 
continued  with  the  papers  of  the  Society  annexed  in  the  usual  manner, 

"  Voted,  That  Dr.  Belknap,  Mr.  Freeman,  Mr.  Eliot,  Mr.  Tudor,  and  Mr. 
Minot  be  a  committee  to  consider  of  the  best  manner  of  publishing  the  papers 
of  the  Society  in  future,  and  the  lowest  rate  at  which  the  printing  business  can 
be  done,  and  report." 

At  a  special  meeting,  on  the  19th  of  September,  "  the  Committee  appointed 
to  consider  of  the  best  mode  of  publishing  the  papers  of  the  Society  in  future 
made  report,  whereupon  it  was 

"  Voted,  That  if  Messrs.  Belknap  and  Hall  will  publish  the  papers  of  the 
Society  in  a  pamphlet,  monthly,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  pages,  the  Society 
will  take  fifty  copies  in  sheets,  at  two  pence  one  farthing  a  sheet ;  that  the  num- 
ber of  copies  to  be  struck  off  be  three  hundred;  and  that,  in  addition  to  the 
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the  Collections  were  published  separately,  agreeably 
to  the  following  announcement  "  to  the  customers  of 
the  American  Apollo,"  on  the  cover  of  Nos.  38  and  39, 
dated  Sept.  21,  1792:  — 

"  It  is  our  design,  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  quarter  of  the 
Apollo,  to  change  the  present  plan  of  it.  .  .  .  The  Apollo  will  be 
printed  on  large  demy  paper,  and  contain  matter  usual  to  a  newspaper ; 
omitting  the  publications  of  the  Historical  Society,  or  the  First  Part, 
which  will  be  published  in  monthly  numbers,  stitched  in  blue,  and  to 
contain  twenty -four  pages  of  the  present  size ;  commencing  from  the 
first  Friday  in  October,  and  published  the  first  Friday  of  each  suc- 
cessive month,  when  they  will  be  forwarded  to  our  customers,  provided 
they  do  not  signify  to  the  contrary.  They  will  be  afforded  at  the  low 
rate  of  one  shilling  and  sixpence  per  quarter." 

The  first  volume  of  the  Collections,  after  the  Apollo 
was  discontinued  in  its  original  form,  was  completed  in 
four  numbers,  stitched  in  blue  covers,  and  lettered 
September  (which  must  have  been  antedated),  October, 
November,  and  December,  1792,  and  entitled  "  Collec- 
tions of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  .  .  .  printed 
at  the  Apollo  Press  in  Boston,  by  Belknap  &  Hall." 
These  four  numbers  contained  together  eighty  pages, 
the  volume  concluding  with  p.  288.  One  sheet  of  title- 
page  and  contents,  in  addition,  was  placed  at  the  end  of 
the  last  number. 

Vols.  II.  and  III.  were  published  in  like  manner,  in 
twelve  monthly  numbers,  in  1793  and  1794,  usually  in 
blue  covers,  and  from  the  same  press,  —  the  last  six 
numbers  of  Vol.  III.  bearing  the  imprint  of  Joseph 
Belknap,  "  Printer  to  the  Historical  Society,"  his  co- 
fifty  copies  above  mentioned,  the  Society  will  take  all  such  copies  as  may 
remain  unsold  at  the  rate  aforesaid,  for  the  term  of  one  quarter  of  a  year  from 
the  first  Friday  of  October  next. 

"  Mr.  Belknap  appeared,  and  agreed  to  the  above  terms  in  behalf  of  himself 
and  Mr.  Hall,  his  partner." 
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partnership  with  Thomas  Hall  having  been  dissolved 
on  the  3d  of  July,  1794.  The  issue  for  January,  1793, 
is  called  on  the  cover  "  No.  1 "  ;  that  for  February, 
"  No.  5,"  which,  if  intended  to  include  those  issued  the 
previous  year,  should  have  been  No.  6.  That  for  March 
is  "  No.  6  " ;  and  the  numbers  thereafter  continue  in  reg- 
ular order  to  the  end  of  the  third  volume,  the  last  of 
which  is  "No.  27."  Three  numbers  of  Vol.  II.  and 
one  number  of  Vol.  III.  contained  a  small  portion  of 
the  succeeding  volumes,  the  contents  of  each  number 
being  printed  on  the  cover. 

Vols.  IV.  and  V.  were  published  —  the  former  in 
1795,  and  the  latter  in  1798  —  in  four  parts  or  num- 
bers, also  stitched  in  blue  covers,  and  were  printed  by 
Samuel  Hall,  No.  53  Cornhill,  Boston.  Vol.  V.  was  the 
last  issued  in  numbers. 

The  Act  of  Incorporation,  Laws,  Circular  Letter,  &c, 
with  an  Appendix,  were  issued  in  the  June  number  of 
Vol.  III.,  for  1794,  but  intended  as  a  part  of  Vol.  IV., 
where  they  may  be  found.  These  documents  were  also 
issued,  from  the  same  types,  in  a  separate  pamphlet,  by 
Joseph  Belknap,  at  the  Apollo  Press,  on  the  cover 
of  which  was  a  list  of  "  Officers  of  the  Society  for  the 
current  year,  1794,"  and  also  of  the  Corresponding 
Members. 

For  want  of  sufficient  means  the  Society  labored 
under  great  embarrassment  in  respect  to  their  publi- 
cations, the  multiplying  of  documents  being  one  of  the 
purposes  for  which  the  Society  was  established.  When 
the  third  volume,  which  was  issued  in  monthly  parts, 
was  drawing  to  a  close,  in  December,  1794,  the  printer 
and  publisher,  Joseph  Belknap,  notified  the  Society  that 
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he  could  not  execute  the  business  of  the  Society  beyond 
the  present  year  upon  the  terms  of  the  existing  contract. 
An  agreement  was  thereupon  made  with  another  printer 
for  three  months  only,  in  which  time  he  was  to  print 
one  number  "  at  the  sole  risk  and  expense  of  the  So- 
ciety." *     This  contract  was  renewed  from  time  to  time 


*  Soon  after  the  Society  had  been  notified  by  Joseph  Belknap  that  he  could 
not  continue  the  business  under  the  then  existing  contract,  and  the  Society  had 
concluded  to  publish  their  Collections  (experimentally)  at  their  own  risk  and 
expense,  Mr.  Belknap  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Committee  having  the  matter  in 
charge,  giving  a  history  of  his  connection  with  the  publications  of  the  Society 
from  the  beginning.  This  letter  is  on  file,  and  deserves  to  be  noticed  here.  He 
says  that  the  proposals  issued  by  Belknap  &  Young  —  about  the  beginning  of 
the  year  1792  —  for  publishing  the  Historical  and  Topographical  Collections  of 
the  Society  met  with  an  uncommon  degree  of  encouragement,  the  idea  being 
novel  and  interesting ;  that  the  subscribers,  in  the  course  of  the  first  quarter, 
amounted  to  nearly  twelve  hundred.  "  The  Collections  were  issued ;  but,  from 
an  almost  universal  misconstruction  of  the  proposal  (the  public  in  general  ex- 
pecting a  regular  history  of  America),  the  subscribers  were  disappointed  in  their 
expectations,  and,  before  the  end  of  the  second  quarter,  the  number  was  reduced 
more  than  one  half.  In  order,  however,  to  give  all  possible  satisfaction,  it  was 
found  necessary  that  the  department  for  intelligence,  which  had  made  part  of 
the  original  pamphlet,  should  be  enlarged.  This  was  accordingly  done,  and 
separated  from  the  Collections."  That  is,  "  The  American  Apollo  "  was  enlarged 
from  an  octavo  to  a  newspaper  form,  and  the  Collections  were  issued  separately 
in  monthly  parts,  as  has  been  elsewhere  described.  The  subscriptions,  however, 
continued  to  decrease.  In  the  mean  time,  his  partner,  Mr.  Young,  having  been 
discouraged  by  the  ill  success  of  the  undertaking,  Mr.  Belknap,  in  May,  1792, 
purchased  his  interest  for  a  small  sum,  and  became  sole  proprietor.  He  soon 
afterward  entered  into  copartnership  with  Mr.  Thomas  Hall,  with  whom  he 
continued  the  publication  of  the  Collections  for  more  than  two  years,  but  under 
great  discouragements.  In  July,  1794,  he  purchased  the  interest  of  Mr.  Hall, 
and  again  became  sole  proprietor.  The  number  of  subscribers  continuing  to 
decrease,  being  now  but  little  more  than  three  hundred,  and  the  payments 
being  very  poor,  he  found  he  must  necessarily  be  a  loser  if  he  continued  the 
publication  at  his  own  risk.  "  I  accordingly,"  he  says,  "  communicated  my 
intention  of  discontinuing,  at  your  last  meeting;  and  since  find,  by  my  best  cal- 
culations, that  I  am  a  loser  of  at  least  four  hundred  dollars  for  the  three  years 
which  I  have  published  the  Collections."  Learning  now  that  the  Society  in- 
tended to  continue  the  publications  at  their  own  risk,  he  thinks  he  has  a  right 
in  all  candor  to  expect  the  offer  of  the  printing  upon  the  same  terms  that  any 
other  printer  would  do  the  work.  Intimating  that  there  had  been  complaints  of 
incorrectness  in  his  work,  he  pleads  extenuating  circumstances,  adding,  more- 
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during  the  year  1795,  till  four  serials,  comprising  alto- 
gether about  the  same  number  of  pages  as  the  previous 
volume,  were  published,  completing  the  fourth  volume. 
In  the  mean  time,  the  Society  "  appointed  a  committee 
to  investigate  and  report  measures  to  increase  the  means 
of  the  Society  to  publish  their  Collections,"  and  Dr. 
Belknap  was  its  chairman.  This  appointment,  made  in 
July,  1795,  was  supplemented,  in  November,  by  another 
vote  of  similar  import,  providing,  among  other  things, 
that  an  Address  to  the  public  be  prepared,  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  newspapers.  The  following  draft  of  a 
paper,  in  Dr.  Belknap's  hand,  bearing  no  date,  but 
written  during  this  period,  is  on  file :  — 

"  The  Committee  of  Publications,  to  whom  was  referred  the  con- 
sideration of  some  mode  to  increase  subscription  for  the  Collections, 
have  attended  the  service,  and  report  the  annexed  proposal,  which, 
if  approved  by  the  Society,  they  recommend  to  be  printed,  and  that 
each  member,  both  domestic  and  corresponding,  be  furnished  with  one 
or  more  copies,  with  a  strict  injunction  to  do  his  utmost  to  procure 
subscriptions,  and  report  his  success  at  the  next  meeting,  either  quar- 
terly or  adjourned.  And  if  this  report  be  not  accepted,  or  if,  on  trial, 
it  shall  be  found  insufficient,  then  the  Committee  further  advise  that 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Harris  be  added  to  the  Committee,  and  that  a  consulta- 
tion be  had  with  him  and  with  the  proprietors  of  the  '  Massachusetts 
Magazine,'  respecting  an  union  of  the  Society's  publications  with  that 
work,  and  that  a  further  report  be  made  after  such  consultation. 


over,  that  some  of  the  copy  sent  to  the  press  was  imperfectly  prepared.  He 
promises  now  to  give  satisfaction,  or  to  relinquish  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  one 
half  the  contract  price. 

As  has  been  already  seen,  the  Society  made  a  contract  with  another  printer, 
Mr.  Samuel  Hall  (not  Joseph  Belknap's  late  partner,  whose  name  was  Thomas 
Hall),  an  excellent  printer,  whose  career  is  sufficiently  illustrated  by  Mr.  J.  T. 
Buckingham,  in  his  "  Specimens  of  Newspaper  Literature,"  I.  217-288.  Mr. 
Hall  continued  to  do  the  printing  of  the  Collections  for  a  number  of  years,  — 
four  volumes  bearing  his  name  as  printer. 

Joseph  Belknap  seems  not  to  have  been  particularly  successful  in  his  busi- 
ness ventures.  He  died  on  the  2d  of  August,  1800,  in  Petersburg,  Virginia,  in 
the  31st  year  of  his  age. 


XXX  INTRODUCTION. 


"A  Proposal  for  enlarging  the  Subscription  for  the  Collections  of  the 
Historical  Society. 

"  To  the  Public. 

"  Ever  since  the  institution  of  the  Society,  it  has  been  their  invari- 
able aim  to  pursue  the  objects  for  which  they  associated,  —  namely,  to 
collect,  preserve,  and  communicate  materials  for  American  history.  In 
collecting  they  have  been  very  successful;  in  preserving  they  have 
been  equally  fortunate ;  and  in  communicating  they  have  endeavored 
to  select  such  articles  for  publication  as  in  their  opinion  were  impor- 
tant, and  would  probably  be  lost  without  this  mode  of  preservation  by 
multiplying  the  copies.  This  part  of  their  design,  however,  has  not 
been  attended  with  all  that  success  which  they  wished.  They  began 
with  a  weekly  paper ;  after  some  time,  it  was  changed  to  a  monthly 
pamphlet;  and,  for  the  present  year,  they  have  published  once  in 
three  months,  —  in  the  whole,  about  the  same  in  quantity  as  before. 
The  subscription  at  first  was  flattering ;  but  the  Society  have  for  some 
time  past  been  obliged  to  contract  with  their  printer  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  indemnify  him,  and  take  on  themselves  a  burden  of  expense  to 
which,  considering  the  smallness  of  their  income  (less  than  sixty  dollars 
per  annum),  they  do  not  find  themselves  equal. 

"  They  now  address  the  public,  with  a  view  to  increase  the  subscrip- 
tion for  their  publications.  Their  exertions  and  attention  are  animated 
by  motives  of  benevolence  and  public  utility,  and  they  promise  to  con- 
tinue unremittingly  to  communicate  such  material  as  have  already 
come,  or  may  hereafter  come,  into  their  hands,  which,  from  present 
appearances,  they  have  reason  to  expect  will  be  very  large  and  inter- 
esting, provided  that  a  generous  subscription  and  an  extensive  circula- 
tion shall  assure  them  encouragement. 

"  Let  it  be  remembered  that  this  Society  is  formed,  not  for  the 
purpose  of  waiting  for  communications,  but  that  the  spirit  of  the 
Society  is  active  ;  and,  besides  the  Circular  Letters,  which  are  sent  to 
every  part  of  the  continent  and  the  islands,  and  which  have  been  re- 
printed in  various  periodical  publications  and  in  several  languages,  it 
is  strictly  required  of  every  member  to  search  for  information  of 
every  kind  and  in  every  form  which  may  increase  the  stock  of  knowl- 
edge and  enable  the  Society  to  be  useful. 

"  When  it  is  considered  that  these  Collections  will  consist  of  his- 
torical and  biographical  memoirs,  geographical  and  topographical 
descriptions,  accounts  of  new  discoveries  and  improvements  in  travels, 
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navigation,  manufactures,  and  commerce,  scarce  and  valuable  pam- 
phlets and  manuscripts  respecting  the  antiquities  of  America,  and  other 
subjects  which  daily  arrest  the  attention  of  the  curious  and  inquisitive, 
and  promise  a  great  increase  of  science  and  fund  of  entertainment, 
they  cannot  but  hope  that  a  generous  and  candid  public  will  enable 
them  to  carry  their  views  into  effect,  and  assist  them  in  their  endeav- 
ors to  do  real  service  to  the  community. 

k'  But  if  they  should  find  themselves  obliged  to  discontinue  the 
publication  of  their  Collections,  it  will  be  not  for  want  of  materials  or 
exertion  on  their  part,  but  for  want  of  sufficient  encouragement  on 
the  part  of  the  public ;  and  it  will  give  them  extreme  pain  to  record 
this  as  one  of  the  characteristics  of  the  American  people,  that  they 
are  backward  to  encourage  the  publication  of  materials  for  the  history 
of  their  own  country. 

"  The  Society  propose  that  their  Collections  shall  be  published 
quarterly  or  oftener,  as  the  quantity  of  matter  shall  increase ;  that 
each  number  shall  consist  of  nine  half-sheets,  or  seventy-two  pages, 
large  8vo,  stitched,  as  usual,  in  blue  covers,  at  the  very  moderate  price 
of  twenty -five  cents  each ;  that  the  numbers,  when  printed,  shall  be 
advertised  in  the  public  papers,  and  that  the  subscribers  residing  in 
Boston  shall  have  them  delivered  at  their  respective  houses ;  that 
punctual  payments  be  made  by  subscribers,  either  on  the  receipt  of 
each  number,  or  at  least  once  in  a  year,  at  their  option,  and  that  new 
subscribers  pay  one  half-dollar  in  advance.  As  some  persons  who 
may  become  subscribers  will  probably  want  the  volumes  which  have 
been  already  published,  some  of  which  are  become  very  scarce,  they 
propose  to  reprint  as  many  of  them  as  may  be  required,  and  sell  them 
at  the  same  price  in  proportion  as  the  future  numbers,  provided  that 
the  number  of  subscribers  for  whole  sets  or  for  any  one  volume  should 
amount  to  three  hundred." 

The  efforts  now  made  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the 
Society  by  aid  to  their  publications  do  not  appear  to 
have  been  as  fruitful  of  results  as  could  have  been 
desired.  Indeed,  the  Committee  appointed  at  a  meet- 
ing in  December  of  this  year,  "  to  consider  the  mode  of 
publishing  the  Collections  of  the  Society,"  reported,  in 
April  following,  "  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  continue 
the  publication  at  present."     The  issuing  of  the  Col- 
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lections,  therefore,  for  the  years  1796  and  1797  was 
suspended.  A  renewed  effort  in  the  mean  time  to 
increase  their  funds  would  seem  to  have  been  more  suc- 
cessful, for,  at  the  meeting  in  December,  a  Committee, 
previously  appointed,  reported  that  it  was  expedient  to 
continue  the  publications  of  the  Society ;  whereupon  it 
was  voted  to  print  a  volume  in  quarterly  parts,  begin- 
ning in  January,  1798.  This  constitutes  the  fifth  vol- 
ume of  the  Society,  —  the  last  volume  issued  in  parts 
or  numbers.  The  sixth  volume,  for  1799,  —  that  is, 
the  volume  printed  in  that  year,  —  bore  the  date 
"  1800  "  upon  the  title-page.  That  for  1800  bore  upon 
its  title  "  1801."  Vol.  VIII.,  the  first  volume  num- 
bered upon  the  title-page,  bore  date,  "  1802 " ;  and 
Vol.  IX.,  "  1804/' 

But  their  financial  embarrassments  were  not  at  an 
end.  The  sale  of  the  publications  was  quite  inadequate 
to  supply  their  needs  for  continuing  the  work.  Some 
of  the  earlier  volumes,  issued  in  monthly  parts,  were 
wanting  to  make  up  complete  sets,  and  it  was  very 
desirable  to  have  them  reprinted,  but  the  means  were 
wanting.  The  yearly  assessments  were  small,  and  these 
were  not  always  promptly  paid.  Five  years,  therefore, 
elapsed  from  the  publication  of  Vol.  IX.,  in  1804,  before 
the  tenth  volume,  completing  the  first  decade  or  series, 
appeared,  in  1809  ;  with  a  Chronological  Table,  General 
Index,  Index  of  Authors,  Laws  of  the  Society,  and  List 
of  Members,  prepared  principally  by  Dr.  Freeman. 

Without  dwelling  further  upon  such  details,  it  may 
be  added  that  the  volumes  of  Collections,  for  a  consider- 
able number  of  years  afterward,  made  their  appearance 
with  no  greater  regularity  than  had  marked  the  earlier 
issues.  Sometimes  three  or  four  volumes  would  appear 
in  as  many  years,  and  then  an  interval  of  three,  four, 
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or  five  years  would  occur  before  another  was  prepared. 
Other  causes  than  those  referred  to  may  have  occasion- 
ally interposed.  The  volumes  in  the  first  four  decades 
were  issued  on  an  average  of  about  one  volume  in  two 
years.  The  later  volumes  have  appeared  much  oftener. 
Since  the  endowment  of  the  Society  with  a  fund  for 
publishing  the  Collections,  they  have  been  enabled  to 
publish  to  a  greater  extent ;  each  of  the  last  thirteen 
volumes  embracing  about  double  the  quantity  of  matter 
contained  in  any  preceding  volume.  The  volumes  of 
Proceedings,  printed  principally  from  a  fund  for  that 
purpose,  have  made  their  appearance  at  more  regular 
intervals.  But  some  of  these  details  do  not  strictly 
belong  to  the  period  of  which  we  are  now  writing. 

The  Committee  thought  it  was  desirable  to  include 
in  this  volume  the  portraits  of  the  ten  original  members 
of  the  Society,  so  far  as  they  could  be  found.  We 
have  been  successful  in  procuring  all  but  the  portrait  of 
Mr.  Baylies,  of  whom,  it  is  believed,  none  exists,  —  his 
granddaughter  reporting  that  he  never  would  consent 
to  have  his  picture  taken. 

These  portraits,  with  one  exception,  have  been  pre- 
pared by  means  of  the  heliotype  process,  by  the  "  Helio- 
type  Printing  Company  "  of  this  city.  The  portrait  of 
Dr.  Belknap  is  from  a  picture  originally  taken  from  a 
red-chalk  drawing  in  the  Society's  possession.  That  of 
Dr.  Eliot  is  from  an  oil  painting  belonging  to  the  Society, 
taken  by  a  Boston  artist,  named  King,  in  1779,  when 
the  subject  of  it  was  twenty-five  years  of  age.  That 
of  Dr.  Thacher  is  taken  from  a  small,  simple  wood- 
engraving,  published,  in  1806,  in  the  third  volume  of 
the  "  Polyanthos,"  first  series.  The  portrait  of  William 
Tudor  is  from  an  oil  painting  by  Stuart,  in  possession 
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of  Mr.  Eobert  Hallowell  Gardiner,  of  Gardiner,  Maine, 
whose  valuable  assistance  in  aid  of  our  endeavors  to 
secure  a  good  representation  of  the  original  deserves 
our  warmest  acknowledgments.  The  portrait  of  Judge 
Winthrop  is  from  a  miniature  in  the  possession  of  his 
great-niece,  Mrs.  J.  J.  De  Wolf,  of  Providence,  Rhode 
Island.  That  of  Dr.  Freeman  is  from  a  lithographic 
picture  hanging  in  the  study  of  King's  Chapel,  originally 
taken  from  an  oil  painting  by  Stuart,  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  Mr.  Joseph  Coolidge,  of  this  city.  That  of 
Judge  Minot  is  from  an  oil  portrait  by  Gullager,  a 
Boston  artist,  in  possession  of  his  grandson,  Mr.  George 
R.  Minot,  of  Boston,  to  whom  the  thanks  of  the  Society 
are  due  for  a  fine  photograph  of  the  picture  for  the 
Society's  Cabinet.  The  picture  of  Mr.  Wallcut  is  from 
a  silhouette,  presented  to  the  Society  some  years  ago 
by  his  nephew,  the  Rev.  Robert  Folger  Wallcut,  of 
this  city.  The  portrait  of  Governor  Sullivan,  the  first 
President  of  the  Society,  placed  as  a  frontispiece  to  the 
volume,  is  a  steel  engraving,  originally  prepared  for  a 
memoir  by  his  grandson,  Mr.  Thomas  C.  Amory,  from 
the  original  Stuart  portrait,  now  hanging  in  the  Soci- 
ety's Library.  The  steel  plate  was  generously  placed 
at  the  Society's  disposal  for  this  purpose  by  Mr. 
Amory. 

Facsimiles  of  the  handwriting  of  each  of  the  ten 
original  members  are  placed,  in  most  instances,  with  the 
portraits  of  those  members.  A  letter  of  Mr..  Baylies, 
of  whom  there  is  no  portrait,  is  placed  at  p.  246.  A 
facsimile  of  the  first  page  of  the  original  records  of 
the  Society,  in  Secretary  Wallcut's  hand,  is  placed  in 
the  volume  at  the  beginning  of  that  page. 

Portraits  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Society  have  also 
been  included  in  the  work.     The  portrait  of  Governor 
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Sullivan,  the  first  President,  has  already  been  mentioned 
in  the  list  of  original  members.  That  of  Governor 
Gore,  the  second  President,  is  a  heliotype  from  an  oil 
painting,  by  Trumbull,  belonging  to  the  Society.  That 
of  Judge  Davis,  the  third  President,  is  a  heliotype  from 
an  oil  painting,  by  Cole,  also  in  the  Society's  possession. 
The  portraits  of  Lieutenant-Governor  Winthrop  and  Mr. 
Savage  will  appear  in  the  next  volume. 

Pictures  of  the  buildings  in  which  the  Society  was 
privileged  to  occupy  an  apartment  for  its  Library  and 
Cabinet,  from  the  earliest  period  to  the  present,  are 
given,  so  far  as  they  could  be  found.  Of  the  first 
building,  the  "  Manufactory  House,"  so  called,  a  build- 
ing of  some  historical  note,  no  representation  has 
been  found.  A  picture  of  Faneuil  Hall,  before  its  en- 
largement in  1806,  is  given  from  an  engraving  of  it  in 
the  "Massachusetts  Magazine,"  for  March,  1789,  as,  in 
the  north-west  corner  of  that  building,  in  the  attic,  a 
small  apartment  was  occupied  by  the  Society  for  about 
two  years.  A  picture  of  the  Tontine  Crescent,  on  the 
south  side  of  Franklin  Place,  is  also  given  from  an  en- 
graving of  it  in  the  "  Massachusetts  Magazine "  for 
March,  1794.  Here  the  Society,  in  the  upper  room, 
over  the  Arch,  kept  its  Library  and  Cabinet,  and  held 
its  meetings,  for  thirty-nine  years.  The  Tontine 
Crescent  has  now  passed  away.  A  picture  of  the 
building  erected  by  the  Provident  Institution  for  Sav- 
ings on  Tremont  Street  (on  the  Society's  present  loca- 
tion), apartments  in  which  the  Society  purchased  and 
removed  to  in  1833,  is  also  included.  This  building 
was  taken  down  in  1872,  and  the  present  structure 
erected  upon  the  old  spot,  the  first  meeting  in  which 
was  held  by  the  Society  in  April,  1873. 

Two  additional  portraits  of   members  are  given  to 
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accompany  their  memoirs ;  namely,  that  of  William 
Tudor,  Jr.,  from  an  original  Stuart,  in  possession  of  Mr. 
Robert  H.  Gardiner,  of  Gardiner,  Maine,  and  that  of 
Governor  Strong,  a  steel  engraving  from  a  picture  by 
Stuart,  in  possession  of  A.  C.  Thompson,  D.D.,  of  Rox- 
bury. 

References  in  foot-notes  have  been  made  to  those 
memoirs  of  deceased  members  which  already  have  been 
published  in  the  Society's  Collections.  On  the  follow- 
ing page  is  a  list  of  deceased  Resident  Members,  down 
to  the  year  1833,  whose  memoirs,  never  having  appeared 
in  the  Society's  publications,  have  been  prepared  for 
this  volume,  and  will  be  found  at  the  pages  indicated. 
This  is  followed  by  a  list  of  the  illustrations  in  the 
volume ;  and  also  lists  of  the  Resident  Members  and 
Corresponding  Members,  from  the  institution  of  the 
Society  clown  to  the  year  1855. 

We  cannot  omit,  in  conclusion,  to  acknowledge  here 
the  Society's  indebtedness  to  the  Recording  Secretary, 
Mr.  George  Dexter,  for  preparing,  as  a  labor  of  love, 
the  excellent  index  to  this  volume.

THE  twenty-fourth  day,  being  the  last  Monday  of 
January,  1791,  Mr.  Belknap,  Mr.  Eliot,  Mr.  Free- 
man, Mr.  Sullivan,  Mr.  Thacher,  Mr.  Tudor,  Mr.  Wallcut, 
and  Mr.  Winthrop  met  at  the  house  of  William  Tudor, 
Esq,t  and  agreed  upon  the  following  as  the  principles

this  meeting,  they  were  regarded  as  present  and  associating.  The  following,  in 
Dr.  Freeman's  hand,  is  written  on  one  of  the  fly-leaves  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  volume  of  the  records  of  the  Society :  — 

"  1790.  The  Society  was  planned  by  the  following  persons :  Rev.  Jeremy 
Belknap,  D.D.,  Rev.  John  Eliot,  D.D.,  Rev.  Peter  Thacher,  D.D.,  and  William 
Tudor,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  and  James  Winthrop,  Esq.,  of  Cambridge.  These 
gentlemen  associated  with  them  five  other  persons  :  viz.,  William  Baylies,  Esq., 
of  Dighton,  and  Rev.  James  Freeman,  Hon.  George  Richards  Minot,  Esq.,  Hon. 
James  Sullivan,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Wallcut,  of  Boston. 

"  1791,  Jan.  24.  A  majority  of  the  above-named  persons  met  together  and 
organized  the  Society." 

These  names  are  alphabetically  arranged,  agreeably  to  a  rule  adopted  at 
the  first  meeting.  For  a  further  history  of  the  formation  of  the  Society,  see 
the  "Introduction"  to  this  volume.  —  Eds. 
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of   the  Society,  and  voted  also  the  following  articles 
for  its  government :  #  — 

Constitution  of  the  Historical  Society. 

The  preservation  of  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  records,  containing  historical  facts,  biographical 
anecdotes,  temporary  projects,  and  beneficial  specula- 
tions, conduces  to  mark  the  genius,  delineate  the 
manners,  and  trace  the  progress  of  society  in  the 
United  States,  and  must  always  have  a  useful  ten- 
dency to  rescue  the  true  history  of  this  country  from 
the  ravages  of  time  and  the  effects  of  ignorance  and 
neglect. 

A  collection  of  observations  and  descriptions  in 
natural  history  and  topography,  together  with  speci- 
mens of  natural  and  artificial  curiosities,  and  a  selec- 
tion of  every  thing  which  can  improve  and  promote 
the  historical  knowledge  of  our  country,  either  in  a 
physical  or  political  view,  has  long  been  considered 
as  a  desideratum ;  and,  as  such  a  plan  can  be  best 
executed  by  a  society  whose  sole  and  special  care 
shall  be  confined  to  the  above  objects,  we,  the  sub- 
scribers, do  agree  to  form  such  an  institution,  and 
to  associate  for  the  above  purposes,  subject  to  the 
following  regulations  :  - — 

Article  I.  —  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Historical 
Society,  and  consist  of  a  number  not  exceeding  thirty,  who

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shall,  at  the  time  of  their  election,  be  citizens  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts. 

Art.  II.  —  Each  member,  at  the  time  of  his  admission, 
shall  pay  five  dollars,  and  two  dollars  annually,  to  create  a 
fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution.  And  any  member 
shall  be  exempted  from  the  annual  payment  of  two  dollars, 
provided  he  shall,  at  any  time  after  six  months  from  his 
admission,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  thirty-four  dollars,  in  addi- 
tion to  what  he  had  before  paid. 

Art.  III.  —  All  elections  shall  be  made  by  ballot.  No 
member  shall  nominate  more  than  one  candidate  at  the 
same  meeting ;  and  all  nominations  shall  be  made  at  a  meet- 
ing previous  to  that  at  which  the  ballot  is  to  be  taken. 

Art.  IV.  —  There  shall  be  four  stated  meetings  of  the 
Society  in  each  year ;  namely,  on  the  last  Tuesdays  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October:  and  occasional  meet- 
ings shall  be  convened  on  due  notification  from  the  Presi- 
dent, or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Secretaries, 
upon  application  of  any  two  of  the  members. 

Art.  V.  —  There  shall  be  annually  chosen,  at  the  meet- 
ing in  April,  a  President,  a  Recording  and  [a]  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Librarian,  and  a  standing  com- 
mittee of  three. 

Art.  VI.  —  All  communications  which  are  thought 
worthy  of  preservation  shall  be  entered  at  large,  or  minuted 
down  in  the  books  of  the  Society,  and  the  originals  be 
kept  on  file. 

Art.  VII.  —  At  the  request  of  any  two  members  present, 
any  motion  shall  be  deferred  to  another  meeting  for  further 
consideration  before  it  is  finally  determined  upon. 

Art.  VIII. — All  accounts  shall  be  kept  in  dollars  and  cents. 

Art.  IX.  —  Five  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum 
for  all  purposes,  excepting  those  of  making  alterations  in, 
or  additions  to,  the  aforegoing  articles,  and  the  election  of 
members. 
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Aet.  X.  —  No  member  shall  be  chosen  "unless  there  are 
eight  members  present  at  the  election. 

Art.  XI.  —  The  first  article  shall  not  restrict  the  Society 
from  electing  corresponding  members  in  any  other  State  or 
country. 

Art.  XII.  —  Members  who  are  chosen  in  other  States  and 
countries  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of  thirty,  and  shall 
not  be  required  to  make  contribution  with  the  members  who 
are  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.

Voted,  That  the  Recording  Secretary  be  desired  to  attend  the  sale 
of  books  from  time  to  time,  and  buy  such  as  come  within  the  views  of 
the  Institution,  until  the  next  meeting,  and  draw  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  the  expense. 


SECOND   MEETING. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  con- 
vened, by  written  notifications,  at  the  house  of  the 
President,  the  Hon.  James  Sullivan,  Esq.,  on  Saturday, 
the  9th  day  of  April,  1791  — present,  Mr.  Eliot,  Mr. 
Freeman,  Mr.  Minot,  Mr.  Sullivan,  Mr.  Thacher,  Mr. 
Tudor,  Mr.  Wallcut,  and  Mr.  Winthrop. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Freeman  be  a  committee  to  apply  to  Mr.  Samuel 
Cooper  Johonnot  to  procure  of  him  a  valuable  collection  of  pamphlets, 
&c.  (late  belonging  to  the  late  Dr.  Cooper),  for  the  Society. 

The  Committee  who  were  appointed  to  procure  a 
suitable  room  to  deposit  the  library  for  the  Historical 
Society  made  report  that  they  had  not  been  able  to 
procure  one. 

Voted,  That  the  Committee  be  desired  to  persevere  in  their  en- 
deavors for  this  purpose,  and  that  Mr.  Tudor  be  added  to  the  said 
Committee. 
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Voted,  That  Mr.  Sullivan,  Mr.  Thacher,  and  Mr.  Tudor  be  a 
committee  to  wait  upon  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  his  Honor 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  acquaint  them  with  the  institution,  the 
views  and  the  designs  of  the  Historical  Society,  and  to  request  their 
assistance. 

The  Hon.  David  Sewall,  Esq.,  of  York,  was  nomi- 
nated a  member  by  the  Hon.  James  Sullivan,  Esq. 

Isaac  Lothrop,  Esq.,  of  Plymouth,  was  nominated  a 
member  by  Mr.  Thacher. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Freeman  and  Mr.  Winthrop  be  a  committee  to 
wait  on  Messrs.  Thomas  and  John  Fleet,  and  procure  the  files  of  the 
"  Boston  Evening  Post,"  printed  by  their  father  and  themselves. 

The  Hon.  James  Sullivan,  Esq.,  presented  the 
Society  with

Voted,  That  the  Treasurer  be  desired  to  purchase  twelve  chairs 
(Windsor,  green,  elbow)  ;  a  plain  pine  table,  painted,  with  drawer  and 
lock  and  key  ;  an  inkstand,  &c.

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Voted,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  Mr.  Bowdoin, 
and  request  him  to  supply  such  pamphlets,  of  a  political  or  historical 
nature,  as  he  may  spare  from  his  collection,  for  the  benefit  of  this 
Society,  and  that  Mr.  Belknap,  Mr.  Freeman,  and  Mr.  Wallcut  be 
the  committee. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Belknap  and  Mr.  Eliot  be  a  committee  to  draught 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  Library  and  Museum.

FOURTH  MEETING. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  held 
at  the  Library  room  in  the  Bank,  on  Tuesday,  the  11th 
day  of  October,  1791,  at  3  o'clock  p.m.  —  present,  Hon. 
William  Baylies,  Rev.  J.  Belknap,  Rev.  J.  Eliot,  Rev.  J. 
Freeman,  G.  R.  Minot,  Esq.,  Hon.  J.  Sullivan,  Esq., 
William  Tudor,  Esq.,  Thomas  Wallcut,  and  J.  Winthrop, 
Esq. 

Mr.  Belknap  and  Mr.  Eliot,  who  were  appointed 
a  committee,  at  the  last  meeting,  to  draw  up  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  Library  and  Museum,  made 
a  report  containing  twelve  articles,  which  being  read, 
it  was  voted  to  be  taken  into  consideration  article  by 
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article ;  and  the  whole,  being  amended  and  accepted, 
is  as  follows,  viz. :  — 

Rules  for  the  Library  and  Museum* 

1.  That  all  books  which  are  presented  to  the  Library  be 
accepted,  with  thanks,  and  also  every  curiosity  for  the 
Museum. 

2.  That  American  coins  and  curiosities  be  kept  by  them- 
selves in  the  best  part  of  the  cabinet. 

3.  That,  at  every  quarterly  meeting,  a  catalogue  of  the 
books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  maps,  and  curiosities,  shall 
be  produced  by  the  Librarian,  and  every  member  shall,  in 
person,  if  present,  and  in  writing,  if  absent,  give  an  account 
of  the  books  or  manuscripts,  or  whatever  article  belonging 
to  the  Society,  he  may  have  in  his  possession. 

4.  That  once  in  every  year,  previously  to  the  spring 
meeting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  inspect  the  Library 
and  Museum,  and  report  the  state  of  every  article  at  that 
meeting,  and  what  books  are  particularly  wanted. 

5.  That,  till  the  farther  order  of  the  Society,  the  key  shall 
be  kept  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Belknap,  to  be  by  him  delivered 
to  no  other  person  but  one  of  the  members,  a  list  of  whom 
shall  be  given  to  him. 

6.  That  any  member  may  take  out  printed  books  for  his 
own  use,  not  more  than  three  at  a  time,  and  keep  them  not 
more  than  three  months ;  that,  for  the  present  a  slate  and 
pencil  shall  be  hung  up  in  the  chamber,  and  the  person 
taking  books  shall  enter  on  the  slate  his  name,  the  titles 
of  the  books,  and  the  date ;  which  the  librarian,  at  his 
next  visit  to  the  chamber,  shall  enter  in  his  book :  but 
that  no  manuscript  shall  be  taken  out  but  in  presence 
of  the  Librarian,  who   shall  take  a  receipt  for  it,  and  a

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special  obligation  to  return  it  within   the   space   of   three 
months. 

7.  If  books  or  manuscripts  be  requested  for  public  uses, 
or  for  the  peculiar  benefit  of  persons  whom  the  Society  are 
disposed  to  oblige,  the  application  shall  be  made  to  the 
Librarian  through  the  medium  of  some  member,  who  shall 
be  responsible  in  a  written  obligation  for  the  return  of  each 
article  borrowed,  within  such  time  as  shall  be  stipulated  by 
the  Librarian,  not  exceeding  three  months,  and  shall  be 
accountable  for  all  loss  and  damage. 

8.  That  every  book  lost  shall  be  replaced  by  the  person 
who  shall  have  lost  the  same,  if  it  can  be  procured ;  and,  if 
not,  another,  equally  valuable,  shall  be  accepted  to  supply 
the  vacancy. 

9.  That  all  pamphlets  shall  be  bound,  except  duplicates, 
which  shall  be  kept  by  themselves,  and  that  triplicates  shall 
be  exchanged. 

10.  That  all  manuscripts  shall  be  distinctly  marked  and 
numbered,  and  kept  in  cases  of  paper,  which  shall  also  be 
numbered,  and  the  contents  of  each  registered. 

11.  That  every  present  received  shall  be  recorded,  and 
an  account  of  it  rendered  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

12.  That  a  printed  ticket  shall  be  pasted  on  the  inside 
of  the  cover  of  each  book,  signifying  that  it  is  the  property 
of  the  Society,  and  also  the  name  of  the  donor,  if  it  be  a 
present. 

The  Hon.  David  Sewall,  Esq.,  of  York,  and  Isaac 
Lothrop,  Esq.,  of  Plymouth,  having  stood  in  nomina- 
tion the  time  required  by  the  constitution,  and  the 
ballots  being  taken  at  this  meeting,  it  appeared  they 
were  unanimously  elected. 

Mr.  Belknap  communicated  to  the  Society  a  plan 
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and  proposals  of  Messrs.  Joseph  Belknap  and  Alex- 
ander Young,  printers,  for  a  new  periodical  publication 
which  they  propose  to  carry  on  (with  the  assistance 
of  the  Historical  Society),  under  the  title  of  the 
"  American  Apollo." 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Eliot,  Mr.  Freeman,  and  Mr.  Minot  be  a  com- 
mittee to  confer  with  Messrs.  Belknap  and  Young  on  the  subject,  and 
form  some  arrangement,  and  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

Voted,  That  the  same  Committee  prepare  some  account  of  the 
Society,  to  be  inserted  in  Messrs.  Fleets'  Register  for  the  next  year.* 

Mr.  Belknap,  having  delivered  into  the  library  his 
valuable  collection  of  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers, 
and  manuscripts,  with  a  list  accompanying,  in  which 
he  proposes  to  give  a  part ;  and  on  the  other  part  he 
has  set  a  price,  in  a  list  accompanying,  with  a  view 
to  make  up  the  sum  of  thirty-four  dollars,  as  his  life- 
subscription,!  —

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FIFTH   MEETING. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  held 
at  the  Library  room  in  the  Bank,  on  Monday,  the  24th 
day  of  October,  1791  —  present,  James  Sullivan,  Presi- 
dent ;  Mr.  Belknap,  Mr.  Freeman,  Mr.  Minot,  Mr.  Tudor, 
Mr.  Wallcut,  and  Mr.  Winthrop. 

The  Standing  Committee,  who  were  appointed  to 
appraise  the  books,  &c.,  furnished  by  Mr.  Belknap  for 
the  Historical  Society,  made  their  report  as  follows, 
viz. :  — 

The  Standing  Committee  have,  agreeably  to  an  order  of 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  appraised  the 
deposit  of  books,  manuscripts,  pamphlets,  and  other  papers, 
made  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Belknap,  at  thirty-four  dollars  and 
one -third  of  a  dollar.  By  order         Petee  Thacher. 

Mr.  Eliot,  Mr.  Freeman,  and  Mr.  Minot,  a  com- 
mittee appointed  to  confer  with  Messrs.  Belknap  and 
Young,  printers,  made  report :  — 

The  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Messrs.  Belknap 
and  Young,  printers,  respecting  a  plan  for  a  new  periodical 
publication  which  they  propose  to  carry  on  (with  the  assistance 
of  the  Historical  Society),  under  the  title  of  the  "  American 
Apollo,"  report  that  they  have  conferred  with  Mr.  Belknap, 
one  of  the  said  printers ;  that  he  agrees  to  appropriate  gen- 
erally from  four  to  eight  pages  of  the  said  paper  to  such 
publications  as  the  Historical  Society  shall  choose  to  make ; 
that  this  part  of  the  paper  will  be  paged  separately ;  and 
that  he  consents  to  present  fifty  copies  of  the  "  Apollo  " 
to  the  Society.  Per  order  James  Freeman. 
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Mr.  Belknap,  Mr.  Eliot,  and  Mr.  Freeman  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  superintend  the  publications 
of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Winthrop  presented  the  Society  with 

Three  bills  of  Massachusetts  currency,  printed  upon  parchment,  —  one  of  one 
■penny,  one  of  two  pence,  and  one  of  three  pence,  printed  in  the  year  1727. 

The  Hon.  Kichard  Cranch,  Esq.,*  of  Braintree,  in 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  and  John  Davis,  Esq.,  of 
Plymouth,  in  the  County  of  Plymouth,  having  stood 
in  nomination  the  time  required  by  the  constitution, 
the  members  proceeded  to  ballot,  and  it  appeared 
that  those  gentlemen  were  unanimously  chosen. 


SIXTH   MEETING. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  held 
at  the  Library  room  in  the  Bank,  on  Wednesday,  the 
21st  day  of  December,  1791  —  present,  Mr.  Belknap, 
Mr.  Eliot,  Mr.  Freeman,  Mr.  Minot,  Mr.  Sullivan,  Mr. 
Tudor,  and  Mr.  Wallcut. 

The  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  were  read,  and 
the  following  communications  were  then  made  :  — 

Mr.  Belknap  reported  a  prefatory  introduction  to 
the  publications  of  the  Historical  Society  in  the 
"  American  Apollo,"  which,  being  read,  was  ap- 
proved of  and  accepted.!

t  This  "  prefatory  introduction  "  was  published  at  the  beginning  of  the  first 
volume  of  the  Collections,  immediately  following  the  Constitution  of  the  Society, 
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Voted,  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  superintend  the  publica- 
tions of  the  Society  be  empowered  to  employ  a  clerk  to  copy  papers 
for  the  press. 

Voted,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  procure  a  blank  book,  in 
which  to  copy  his  letters,  and  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the 
expense. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Eliot  and  Mr.  Tudor  be  a  committee  to  define  the 
duties,  powers,  and  business  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  make 
report  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  President  communicated  to  the  Society  that 
Joseph  Barrell,  Esq.,  for  himself,  Messrs.  Samuel 
Brown,  Charles  Bulfinch,  John  Derby,  Crowell  Hatch, 
and  John  Marsden  Pintard,  owners  of  the  ship 
"  Columbia  "  and  the  ship  "  Washington,"  which  were 
the  first  vessels  from  the  United  States  to  Nootka 
Sound  and  the  Sandwich  Islands,  had  presented  to 
the  Society  a  hat,  cloak,  and  mantle  of  the  natives, 
several  pieces  of  cloth  manufactured  there  from  the 
bark  of  trees,  and  other  artificial  and  natural  curi- 
osities of  that  part  of  America  brought  in  those 
vessels,  and  also  one  of  the  medals #  which  were  sent 


and  was  entitled,  "  Introductory  Address  from  the  Historical  Society.  To  the 
Public." 

There  had  also  been  issued,  under  the  authority  of  the  Society,  though  the 
records  do  not  specially  mention  it,  a  "circular  letter,"  dated  Nov.  1,  1791,  and 
signed,  "  in  the  name,  and  by  the  order,  of  the  Society,  Jeremy  Belknap,  Cor- 
responding Secretary."  This  paper  announced  the  formation  and  purposes  of 
the  Society,  and  enclosed  a  proposal  or  prospectus  of  the  "  American  Apollo," 
in  which  the  Society  intended  to  commence  its  publications.  A  copy  of  this 
circular  with  the  prospectus  is  given  in  the  "  Introduction"  to  this  volume.  It 
was  reprinted  for  substance  in  the  beginning  of  the  second  volume  of  the  Col- 
lections. A  second  circular,  of  the  same  general  import,  also  prepared  by  Dr. 
Belknap,  was  printed,  with  other  documents,  in  the  fourth  volume. 

A  full  and  minute  account  of  the  "  American  Apollo,"  and  of  the  early 
issues  of  the  Society's  publications,  will  also  be  found  in  the  Introduction  to 
this  volume.  —  Eds.

Standing  Committee' s  Duties  and  Powers. f 

1.  That  they  shall  regulate  all  the  common  expenses  of 
the  Society,  and  make  the  necessary  provision  of  such  small 
articles  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  wanted,  and  shall  have 
power  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  to  defray  the  same.

That  they  shall  aid  the  Librarian  when  he  shall  require 
it,  in  the  arrangement  of  the  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  and 
manuscripts,  as  well  as  in  the  disposition  of  curiosities  and 
articles  belonging  to  the  cabinet,  and  especially  attend  to 
the  preservation  and  binding  of  the  books  and  pamphlets.

"Amidst  a  variety  of  public  and  private  avocations,  I  have  scarcely  a 
moment  to  spare  by  which  I  can  render  any  service  to  the  Society,  and  more 
especially  as  I  have  an  arduous  object  in  view,  which  is  now  retarded,  only 
because  I  cannot  redeem  time  from  other  pressing  business  to  give  it  that  atten- 
tion which  it  requires.  Should  I  be  so  fortunate  as  to  accomplish  the  object 
which  I  have  in  view,  it  may  serve  and  gratify  posterity  more  than  any  other 
efforts  I  can  possibly  make,  and  any  diversion  from  it  may  prove  the  loss  of  it. 
To  be  a  useless  member  of  the  Society,  and  to  keep  out  of  it  some  other  gentle- 
man who  may  render  it  service,  would  give  me  pain,  and  cannot  be  pleasing  to 
them.  I  am,  therefore,  constrained  to  decline  an  acceptance  of  the  honor  which 
is  proffered  to  me." 

The  "  arduous  object "  which  the  General  had  "  in  view  "  was  probably  the 
compilation  of  his  "  Memoirs,"  which  were  published  in  1798. — Eds. 
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Mr.  Belknap  communicated  a  donation  from  Captain 
Thomas  Powers : #

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The  Society  then  proceeded  to  the  Meeting-house  in 
Brattle  Street,  where  a  discourse  was  delivered  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Jeremy  Belknap  upon  the  subject  of  the  discovery 
of  America  by  Christopher  Columbus,  and  service  was 
performed,  agreeably   to   the   votes  of    the    Society.* 

*  The  following  is  an  extract  from  "  The  Independent  Chronicle,  and  the 
Universal  Advertiser,"  of  Thursday,  Oct.  25,  1792  :  — 

"  Celebration  of  the  Discovery  of  America. 

"  Tuesday  last,  the  23d  instant,  being  the  12th  of  the  month,  old  style,  and 
the  day  on  which  the  third  century  after  the  discovery  of  America  by  Chris- 
topher Columbus  was  completed,  that  event  was  celebrated  by  the  Historical 
Society  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  the  following  manner  :  — 

"  The  members  of  the  Society  having  assembled  at  a  quarterly  meeting, 
held  at  the  house  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thacher,  they  proceeded  from  thence  to  the 
meeting-house  in  Brattle  Square.  Dr.  Thacher  opened  the  service  with  a 
prayer  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  occasion.  A  discourse  was  then  delivered  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Belknap,  who  had  been  appointed  by  the  Society  for  that  purpose. 
This  discourse  was  distinguished  by  a  deep  research  into  the  subject  of  the 
discovery  of  America,  both  as  to  the  reasons  which  led  to  it,  and  its  conse- 
quences ;  by  an  entertaining  account  of  the  character  and  fortunes  of  the  great 
discoverer ;  and,  above  all,  by  a  liberality  of  sentiment  in  politics  and  religion 
which  do  honor  to  the  age.  After  the  discourse,  a  prayer,  pertinent  to  the  sub- 
ject of  the  day,  was  made  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eliot,  and  the  whole  was  concluded 
with  an  ode,  by  Mr.  Rea  and  others,  in  concert  with  the  organ. 

"  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and 
such  of  the  Honorable  Council  as  were  in  town,  favored  the  Society  with  their 
attendance  on  this  occasion,  and  accompanied  the  members  to  dine  with  the 
Hon.  James  Sullivan,  Esq.,  the  President,  at  his  house,  where  the  memory  of 
Columbus  was  toasted  in  convivial  enjoyment,  and  the  warmest  wishes  were 
expressed  that  the  blessings  now  distinguishing  the  United  States  might  be 
extended  to  every  part  of  the  world  he  has  discovered." 

The  selection  of  the  23d  of  October  for  the  day  of  celebration,  as  corre- 
sponding in  new  style  to  the  12th  in  old  style,  was  an  error,  as  only  nine  days 
were  required  to  represent  the  difference,  the  true  day  falling  on  the  21st.  It 
was  not  till  1752  that  the  Gregorian  calendar  was  adopted  in  England  and  her 
colonies,  when  eleven  days  were  stricken  from  the  old  calendar  as  the  difference 
which  then  existed  between  that  and  the  new  calendar.  This  fact  being  known, 
eleven  days  seem  to  have  been  erroneously  assumed  as  the  difference  between 
old  and  new  style  for  all  time.  In  1769,  when  the  celebration  of  the  Landing 
of  the  Pilgrims  in  1620  was  instituted  at  Plymouth  by  the  Old  Colony  Club, 
eleven  days  were  assumed  for  the  difference  of  style,  instead  of  ten,  the  true 
difference,  and  the  error  was  continued  for  nearly  a  century.  In  like  manner, 
the  same  error  was  made  in  computing  the  date  from  old  style  of  the  discovery 
of  America  by  Columbus,  whereas  but  nine  days  were  required  to  represent  the 
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After  which,  the  members  returned  to  the  house  of  Dr. 
Thacher,  and  it  was

Voted,  That  the  Treasurer  defray  any  small  expenses  that  may  have 
arisen  therefrom. 

Voted,  That  the  Standing  Committee  cause  to  be  printed  such  a 
number  of  copies  of  the  Catalogue  and  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Society  as  they  may  judge  proper. 

true  difference.  The  American  Antiquarian  Society,  in  1813,  directed,  in  their 
by-laws,  that  the  annual  oration  should  "  be  delivered  on  the  23d  of  October, 
the  day  on  which  America  was  discovered  by  Columbus" ;  and,  until  1855,  the 
annual  meeting  of  that  Society  continued  to  be  held  on  that  day.  The  error 
was  then  detected,  and  a  change  made  to  the  twenty-first  day  of  October,  as 
corresponding  to  the  true  date  of  discovery  (October  12)  in  old  style. 

The  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America  was  cele- 
brated in  New  York  on  the  12th  of  October,  as  appears  by  the  same  paper  from 
which  the  above  extract  is  taken :  — 

"  On  the  twelfth  instant  was  celebrated  in  New  York  the  completion  of  the 
third  century  since  the  discovery  of  America  by  Columbus.  On  this  occasion 
a  monumental  obelisk  was  exhibited  by  the  Tammany  Society  at  their  Great 
Wigwam,  where  an  animated  oration  on  the  great  nautical  hero  was  delivered 
by  J.  B.  Johnson,  Esq."  —  Eds.

It  appears  from  a  note  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  printed  text  that  the  MS.  of  the  part  preserved  began  with 
"  page  339,  the  preceding  pages  wanting,"  and  covered  the  years  1624-1630. 
This  shows  that  what  was  recovered  was  but  a  small  part  of  what  was  lost ; 
while  it  is  probable  that  the  collection  originally  contained  also  letters  of  a 
later  date  than  1630.  Governor  Bradford's  History  closed  with  the  year  1646, 
and  the  letters  which  he  had  preserved  to  illustrate  that  part  of  the  narrative, 
from  1630  to  its  conclusion,  may  have  been  included  in  his  Letter-book,  as  well 
as  those  used  in  the  earlier  portion.  The  fragment  recovered  may  have  been 
one  volume  of  a  series  continuously  paged.  The  fortunate  recovery  of  Gover- 
nor Bradford's  History,  some  sixty  years  after  Mr.  James  Clarke  rescued  this 
fragment  from  a  grocer's  shop  in  Halifax,  happily  supplies  to  a  certain  extent 
the  place  of  the  Letter-book ;  for,  while  the  author  did  not  copy  into  his  History 
all  these  letters,  we  may  well  suppose  him,  judging  from  the  use  he  made  of 
those  preserved,  to  have  used  the  most  valuable  part  of  them. 

The  finding  of  this  manuscript  in  Halifax  naturally  suggests  the  thought  that 
it  left  Boston  at  the  time  of  the  "evacuation,"  in  March,  1776;  and,  it  being 
well  known  that  the  British  soldiers  during  the  occupation  of  Boston  had  free 
access  to  the  Historical  Library  of  books  and  manuscripts  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Prince,  kept  in  a  room  in  the  tower  of  the  Old  South  Meeting-house,  that  it  was 
taken  from  that  collection.  This  is  not  improbable.  There  may  be  no  positive 
evidence  that  Prince's  Library  then  contained  this  Letter-book,  yet  we  know 
that  it  was  once  in  Prince's  possession.  For,  besides  the  manuscripts  of  Brad- 
ford, which  he  mentions,  in  the  preface  to  his  Chronological  History,  as  having 
had  an  "  opportunity  to  search,"  —  namely,  "  Bradford's  History  of  Plymouth 
People  and  Colony,"  in  folio,  and  "A  Register  of  Governor  Bradford's,  in  his 
own  hand,  recording  some  of  the  first  deaths,  marriages,  and  punishments  at 
Plymouth,  with  three  other  miscellaneous  volumes  of  his,"  in  octavo,  —  he  sev- 
eral times  refers,  in  his  notes  on  the  margin  of  Bradford's  manuscript  History, 
to  "  Governor  Bradford's  Collection  of  Letters."  See  pp.  47,  61,  64,  and  71  of 
the  printed  volume.

of  November,  1792,  and  from  a  persuasion  that  it  may  contribute  in  some 
measure  to  the  important  objects  of  your  Society,  and  I  could  wish  I  might 
otherwise  be  serviceable.

"  Gentlemen,  —  Your  obliging  letter  of  the  31st  of  December  last,  offering 
to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  a  room  in  the  centre  building  of  the 
Crescent,  I  have  communicated  to  the  Society.  That  association  had  its  origin 
in  a  sincere  wish  to  promote  the  honor  and  happiness  of  United  America,  and 
the  labor  of  its  members  has  been,  and  now  is,  employed  with  unremitting  zeal 
and  industry  in  collecting  and  preserving  those  materials  which  will  give  a 
foundation  to  a  political,  as  well  as  a  natural,  history  of  the  country.  Our. 
fellow-citizens,  recognizing  the  utility  of  our  plan,  have  been  very  liberal  and 
assiduous  in  yielding  us  assistance  and  support.  By  these  means  we  have 
amassed  a  great  number  of  books,  printed  productions,  ancient  manuscripts, 
and  natural  curiosities.  The  government  of  this  Commonwealth  has  directed 
the  Secretary  to  deliver  us  copies  of  public  proceedings ;  and  we  hope  that  the 
general  and  other  governments  will  afford  us  aid  and  countenance  in  the  same 
manner.

An  Act  to  incorporate  a  Society  by  the  name  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Society.* 

Whereas  the  collection  and  preservation  of  materials  for  a 
political  and  natural  history  of  the  United  States  is  a  desirr 
able  object,  and  the  institution  of  a  Society  for  those  purposes 
will  be  of  public  utility,  — 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  that  William  Baylies,  Esq.,  Jeremy  Belknap, 
D.D.,  the  Rev.  Alden  Bradford,  Peleg  Coffin,  Esq.,  Manasseh 
Cutler,  LL.D.,  John  Davis,  Esq.,  Daniel  Davis,  Esq.,  Aaron 
Dexter,  Doctor  in  Physic,  the  Rev.  John  Eliot,  Nathaniel 
Freeman,  Esq.,  the  Rev.  James  Freeman,  the  Rev.  Thaddeus 
Mason  Harris,  Isaac  Lothrop,  Esq.,  George  Richards  Minot, 
Esq.,  the  Rev.  John  Mellen,  Jr.,  Thomas  Pemberton,  William 
Dandridge  Peck,  the  Rev.  John  Prince,  Ezekiel  Price,  Esq., 
James  Sullivan,  Esq.,  David  Sewall,  Esq.,  Peter  Thacher, 
D.D.,  William  Tudor,  Esq.,  Samuel  Turell,  Dudley  Atkins 
Tyng,  Esq.,  James  Winthrop,  Esq.,  Thomas  Wallcut,  Redford 
Webster,  and  William  Wetmore,  Esq.,  who  have  associated 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  have  requested  an  Act  of

*  This  Act  of  Incorporation,  and  the  notice  of  the  President  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  to  meet  on  the  4th  of  April,  and  organize  under  it,  are  both 
entered  in  this  place.  They  apparently  form  no  part  of  the  record  of  that 
meeting,  though  each  must  then  have  been  read,  and  the  Act  formally  or  tacitly 
adopted.

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by  them,  shall  be  and  continue  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  that  name,  for  ever. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  members  of  said  Society  shall  have  power  to  elect  a 
President  and  all  other  necessary  officers  ;  and  that  the  said 
Society  shall  have  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  break, 
change,  and  renew  at  pleasure ;  and  that  the  same  Society, 
by  the  name  aforesaid,  as  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend  suits  to  final  judgment 
and  execution. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Society  shall  have 
power  to  make  orders  and  by-laws  for  governing  its  members 
and  property,  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth ;  and  may  expel,  disfranchise,  or  suspend  any  member 
who,  by  his  misconduct,  shall  be  rendered  unworthy. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Society  may,  from 
time  to  time,  establish  rules  for  electing  officers  and  members, 
and  also  times  and  places  for  holding  meetings  ;  and  shall  be 
capable  to  take  and  hold  real  or  personal  estate,  by  gift, 
grant,  devise,  or  otherwise,  and  the  same  or  any  part  thereof 
to  alien  and  convey:  Provided,  That  the  annual  income  of 
any  real  estate,  by  said  Society  holden,  shall  never  exceed  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  pounds ;  and  that  the  personal  estate 
thereof,  besides  books,  papers,  and  articles  in  the  Museum  of 
said  Society,  shall  never  exceed  the  value  of  two  thousand 
pounds. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  number  of  members  of 
said  Society  shall  never  \>e  more  than  sixty  (excepting  hon- 
orary members,  residing  without  the  limits  of  this  Common- 
wealth), and  that  James  Sullivan,  Esq.,  be,  and  he  hereby  is, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  notify  and  warn  the  first  meet- 
ing of  said  Society ;  and  the  same  Society,  when  met,  shall 
agree  upon  a  method  for  calling  future  meetings,  and  may 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  found 
necessary. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  either  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature shall  and  may  have  free  access  to  the  Library  and 
Museum  of  said  Society. 

This  Act  passed  Feb.  19,  1794.

*  The  following  is  the  substance  of  the  deed,  executed  May  1,  1794,  and 
recorded  in  the  Suffolk  Eegistry,  Book  179,  p.  98:  — 

"Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  we,  Charles  Vaughan,  William 
Scollay,  and  Charles  Bulfinch,  all  of  Boston,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  and 
State  of  Massachusetts,  Esquires,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  five 
shillings  lawful  money  to  us  in  hand  paid  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  but  more  especially  for  the  promotion  of  the  designs  of  the  said 
Society,  do  hereby  give,  grant,  bargain,  sell,  and  convey  unto  the  said  Society, 
and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  the  upper  apartment  or  room  in  the  centre 
building  in  Franklin  Place,  in  said  Boston,  called  the  Crescent,  together  with 
the  passage-way  or  staircase  leading  to  the  same,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  afore- 
granted  premises,  with  the  privileges  and  appurtenances  thereof,  unto  the  said 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society  and  to  their  successors,  to  their  only  use  and 
benefit,  for  ever." 

The  above-mentioned  apartment  was  forty  feet  in  length  and  twenty-seven 
feet  in  breadth.  It  was  to  be  finished  at  the  expense  of  the  Society.  This 
apartment  was  occupied  by  them  until  1833.  The  Boston  Library  Society,  in- 
corporated in  1794,  occupied  the  first  room  over  the  arch,  directly  underneath 
that  assigned  to  the  Historical  Society,  for  even  a  longer  period,  entering  upon 
it  the  same  year.  —  Eds.

The  Committee  appointed  to  revise  and  report  Rules 
and  Regulations  to  be  established  by  the  Society,  re- 
ported a  number  of  articles,  which,  after  sundry  alter- 
ations and  amendments,  were  adopted,  and  are  as 
follows :  — 


Laivs  and  Regulations  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society, 
incorporated  Feb.  19,  1794. 

Article  I.  —  Each  member,  at  the  time  of  his  admission, 
shall  pay  eight  dollars,  and  two  dollars  annually,  to  create  a 
fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution.  And  any  member 
shall  be  exempted  from  the  annual  payment  of  two  dollars, 
provided  he  shall,  at  any  time  after  six  months  from  his 
admission,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  thirty-four  dollars,  in  addi- 
tion to  what  he  had  before  paid. 

Art.  II.  —  All  elections  shall  be  made  by  ballot.  No 
member  shall  nominate  more  than  one  candidate  at  the  same 
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meeting;  and  all  nominations  shall  be  made  at  a  meeting 
previous  to  that  at  which  the  ballot  is  to  be  taken. 

Art.  III.  —  There  shall  be  four  stated  meetings  of  the 
Society  in  each  year ;  namely,  on  the  last  Tuesdays  of  Janu- 
ary, April,  July,  and  October :  and  occasional  meetings  shall 
be  convened  on  due  notification  by  the  President,  or,  in  case 
of  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Secretaries,  on  the  application 
of  any  two  of  the  members.* 

Art.  IV.  —  There  shall  be  annually  chosen,  at  the  meet- 
ing in  April,  a  President,  a  Recording  and  [a]  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Librarian,  a  Cabinetkeeper,  and  a 
standing  committee  of  three. 

Art.  V.  —  At  the  request  of  any  two  members  present, 
any  motion  shall  be  deferred  to  another  meeting  for  farther 
consideration  before  it  is  finally  determined  upon,  and  shall 
then  be  taken  up. 

Art.  VI.  —  All  accounts  shall  be  kept  in  dollars  and 
cents. 

Art.  VII.  —  Five  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
all  purposes,  excepting  those  of  making  alterations  in,  or 
additions  to,  the  Laws  and  Regulations  of  this  Society,  and 
the  election  of  members. 

Art.  VIII.  —  No  member  shall  be  chosen  unless  there  are 
nine  members  present  at  the  election,  and  unless  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  vote  for  his  admission. 

Art.  IX.  —  Members  who  are  chosen  in  other  States  and 
countries  shall  not  be  required  to  make  contribution  with  the 
members  who  are  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth. 


Laws  regulating  the  Standing  Committee. 

Article  I.  —  The  Standing  Committee  shall  regulate  all 
the  common  expenses  of  the  Society,  and  make  the  necessary

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provision  of  such  small  articles  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
wanted,  and  shall  have  power  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  to 
defray  the  expense. 

Art.  II.  —  They  shall  aid  the  Librarian  and  Cabinet- 
keeper,  when  they  shall  require  it,  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  and  manuscripts,  and  in  the 
disposition  of  curiosities  and  articles  belonging  to  the  cabinet, 
and  especially  attend  to  the  preservation  and  binding  of  the 
books  and  pamphlets. 

Art.  III.  —  They  shall  frequently  inspect  the  Records,  and 
inquire  whether  all  the  orders  of  the  Society  are  carried  into 
effect  with  precision  and  promptitude. 

Art.  IV.  —  They  shall  inquire  after  and  endeavor  to  ob- 
tain, on  the  best  terms,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society,  manu- 
scripts, books,  and  articles  of  curiosity. 

Art.  V.  —  They  shall  meet  in  the  week  previous  to  the 
stated  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  arrange  and 
prepare  such  business  as  may  be  a  subject  for  the  Society's 
attention.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  notify  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  stated  meetings. 

Laws  regulating  the  Library  and  Museum. 

Article  I.  —  All  books  which  are  presented  to  the  Library 
shall  be  accepted  with  thanks,  and  also  every  curiosity  for  the 
Museum. 

Art.  II.  —  American  coins  and  curiosities  shall  be  kept  by 
themselves,  in  the  best  part  of  the  cabinet. 

Art.  III.  —  At  every  quarterly  meeting  a  catalogue  of  the 
books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  and  maps  shall  be  produced 
by  the  Librarian,  and  a  catalogue  of  the  curiosities  by  the 
Cabinet-keeper ;  and  every  member  shall,  in  person,  if  pres- 
ent, and  in  writing,  if  absent,  give  an  account  of  the  books 
and  manuscripts,  or  whatever  article  belonging  to  the  Society, 
he  may  have  in  his  possession.

Art.  IV.  —  Once  in  every  year,  previous  to  the  spring 
meeting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  inspect  the  Library 
and  Museum,  and  report  the  state  of  every  article  at  that 
meeting,  and  what  books  are  particularly  wanted. 

Art.  V.  —  There  shall  be  two  keys  to  the  Society's  room, 
one  of  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Librarian,  and  the  other  by 
the  Cabinet-keeper,  to  be  by  them  delivered  to  no  person 
except  one  of  the  members. 

Art.  VI.  —  Each  member  shall  give  receipts  for  the  books 
which  he  shall  take  out  of  the  Library,  in  a  receipt-book  to 
be  provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  be  under  obligation 
to  return  each  book  within  three  months  after  receiving  the 
same,  and  shall  not  have  more  than  three  books  at  a  time, 
unless  by  special  leave  obtained  by  a  vote  of  the  Society.  No 
manuscript  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  Library  but  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Librarian,  a  receipt  and  obligation  being  given  to 
return  it  within  the  space  of  three  months. 

Art.  VII.  —  The  sixth  article  shall  not  prevent  the  Com- 
mittee annually  chosen  to  superintend  the  publications  of  the 
Society  from  taking  out  of  the  Library  as  many  books  and 
papers  as  they  may  want,  they  giving  a  receipt  for  the  same, 
as  provided  in  that  article. 

Art.  VIII.  —  If  books  or  manuscripts  be  requested  for 
public  uses,  or  for  the  peculiar  benefit  of  persons  whom  the 
Society  is  disposed  to  oblige,  the  application  shall  be  made  to 
the  Librarian,  through  the  medium  of  some  member,  who 
shall  be  responsible  in  a  written  obligation  for  the  return  of 
each  article  borrowed,  within  such  time  as  shall  be  stipulated 
by  the  Librarian,  not  exceeding  three  months,  and  shall  be 
accountable  for  all  loss  and  damage. 

Art.  IX.  —  Every  book  lost  shall  be  replaced  by  the  per- 
son who  shall  have  lost  the  same,  if  it  can  be  procured ;  and, 
if  not,  another  equally  valuable  shall  be  accepted  to  supply 
the  vacancy. 

Art.  X.  —  All  pamphlets  shall  be  bound,  except  dupli- 
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cates,  which  shall  be  kept  by  themselves,  and  triplicates  shall 
be  exchanged. 

Art.  XI.  —  All  manuscripts  shall  be  distinctly  marked  and 
numbered,  and  kept  in  cases  of  paper,  which  shall  also  be 
numbered,  and  the  contents  of  each  registered. 

Art.  XII.  —  Every  present  received  shall  be  recorded,  and 
an  account  of  it  rendered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Art.  XIII.  —  A  printed  ticket  shall  be  pasted  on  the  inside 
of  the  cover  of  each  book,  signifying  that  it  is  the  property 
of  the  Society ;  and  also  the  name  of  the  donor,  if  it  be  a 
present.

QUARTERLY  MEETING. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  July  30, 
1795,— 

A  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  read,  stat- 
ing that  they  had  examined  the  Library,  &c,  viz. :  — 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Historical  Society  beg 
leave  to  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  state  of  the 
Library  and  Museum,  and  found  It  as  good  as  usual.  Addi- 
tions have  been  made  to  both  since  the  last  meeting,  an 
account  of  which  the  Secretary  will  lay  before  you.  They 
are  sorry  to  say  that  the  finances  of  the  Society  appear  to  be 
in  a  disordered  state,  and  they  recommend  to  the  Society  to 
appoint  a  special  committee,  who  may  examine  into  their 
state,  and  report  to  the  Society  what  sums  are  due  from  the 
members  on  assessment,  and  what  methods  it  may  be  proper 
for  the  Society  to  take  to  relieve  themselves  from  their  present 
embarrassment. 

All  which  is  submitted. 

By  order,  Peter  Thacher. 

July  28,  1795. 

Messrs.  Minot,  Webster,  and  Eliot  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  settle  the  Treasurer's  accounts ;  and, 
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with  him,  to  report  the  state  of  the  debts  due  to  and 
from  the  Society,  at  the  adjournment. 

Dr.  Belknap  informed  the  Society  that  he  had  been 
to  Lebanon,  in  Connecticut,  and  examined  the  books  and 
papers  of  the  late  Governor  Trumbull,  a  general  list  of 
which  he  read,  adding  that  they  would  be  sent  forward 
by  the  packet  in  August.  He  also  exhibited  his  account 
of  expenses,  amounting  to  seventeen  dollars  and  nine- 
teen cents,  one  half  of  which  is  to  be  paid  by  the 
Society.*

Samuel  Johnson,  LL.D.,  written  to  Governors  Pitkin  and  Trumbull,  of  Connect- 
icut, during  his  residence  in  England.  Dr.  Belknap  found  the  letters  so  full  of 
interest,  in  an  historical  point  of  view,  that  he  wished  to  print  them  in  the  His- 
torical Society's  Collections ;  and  he  wrote  to  Dr.  Johnson,  then  President  of 
Columbia  College,  New  York,  asking  his  consent  to  do  so,  which  was  declined 
by  the  writer  with  some  feeling.  He  felt  that  their  publication  would  be  an  un- 
warrantable use  of  a  private  correspondence,  and  might  do  him  great  injustice. 
Perhaps  he  feared  that,  in  a  great  mass  of  private  letters,  some  expressions 
might  be  found  that  would  be  misinterpreted  if  brought  before  the  public  eye. 
Dr.  Belknap  thought  that  the  letters  reflected  only  credit  on  their  author;  yet 
he  did  not  propose  to  print  them  without  his  consent,  and  they  were  not  printed. 
A  Life  of  Johnson  has  recently  been  published  by  our  Corresponding  Member, 
the  Rev.  E.  E.  Beardsley,  D.D.  — Eds. 
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David  McClure,  of  East  Windsor,  Connecticut,  by  Dr. 
Thacher ;  James  Clarke,  Esq.,  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia, 
by  Judge  Minot ;  Mr.  St.  George  Tucker,  of  Williams- 
burgh,  Virginia,  by  Dr.  Dexter;  Mr.  Gardiner  Baker, 
of  New  York,  by  Mr.  Freeman.

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SPECIAL   MEETING. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  on  Wednesday,  the  twenty-third  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1795, — 

The  following  written  application  from  William 
Dandridge  Peck  was  read :  — 

"  To  the  Hon.  James  Sullivan,  Esq.,  President, 

and  to  the  other  Members  of  the  Historical  Society. 

"  Gentlemen,  —  Mr.  Peck  congratulates  the  Society  on 
the  receipt  of  a  collection  of  plants,  presented  to  the  Society 
by  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Perkins,  and  begs  leave  to  represent  to 
them  the  measures  necessary  to  be  pursued  for  their  preser- 
vation. 

"  No  argument  is  necessary  to  show  that  the  credit  of  the 
Society  requires  them  to  preserve  these  plants,  or  to  evince 
that  it  will  be  dishonorable  to  suffer  them  to  be  destroyed. 

"  The  chief  source  of  their  destruction,  provided  they  are 
kept  dry,  will  be  the  devastation  of  insects.  The  smallest 
insect  which  feeds  entirely  on  dried  plants  is  the  wood-louse, 
whose  minuteness  enables  it  to  enter  any  repository  which  is 
not  closed  with  great  accuracy. 

"  These  insects  bring  certain  destruction,  though  more 
slowly  than  many  others,  by  which,  however,  they  are  fre- 
quently assisted. 

"  Mr.  Peck  would  also  represent  that  if  the  plants  remain 
in  their  present  situation  till  the  spring,  destructive  insects 
will  get  footing  among  them ;  and,  further,  that  from  the  state 
of  the  two  cartoons  which  he  has  seen  he  apprehends  that 
they  are  much  out  of  order. 

"  It  will  be  necessary,  in  the  first  place,  to  have  several 
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boxes  constructed  by  a  cabinet-maker,  which  shall  be  perfectly 
tight ;  and,  when  deposited  in  these,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
keep  them  always  impregnated  with  camphor,  distributed  in 
small  pieces  through  the  boxes.  As  the  camphor  evaporates, 
it  must  be  replaced ;  and  Mr.  Peck  believes  he  does  not  ex- 
ceed the  truth  in  calculating  that  two  pounds  of  camphor  per 
annum  is  as  little  as  will  answer  the  purpose. 

"  He  solicits  the  Society  to  lend  him  these  plants,  and  en- 
gages to  put  them  in  order  and  in  a  state  of  preservation,  in 
the  manner  above  suggested.  He  will  make  out  a  correct 
catalogue,  containing  every  plant,  and  forward  it  to  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  to  be  placed  in  the  Historical  Chamber ; 
and  if,  before  the  plants  are  returned,  any  inquirer  shall  wish 
for  information,  or  to  acquire  the  knowledge  of  any  individual 
in  the  catalogue,  he  will,  on  application  by  letter,  forward 
such  a  drawing  of  the  plant  as  shall  enable  the  inquirer  to 
recognize  it  wherever  he  shall  find  it  in  the  field,  and  will  be 
at  the  expense  of  the  postage.  He  would  observe  that  the 
professed  object  of  the  donor  is  public  utility,  and  that  this 
object  may  be  in  some  measure  attained  by  assisting  Mr. 
Peck  in  investigating  the  plants  of  our  own  country.  He 
confesses  he  is  young  in  botanic  science.  An  accurate  atten- 
tion to  these  plants  may  give  him  some  experience  ;  and  it  is 
in  the  power  of  the  Society,  of  which  he  has  the  honor  to  be 
a  member,  to  lend  him  a  helping  hand  in  detecting  the  vege- 
table riches  of  New  England." 

Thereupon, 

Voted,  That  the  plants  applied  for  by  Mr.  Peck  be  delivered  to  him 
by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  he  giving  a  receipt  for  the  same,  for 
him  to  keep  for  the  space  of  one  year,  for  the  purposes  and  on  the 
terms  mentioned  in  his  application. 

Voted,  That  the  Publishing  Committee  be  authorized  to  contract  for 
the  printing  of  the  Collections,  quarterly,  annually,  or  otherwise,  as 
shall  appear  to  them  to  be  most  for  the  interest  of  the  Society. 
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A  letter  from  Dr.  Benjamin  Smith  Barton,  of  Phila- 
delphia, was  read  ;  and,  thereupon, 

Voted,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  transmit  to  Dr.  Barton  a 
set  of  the  Collections  of  the  Society,  and  continue  the  same  as  they 
may  be  hereafter  published.

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical

"  Resolved,  That  the  plans  and  materials  for  the  map  of  this  Common- 
wealth returned,  or  which  shall  be  returned,  to  the  Secretary's  office, 
or  which  shall  otherwise  be  procured,  pursuant  to  a  Resolve  of  the 
26th  of  June,  1794,  shall  be,  at  that  office,  or  such  convenient  place  as 
the  Secretary  shall  appoint,  submitted  to  the  perusal  and  examination 
of  the  Members  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  and  of  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall  be  employed  by  them.  And  the  said 
Society  shall  have  liberty  to  make  or  procure  from  the  said  plans  and 
materials  a  map  of  this  Commonwealth  entire ;  provided,  that  the 
map  which  shall  be  taken  by  means  of  such  access  to  the  said  plans 
and  materials  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Secretary's  office,  and,  as  soon 
as  may  be,  submitted  to  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
their  approbation. 

"  Resolved,  That  if  the  map  which  shall  be  copied  and  constructed 
under  the  care  of  the  Historical  Society,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  approved 
by  the  said  Legislature,  the  said  plans  and  materials  shall  be  delivered 
over  to  the  said  Society,  and  the  whole  right  of  the  publication  thereof, 
and  any  map  or  maps  which  shall  be  made  therefrom,  shall  be,  and 
hereby  is,  granted  and  vested  to  and  in  the  said  Historical  Society  for 
and  during  the  term  of  fourteen  years ;  the  profits  of  such  publication, 
if  any  shall  accrue,  to  be  applied  to  promote  the  purposes  of  their 
institution. 

"  Provided,  That  the  said  Society  will  undertake  such  publication  at 
their  own  risk  and  expense  ;  and,  provided,  that  the  said  original  plans 
and  materials  shall  be  preserved  in  the  public  room  of  the  said  Society, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Supreme  Executive  and 
of  the  Legislature,  when  it  shall  be  required;    and,  provided,  that 
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the  said  Society  shall  cause  the  map  which  shall  be  approved,  as  afore- 
said, to  be  accurately  and  elegantly  engraven  at  their  own  expense, 
and  shall  deliver  five  hundred  impressions  thereof  into  the  Secretary's 
office,  for  the  use  and  order  of  the  Legislature. 

"  Concurred  in  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor,  February  26." 

Thereupon, 

Voted,  That  the  President,  Dr.  Belknap,  Dr.  Morse,  Mr.  Harris, 
Mr.  Winthrop,  Mr.  Freeman,  and  Judge  Minot  be  a  committee  to  take 
into  consideration  the  said  Resolve. 

Voted,  That  Dr.  Belknap  be  excused  from  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tee who  were  appointed  to  consider  the  mode  of  publishing  the  Col- 
lections.

If  any  Resident  Member  of  this  Society  shall  neglect  to  pay  his 
annual  assessment  for  the  space  of  three  years  after  it  shall  have 
become  due,  or  shall  neglect  to  attend  any  six  successive  quarterly 
meetings  of  the  Society,  he  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  its  privileges,  and 
shall  no  longer  be  considered  as  a  member  thereof,  unless  he  shall 
send  his  excuse  to  one  of  the  Secretaries  in  writing,  and  the  same 
shall  be  judged  reasonable  by  the  Society.

"  Sir,  —  At  the  request  of  some  of  my  acquaintances,  who  have  put  several 
articles  into  my  care  which  they  wish  to  present  to  the  Historical  Society  for 
their  Museum,  as  also  the  former  intimation  I  gave  that  I  had  discovered  a 
number  of  ancient  articles  that  were  brought  to  Plymouth  by  the  first  settlers 
of  the  place,  which,  I  apprehend,  would  be  acceptable  to  the  Society  could  they 
be  obtained,  I  have  applied  to  several  of  the  possessors  of  those  articles,  and 
find  they  are  very  fond  of  keeping  them,  in  memory  of  their  ancestors.  How- 
ever, I  do  not  despair  of  obtaining  a  considerable  number  of  them  in  a  short 
time,  as  I  endeavored,  if  possible,  to  convince  them  those  articles  would  be 
much  better  preserved  in  your  Museum  than  they  can  possibly  be  in  private 
families.  I  have  obtained  two  swords :  one  is  the  sword  of  Captain  Miles 
Standish;  the  other,  Elder  William  Brewster's  sword.  As  I  never  wish  to  for- 
ward any  thing  to  the'  Society  without  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  identity, 
have  made  the  strictest  search  that  lapse  of  time  can  possibly  afford,  which  in 
this  case  is  only  circumstantial,  and  which,  I  trust,  in  some  measure  will  be 
satisfactory.  I  shall  give  you  a  list  of  the  several  articles,  and  the  names  of 
those  persons  that  present  them,  together  with  what  vouchers  are  obtained 
respecting  the  two  swords  and  some  other  articles.  You  will,  Sir,  recollect  that 
in  August,  1795,  when  you  received  the  sword  of  Governor  Carver,  I  proposed 
sending  you  a  hook  to  suspend  the  same,  and  which  promise  has  not  as  yet  been 
fulfilled,  as  very  soon  after  I  proposed  to  make  the  hook  I  had  the  misfortune 
to  break  my  arm,  but  it  is  now  so  far  recovered  that  I  am  able  to  do  some 
labor.  I  also  informed  you  the  materials  of  which  the  hook  should  be  made 
were  as  ancient  as  the  sword.  They  really  are  so,  and  had  they  fell  into 
ingenious  hands  you  might  have  received  something  worthy  your  acceptance ;

but  I  have  attempted  to  form  something  for  that  purpose,  and,  should  it  meet 
with  your  approbation  so  far  as  to  make  use  of  the  same  for  the  intended  pur- 
pose, it  will  amply  reward  me  for  my  rough  performance.  Am,  with  the  great-

"  Memorandum  of  articles  presented  to  the  Historical  Society  of  Massachu- 
setts by  persons  whose  names  will  appear  below.  All  the  information  tending 
to  prove  their  identity  is  here  collected,  viz. :  — 

"  Article  I.  Sword  of  Captain  Miles  Standish.  This  sword  has  been  in 
the  possession  of  the  Standish  family  since  the  death  of  Captain  Standish,  as  is 
reported  by  Ebenezer  Standish,  from  whom  it  was  purchased,  in  the  year  1796. 
And  is  presented  by  Caleb  Leach,  of  Plymouth. 

"  2.  Sword  of  Elder  William  Brewster.  A  similar  tradition  respecting  this 
sword  was  given  by  Job  Brewster,  formerly  of  Duxbury,  deceased,  of  whom  it 
was  purchased  about  twenty  years  since.  And  is  presented  by  Master  South- 
worth  Shaw,  of  Plymouth. 

"  3.  The  Devil's  Foot  and  a  Petrified  Kitten  —  two  uncommon-shaped  stones. 
They  were  found  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Province  of  Maine,  by  Lemuel 
Symonds.     Here  follows  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  him  on  the  subject :  — 

"  '  I  send  you  two  stones  that  were  found  at  Moosekekeen  Reach  —  a  spot 
where  the  Indians  used  to  collect  to  have  their  sins  pardoned  by  the  ErenCh 
missionaries ;  a  place  held  in  great  reverence  by  the  natives/  They  are  pre- 
sented, by  his  request,  by  Ichabod  Shaw,  of  Plymouth. 

"  4.  An  Indian  Stone  Axe.     By  Isaiah  Thomas,  of  Kingston. 

"  5.  An  Indian  Hatchet.     By  Master  Lewis  Weston,  of  Plymouth. 

"  6.  A  Stone  Spear,  with  a  number  of  Indian  weapons,  dug  up  in  Plymouth, 
deposited  by  bones  of  the  natives  found  at  the  same  place,  with  several  small 
Indian  articles ;  have  been  collected  from  various  hands,  with  a  request  that 
they  might  be  placed  in  the  collection  of  curiosities  of  the  Historical  Society 
of  Massachusetts,  and  are  forwarded  by  Ichabod  Shaw,  of  Plymouth. 

"  7.  Sword  of  Hon.  John  Carver,  first  Governor  of  Colony  of  New  Plym- 
outh.    Also  presented  by  Ichabod  Shaw,  Plymouth. 

"  Note  to  article  7.  A  Plated  Ornament,  designed  for  a  hook,  merely  to  re- 
ceive Governor  Carver's  sword,  will  accompany  this  communication.  The 
donor  respectfully  requests  that  the  sword  may  be  suspended  from  it.  The 
cluster  of  crystals  on  the  top  were  found  on  a  rock  at  Horton,  Nova  Scotia. 
The  other  crystal  seems  to  resemble  a  coffin,  and  is  consecrated  to  the  memory 
of  Governor  Carver  by  the  donor.  This  was  taken  from  a  bed  of  crystal  at 
Plymouth.  The  unstrung  bow,  with  its  arrow,  engraved  on  the  plate,  is  sym- 
bolically introduced,  in  allusion  to  the  establishment  of  civilization  by  the  sword 
of  the  pious  founders  of  the  Colony.

An  excellent  Life  of  Dr.  Belknap,  by  his  grand-daughter,  Jane 
Belknap,  now  Mrs.  Marcou,  was  published  by  Harper  Brothers,  in  1847,  in  253 
pp.  12mo ;  and  reference  may  be  made  to  a  sketch  of  his  life,  prefixed  to  the 
publication  of  the  "Belknap  Papers,"  in  5  Collections,  II.  vii.-x. 

Dr.  Belknap's  death  was  preceded  by  that  of  the  Rev.  John  Clarke,  D.D., 
who  died  a  few  weeks  before  him,  on  the  2d  of  April,  1798,  in  the  forty-third 
year  of  his  age,  being  the  first  death  which  occurred  in  the  ranks  of  the  Society. 
Dr.  Clarke  was  elected  a  member  on  the  26th  of  January,  1796.  A  sketch  of 
his  life  and  character  is  in  Vol.  VI.  of  the  Collections,  pp.  iii.-ix.,  immediately 
preceding  that  of  Dr.  Belknap,  by  whom  it  was  supposed  to  have  been  written 
for  the  "  Columbian  Centinel,"  in  which  it  originally  appeared,  April  7,  1798. 
As  introducing  the  memoirs  of  Dr.  Belknap  and  Dr.  Clarke,  in  the  Society's 
volume,  the  editors,  in  the  fitting  words  of  Judge  Davis,  say :  — 

"  It  is  a  duty  which  the  Historical  Society  owe  to  their  institution,  to  their 
own  feelings,  and  to  their  country,  to  preserve  in  their  publications  some  me- 
morial of  their  associates,  as  they  descend  to  the  grave,  especially  of  those  who 
have  been  distinguished  in  the  literary  world.  With  tender  recollections  of  two 
valuable  members,  whose  death  will  long  be  deplored,  they  have  appropriated 
a  part  of  their  Collections  to  a  sketch  of  their  lives  and  characters,  persuaded 
that  nothing  which  tends  to  honor  and  perpetuate  the  memories  of  a  Clarke  and 
a  Belknap  can  be  uninteresting  to  any  of  the  readers  of  these  papers."

*  In  a  long  letter  from  Washington  City,  Dec.  29, 1800,  to  Dr.  Eliot,  acknowl- 
edging his  election  to  this  Society,  Mr.  Foster  said :  — 

"  About  thirty-eight  years  ago,  the  late  Governor  Hopkins,  of  Rhode  Island, 
commenced  '  An  Historical  Account  of  the  Settlement  and  Growth  of  Provi- 
dence/ published  in  the  'Providence  Gazette '  [in  1765],  with  a  view  of  encour- 
aging and  establishing  the  circulation  of  that  newspaper,  the  first  published  in 
Providence.  This  was  the  principal  object.  After  a  few  weekly  publications, 
the  History  was  dropped,  and  no  regular  history  of  the  State  has  since  been 
attempted.  After  Mr.  Hopkins  left  Congress,  during  the  Revolutionary  War, 
I  requested  him  to  resume  his  History  of  the  State,  of  which  he  knew  more 
than  any  other  man.  He  replied  that  he  was  aged  and  infirm,  and  that  it  pained 
him  to  write;  that,  therefore,  he  could  not  think  of  it.  Seeing  no  prospect  that 
it  would  be  undertaken  by  another,  I  turned  my  attention  to  the  subject,  have 
collected  materials,  and  begun  the  work,  which,  if  I  live  to  finish  it,  I  mean  to 
publish ;  and,  in  that  case,  shall  present  a  copy  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  with  a  number  of  original  manuscripts,  never  published,  illustrative  of 
New  England  history/' 

Mr.  Poster,  it  is  believed,  gave  nothing  to  the  press,  but  his  valuable  materials 
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being  convenient  for  him  to  take  out  of  the  Library  a

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The  following  Kesolve  of  the  General  Court  was 
read :  — 

"  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

"  In  Senate,  June  19,  1801. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  copper  plates  engraved  for  the  map  of  this 
Commonwealth  be,  and  hereby  are,  granted  to  the  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  and  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  together 
with  the  copyright  of  printing,  publishing,  and  vending  the  same,  at 
the  expense  of  said  Societies,  for  the  term  of  fourteen  years  from  the 
passing  of  this  Resolve,  the  profits  arising  therefrom  to  be  equally 
divided  between  said  Societies,  and  applied  by  them  for  the  benefit  of 
their  respective  institutions,  as  they  shall  judge  best  for  the  advance- 
ment of  science  and  the  reputation  of  their  country.  Provided,  that 
the  said  Societies  shall  order  first  to  be  struck  off  from  the  plates 
aforesaid  four  hundred  sets  of  maps  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth, 
to  be  disposed  of  as  the  Legislature  shall  hereafter  direct ;  and,  after 
having  the  same  pasted  on  cloth  of  the  same  kind  with  those  before 
provided  for  the  use  of  this  State,  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  this  Commonwealth,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
next.  And  as  soon  as  said  four  hundred  sets  of  maps  shall  be  com- 
pleted and  delivered  as  aforesaid,  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Council,  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer 
for  payment  of  the  same,  at  the  first  cost  of  the  paper,  printing,  cloth, 
and  pasting,  as  aforesaid.* 

"  Concurred  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  approved 
by  the  Governor,  June  19,  1801." 

Thereupon, 

Voted,  That  the  donation  of  the  General  Court  of  the  plates  for 
printing  a  map  of  the  Commonwealth  be  accepted,  and  that  Dr. 
Morse,  Judge  Tudor,  and  Mr.  Kirkland  be  a  committee  to  unite  with 
any  committee  appointed  by  the  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  to 
pursue  and  fulfil  the  conditions  of  the  Resolve  in  a  manner  which 
they  shall  find  to  be  most  for  the  interest  of  the  Societies,  either  by 
selling  the  plates,  or  printing  a  number  of  copies.

Dining  with  her  at  the  Doctor's,  in  Passy,  and  on  com- 
paring the  heads,  I  suggested  that  such  a  head  deserved  a  suit  of  his  own 
clothes,  on  which  he  rang  for  his  servant,  directing  him  to  bring  the  suit  he 
wore  (hereunto  annexed)  in  the  year  of  signing  the  famous  Treaty  of  Alliance 
between  France  and  America,  in  February,  1778.

It  will  be  observed  that  Mr.  Watson  does  not  say  that  these  clothes  were 
worn  by  Franklin  "  when  he  signed  the  Treaty  of  Alliance,"  but  in  that  year. 
But  the  Society  appear  to  have  misinterpreted  his  certificate.  In  a  subsequent 
letter  of  Mr.  Watson,  dated  "Albany,  14th  April,  1803,"  written  to  Judge  Sulli- 
van in  reply  to  a  letter  of  acknowledgment,  he  says :  — 

"  I  am  honored  with  your  polite  favor  of  the  6th  instant.  I  have  no  doubt 
posterity  will  contemplate  with  rapture  the  clothes  worn  by  the  immortal 
Franklin  in  the  year  he  signed  the  Treaty  with  France. 

"  I  beg  you  will  please  to  note  in  my  certificate  [that]  the  fact  of  his  wear- 
ing these  clothes  related  to  the  tear,  not  the  precise  time,  he  signed  that  cele- 
brated instrument,  which  has  and  will  lead  to  consequences  which  will  probably 
affect  the  whole  human  race  eventually. 

"  I  wish  I  could  have  added  to  it  an  inimitable  head  of  wax  in  which  I  had 

it  dressed  when  in  Europe,  well  known  to  Benj.  Austin,  Esq., Brewster,  and 

several  other  gentlemen  of  Boston." 

In  the  Memoirs  of  Mr.  Watson,  written  by  himself,  he  particularly  refers 
to  the  subject  of  the  wax  head  of  Franklin  and  the  clothes.  "  I  employed 
Mrs.  W.,"  he  says,  "  to  make  the  head  of  Franklin,  which  was  often  the  source 
of  much  amusement  to  me.  After  it  was  completed,  we  both  were  invited  to 
dine  with  Franklin,  and  I  conveyed  her  to  Passy  in  my  carriage,  she  bearing 
the  head  in  her  lap.  No  sooner  in  presence  of  the  Doctor,  than  she  had  placed 
one  head  by  the  side  of  the  other.  '  There/  she  exclaimed,  '  are  twin  brothers.' 
The  likeness  was  truly  admirable ;  and,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mrs.  Wright,  to 
give  it  more  effect,  Franklin  sent  me  a  suit  of  silk  clothes  which  he  wore  in 
1778.  Many  years  afterward,  the  head  was  broken  in  Albany,  and  the  clothes 
I  presented  to  the  Historical  Society  of  Massachusetts."  See  Men  and  Times 
of  the  Revolution,  second  edition,  1857,  p.  140;  Proceedings  of  the  Society,  for 
February,  1878,  p.  50.

A  letter  from  Mr.  John  Vaughan,  accompanying  a 
donation  of  books  being  read,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  write  to  Mr.  Vaughan  a 
letter  of  thanks  for  his  generous  donation. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  whether  the  vol- 
umes of  the  Society's  Collections  which  are  out  of  print 
shall  be  reprinted,  reported  that  they  had  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  Messrs.  Hall  &  Hiller,  and  that  the 
following  is  the  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  said  Hall 
&  Hiller :  — 

"  Hall  &  Hiller  agree  to  reprint  the  first  three  volumes  of 
the  Collections  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  and 
to  give  a  volume  of  this  intended  edition  for  a  volume  of  the 
edition  printed  by  Samuel  Hall,  which  the  Society  has  now 
on  hand,  the  Society  making  the  customary  allowance  for  the 
difference  in  the  size  of  the  type,  and  at  the  same  rate  for  as 
many  volumes  of  the  proposed  edition  as  the  Society  may 
want  for  their  members  or  donations.  The  remainder  Hall 
&  Hiller  agree  to  buy  at  the  price  they  cost  the  Societ}^. 

*  There  seems  to  have  been  great  irregularity  in  the  holding  of  the  meetings 
this  year.  The  quarterly  meetings  for  August  and  October  are  omitted.  The 
meetings  for  June  and  September  may  have  been  regarded  as  taking  their 
places,  though  no  rules  exist  for  such  substitution.  We  have  designated  the 
September  meeting  as  a  "special  meeting."  —  Eds. 
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Said  Hall  &  Hiller  agree  to  pay  for  the  volumes  they  shall 
purchase  of  the  Society  within  three  months  after  they  shall 
have  complete  sets  for  delivery.  Proposals  shall  be  very 
speedily  issued,  and  the  work  commenced  as  soon  as  a  com- 
petent number  of  subscribers  appear  to  defray  the  expense.

And  that  the  following  is  the  agreement  on  the  part 
of  the  Committee  :  — 

"  The  Committee  of  the  Historical  Society  authorized  to 
effect  the  reprinting  of  the  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collec- 
tions which  are  out  of  print,  and  to  devise  a  more  expedient 
mode  than  that  hitherto  adopted,  of  publishing  the  said  Col- 
lections, do  agree  with  Messrs.  Hall  &  Hiller  in  manner  fol- 
lowing :  — 

"  On  Messrs.  Hall  &  Hiller's  reprinting  the  first  three 
volumes  of  the  said  Collections,  they  shall  receive  from  the 
Society,  in  exchange  for  so  many  sets  of  the  said  reprinted 
volumes  as  the  Society  shall  require,  an  equal  number  of 
volumes  of  those  the  Society  have  on  hand,  exceeding  their 
own  wants,  the  Society  making  the  customary  allowance  for 
the  difference  in  the  size  of  the  type.  The  said  Messrs.  Hall 
&  Hiller  shall  receive  also  from  the  Society  all  the  remaining 
volumes  now  on  hand  of  the  Society,  and  to  be  paid  for  within 
three  months  after  they  shall  have  complete  sets  for  delivery. 
And  the  copyright  of  the  Society  to  the  said  volumes  heretofore 
published,  and  by  this  agreement  to  be  reprinted,  shall  be, 
and  is  hereby,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  sold  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  said  Messrs.  Hall  &  Hiller.

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Thereupon, 

Voted,  That  the  agreement  of  the  Committee  with  Messrs.  Hall  & 
Hiller  be  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  Society. 

The  Committee  chosen  at  the  last  meeting  to  settle 
with  the  late  Treasurer,  reported  that  they  had  re- 
ceived from  him  the  books,  accounts,  and  moneys  due 
to  the  Society,  and  that  they  had  transferred  them  to 
the  new  Treasurer.* 


*  Judge  Tudor  had  been  Treasurer  of  the  Society  from  its  organization, 
with  the  exception  of  three  years,  1796  to  1799,  when  the  office  was  filled  by 
Judge  Minot.  The  loss  of  the  first  account-book,  as  stated  in  a  previous  note, 
p.  34,  renders  it  impossible  to  trace  in  detail  the  financial  history  of  the  Society 
during  this  period.  But  a  partial  insight  into  its  financial  condition  can  be  ob- 
tained from  memoranda  in  the  Treasurer's  files.  The  earliest  of  these  is  an 
account  drawn  up  previously  to  the  second  meeting,  and  is  here  printed :  —

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  an  error  of  £1  in  the  addition,  and  that  the 
payment  by  Mr.  Wallcut  amounted  to  $30,  instead  of  $34,  as  was  provided  for 
in  the  By-Laws.  Dr.  Belknap  set  a  price  on  a  portion  of  the  books  which  he 
delivered  to  the  Society,  "  with  a  view  to  make  up  the  sum  of  thirty-four  dollars, 
as  his  life  subscription."  (See  p.  17.)  The  date  of  the  payment  of  the  admis- 
sion fees  of  Judge  Minot  and  Mr.  Baylies  does  not  appear.  In  the  payment  of 
the  life  subscriptions  of  Mr.  Wallcut  and  Dr.  Belknap,  their  admission  fees 
appear  to  have  been  silently  remitted. 

In  a  memorandum,  drawn  up  in  January,  1794,  it  is  stated  that  "  from  25th 
January,  1791,  to  9th  January,  1794,"  various  accounts  had  been  paid,  to  the 
amount  of  £40  lis.  10<f.,  and  the  "  cash  received  of  the  members  during  said 
period  amounted  to  £59  12s." 

At  the  meeting  in  November,  1795,  a  committee  was  appointed  "  to  audit  the 
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The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency 
of  altering  the  Constitution  of  the  Society  as  respects 
the  nomination  of  Resident  Members,  reported  that  all 
future  nominations  be  made  by  the  President  and  the 
Standing  Committee,  such  nominations  to  be  one  meet- 
ing at  least  previous  to  the  balloting  by  the  Society .# 

Voted,  That  this  Report  be  accepted,  and  the  Constitution  of  the 
Society  is  altered  accordingly. 

Treasurer's  accounts,  and  report  a  state  of  them  at  the  quarterly  meeting  in 
January."  In  accordance  with  this  vote,  an  elaborate  statement  was  prepared, 
showing  the  "  balances  due  the  Society  from  the  members  for  assessments  and 
entry  money  to  Dec.  31,  1795."  (See  p.  90.)  These  amounted  to  $171,  and 
there  was  a  sum  of  $200  due  from  Thomas  &  Andrews.  The  debts  due  by  the 
Society  amounted  to  $162.70,  leaving  a  balance  in  its  favor  at  that  time  of 
$208.30. 

Jan.  27,  1796,  there  was  a  balance  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  of  $38.43,  and 
the  indebtedness  of  the  members  had  been  reduced  to  $117. 

Among  other  memoranda,  of  various  degrees  of  interest,  belonging  to  this 
period,  is  the  original  subscription  paper,  prepared  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of 
the  Society,  Nov.  18,  1796  (see  p.  102),  which  is  here  printed:  — 

"  For  the  use  of  the  Historical  Society,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  cause  of 
science,  we,  the  subscribers,  will  pay  the  sums  annexed  to  our  names,  as  our 
several  proportions  of  fifty  dollars,  for  the  purchase  of  Des  Barres's  Maps  of 
the  Coast  of  America  :  —

Attached  to  this  paper  is  another,  in  the  handwriting  of  Dr.  Belknap,  as 
follows :  —

Voted,  That  thanks  be  given  to  David  Lynch,  of  Demerara,  for  his 
donation  of  books  and  natural  curiosities. 

Voted,  That  the  Committee  of  Publication  for  the  ninth  volume  of 
the  collections  be  requested  to  cause  an  inscription  to  be  put  on  King 
Philip's  Bowl,  and  to  procure  an  affidavit  ascertaining  its  authenticity.* 

Voted,  That  Dr.  Spooner  and  Dr.  Webster  be  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  and  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

Voted,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  state  the  accounts  of  the 
members  who  have  not  paid  their  assessments. 

Bishop  Watson  was  elected  a  Corresponding  Member. 

*  This  bowl,  now  in  the  Cabinet  of  the  Society,  is  known  as  "  King  Philip's 
Samp  Bowl."  It  is  about  twelve  inches  in  diameter,  and  is  wrought  out  of  an 
elm  knot  with  considerable  skill.  It  was  long  used  by  the  Society  in  balloting, 
with  corn  and  beans,  for  members.  In  the  inside  of  this  relic  the  following  has 
been  inscribed  in  gilt  letters  :  — 

"  A  Trophy  from  the  Wigwam  of  King  Philip,  when  he  was  slain  in  1676, 
by  Eichard.     Presented  by  Eleazer  Richard,  his  Grandson." 

The  subjoined  memorandum,  on  file,  is  probably  the  only  affidavit  which  the 
committee  were  able  to  procure  of  the  authenticity  of  the  relic.  It  is  believed 
to  be  in  the  hand  of  the  venerable  and  esteemed  Isaac  Lothrop,  Register  of 
Probate  for  the  county  of  Plymouth,  and  a  Resident  Member  of  the  Society : 

"  Plymouth,  Sept.  14,  1803.  —  Received  of  Isaac  Lothrop  eight  dollars,  in 
full  for  a  wooden  bowl,  formerly  belonging  to  that  illustrious  soldier,  known  by 
the  name  of  King  Philip,  son  of  the  celebrated  Indian  sachem,  Massasoit,  and 
was  a  portion  of  the  trophy  assigned  to  Eleazer  Richard,  great-grandfather  of 
the  subscriber,  who  made  one  of  the  party  that  terminated  the  existence  of  the 
once  princely  proprietor.  his

[The  Society  lost  one  Resident  Member  by  death 
during  the  year,  namely,  the  Hon.  Peleg  Coffin,  who 
died  on  the  6th  of  March.  It  was  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  to  preserve  in  its  Collections  memoirs  of  all  its 
deceased  Resident  Members.  Many  such,  for  various 
causes,  have  not  appeared.  As  the  Editors  intend  to 
provide  memoirs  or  notices  of  such  members  as  are 
wanting,  to  be  inserted  at  the  close  of  each  year  when 
such  death  occurs,  that  of  Mr.  Coffin  is  here  printed.  — 
Eds.] 

Notice  of  Hon.  Peleg  Coffin. 

The  Hon.  Peleg  Coffin  was  fifth  in  descent  from  Tristram 
Coffin,  one  of  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Indian  title  to 
the  island  of  Nantucket,  and  was  the  son  of  Peleg  and 
Elizabeth  (Hussey)  Coffin.  He  was  born  on  that  island  in 
November,  1756 ;  and  was  married  there,  May  28,  1778,  to 
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Eunice,  daughter  of  Josiah  and  Elizabeth  (Mitchell)  Barker. 
From  1793  to  1795  he  was  one  of  the  Representatives  of 
Massachusetts  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States ;  and 
for  the  next  two  years  he  represented  the  district  of  Nan- 
tucket and  Duke's  in  the  State  Senate.  In  1797,  he  was 
elected  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  removed  to 
Boston.  In  1802,  he  resigned  the  Treasurership  ;  and,  in  the 
same  year,  he  was  chosen  a  Senator  from  Suffolk  county,  on 
the  Federalist  ticket.  On  the  termination  of  his  year's  ser- 
vice, he  withdrew  from  political  life. 

When  the  Nantucket  Bank  was  incorporated,  in  1795,  he 
was  elected  its  Cashier,  but  he  retained  his  connection  with 
the  Bank  for  only  a  short  time.  On  the  incorporation  of  the 
New  England  Marine  Insurance  Co.,  in  1802,  he  was  ap- 
pointed its  President,  and  he  continued  at  the  head  of  this, 
one  of  the  first  corporations  of  the  kind  in  Massachusetts, 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Boston,  March  6,  1805. 
He  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  Historical  Society  in  August, 
1792 ;  and,  to  the  third  volume  of  the  Collections,  he  con- 
tributed a  brief  account  of  the  Progress  of  the  Whale  Fishery 
at  Nantucket.  In  a  tribute  to  his  personal  character,  which 
appeared  in  the  "  New  England  Palladium,"  and  also  in  the 
"  Columbian  Centinel,"  a  few  days  after  his  death,  he  is 
described  as  "  a  man  in  whose  character  was  blended  every 
social  and  agreeable  qualification.  .  .  .  His  conduct  in  the 
various  public  and  important  stations  which  he  has  succes- 
sively filled  was  uniformly  upright,  irreproachable,  and  hon- 
orable to  himself.  The  many  trusts  that  have  been  confided 
to  his  care  and  management  were  always  attended  to  with 
ability  and  candor.  He  possessed  a  discrimination  of  judg- 
ment and  a  disposition  so  ready  to  do  justice  as  always  to 
render  him  a  useful,  respectable,  and  valuable  member  of 
society." 

At  his  death,  Mr.  Coffin  left  a  widow  and  three  children, 
—  one  son  and  two  daughters.     The  son,  George  W.  Coffin,

t  Dr.  Robert  Anderson  is  probably  best  known  as  the  editor  and  biographer 
of  the  British  poets.  He  was  born  in  1751,  and  died  in  1830,  residing  in  Edin- 
burgh the  last  forty  years  of  his  life,  devoted  to  literary  pursuits.  Dr.  Eliot 
had  corresponded  with  him  before  his  election  as  a  Corresponding  Member  of 
the  Society  had  taken  place.  Indeed,  it  would  seem  that  Dr.  Eliot  had  signified 
to  him  the  intentions  of  the  Society  towards  him  in  this  respect,  to  see  if  it 
would  be  agreeable  to  him.  His  reply  to  this  letter  is  on  file,  and  also  a  later 
letter,  acknowledging  his  election.  Both  seem  to  be  of  sufficient  interest  to 
warrant  their  being  printed  here :  — 

"  Heriot's  Green,  Edinburgh, 
Feb.  8th,  1805. 

"  Dear  Sir,  —  I  avail  myself,  with  great  pleasure,  of  the  opportunity  of  my 
young  friend,, Mr.  Lowell,  returning  from  this  country  to  the  United  States,  to 
make  you  my  best  acknowledgments  for  your  most  obliging  letters  of  Jan.  27, 
1802,  and  March  6,  1804 ;  and  to  return  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  copies  of 
the  letters  from  Dr.  Smollett's  correspondents  in  the  Museum  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Historical  Society. 

"  My  estimable  friend,  Mr.  Phillips,  of  Boston,  has  laid  me  under  particular 
obligations  to  his  kindness  and  liberality,  by  his  attention  to  the  conveyance  of 
your  communication,  and  by  the  present  which  accompanied  it  of  eight  volumes 
of  the  Collections  of  the  Historical  Society,  and  the  first  and  second  volumes  of 
the  Portfolio. 

"  The  letters  addressed  to  Dr.  Smollett  bear  internal  evidence  of  their  authen- 
ticity, and  are,  in  several  particulars,  interesting  to  literary  biography.  Unfor- 
tunately, they  came  too  late  for  the  use  of  the  fourth  edition  of  my  '  Life  of 
Smollett ' ;  but  they  will  be  made  use  of  in  the  fifth  edition,  which  is  wanted 
immediately. 

"  The  favorable  opinion  of  a  man  of  your  character  of  my  slight  contribu- 
tions to  the  stock  of  English  biography  and  criticism  is  very  gratifying  to  me. 
May  I  flatter  myself  that  I  owe  Dr.  Eliot's  good  opinion,  in  some  degree,  to  my 
having  endeavored"  to  represent  facts  and  delineate  characters  with  impartiality, 
and  due  regard  to  the  interests  of  religion,  learning,  and  liberty  1 

"  The  interest  I  have  uniformly  taken  in  the  independence  and  prosperity  of 
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Eddy,  Esq.,  of  Providence,  were  chosen  Corresponding 
Members. 

the  United  States  makes  me  rejoice  to  see  a  new  England  rising  in  the  West, 
enlightened  by  the  increase  and  activity  of  her  literary  and  philosophical  insti- 
tutions. 

"  The  success  of  the  disinterested  and  patriotic  exertions  of  the  Historical 
Society  in  collecting  and  diffusing  materials  for  a  complete  natural  and  political 
history  of  your  country,  affords  at  once  a  demonstration  of  the  utility  of  the 
institution  and  an  incentive  to  perseverance.  I  particularly  approve  of  the  plan 
they  have  adopted  of  multiplying  the  copies  of  historical  records  and  scarce 
printed  tracts  by  means  of  the  press.  Besides  other  advantages,  the  diffusion 
of  this  kind  of  local  knowledge  has  a  tendency  to  strengthen  the  attachment  of 
the  people  to  their  native  country,  language,  and  manners,  and  to  cherish  a  ven- 
eration for  the  memory  of  their  ancestors,  and  a  love  of  their  civil  and  religious 
institutions. 

"Although  I  am  precluded  by  remoteness  of  situation  from  giving  your  Society 
any  effectual  assistance,  yet  I  may  profess  to  be  a  sincere  friend  to  an  institu- 
tion that  invites  the  association  of  men  of  every  profession  and  country.  You 
will  have  the  goodness,  therefore,  to  assure  your  associates  that  I  accept  with 
great  satisfaction  of  the  honor  they  intend  me  by  associating  me  with  them  as 
a  Corresponding  Member ;  and  that,  though  I  am  conscious  of  my  inability  to 
promote  in  any  considerable  degree  the  important  objects  of  their  institution, 
they  may  depend  on  my  zealous  co-operation  with  my  worthy  friend,  Dr.  Brown, 
in  doing  them  every  kind  of  service  which  my  local  situation,  opportunities  of 
information,  and  literary  connections  may  enable  me  to  perform. 

"  In  the  month  of  June  last,  I  sent  by  Mr.  Phillips,  through  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Bromfield,  copies  of  my  Lives  of  Johnson  and  Smollett,  for  the  acceptance  of 
the  Society. 

"  From  the  mass  of  excerpta  from  the  commercium  epistolicum  of  my  noble 
friend,  the  Earl  of  Buchan,  I  have  selected  a  few  articles  of  Transatlantic  cor- 
respondence for  your  Museum,  to  be  forwarded  by  Mr.  Lowell.  The  whole  col- 
lection is  in  my  possession,  and  you  may  draw  upon  it. 

"  By  the  same  conveyance  I  send  for  the  Library,  through  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Phillips,  a  small  parcel  of  books,  containing  specimens  of  Scottish  and  Irish 
statistical  and  economical  surveys,  the  '  Sabbath/  and  some  other  performances 
of  my  poetical  friends'  expression  of  their  kindness  for  me.  Mr.  Phillips  is  re- 
quested to  retain  any  book  or  books  which  he  may  wish  to  place  in  his  library. 

"  Lord  Buchan  sends  a  set  of  ■  The  Bee,'  of  which  I  suspect  the  Society 
may  have  a  duplicate.  A  sight  of  the  catalogue  of  your  Library,  if  it  could 
be  procured,  would  be  useful. 

"  As  you  have  no  correspondent  in  Ireland,  of  literary  distinction,  I  beg  leave 
to  suggest  the  nomination  of  my  learned  friend,  General  Vallancey,  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Dublin  Society,  an  excellent  institution,  resembling,  in  some  respects, 
your  own.  I  am  convinced  that  public  institutions,  as  well  as  individuals,  may 
be  benefited  by  adopting  the  principle  of  the  community  of  books  and  literary 
information. 

"  The  disappointments  which  you  have  experienced  in  transmitting  parcels  to 
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Nominations  :  William  Smith  Shaw,  a,  Resident  Mem- 
ber, by  the  President  and  Standing  Committee  ;  General 

your  friends  in  this  country  may  have  happened  from  their  not  heing  addressed 
to  an  agent  at  the  port.  In  such  case,  parcels  are  not  forwarded,  but  detained 
for  the  payment  of  the  duties. 

"  If  you  honor  me  with  your  correspondence,  which  I  earnestly  solicit,  you 
will  have  the  goodness  to  send  your  packets  or  parcels  by  the  post  of  London 
to  Alexander  Mundell,  Esq.,  Fludyer  Street,  Westminster.

"  P.  S.  Sir  John  Sinclair  has  this  moment  handed  me  the  paper  which  I 
enclose  for  your  inspection.

"  My  Dear  Sir,  —  Your  very  kind  letter,  enclosing  an  intimation  of  my 
being  unanimously  elected  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  Historical  Society  in 
August,  1805,  was  duly  received,  and  should  not  have  been  so  long  unacknowl- 
edged had  I  not  looked  for  the  arrival  of  the  package  you  promised  me,  by  the 
'  Galen/  for  London,  before  the  end  of  the  year,  and  been  disappointed. 

"  Nothing  is  more  true  than  that  there  is  great  danger  in  deferring  the  per- 
formance of  any  duty.  In  making  every  possible  enquiry  respecting  the  pack- 
age, even  through  the  channel  of  the  American  Minister  himself,  I  suffered  the 
winter  to  pass -away,  occasionally  cherishing  the  hope  that  it  might  be  lying 
neglected  at  the  wharf,  or  taken  back  to  America  through  the  negligence  of  the 
captain,  who  might  return  it  in  another  voyage. 

"  By  your  last  favor,  dated  May  6, 1806,  introducing  Mr.  Buckminster  to  my 
acquaintance,  which  I  received  only  about  a  month  ago,  I  learn  with  inexpres- 
sible concern  that  you  have  sent  several  packages  to  London  for  me,  according  to 
my  direction,  for  no  package  has  been  received  by  Alexander  Mundell,  Esq.,  for 
me.  To  add  to  my  mortification,  I  found  that  they  contained  letters  for  Dr. 
Brown,  Lord  Buchan,  and  General  Vallancey,  which  have  been  expected  with 
much  impatience,  especially  by  Lord  Buchan,  who,  without  my  knowledge,  cor- 
responded with  the  American  Minister  concerning  the  arrival  of  the  '  Galen.' 

"  I  am  particularly  disappointed  in  not  receiving  the  ninth  and  tenth  vol- 
umes of  your  Collections,  and  the  Catalogue  of  the  Library,  for  very  obvious 
reasons.  Indeed,  every  literary  communication  from  you  will  be  acceptable  to 
me.  At  this  distance  of  time,  I  fear  it  will  be  difficult  to  trace  the  packages, 
yet  if  they  were  committed  to  the  care  of  the  captain,  as  small  parcels  com- 
monly are,  he  might  be  able  to  give  some  account  of  them. 

"  The  trials  you  have  made  to  oblige  me,  through  the  channel  I  recommended, 
have  been  so  unfortunate  that  I  do  not  think  it  ought  to  be  attempted  again. 
Perhaps  a  more  safe  conveyance  may  be  known  to  you,  or  Henry  Bromfield, 
Esq.,  or  Samuel  Williams,  Esq.,  of  London,  who  are  known  to  our  friends,  Mr.

"  Dear  Sir,  —  I  put  into  your  hands  a  pair  of  epaulets,  which  were  in 
habitual  use  by  General  Washington  at  the  successful  siege  of  Yorktown,  in 
Virginia,  and  which  were  worn  by  him  on  the  day  when  he  resigned  his  com- 
mission of  Commander-in-Chief  to  Congress,  at  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  These  may,  therefore,  without  employing  a  very  bold  figure  of  speech, 
be  denominated  the  dumb  and  imperishable  witnesses  of  his  glory  as  a  hero  and 
a  patriot.  However  we  may  sometimes  be  inclined  to  think  too  lightly  of 
events  which  are  so  familiar  to  us  from  their  having  happened  in  our  own  age, 
what  an  association  of  interesting  ideas  may  not  the  view  of  any  thing  which 
was  present  on  those  glorious  occasions  produce  in  the  minds  of  future  genera- 
tions ! 

"  These  badges  of  military  distinction,  formerly  attached  to  so  illustrious  a 
personage,  and  always  destined  by  the  substance  of  which  they  are  composed 
to  co-exist  with  the  long  series  of  future  generations,  may,  perhaps,  be  deemed 
worthy  of  being  preserved  among  the  frail  insignia  of  human  greatness  by  the 
Historical  Society  of  Massachusetts.  In  which  case,  they  are  offered  for  ac- 
ceptance by  the  person  to  whom  the  General  gave  them,  and  who  has  the  honor 
to  subscribe  himself,  very  respectfully,  dear  sir,  your  obedient  and  most  humble 
servant,  D.  Humphreys.

Voted,  That  the  President  be  requested  to  write  a  letter  to  Lord 
Buchan,  thanking  him  for  his  donation,  and  assuring  him  that  the 
Society  will  treat  it  with  all  that  attention  which  its  situation  will  per- 
mit, and  with  the  respect  which  is  due  to  him.|

*  This  was  probably  the  map,  or  the  original  of  the  map,  recently  found 
among  the  papers  of  the  late  Dr.  Holmes,  of  Cambridge,  on  which  is  inscribed 
the  following :  "  Plan  of  Cambridge,  adapted  to  the  year  1635.  By  James 
Winthrop."  A  part  of  it  was  copied  and  inserted  in  Dr.  Paige's  recent  "  His- 
tory of  Cambridge."

t  Among  the  list  of  donations  recorded  at  the  last  meeting  was  "  The  Bee, 
from  the  Earl  of  Buchan."  It  need  hardly  be  mentioned  that  the  donor  was 
the  eccentric  Scotch  nobleman,  David  Stewart  Erskine,  Lord  Cardross  and  Earl 
of  Buchan,  a  person  of  literary  tastes,  the  principal  founder  of  the  Society  of 
Antiquaries  of  Scotland,  and  whom  Sir  Walter  Scott  commemorates  in  his 
Diary,  under  the  dates  of  April  20  and  21,  1829.  The  work  here  presented 
by  him  might  be  more  particularly  described  as  "  The  Bee,  or  Literary  Weekly 
Intelligencer,"  &c.  Edinburgh,  1791-93.  Edited  by  James  Anderson,  LL.D. ; 
and  comprised  eighteen  volumes,  12mo.  The  volumes  contained  many  contri- 
butions from  the  pen  of  the  Earl  himself.  He  was  an  ardent  admirer  of  this 
country  and  of  Washington,  with  whom  he  corresponded ;  and  some  of  Wash- 
ington's letters  to  him  are  published  in  "  The  Bee."  In  a  prefatory  note  to 
one  of  these  letters,  published  by  him  in  1793,  the  Earl  says :  "  I  sent  him 
(Washington)  a  letter  expressive  of  my  esteem,  and  of  my  wishes  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  States,  which  I  enclosed  in  a  box  made  of  the  oak  that  afforded 
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[The  nature  of  Lord  Buchan's  donation  is  explained 
in  a  foot-note  at  this  place.  A  communication  was  re- 
ceived from  him,  probably  at  the  same  time,  and  in- 
tended for  publication,  and  was  addressed  "  To  the 
Societies  established  in  the  United  States  of  North 
America,  for  the  promotion  of  national  prosperity. " 
It  was  designed  to  follow  and  supplement  a  paper  of 
his  in  Vol.  XVIII.  of  "  The  Bee,"  entitled,  "  Considera- 
tions on  the  Importance  of  Reciprocal  Friendship  and 
Connection  between  the  Old  and  the  New  World/' 
which  he  supposed  the  Society  might  publish.  Dr. 
Eliot,  from  a  Committee  of  the  Society,  made  a  report 
on  these  papers,  and  suggested  that  they  should  be 
published  in  some  other  form  than  in  the  Society's 
Collections.  No  one  of  the  Earl's  literary  communica- 
tions, it  is  believed,  was  published  by  the  Society,  and 
the  manuscript  referred  to,  which  has  been  slumbering 
in  the  Society's  archives  for  more  than  seventy  years, 
we  now  print,  rather  as  a  specimen  of  the  lucubrations 
of  the  author,  than  for  any  special  merit  it  may  have 
in  itself.  —  Eds.] 

shelter  to  our  great  Wallace  after  the  battle  of  Falkirk ;  and  afterwards  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  States  would  cultivate  peace,  friendship,  and  corre- 
spondence with  my  country,  and  shun  every  occasion  of  mingling  in  the 
unhappy  contentions  of  Europe."  The  Earl,  who  was  not  destitute  of  vanity, 
appears  to  have  thought  that  the  Historical  Society  might  find  it  desirable  to 
reprint  his  essays,  or  some  of  them,  in  their  Collections  ;  for,  on  a  fly-leaf  in  the 
beginning  of  the  first  volume  of  "  The  Bee,"  presented  to  the  Society,  he  has 
written :  — 

"  Be  it  recorded,  where  competent,  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  in  the 
TJ.  S.  of  America,  that  we,  D.  S.,  Earl  of  Buchan,  &c,  have  given  to  the  His- 
torical Society  at  Boston  the  full  right  to  publish  exclusively  my  original 
essays,  marked  by  my  own  hand  in  this  and  the  seventeen  subsequent  volumes 
of  '  The  Bee,  or  Literary  Weekly  Intelligencer.'  At  Edinburgh,  Feb.  9th, 
1805.  Buchan."

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"  To  the  Societies  for  the  Improvement  of  Arts  and  Manufactures  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  from  the  Earl  of  Buchan. 

"  Edinburgh,  Feb.  4,  1805. 

"  Lord  Buchan,  in  the  course  of  his  correspondence  with 
the  illustrious  Washington,  had  occasion  frequently  to  dwell 
on  the  importance  to  the  United  States  of  America  of  the 
following  considerations :  — 

"  I.  That  a  country  dependent  on  others  for  subsistence 
cannot  be  reckoned  either  safe  or  respectable.  That  what  in 
the  beginning  are  reckoned  the  luxuries  of  life,  become,  by 
continued  and  general  use,  indispensably  necessary  to  the 
subsistence  of  the  people ;  and,  when  furnished  by  foreign 
nations,  subject  the  consuming  nation  to  be  taxed  by  the 
manufacturing  nation  as  if  it  were  subject  to  its  empire. 

"  That,  in  a  newly  peopled  extensive  continent,  such  as 
North  America,  where  facility  of  settlement  and  enterprise 
are  so  great,  the  price  of  labor  must  be  proportionably  high. 
That  this  must  of  consequence  check  the  establishment  of 
manufactures,-  even  those  of  the  first  necessity,  and  almost  ex- 
clude the  manufacture  of  those  less  indispensable,  which, 
from  their  nature,  require  a  great  subdivision  and  cheapness 
of  labor,  great  skill  and  dexterity  in  performance,  and  large 
capitals  to  establish  profitably. 

44  That  it  therefore  belongs  to  the  discriminative  wisdom  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  United  States  to  favor  such  establish- 
ments in  manufacture  as  may  at  once  tend  to  render  the 
States  independent  of  European  powers,  and  yet  progressive 
in  new  agricultural  settlements,  leading  to  extensive  and 
growing  population. 

"  That  it  is  a  mistake  to  imagine  foreign  commerce  to  be 
necessary  for  a  people  inhabiting  a  great  continent  in  various 
favorable  climates,  intersected  by  many  rivers  and  lakes,  and 
capable  of  being  navigated  by  internal  canals,  communicating 
with  those  rivers  and  lakes  and  with  the  ocean.

"  That  the  grand  desiderations  of  a  nation  are  not  numbers 
and  wealth,  but  virtue  and  health  and  happiness,  —  a  trinity  of 
blessings  that  can  only  emanate  from  the  blessing  of  the 
Almighty,  conferred  on  his  genuine  offspring. 

"  That  China,  originally  consisting  of  a  number  of  States, 
now  under  one  head  and  government,  has  subsisted  longer 
than  any  nation  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  will  probably 
continue  to  exist  without  dislocation  for  ages,  because  she 
trades  internally  with  herself,  and  preserves  herself  free  from 
the  disgraceful  and  unprofitable  wars  of  Europe,  occasioned 
by  pedler-like  disputes,  arising  from  commercial  competition 
and  jealousy. 

"  II.  The  great  elements  of  national  improvement  are  the 
elements  of  nature,  —  land,  water,  air,  and  fire,  —  in  applying 
them  to  the  necessities  and  comforts  of  life. 

"  The  land  of  the  United  States  having  been  formed  by 
alluvion  from  lakes  or  rivers,  or  by  desertion  of  the  waters  of 
the  sea,  is  more  fertile  as  it  approaches  the  lakes  and  moun- 
tains than  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Atlantic  coast. 

"  From  the  falls  of  rivers,  particularly  of  the  most  eminent, 
—  St.  Lawrence  and  Potomac  and  Mississippi, — it  appears 
that,  at  no  very  remote  period  of  time  in  comparison  with  the 
existence  of  the  globe  in  its  present  condition,  the  Mediter- 
ranean seas  or  lakes  wore  through  the  mountainous  ridges, 
and  disembogued  themselves  by  great  rivers  into  the  ocean, 
leaving  immense  plains,  such  as  the  country  between  the 
Rappahannock  and  the  Potomac,  and  immense  savannahs,  too 
numerous  for  description. 

"  That,  from  these  circumstances,  the  immensity  of  the 
frozen  continent,  the  superabundance  of  swampy  forest,  and 
the  stagnation  of  inland  waters  from  the  infancy  of  agricul- 
tural improvement,  the  air  of  North  America  is  at  present 
rather  unfavorable  to  health,  that  malignant  fever  is  frequent, 
and  the  early  loss  of  hair  and  of  teeth,  indicative  of  insalu- 
brity arising  from  humidity  of  climate  and  variableness  of

heat  and  cold,  are  to  be  obviated  only  by  cultivation  of  land 
and  administration  of  heat  by  fuel. 

"  That  catarrhous  fever  and  pulmonary  consumption  arise 
generally  from  the  sudden  action  of  cold  on  the  lungs  when 
heated  by  fire,  as  it  is  now  administered  in  chambers. 

"  That  the  pulmonary  consumption  is  scarcely  known  in 
countries  where  an  equal  heat  is  diffused  by  flues,  which 
ought  universally  to  be  used  in  America. 

"  That  the  flue  used  in  Sweden  and  Russia,  of  which  Lord 
Buchan  has  sent  a  model  to  the  Societies,  is  preferable  to  all 
others,  and  ought  to  be  adopted.  That  it  is  easily  constructed 
by  terra  cotta,  and  to  be  made  in  any  brick,  tile,  or  pottery 
work  in  America.  That  it  admits  of  any  decoration  the  rich 
may  be  inclined  to  give  it,  and  will  heat  a  whole  series  of 
apartments  uniformly. 

"  That  stone  or  brick  houses  ought  universally  to  be  pre- 
ferred to  block  houses,  which  render  conflagration  exceedingly 
common  and  dangerous. 

"  That  the  richest  nation  is  that  which  possesses  the  great- 
est number  of  useful  instruments  for  producing  plenty  and 
happiness,  and  possesses  the  greatest  quantity  of  permanent 
stock. 

"  That  stone  and  brick  houses  would,  therefore,  greatly 
enrich  the  United  States,  and  forward  the  important  objects 
of  health  and  industry. 

"  III.  That  the  economical  use  of  water  in  mechanics  and 
labor-saving  machines  may  speedily  lead  to  obviate  the  grand 
objection  formerly  stated  to  the  progress  of  manufactures  in 
America. 

"  That  domestic  manufactures,  or  works  on  a  small  scale, 
and  generally  diffused  through  the  country,  are  to  be  pre- 
ferred to  the  great  establishments  of  Europe,  similar  to 
Paisley,  Lanark,  and  Glasgow,  in  Scotland,  Birmingham, 
Sheffield,  and  Leeds,  in  England. 

"  IV.  That  virtue  can  only  be  produced  and  secured  in  any 
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nation  by  sowing  the  early  seeds  of  holiness  of  life,  and  edu- 
cating children  properly  in  the  fear  of  God  and  obedience  to 
the  laws. 

"  That  children  ought  to  be  considered  as  the  raw  material 
of  human  society,  to  be  worked  up  into  use  by  proper  artists 
in  the  grand  science  of  education,  concerning  which  Lord 
Buchan  treated  more  fully  to  the  General. 

"  That  schoolmasters  ought  to  receive  annually,  after 
proper  examination  by  legislative  township  commissioners, 
so  much  per  head  for  perfected  scholars  in  their  various 
classes,  as  fit  for  the  various  departments  of  the  State  and  of 
society.  That  certain  marks  of  distinction,  to  be  worn  by 
the  individuals  entitled  to  them,  ought  to  be  distributed  to 
the  rectors  of  schools  and  colleges,  and  to  the  scholars  and 
students  therein,  respectively,  by  the  authority  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  nation  or  individual  State. 

"  Gentlemen,  —  The  Colonists  of  Great  Britain,  now 
grown  into  the  noble  and  interesting  mass  of  the  United 
States,  have  furnished  an  example  of  what  constitutes  the 
cement  for  erecting  the  true  and  lasting  edifice  of  govern- 
ment,—  Knowledge,  mixed  with  Virtue,  building  upon  the 
foundations  of  real  property,  agricultural  industry,  simplicity 
of  manners,  virtue,  and  a  representative  government.

Let  all  men  be  free  to  worship  God  and  Christ  as 
their  conscience  dictates  ;  but  let  the  truly  pious  and  particularly  truly 
virtuous  Christians  be  held  up  to  universal  love  and  respect. 

"  Let  the  State  never  interfere  in  the  regulation  of  the  prices  of 
the  necessaries  of  life.  Let  competitition  and  demand  continue  to 
fix,  as  it  must  in  the  end  always  fix,  their  prices.

"  Sir,  —  Although  late  the  information,  my  obligations  are  not  less  for  the 
honor  the  Boston  Society  have  conferred  upon  me  by  electing  me  an  honorary 
member  of  their  Society,  and  to  you,  Sir,  for  the  polite  manner  in  which  you 
have  communicated  their  pleasure.  Much  advantage  cannot  be  expected  from 
a  man  upwards  of  fourscore.

Some 
statistical  surveys  of  counties  and  my  '  Essay  on  the  First  Peopling  of  the 
British  Isles  '  will  accompany  them.  It  will  appear  surprising  that  in  ancient 
Irish  MSS.,  of  at  least  eight  hundred  years  old,  I  should  discover  that  one  tribe 
of  those  colonists  brought  with  them  the  mythology  of  the  Tibetans,  and  that 
altars  of  their  deities  should  exist  at  this  day  in  Ireland,  and  known  to  the 
peasantry  by  their  names ;  and  it  will  appear  still  more  extraordinary  that 
Captain  Wilford,  well  skilled  in  the  Sanscrit,  and  with  whom  I  have  no  sort  of 
communication  or  correspondence,  should  assert  from  the  Puranas  that  a  colony 
from  Hindostan  did  migrate  to  the  British  Isles.  They  were,  in  fact,  the  Indo- 
Scythians,  who,  Goropius  Becanus  says,  peopled  Germany ;  and  I  think  they 
migrated  to  your  country,  and  formed  the  Algonkin  nation,  for  their  language 
is  very  similar  to  the  old  Irish,  as  I  have  shown  in  one  number  of  my  '  Collec- 
tanea de  Rebus  Hibernicis.'

"Boston,  March  l[4]th,  1808. 

"  Sib,  —  Agreeably  to  your  request,  I  will  give  you  a  short 
history  of  the  capture  of  the  ship  i  Hope,'  by  Captain  James 
Mugford. 

"  In  June,  1776,  General  Ward  commanded  the  American 
forces  stationed  in  this  State.  His  headquarters  were  at 
Boston.  Captain  Mugford  came  to  the  General,  and  in- 
formed him  that  he  could  in  a  very  short  time  equip  the 
schooner  '  Franklin,'  of  seventy  tons,  then  lying  at  Marble- 
head,  and  put  four  or  six  six-pound  cannon  on  board,  and  ship 
eighteen  or  twenty  men.  He  therefore  desired  the  General 
to  commission  him  to  cruise  for  the  enemy's  ships,  believing 
that  he  could  capture  some  of  them. 

"  General  Ward  replied  that  no  blank  commissions  had  yet 
been  received  from  Congress,  but  he  expected  some  in  a  few 
days ;  and,  as  soon  as  they  arrived,  a  commission  should  be 
given  him.  Captain  Mugford  was  desirous  to  sail  immedi- 
ately. I  being  at  that  time  aide-de-camp  and  secretary  to 
the  General,  I  observed  to  him  that  an  Order,  in  the  form 
we  gave  to  an  officer  of  land  forces,  might  answer  in  order  to 
protect  Captain  Mugford  from  being  treated  as  a  pirate,  in 
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case  he  should  be  taken  by  the  enemy.  The  General  replied 
that  I  might  write  such  an  Order.  Accordingly,  I  wrote  the 
following :  — 

"  '  To  Captain  James  Mugford, 

of  Marblehead,  in  Massachusetts. 
"  '  Sir,  —  You  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  take  the  com- 
mand of  the  schooner  "  Franklin,"  now  lying  in  the  harbor  of  Marble- 
head,  and  proceed  to  sea,  to  capture,  sink,  burn,  or  destroy  all  British 
ships  and  vessels,  of  every  kind ;  conforming  in  all  your  acts  and 
doings  to  the  Resolves  of  Congress  for  the  government  of  the  Ameri- 
can armed  vessels,  a  copy  of  which  is  annexed  to  this  Order. 
"  i  Given  at  Boston,  this  day  of  June,  1776. 

" '  Artemas  Ward,  Major-General. 
"  '  By  the  General's  command. 

"  '  Joseph  Ward,  Aide-de-camp  and  Secretary.' 

"  Captain  Mugford  went  immediately  to  Marblehead, 
equipped  and  manned  his  schooner,  and  sailed.  The  third 
or  fourth  day  he  fell  in  with  the  British  store-ship  c  Hope,'  of 
three  hundred  tons,  armed  with  more  and  heavier  guns  than 
the  schooner  carried,  and  with  about  the  same  number  of 
men.  Captain  Mugford  immediately  bore  down  upon  and 
boarded  the  ship,  sword  in  hand.  She  struck  her  colors. 
Being  then  in  the  Bay,  Captain  Mugford  made  sail  to  bring 
her  into  Boston  harbor;  but,  as  a  British  man-of-war  then 
lay  at  anchor  above  the  light-house,  as  soon  as  the  prize-ship 
was  discovered  coming  in  I  ran  down  to  the  Long  Wharf, 
and  ordered  a  floating  battery  to  proceed  immediately  to  aid 
in  defending  the  prize  from  the  man-of-war's  tender  and  boats. 
Captain  Mugford  soon  arrived  safe  with  his  ship.  Besides  a 
great  quantity  of  other  military  stores,  the  ship  contained 
fifteen  hundred  half-barrels  of  powder.  This  was  of  immense 
worth  to  our  country,  as  our  armies  were  almost  destitute, 
and  it  was  then  impossible  to  import  powder,  or  obtain  it  by 
any  other  means  than  taking  it  from  the  enemy.  Such  was 
the  extreme  want  of   powder  at  that  time  to  defend  the 
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country,  that  I  believe  if  the  prize-ship  had  been  full  loaded 
with  gold  and  diamonds  it  would  not  have  caused  equal  joy, 
nor  been  of  equal  value  to  the  United  States. 

"  The  name  and  merit  of  Captain  Mugford  ought  to  be 
immortalized  in  America.  This  country  owes,  in  some  de- 
gree, its  independence  to  him  ;  and  no  one  can  calculate  what 
might  have  been  the  consequences  from  want  of  powder,  if 
his  enterprising  spirit  had  not  led  him  to  the  gallant  attack 
and  capture  of  that  ship.* 

And  to  the  immortal  honor  of  Marblehead  it  ought  to  be 
for  ever  remembered  that,  while  she  suffered  more  by  the  war 
than  almost  any  other  town  in  New  England,  her  gallant  sons 
were  distinguished  by  sea  and  land  for  their  heroic  valor.  I 
have  often  witnessed  their  merit,  and  have  regretted  that 
Government  has  done  so  little  for  Marblehead.  Most  cer- 
tainly justice  requires  from  the  Government  some  distin- 
guished marks  of  favor  to  that  town. 

"  I  am,  Sir,  your  obedient  servant, 

"  Joseph  Ward. 

"  Among  the  naval  heroes  of  Marblehead  who  received 
their  first  commission  from  General  Ward,  I  remember,  with 
great  respect,  Captain  Tucker,  who  was  distinguished  by 
many  gallant  enterprises  during  the  Revolutionary  War; 
also,  Captains  John  Sellman,  Manly,  and  Broughton."

Standing  Committee. 


The  Committee  chosen  at  the  last  meeting  to  frame 
additional  Laws  respecting  the  Library,  reported ;  but, 
as  the  number  of  members  present  was  so  small,  it  was 
voted  to  postpone  a  decision  till  the  adjournment. 

Voted,  That  the  Librarian  and  Cabinet-Keeper  procure  a  new  lock, 
with  two  keys,  which  they  are  to  keep,  agreeably  to  Article  V.  of  the 
Constitution. 

Voted,  That  the  same  be  a  committee  to  request  Mr.  Turell  to  re- 
turn all  articles  in  his  possession  belonging  to  this  Society ;  and  that 
they  take  all  proper  measures  to  obtain  the  same. 

Voted,  That  the  Recording  Secretary  and  Rev.  Mr.  Harris  be  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the 
Society,  as  altered  and  amended  by  any  regular  votes,  to  be  annexed 
to  the  tenth  volume,  so  that  the  members  may  know  the  statutes  actu- 
ally in  force. 

Nominations :  Rev.  John  Basset,  of  Albany,  a  Corre- 
sponding Member,  by  Mr.  Alden;  Rev.  John  Disney, 
D.D.,  of  London,  a  Corresponding  Member,  by  Dr. 
Eliot ;  Hon.  John  Marshall,  Chief  Justice  of  the  United 
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States,  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  a  Corresponding  Mem- 
ber, by  Mr.  McKean. 

Voted,  To  adjourn  to  Thursday  of  next  week,  then  to  meet  at  four 
o'clock  P.M. 


ADJOURNED    MEETING. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society, 
held  by  adjournment,  May  4,  1809,  —  the  members 
present  were,  Alden,  Bartlett,  Dexter,  Eliot,  Emerson, 
Harris,  McKean,  Pierce,  and  T.  L.  Winthrop. 

Mr.  McKean  was  chosen  Recording  Secretary  pro 
tern. 

The  Report  of  the  Library  Rules  was  taken  up  again, 
and  accepted.  The  Laws  of  the  Society,  as  altered  and 
amended  by  this  Report  and  other  regular  votes,  are  as 
follows :  — 

Laws  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society. 

Article  I.  —  Each  member  shall  pay  eight  dollars  at  the 
time  of  his  admission,  and  two  dollars  annually,  to  create  a 
fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution.  And  any  member 
shall  be  exempted  from  the  annual  payment  of  two  dollars, 
provided  he  shall,  at  any  time  after  six  months  from  his 
admission,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  thirty -four  dollars,  in  addi- 
tion to  what  he  had  before  paid.* 

Art.  II.  —  All  elections  shall  be  made  by  ballot. 

Art.  III.  —  Nominations  of  Corresponding  Members  may 
be  made  by  the  members  of  the  Society  ;  but  no  member  shall 
nominate  more  than  one  candidate  at  the  same  meeting,  and 

*  On  the  27th  of  August,  1811,  an  addition  was  made  to  this  Article.  —  Ens. 
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all  nominations  shall  be  made  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that 
at  which  the  ballot  is  to  be  taken. 

Art.  IV. —  There  shall  be  four  stated  meetings  of  the 
Society  in  each  year;  namely,  on  the  last  Thursdays  of 
Januarjr,  April,  and  October,  and  on  the  day  before  Com- 
mencement. And  occasional  meetings  shall  be  convened  on 
due  notification  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence, 
by  one  of  the  Secretaries,  on  the  application  of  any  two  of 
the  members. 

Art.  V.  —  There  shall  be  annually  chosen,  at  the  meeting 
in  April,  a  President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Librarian,  a  Cabinet-keeper, 
and  a  Standing  Committee  of  five. 

Art.  VI.  ■ —  At  the  request  of  any  two  members  present, 
any  motion  shall  be  deferred  to  another  meeting  for  farther 
consideration,  before  it  is  finally  determined,  and  shall  then 
be  taken  up. 

Art.  VII.  —  All  accounts  shall  be  kept  in  dollars  and 
cents. 

Art.  VIII.  —  Five  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
all  purposes,  excepting  those  of  making  alterations  in,  or 
additions  to,  the  Laws  and  Regulations  of  this  Society,  and 
the  election  of  members. 

Art.  IX.  —  No  alterations  in,  or  additions  to,  the  Laws  and 
Regulations  of  this  Society  shall  be  made,  unless  there  are 
eight  members  present ;  and  no  member  shall  be  chosen  un- 
less there  are  nine  members  present  at  the  election,  and  unless 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  for  his  admission. 

Art.  X.  —  Members  who  are  chosen  in  other  States  and 
countries  shall  not  be  required  to  make  contribution  with  the 
members  who  are  chosen  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Laws  regulating  the  Standing  Committee. 

Article  I.  —  All  nominations  of  Resident  Members  shall 
be  made  by  the  President  and  Standing  Committee,  at  one 
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meeting  at  least  previous  to  that  at  which  the  ballot  is  to  be 
taken. 

Art.  II.  —  The  Standing  Committee  shall  regulate  all  the 
common  expenses  of  the  Society,  and  make  the  necessary 
provision  of  such  small  articles  as  may  be  wanted,  and  shall 
have  power  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  to  defray  the  expense. 

Art.  III.  —  They  shall  aid  the  Librarian  and  Cabinet- 
keeper,  when  they  shall  require,  it,  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  and  manuscripts,  and  in  the 
disposition  of  curiosities  belonging  to  the  cabinet,  and  shall 
especially  attend  to  the  preservation  and  binding  of  books 
and  pamphlets. 

Art.  IV.  —  They  shall  frequently  inspect  the  Records,  and 
inquire  whether  all  the  orders  of  the  Society  are  carried,  into 
effect  with  precision  and  promptitude. 

Art.  V. —  They  shall  inquire  for,  and  endeavor  to  ob- 
tain, on  the  best  terms,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society,  manu- 
scripts, books,  and  articles  of  curiosity. 

Art.  VI.  —  They  shall  meet  in  the  week  previous  to  each 
stated  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  arrange  and 
prepare  such  business  as  may  be  a  subject  for  the  Society's 
attention.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  notify  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  their  stated  meetings.* 

Laws  regulating  the  Library  and  Museum. 

Article  I.  —  All  books  which  are  presented  to  the  Library 
shall  be  accepted  with  thanks,  and  also  every  curiosity  for  the 
Museum. 

Art.  II.  —  American  coins  and  curiosities  shall  be  kept  by 
themselves,  in  the  best  part  of  the  cabinet. 

*  On  the  25th  of  August,  1812,  the  words  "  in  the  week  "  were  stricken  out 
of  this  Article ;  "  the  President "  substituted  for  "  the  Recording  Secretary  " ; 
and  a  new  Article  relating  to  the  mode  of  notifying  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
by  the  Recording  Secretary  was  added. — Eds. 
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Art.  III.  —  At  every  quarterly  meeting  a  catalogue  of  the 
books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  and  maps  shall  be  produced 
by  the  Librarian,  and  a  catalogue  of  the  curiosities  by  the 
Cabinet-keeper ;  and  every  member  shall,  in  person,  if  pres- 
ent, and  in  writing,  if  absent,  give  an  account  of  the  books 
and  manuscripts,  or  whatever  article  belonging  to  the  Society, 
he  may  have  in  his  possession. 

Art.  IV.  —  Once  in  every  year,  previous  to  the  spring 
meeting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  inspect  the  Library 
and  Museum,  and  report  the  state  of  every  article  at  that 
meeting,  and  what  books  are  particularly  wanted. 

Art.  V.  —  There  shall  be  two  keys  to  the  Society's  room, 
one  of  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Librarian,  and  the  other  by 
the  Cabinet-keeper,  to  be  by  them  delivered  to  no  person 
except  one  of  the  members. 

Art.  VI.  —  No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  Library  but 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  Librarian,  who  shall  make  a  record 
of  the  same,  A  member  shall  not  have  more  than  three 
books  at  a  time,  unless  by  special  leave  obtained  by  a  vote  of 
the  Society.  He  shall  not  retain  any  volume  longer  than  four 
weeks,  but  may  renew  the  same  once  ;  after  which,  the  same 
person  shall  not  have  the  same  books  for  three  months,  unless 
by  special  leave  of  the  Standing  Committee.  Members  living 
more  than  ten  miles  from  Boston  may  renew  their  books  with- 
out personal  application.  No  manuscripts  shall  be  taken  out 
of  the  Library  but  in  the  presence  of  the  Librarian. 

Art.  VII.  —  The  sixth  article  shall  not  prevent  the  Com- 
mittee annually  chosen  to  superintend  the  publications  of  the 
Society  from  taking  out  of  the  Library,  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  Librarian,  as  many  books  and  papers  as  they  may 
want. 

Art.  VIII.  —  Newspapers  and  maps  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  be  taken  out  of  the  Library,  except  by  the  Publishing 
Committee. 

Art.  IX.  —  Fines  for  the  breach  of  the  sixth  article  shall 
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be  at  the  weekly  rate  of  ten  cents  for  every  book  less  than 
an  octavo ;  twenty,  for  an  octavo ;  thirty,  for  a  quarto ;  and 
forty,  for  a  folio. 

Art.  X.  —  An  application  in  writing,  left  with  the  Libra- 
rian, shall  secure  any  volume  or  set  for  a  fortnight  after  it 
may  be  returned  to  the  Library ;  and,  if  more  than  one  such 
application  be  made,  they  shall  be  answered  in  the  order  of 
their  respective  dates. 

Art.  XL  —  If  books  or  manuscripts  be  requested  for 
public  uses,  or  for  the  peculiar  benefit  of  persons  whom  the 
Society  is  disposed  to  oblige,  the  application  shall  be  made  to 
the  Librarian,  through  the  medium  of  some  member,  who 
shall  be  responsible  in  a  written  obligation  for  the  return  of 
each  article  borrowed,  within  such  time  as  shall  be  stipulated 
by  the  Librarian,  not  exceeding  three  months. 

Art.  XII.  —  All  persons  who  take  books  from  the  Library 
shall  be  answerable  for  an}'  injury  to  the  same,  which  shall  be 
estimated  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  XIII.  —  The  privilege  of  using  the  Library  shall  be 
suspended,  as  respects  the  person  who  neglects  to  pay  any 
fines  or  assessments  for  damages  longer  than  one  month  after 
he  shall  have  received  notice  from  the  Librarian. 

Art.  XIV.  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to 
attend  at  the  library,  or  to  procure  some  member  to  attend  in 
his  stead,  on  the  afternoon  of  each  Thursday,  at  three  o'clock 
P.M.,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  members.  And  it  is  un- 
derstood and  expected  that  the  members  will  regulate  them- 
selves accordingly. 

Art.  XV.  —  All  pamphlets  shall  be  bound,  except  dupli- 
cates, which  shall  be  kept  by  themselves,  and  triplicates  shall 
be  exchanged. 

Art.  XVI.  —  All  manuscripts  shall  be  distinctly  marked 
and  numbered,  and  kept  in  cases  of  paper,  which  shall  also 
be  numbered,  and  the  contents  of  each  registered. 

Art.  XVII.  —  Every  present  received  shall  be  recorded, 
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and  an  account  of  it  rendered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  XVIII.  —  A  printed  ticket  shall  be  pasted  on  the 
inside  of  the  cover  of  each  book,  signifying  that  it  is  the 
propert}r  of  the  Society ;  and  also  the  name  of  the  donor,  if 
it  be  a  present. 

Voted,  That  the  foregoing  articles  shall  be  the  statute  laws  of  the 
Society,  any  votes  and  customs  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding* 

Voted,  That  Dr.  Eliot,  Mr.  Harris,  Mr.  Alden,  and  Mr.  McKean 
be  a  committee  to  designate  and  form  a  catalogue  of  such  books  and 
papers  as  may  not  be  taken  from  the  Library  without  the  special  per- 
mission of  the  Standing  Committee. 


*  These  new  By-Laws  prescribed  some  changes.  The  quarterly  or  stated 
meetings  of  the  Society  were  now  directed  to  be  held  on  the  last  Thursday  of 
the  month,  instead  of  Tuesday ;  excepting  one  of  them,  which  was  to  be  held 
on  the  day  preceding  Commencement.  Some  new  directions  were  given  respect- 
ing the  Library,  whose  constant  growth,  united  to  the  increase  of  members, 
demanded  greater  facilities  for  its  use.  It  will  be  understood  that  the  rooms  of 
the  Society,  up  to  this  time,  were  not  kept  open.  The  earliest  rules  provided 
that  the  key  should  be  kept  with  Dr.  Belknap ;  and  he  was  authorized  to  de- 
liver it  to  any  member  desiring  to  visit  the  Library,  who  had  liberty  to  select 
himself  the  books  he  wished  to  take  out,  not  exceeding  three  at  a  time,  of  which 
he  was  to  leave  a  record  with  his  name  on  a  slate  kept  for  that  purpose.  This 
record  the  Librarian  was  required,  at  his  next  visit  to  the  Library,  to  copy  into 
a  book. 

Three  years  later,  in  1794,  it  was  ordered  that  two  keys  should  be  pro- 
vided,—  one  to  be  deposited  with  the  Librarian,  and  one  with  the  Cabinet- 
Keeper, —  and  members  taking  out  books  were  required  to  leave  a  receipt  for 
them  in  a  receipt  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose.  According  to  the  new  rules, 
now  before  us,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Librarian,  or  his  substitute,  is  required 
to  be  in  attendance  at  the  Library  on  the  afternoon  of  each  Thursday,  at  three 
o'clock,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  members,  and  members  are  requested  to 
regulate  themselves  accordingly.  That  no  book  shall  be  taken  out  of  the 
Library  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Librarian,  who  shall  make  a  record  of 
the  same.  These  rules  are  retained  in  the  By-Laws  of  1833,  by  which  it  will 
be  seen  that  up  to  this  time  no  provision  was  made  for  keeping  the  Library 
open,  except  for  a  portion  of  one  day  only  in  the  week.  It  was  some  time  even 
after  this  late  date  that  arrangements  were  made  for  the  daily  opening  of  the 
Library. 

This  code  of  By-Laws  was  printed  in  Vol.  X.  of  the  Collections,  issued 
this  year.  With  the  alterations  and  additions  indicated,  and  including  a  rule 
adopted  in  January,  1797  (ante,  p.  105),  perhaps  accidentally  omitted  here,  it 
was  also  printed  in  Vol.  I.  of  the  second  series,  issued  in  1814.  —  Eds. 
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Voted,  That  Dr.  Eliot,  Mr.  Alden,  and  Mr.  McKean  be  a  committee 
to  prepare  lists  of  preachers  on  the  General  Election,  Artillery  Ejec- 
tion, and  Convention,  marking  such  of  the  sermons  as  the  Society  pos- 
sess, which  they  shall  endeavor  to  have  inserted  as  appendices  to  the 
next  sermons  on  those  occasions. 


QUARTERLY  MEETING. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society, 
Aug.  29,  1809,  —  the  members  present  were,  J.  Davis, 
Eliot,  Emerson,  Gore,  McKean,  Prince,  Quincy,  Spooner, 
Tudor,  Whitney,  and  T.  L.  Winthrop. 

Joseph  McKean  was  chosen  Recording  Secretary 
pro  tempore. 

Mr.  T.  L.  Winthrop,  Mr.  Bulfinch,  and  Dr.  Webster 
were  chosen  a  committee  to  consult  with  the  proprietors 
of  the  Boston  Library,  and,  in  conjunction  with  them, 
effect  any  repairs  which  they  may  consider  requisite  and 
proper  to  render  the  roof  tight  and  secure. 

Rev.  John  Basset,  of  Albany,  Rev.  John  Disney, 
D.D.,  of  London,  and  Hon.  John  Marshall  were  chosen 
Corresponding  Members. 

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  the  General 
Court  for  their  Order,  passed  June  8,  1809,  viz. :  — 

"  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Clerks 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  be  respectively  author- 
ized and  directed  to  furnish  the  President  of  the  Historical  Society 
with  two  copies  of  any  publication,  the  property  of  the  Common- 
wealth, which  they  may  now  have,  or  which  may  be  made  hereafter 
by  each  branch  of  the  Legislature ;  provided,  a  sufficient  number  be 
reserved  in  all  cases  for  the  use  of  the  Government." 

Voted,  That  Judge  Davis,  Mr.  Quincy,  and  Mr.  McKean  be  a  com- 
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mittee  to  consider  and  report  means  for  reprinting  the  deficient  vol- 
umes, and  make  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

Voted,  That  this  Society  entertain  a  high  sense  of  the  value  of  the 
accurate  and  elaborate  index  to  the  ten  volumes  of  their  Collections, 
which  has  been  executed  in  so  admirable  a  manner  by  their  Recording 
Secretary ;  and  that,  for  this  and  his  other  disinterested  and  liberal 
services,  the  Society  express  their  grateful  acknowledgments  to  their 
esteemed  associate. 


QUARTERLY  MEETING. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society, 
Oct.  26,  1809,  —  the  members  present  were,  Alden, 
J.  Davis,  Eliot,  Emerson,  Freeman,  Hazard,  Holmes, 
JMcKean,  Pierce,  Quincy,  Wallcut,  and  J.  Winthrop. 

Voted,  That  a  set  of  the  ten  volumes  of  the  Historical  Collections 
be  sent  to  the  New  York  Historical  Society,  and  that  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  be  requested  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  New  York  Society  on  the  subject. 

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  Rev.  Timothy 
Alden,  Jr.,  for  his  extraordinary  labors  and  eminent  services  as  Libra- 
rian, which  office  he  has  this  day  resigned.

*  Among  the  donations  received  was  a  "  Spelling  Book  in  the  Language  of 
the  Seven  Iroquois  Nations."  The  gift  was  accompanied  by  the  following  let- 
ter from  Jason  Chamberlain,  Esq.,  dated  "  University  of  Vermont,  Burlington, 
18th  Nov.,  1813,"  addressed  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  :  — 

"  Presuming  that  you  would  wish  to  preserve  a  specimen  of  the  Iroquois 
language  in  your  Historical  Collections,  I  take  the  liberty  to  send  you  their 
Spelling  Book.  It  was  written  by  a  descendant  of  the  late  Rev.  Mr.  Williams, 
of  Deerfield,  Massachusetts.  His  daughter,  during  her  captivity,  was  married 
to  an  Indian,  and  would  not  return  to  her  parents.  From  these  two  are  de- 
scended those  who  are  called  by  the  name  of  Williams  among  the  Iroquois. 
The  author  of  the  Spelling  Book  has  been  decently  educated.  He  has  published 
a  religious  tract,  which  I  have  seen,  and  is  now  composing  a  catechism.  I  will 
forward  these  to  your  Society,  if  you  think  they  will  be  of  any  service.  I  have 
seen  the  Gospel  of  St.  John,  and  some  works  by  Norton,  one  of  their  chiefs.  A 
number  in  these  Nations  can  read.  They  have  adopted  the  French  alphabet 
and  sounds  of  letters,  but  I  think  that  their  orthography  might  be  much  im- 
proved. I  found  many  at  Cochnawaga  who  could  speak  French  tolerably 
well." 

This  Spelling  Book  is  entered  in  the  Society's  Catalogue  under  the  name  of 
the  Rev.  Eleazar  Williams,  as  author ;  Plattsburg,  1813.  The  Catalogue  notices 
also  other  works  by  the  same  author,  as  published  by  the  Episcopal  Tract 
Society.  Mr.  Williams  subsequently  derived  considerable  notoriety  by  an 
article  in  Putnam's  Magazine,  entitled,  "  Have  we  a  Bourbon  among  us  ?  "  and 
a  volume  afterward  published  by  the  same  author,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Hanson, 
called,  "  The  Lost  Prince."  — Eds.

*  On  the  21st  of  August,  1814,  died  at  Auteuil,  France,  Count  Rumford,  in 
the  sixty-second  year  of  his  age.  It  will  be  remembered  that,  on  the  19th  of 
July,  1798,  a  letter  was  read  from  Count  Rumford,  acknowledging  the  honor  of 
his  election  as  a  Corresponding  Member;  and  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
was  directed  to  forward  to  him  one  set  of  the  Society's  Collections,  in  four  vol- 
umes, handsomely  bound.  To  the  Secretary's  communication  thereupon,  Count 
Rumford  made  the  following  reply,  which  is  not  referred  to  in  the  records, 
though  it  is  on  file  in  the  Society's  archives :  — 

"  London,  2  Nov.,  1798. 

"  Rev.  Sir,  —  I  am  much  obliged  to  you  for  your  polite  and  friendly  letter, 
and  hope  ere  long  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  thank  you  for  it  in  person,  and  to 
pay  my  personal  respects  to  the  worthy  members  of  the  respectable  Society  to 
which  I  have  the  honor  to  belong.  The  honor  you  have  done  me  by  publishing 
my  letter  to  the  late  Dr.  Belknap,  your  worthy  predecessor,  I  consider  as  an 
unequivocal  proof  of  your  friendship  and  of  your  desire  that  I  should  stand 
well  in  the  good  opinion  of  my  countrymen. 

"  The  many  proofs  I  have  received,  and  am  receiving  every  day,  of  the  in- 
dulgence and  regard  for  me  have  rendered  me  quite  impatient  to  find  myself 
among  them.  It  is  with  much  respect  and  esteem  that  I  have  the  honor  to  be, 
reverend  Sir,  your  most  obedient  servant, 

"  Rumford. 

"  To  the  Rev.  John  Eliot,  D.D."  Eds.

Savage,  Esquires,  in  behalf  of  the  Historical  Society  :  — 

"  Resolved,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  said  petition,  that  the 
Legislature  will  take  six  hundred  copies  of  Hubbard's  '  General 
History  of  New  England,'  to  be  published  by  the  said  Society,  to 
consist  of  one  volume,  and  will  pay  the  said  Society  two  dollars  for 
each  volume,  printed  on  good  paper  and  well  bound. 

"And  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  upon 
the  Treasury  for  the  same,  upon  the  delivery  of  the  books  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  that  one  copy  of  said  work  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  the  residue  shall  remain  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Legislature."  f

the  Duke  of  York,  and  of  the  United  Colonies ;  the  Histories  of  Hubbard  and 
of  Niles  ;  all  the  Letters  and  other  original  papers  from  the  agents  of  the  Colony 
or  Province  to  the  Court  of  Great  Britain ;  and  Journals  and  other  Proceedings 
of  the  Provincial,  Colonial,  State,  and  County  Conventions,  &e.  He  thought 
the  annual  appropriation  by  the  State  of  one  hundred  pounds  for  this  purpose 
would  be  reasonable.  But  in  case  this  application  for  a  draft  upon  the  public 
chest  did  not  prove  successful,  he  suggested  that  a  petition  for  one  or  two  town- 
ships, without  the  usual  conditions  of  settlement,  be  made,  to  form  an  accumu- 
lating fund  for  the  purpose  indicated.  A  draft  of  a  petition  to  the  Legislature, 
in  Mr.  Wallcut's  hand,  suggests  that  books  thus  printed  should  be  placed  in 
the  library  of  each  parish,  college,  and  academy  of  the  State.  There  is  no 
evidence  that  Mr.  Wallcut's  public-spirited  and  benevolent  scheme  was  ever 
brought  to  the  Society's  attention.  —  Eds. 

*  The  Society  issued  its  prospectus,  for  publishing  Hubbard's  History,  on  a 
broadside,  some  copies  of  which  are  preserved  in  the  Library.  It  was  dated 
"  Cambridge,  1st  August,  1814,"  that  place  being  the  residence  of  the  printers 
of  the  book,  Messrs.  Hilliard  &  Metcalf,  and  of  the  editors,  Dr.  Holmes  and  Dr. 
McKean.  The  prospectus  was  reprinted  in  2  Collections,  II.  281-283 ;  and  its 
language  was  adopted,  with  slight  changes,  as  the  preface  to  the  printed  work 
issued  in  the  following  year.  The  Committee  had  hopes  of  supplying  the  defi- 
ciency in  the  Society's  manuscript  of  Hubbard  by  means  of  a  perfect  copy  in 
England,  but  they  were  disappointed.  The  correspondence  relating  to  the  sub- 
ject may  be  seen  in  2  Collections,  III.  23G-290.  This  desirable  result,  however, 
has  recently  been  attained,  and  we  need  only  refer  the  reader  to  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Society  for  February,  1878,  pp.  38-41.

Voted,  That  the  Committee  for  publishing  Hubbard's  History  be 
authorized  to  procure  the  binding  of  the  copies,  and  to  carry  into 
effect  all  the  measures  necessary  to  obtaining  the  sum  granted  by  the 
Legislature.

f  The  Society  had  no  funds,  and,  of  course,  were  dependent  on  the  admis- 
sion fees  and  the  annual  assessments  for  existence ;  and  any  laxity  on  the  part 
of  the  members  in  complying  with  the  rules  in  this  respect  created  serious  em- 
barrassment. As  early  as  January,  1797  (see  p.  105),  the  Society  found  it 
necessary  to  adopt  a  By-Law  on  this  subject;  and,  in  March,  1805  (see  p.  169), 
the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  send  bills  to  members  who  had  not  paid  their 
assessments.  In  August,  1808,  the  Standing  Committee  made  a  report  on  the 
subject  of  delinquent  members  (see  p.  197),  which  was  recommitted  to  the  same 
Committee ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  write  to  such 
members,  and  administer  a  serious  warning.  At  the  October  meeting  follow- 
ing (see  p.  199),  the  Standing  Committee  again  submitted  their  report,  with  the 
necessary  corrections,  which  was  ordered  to  be  put  on  file,  and  to  be  taken  up 
at  the  next  meeting.  The  records  are  silent  as  to  the  nature  of  the  report  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  or  as  to  any  further  action  on  that  report  by  the 
Society. 

This  report  of  the  Standing  Committee,  submitted  at  the  August  and  October 
meetings,  in  1808,  is  on  file,  and  we  give  it  a  place  here :  — 

"  The  Committee,  agreeably  to  verbal  instructions,  having  taken  into  consid- 
eration the  subject  of  delinquencies,  propose  that  any  person  elected  a  member, 
and  not  having  paid  his  admission  money  for  the  space  of  one  year,  shall  be 
considered  as  not  having  accepted,  and  his  place  be  declared  vacant. 

"  That,  whereas,  in  the  year  1805,  the  account  against  each  member  was 
transmitted  by  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Quincy,  with  a  request  that  the  same  might 
be  discharged,  and,  notwithstanding  which,  the  arrearages  that  were  then  due, 
as  well  as  the  assessments  that  have  since  accrued,  remain  unpaid,  thereby  dis- 
abling the  Society  from  the  regular  payment  of  its  ordinary  expenses  from  its 
own  funds,  it  is  further  proposed  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  state  to  the 
delinquent  members  the  spirit  and  intention  of  the  Article  respecting  yearly 
assessments ;  that  the  expenses  of  the  Society  are  such  as  require  either  that  all 
arrearages  be  paid,  or  that  the  delinquent  members  should  give  place  to  such 
persons  as  the  Society  may  think  would  take  a  greater  interest  in  the  concerns 
of  the  institution ;  and  that,  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting,  the  right  of  disfran- 
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Voted,  To  send  the  first  volume  of  the  second  series  of  the  Collec- 
tions to  the  Library  Company  of  Philadelphia. 

Voted,  That  any  member  moving  out  of  the  State  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  no  longer  a  Resident  Member,  but  his  name  be  transferred  to 
the  list  of  Corresponding  Members.

"  [At  a  meeting  of  the  Society,]  25th  October,  1808,  read  and  referred  to  the 
next  meeting." 

The  following,  in  Judge  Davis's  hand,  is  subjoined:  — 

"  At  a  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  Jan.  31,  1809,  —  the 
above  report  being  read :  — 

"  Voted,  That  it  be  recommitted,  and  that  the  Standing  Committee  be  re- 
quested to  report  such  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Society, 
and  such  directions  relative  to  the  communication  to  future  members  that  may 
be  elected  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  membership,  as  shall  in  their  opinion 
most  effectually  secure  the  seasonable  payment  of  the  annual  assessments." 

This  last  vote  was  not  entered  in  the  Recording  Secretary's  records,  and  no 
further  votes  on  the  subject  are  found  till  August,  1811  (see  p.  222),  when  the 
vote  was  adopted  which  is  referred  to  in  the  text  at  this  place.  — Eds. 
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J.  Pierce,  E.  Clap,  J.  Bartlett,  J.  Davis,  J.  Quincy,  W. 
Shaw,  and  W.  Tudor.

On  motion  of  Mr.  McKean, 

Voted,  unanimously,  that,  in  balloting  for  members,  and  in  taking 
any  questions  by  yeas  and  nays  (which  shall  be  done  when  required  by 
one-third  of  the  members  present),  the  law  and  custom  of  our  fore- 
fathers be  adopted,  as  it  stands  in  the  Statute  of  Elections,  1643, 
mutatis  mutandis,  "  For  the  yearly  choosing  of  assistants,  the  free- 
men shall  use  Indian  corn  and  beans,  the  Indian  corn  to  manifest 
election,  and  the  beans  contrary." 

The  Committee  reported  that  Rev.  Charles  Lowell, 
Hon.  Charles  Jackson,  and  Levi  Hedge,  Esq.,  were 
unanimously  elected  Resident  Members. 

Voted,  That  with  especial  reference  to  the  including  Hubbard's  His- 
tory in  the  index  to  the  Society's  Collections,  three  hundred  copies  of 
said  History  be  put  into  two  volumes,  and  constitute  the  fifth  and  sixth 
volumes  of  the  Collections. 

Ballots  were  brought  in  for  a  committee  to  publish 
the  fourth  volume  of  the  Collections.  Hon.  William 
Tudor,  John  Davis,  J.  McKeajst,  and  James  Savage, 
Esq.,  were  unanimously  chosen. 

Voted,  To  add  King's  College,  Windsor,  Nova  Scotia,  to  the  list  of 
those  who  are  to  receive  the  Society's  publications,  gratis.* 

Voted,  That  public  notice  be  given  that  the  subscription  to  Hub- 
bard's History  is  closed ;  and  that,  as  very  few  copies  remain  for  sale, 
the  price  to  non-subscribers  be  five  dollars,  in  plain  binding,  or  four 
dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  in  boards.

*  It  will  have  been  seen  that,  for  the  past  few  years,  the  former  practice  of 
recording  all  donations  to  the  Library  and  Cabinet  of  the  Society  had  been 
omitted  by  the  Secretary.  The  Committee  thought  it  was  best  to  reproduce 
the  early  record  in  print,  for  the  information  it  gave  as  to  the  source  of  the 
earliest  and  many  of  the  most  valuable  contributions  to  the  Library  and  Cabinet 
of  the  Society,  and  as  to  the  time  when  such  accessions  were  made.  This  may 
have  been  the  only  Accessions  Book  that  was  then  kept.  The  earliest  one  we 
now  find  begins  in  January,  1830. 

With  the  publication  of  volume  two  of  the  second  series  of  the  Collections, 
in  1814,  the  Society  began  to  print  an  "  Acknowledgment  of  Donations  "  at  the 
end  of  the  volume.  The  editors  of  that  volume  say  :  "  The  Historical  Society 
have  occasionally  returned  thanks  to  their  patrons  and  friends,  by  their  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  through  the  medium  of  the  public  papers.  The  Commit- 
tee for  publishing  this  volume  have  judged  it  expedient  to  commence  a  more 
permanent  record  of  benefactions.  If  their  successors  concur  in  the  plan,  the 
volumes  will  in  future  exhibit  the  evidences  of  public  attention,  and  of  their 
gratitude  for  the  favors  they  receive."  The  earliest  acknowledgment,  it  is 
believed,  was  made  in  the  "  American  Apollo,"  No.  19,  of  the  11th  May,  1792, 
and  this  did  not  include  contributions  made  by  several  members.  A  continua- 
tion of  these  notices  may  be  found  in  later  numbers  in  that  year.  A  list  of  the 
newspapers  in  which  acknowledgments  were  made,  without  professing  to  be 
complete,  coming  down  as  late  as  September,  1810,  may  be  seen  in  the  volume 
of  the  Collections  referred  to  at  pages  285,  286. 

The  practice  of  printing  acknowledgments  of  donations  in  the  Society's 
Collections,  here  begun,  continued,  with  occasional  omissions,  till  1838,  —  the 
seventh  volume  of  the  third  series  being  the  last  in  which  such  publication 
appeared. 

A  large  space  has  been  given  to  the  record  of  specimens  of  Natural  History 
contributed  to  the  Cabinet,  which,  from  the  first  and  for  many  years,  formed 
one  of  the  objects  of  the  Society's  attention.  This  pursuit  was  subsequently 
relinquished,  and  the  specimens  collected  in  this  department  of  science  were,  as 
we  shall  presently  see,  transferred  to  other  depositories  exclusively  devoted  to 
the  studies  which  they  serve  to  illustrate. — Eds.

Leverett  Saltonstall,  Esq.,. of  Salem,  and  Rev.  Stephen

to  a  conclusion  as  to  be  able  to  send  it  to  the  Society  for  publication.  He  had 
spent  several  Aveeks  there  in  reading  the  town  and  church  records,  and  had  sub- 
mitted his  manuscript  to  the  perusal  of  the  venerable  Dr.  Cumings,  who  had 
approved  of  it,  and  had  made  several  suggestions  to  him  respecting  it.  For 
some  reason  the  Society  did  not  print  it,  and  the  "  History  of  Billerica  "  was 
published  at  Amherst,  New  Hampshire,  in  1816,  in  8vo,  thirty-six  pages.  The 
manuscript  is  in  the  Society's  possession. 

Mr.  Farmer  was 'a  distinguished  antiquary,  and  made  frequent  contributions 
to  the  Society's  Collections.  The  following  letter  was  received  from  him  about 
this  time :  — 

"  Amherst,  N.  H.,  August  3,  1816. 

"Rev.  Sir, — I  have  had  it  in  contemplation  to  prepare  for  the  Historical 
Society  a  communication  respecting  the  seven  Narraganset  townships,  which 
were  granted  by  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  in  1728  and  1732  to  the 
posterity  of  those  who  served  in  the  Narraganset  expedition  of  1675.  The  idea 
was  suggested  to  me  upon  obtaining  the  propriety  records  of  one  of  these  towns, 
which  were  supposed  to  have  been  lost.  These  records  contain  many  facts 
which  respect  these  towns  collectively,  but  they  have  more  immediate  reference 
to  the  township  denominated  Narraganset  No.  3. 

"As  the  grant  of  these  towns  was  made  at  a  time  when  pretences  were  en- 
couraged and  even  sought  after  to  induce  persons  to  become  grantees,  it  may 
be  supposed  that  the  number  would  be  great.  The  records  state  the  number  of 
grantees  to  be  eight  hundred  and  forty,  so  that  there  were  one  hundred  and 
twenty  persons  to  every  township.  The  names  of  the  hundred  and  twenty  to 
whom  Narraganset  No.  3  was  assigned  are  given  in  these  records.  It  appears 
that  five  of  these  townships  were  located  in  New  Hampshire,  one  in  the  county 
of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  and  the  other  in  the  county  of  York,  District  of 
Maine.  One  difficulty  in  executing  my  design  is  respecting  the  last  township. 
I  know  not  what  name  it  now  bears,  and  one  object  of  this  letter  is  to  solicit 
information  on  this  head.  In  those  records  I  have  obtained,  it  is  said  to  be  situ- 
ated 'back  of  Saco  and  Scarborough.'  I  find  in  Mein  and  Fleeming's  Register 
for  1768  a  town  called  Narraganset  No.  4,  but  this  is  probably  merged  in  some 
other  name.  I  would  humbly  request  the  favor  of  you,  Sir,  to  point  out  any 
sources  of  information  that  may  assist  me  in  compiling  a  memoir  of  those 
towns.  I  have  examined  Dr.  Belknap's  '  History  of  New  Hampshire  '  for  infor- 
mation, and  was  a  little  surprised  that  nothing  satisfactory  respecting  the  Nar- 
raganset townships  in  this  State  could  be  found.     I  have,  by  solicitation,  lately 
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Esq.,  of  Stratham  Park,  England,  as  a  Corresponding 
Member,  by  Kev.  Jonathan  Homer.*

"  I  have  often  troubled  you  with  letters,  but  having  been  prompted  chiefly 
by  a  regard  to  the  interests  of  your  Society,  I  may  hope  to  receive  your  candor 
and  patience.  I  sent  those  manuscript  letters  a  few  weeks  since,  and  hope  they 
have  been  received.  I  purpose  to  send  Ligon's  '  History  of  Barbadoes '  to  the 
Society,  if  they  have  it  not  in  their  Library.  It  is  a  small  folio  volume,  and 
contains  plates.     With  respect,  I  am  your  obedient  servant,

Mr.  Farmer  subsequently  contributed  an  article  on  the  Narraganset  town- 
ships to  the  Society's  Collections,  printed  in  Vol.  II.,  third  series,  pp.  273-279. 
Narraganset  No.  1  is  Buxton,  in  Maine,  and  No.  4  is  Charlestown,  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

The  ancient  plans  drawn  by  Surveyor  Danforth  would  have  considerable 
interest  now,  if  they  could  be  found.  For  the  location  of  several  of  the  lots, 
see  Farmer's  "  History  of  Billerica,"  Appendix,  Art.  I.  The  long  Indian  name 
will  be  found  in  a  description  of  a  survey,  signed  by  Danforth  himself,  in  Mass.

"  Dear  Sir,  —  Will  you  permit  me  to  enclose  to  your  care  a  Discourse  on 
the  History  of  the  Second  Church  and  Society  in  Marblehead,  with  a  view  to 
have  it  placed  among  similar  documents  in  the  Collections  of  the  Historical 
Society  ?  My  wish  is  to  preserve  this  discourse,  if  it  be  worthy  of  preserva- 
tion, and  I  know  of  no  better  method  (except  publishing  it,  to  which  I  am  very 
averse)  than  to  present  it  to  the  Historical  Society,  if  they  will  condescend  to 
accept  it.  There  is  but  a  partial  statement  of  facts  connected  with  the  history 
of  this  Church  and  Society  during  the  last  forty  years,  on  account  of  their  rela- 
tion to  persons  now  living.  I  have,  however,  by  me  a  minute  history  of  this 
Church  and  Society,  to  the  commencement  of  1816,  which  at  some  future  period 
may  be  offered  to  the  Society  as  an  accompaniment  to  the  discourse.

Notice  of  John  Williams,  Esq.,  A.M. 

John  Williams,  the  son  of  Major  Elijah  Williams,  and 
grandson  of  the  Rev.  John  Williams,  the  first  minister  of 
Deerfield,  known  as  the  "  redeemed  captive,"  was  born  in 
that  town  in  1751.  He  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in 
1769,  in  the  same  class  with  Theophilus  Parsons.  His  father, 
who  had  carried  on  a  large  business  at  Deerfield,  which  was 
the  depot  of  military  supplies  for  northern  Hampshire,  died  in 
1771,  having  previously  made  over  the  "  store  "  to  two  of  his 
children,  who  carried  on  the  business  under  the  firm  of  "  John 
&  Eunice  Williams."  The  sister  kept  the  books  of  the  firm, 
and  was  the  active  manager  of  its  affairs,  while  her  brother 
was  trying  to  establish  himself  as  a  lawyer  in  Salem.  On 
her  marriage,  in  1773,  the  partnership  was  dissolved,  pre- 
viously to  which  the  brother  had  returned  to  Deerfield.  On 
the  8th  of  September,  1774,  he  brought  to  the  old  homestead, 
as  his  bride,  Miss  Elizabeth  Orne,  of  Salem  ;  and  about  this 
time  he  formed  a  copartnership  with  Mr.  James  Upham,  and 
the  business  at  the  old  place  was  continued  under  the  firm  of 
"Williams  &  Upham,"  until  1785. 

Mr.  Williams,  or  u  Esquire  Williams,"  as  he  was  generally 
called  in  after  years,  engaged  in  many  outside  business  enter- 
prises. He  was  the  leading  spirit  in  an  association  called  the 
"  Mast  Company,"  which  sold  at  Hartford  and  Middle  town 
masts  run  down  the  river  from  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire. 
He  manufactured  oak  staves  for  the  West  India  market,  to 
which  place  he  also  exported  horses,  and  made  occasional 
ventures  of  ginseng  in  the  East  India  trade.  He  was  inter- 
ested in  several  mills,  which  sent  large  quantities  of  sawed 
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lumber  down  the  Connecticut  River ;  also  in  making  pot  and 
pearl  ashes  for  the  general  market,  and  at  one  time  he  was 
largely  engaged  in  barrelling  beef.  He  was  one  of  the  fore- 
most men  in  planning  and  building  the  canals  at  South  Had- 
ley  and  Turner's  Falls,  and  the  bridges  at  Cheapside  and 
Montague,  as  well  as  in  laying  out  important  highways. 

Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Williams  was  active  and  useful  in 
town  affairs,  holding  many  positions  of  honor  and  trust.  He 
held  intimate  relations  with  the  royal  Governors  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  letters,  now  existing,  from  Governor  Went- 
worth,  of  New  Hampshire,  show  him  to  have  been  his  trusted 
agent.  Of  course,  he  was  a  Tory.  In  1781,  he  was  arrested 
and  put  under  bonds  as  being  unfriendly  to  the  independence 
of  the  United  States.  In  May,  1783,  he  was  chosen  Repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Court,  but  was  not  allowed  to  take 
his  seat,  on  account  of  his  political  views.  Another  election 
was  ordered  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  second  session,  the 
Legislature  then  meeting  twice  a  year ;  and,  although  the 
parties  were  almost  equally  balanced,  personal  considerations 
prevailed,  and  Mr.  Williams  was  again  returned,  with  but 
one  vote  against  him.  This  election  was  held  on  the  31st  of 
July.  In  September  following,  he  was  indicted  by  the  court 
at  Springfield  for  taking  part  with  Great  Britain  in  the  war ; 
and  when  he  appeared  to  take  his  seat  at  the  second  session 
of  the  General  Court,  he  was  again  rejected  by  a  vote  of  114 
to  78.  In  April,  1784,  he  was  arraigned  for  trial  on  the 
charge  of  sedition ;  but,  pleading  the  sixth  article  of  the 
Treaty  of  Peace  with  Great  Britain,  he  was  released.  In 
May,  1785,  he  was  once  more  chosen  Representative.  His 
case  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  General  Court,  who 
reported  favorably.  He  was  admitted,  and  was  re-elected 
until  1788,  becoming  an  influential  member  of  that  body. 

In  1787,  Mr.  Williams  was  chosen  Register  of  Deeds  for 
the  Northern  Hampshire  District.  The  office  was  at  the  old 
Corner  Store,  which,  like  his  father,  he  had  made  the  centre 
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of  all  his  business  operations.  He  resigned  the  Registry  in 
1796.  In  1792,  he  was  chosen  Presidential  Elector.  As  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  "  Esquire  Williams  "  had  an  amount  of 
business  hard  to  realize  in  these  quiet  times,  when  litigation 
seems  to  be  at  its  minimum  as  to  quantity,  although  at  its 
maximum  as  to  expense.  Being  instrumental  in  breaking  up 
a  large  combination  of  counterfeiters,  who  were  flooding  the 
land  with  base  silver  coin,  he  was  presented  with  a  valuable 
service  of  silver  plate  by  the  banks  of  Philadelphia.  He  was 
one  of  the  most  active  in  establishing  Deerfield  Academy, 
contributing  generously  of  his  means,  and  at  his  death  he 
left  the  bulk  of  his  estate  as  a  fund  for  that  institution.  He 
died  on  the  27th  of  July,  1816,  leaving  no  children.  His 
second  wife,  Eunice  Woodbridge,  whom  he  married  in 
December,  1802,  survived  him.  He  was  elected  a  member 
of  this  Society  on  the  30th  of  October,  1798.*

The  Committee  appointed  to  apply  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  New  England  Library  for  the  deposit  of  the  histori- 
cal books  of  said  Library  in  the  Society's  room,  made 
the  following  report :  — 

That  having  made  a  respectful  application,  in  writing,  for 
the  deposit,  they  ascertained  that  the  entire  collection  of 
books  denominated  "  The  New  England  Library  "  was  given 
by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Prince  to  the  Old  South  Church  and 
Society  in  Boston ;  and  that  said  Church  and  Society,  on 
receiving  the  communication  from  the  Committee,  passed  the 
following  votes :  — 

"  At  a  meeting  of  the  Old  South  Church  and  Society,  held  at  their 
meeting-house,  on  the  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
eighteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  — 

"  Voted,  That  our  beloved  pastor,  the  Rev.  Joshua  Huntington,  with 
such  a  committee  as  the  Old  South  Church  and  Society  may  appoint, 
make  a  selection  of  such  historical  tracts,  manuscripts,  and  treatises 
relating  to  the  history  of  our  country,  from  the  New  England  Library, 
belonging  to  the  Old  South  Church  and  Society,  now  under  his  care, 
as  they  may  think  proper  and  for  the  benefit  of  said  Church  and  So- 
ciety and  the  public ;  and  the  same,  when  so  selected,  to  list,  index,  or 
number,  on  two  separate  lists,  which  said  lists  shall  contain  and  be 
headed  with  this  vote,  and  all  the  regulations  respecting  said  subject 
passed  at  this  meeting ;  and  one  of  said  lists  he  shall  deposit  in  said 
New  England  Library,  and  the  other  of  said  lists,  after  the  same  has 
been  signed  by  the  said  Historical  Society,  their  officers,  or  agents, 
shall  be  by  him  delivered  over  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Old  South  Church 
and  Society,  to  be  by  said  Clerk  kept  among  the  records  of  said 
Church  and  Society.  And  said  tracts,  manuscripts,  and  treatises,  so 
as  aforesaid  by  said  Huntington  selected,  shall  be  by  him  delivered 
over  to  said  Historical  Society,  to  be  by  them  carefully  kept  in  their 
room  in  Boston,  and  under  their  care,  for  the  use  of  the  Old  South 
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Church  and  Society,  said  Historical  Society,  and  the  public,  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  following,  viz. :  — 

"  1st.  Said  tracts,  manuscripts,  and  treatises  shall  always  be  kept 
by  said  Historical  Society  safely,  in  apartments  by  themselves,  in  their 
room  in  Boston,  and  a  fair  record  of  the  disposition  and  situation  of 
the  same  so  kept  by  said  Historical  Society  that  the  said  Old  South 
Church  and  Society  may  always  know  where  and  in  what  situation  the 
same  are,  and  may  always  have  access  to  said  record ;  and,  over  the 
place  where  the  same  tracts,  manuscripts,  and  treatises  are  or  shall  be 
kept,  the  said  Historical  Society  shall  always  keep  inscribed,  in  fair, 
legible  letters,  the  following  inscription :  '  The  donation  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Prince  to  the  Old  South  Church  and  Society.' 

"  2d.  The  pastor  or  pastors  of  the  Old  South  Church  and  Society 
shall,  at  all  times  hereafter,  have  a  right  and  liberty  to  inspect  or  use, 
or  take  away  for  inspection  or  use,  any  of  said  tracts,  manuscripts,  or 
treatises,  leaving  a  receipt  for  the  same  with  said  Historical  Society, 
to  return  the  same  after  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  were  taken 
away  has  been  answered;  and  any  member  of  the  said  Old  South 
Church  and  Society  shall  have  like  right  and  liberty,  under  like  condi- 
tions and  for  like  purposes,  producing  to  said  Historical  Society  a 
written  order  therefor,  signed  by  the  pastor  or  pastors  of  the  said  Old 
South  Church  and  Society. 

"  3d.  The  Old  South  Church  and  Society  shall,  at  any  time  here- 
after, have  a  right  to  receive  and  take  back  from  said  Historical 
Society  said  tracts,  manuscripts,  and  treatises,  whenever  by  their  vote 
at  any  meeting  of  said  Old  South  Church  and  Society  they  shall  so 
vote  and  determine." 

That  the  Committee  accordingly  proceeded,  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  pastor  of  the  Old  South  Church  and  Society, 
to  designate  such  books  in  said  Library  as  they  judged  to  be 
most  conducive  to  the  design  of  the  deposit,  and  found  an 
entire  readiness  on  the  part  of  the  pastor  and  the  committee 
of  the  Church  and  Society  to  accord  with  them  in  the  se- 
lection. 

That  they  have  selected  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  bound 
volumes,  on  various  historical  subjects,  many  of  which  pertain 
to  the  early  history  of  New  England,  besides  numerous  pam- 
phlets, and  a  large  number  of  manuscripts,  principally  origi- 
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nal  letters  and  documents,  illustrative  especially  of  the  first 
seventy  years  after  the  settlement  of  this  country,  among 
which  is  the  manuscript  Journal  of  Governor  Winthrop  for 
the  last  years  of  his  life,  hitherto  unpublished. 

That  the  manuscripts,  which  collectively  compose  twelve 
volumes,  they  have  arranged  in  chronological  order,  and 
taken  care  to  have  bound  in  such  a  form  as  was  thought  most 
favorable  to  their  legibility  and  preservation. 

And  that  they  have  put  the  whole  number  of  bound  books 
and  manuscripts  thus  selected  into  ten  boxes,  and  deposited 
them  in  the  Society's  room  (with  the  stipulated  inscription), 
each  book  having  the  letters  "  O.  S."  on  the  back,  to  denote 
the  Old  South  Church,  to  which  they  belong,  and  the  whole 
selection  having  over  the  top  this  inscription :  "  The  Dona- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Prince  to  the  Old  South  Church  and 

Society."

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  given  to  the  Old  South 
Church  and  Society  for  their  generosity  in  making  this  deposit,  and 
for  the  facilities  which  their  committee,  especially  their  respected 
pastor,  afforded  in  effecting  this  important  object,  with  the  assurance 
that  the  conditions  of  the  deposit  shall  be  faithfully  observed. 

Communications  were  made  by  the  Secretary  and 
Librarian  respecting  several  donations,  particularly  a 
valuable  one  from  the  late  Professor  Ebeling,  by  the 
hand  of  Mr.  Bentley. 

A  letter  was  communicated  from  Michael  Joy,  Esq., 
at  London,  declaring  his  acceptance  of  his  election  as  a 
Corresponding  Member,  and  his  readiness  to  co-operate 
in  promoting  the  objects  of  the  Society.

The  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  were  read. 

Ballots  being  brought  in  on  nominations,  it  appeared 
that  Francis  C.  Gray,  Esq.,  Hon.  John  Pickering, 
and  Mr.  Nathaniel  G.  Snelling  were  chosen  Resident 
Members,  and  Peter  S.  Du  Ponceau,  Esq.,  of  Phila- 
delphia, a  Corresponding  Member,  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Clap,  a  member,  presented  Blake's  "  Annals  of 
Dorchester,"  which  he  had  copied  from  the  original 
manuscript  for  the  Society.!

Voted,  Thanks  to  Mrs.  Scott  for  the  confidence  she  has  manifested 
in  the  Society  by  making  this  deposit,  and  that  the  Librarian  be 


*  The  donor  was  Mrs.  Dorothy  (Quincy)  Scott,  formerly  the  wife  of  John 
Hancock,  to  whom  these  volumes  once  belonged.  There  are  but  seven  volumes, 
and  the  description  given  in  the  record  applies  only  to  the  contents  of  the  first 
volume,  which  is  a  thin  book,  and  less  than  sixty  pages  written  in  it.  At  the 
time  the  books  were  given,  there  was  written  on  the  inside  the  cover  the  date 
they  were  received,  Nov.  13,  1817,  and  a  description  of  each  volume,  as 
follows :  — 

"  No.  1.  Minutes  of  the  Doings  in  Congress  and  in  several  of  the  Provinces, 
from  Sept.  5,  1774,  to  Oct.  26,  1774." 

These  dates  cover  the  period  of  the  session  of  the  American  Congress  in 
1774,  and  the  minutes  seem  to  be  the  record  of  the  Congress,  without  including 
the  more  voluminous  papers.  The  last  page  is  mostly  in  the  handwriting  of 
Charles  Thomson,  the  Secretary,  and  bears  his  signature.  The  name  of 
Thomas  Cushing  is  written  on  the  fly-leaf.  He  was  one  of  the  delegates  to 
the  Congress  from  Massachusetts,  and  the  manuscript  may  be  a  transcript  of 
the  original  records,  procured  by  him  to  be  shown  to  the  patriots  in  Massachu- 
setts on  his  return.  The  minutes  of  the  Congress  of  1774  were  printed  in  that 
year,  at  Philadelphia,  entitled,  "Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Congress 
held  at  Philadelphia,  Sept.  5,  1774." 

"  No.  2.  General  Washington's  Appointment  and  Instructions ;  Letters ; 
Doings  of  Congress;  from  17th  June,  1775,  to  16th  March,  1776. 

"  No.  3.  Public  Letters  to  and  from  sundry  Persons,  from  28th  June,  1775, 
to  7th  February,  1776. 

"No.  4.  Letters  from  John  Hancock,  President  of  Congress,  from  15th 
September,  1775,  to  22d  July,  1776. 

"  No.  5.  Letters  from  General  Washington  and  others,  from  22d  April  to 
30th  June,  1776. 

"  No.  6.  Letters  from  John  Hancock,  President  of  Congress,  from  24th  July, 
1776,  to  27th  October,  1777. 

"  No.  7.  Letters  from  John  Hancock,  Esq.,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  from  7th  November,  1780,  to  13th  March,  1782." 

It  will  be  seen  that  Nos.  4,  6,  and  7  are  the  Letter-books  of  John  Hancock ; 
and  Nos.  2,  3,  and  5  are  letters  and  minutes  which  he  caused  to  be  transcribed 
for  him  from  the  originals.  Our  associate,  the  Hon.  Richard  Frothingham, 
called  the  attention  of  the  Society  to  these  volumes,  in  December,  1875,  and 
remarked  that  an  examination  of  the  volumes  had  led  him  to  believe  that  the 
letters  had  all  been  printed.  —  Eds. 
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directed  to  place  them  by  themselves  in  the  Library,  with  a  distinguish- 
ing mark. 

Communications  were  made  by  the  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  by  several  of  the  members,  of  donations 
made  to  the  Library  and  Cabinet.

A  manuscript  volume  of  Thomas  Danforth,  formerly 
Deputy-Governor  of  Massachusetts,  which  had  been 
transcribed  by  James  C.  Merrill,  Esq.,  was  communi- 
cated by  Mr.  Savage,  and  was  referred  to  the  Publish- 
ing Committee.* 

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  given  to  James  Cushing 
Merrill,  Esq.,  for  his  attention  and  diligence  in  copying  the  manuscript 
for  the  Society.

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Yotes  having  been  brought  in  for  a  Resident  Member 
in  nomination,  it  appeared  that  Hon.  Nahum  Mitchell 
was  unanimously  chosen  a  Resident  Member  of  the 
Society.  Dr.  Harris  and  Dr.  Popkin  were  the  Scruti- 
nizing Committee. 

Voted,  That  the  President  of  the  Society  be  requested  to  present  a 
copy  of  the  Collections  to  the  Law  Library,  for  the  use  of  the  students 
at  law  in  Harvard  University. 

The  Standing  Committee  were  requested  to  prepare 
a  list  of  the  individuals  and  institutions  to  whom  it 
would  be  expedient  to  transmit  the  Collections,  and  re- 
port to  the  Society. 

Application  having  been  made  by  Hews  &  Goss, 
printers,  for  the  loan  of  three  or  four  volumes  of  news- 
papers, for  the  purpose  of  republishing  certain  articles 
contained  in  them ; 

Voted,  That  the  Librarian  be  authorized  to  loan  the  said  volumes, 
one  at  a  time,  taking  a  receipt  for  the  same,  and  not  delivering  another 
volume  till  the  one  already  lent  is  returned  uninjured. 

The  President,  Mr.  Quincy,  and  Mr.  Savage  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  the  title  this 
Society  has,  in  connection  with  the  Boston  Library 
Society,  in  the  land  under  the  Society's  room,  and  re- 
port in  writing  at  an  adjourned  meeting. 

Mr.  Savage  and  the  Librarian  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  dispose  by  sale  of  twelve  sets  of  the  Histori- 
cal Collections,  having  reference  in  the  sale  as  well  to 
the  extended  diffusion  of  the  copies  as  to  the  interest 
of  the  Society. 

Meeting  adjourned  to  Thursday,  the  10th  of  Septem- 
ber, at  twelve  o'clock. 
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ADJOURNED    MEETING. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society, 
Sept.  10, 1818,  —  Mr.  Savage  acted  as  Secretary  during 
a  part  of  the  meeting. 

A  report  put  in  writing  was  made,  on  the  interest 
which  the  Society  has  in  its  tenement,  concluding  that 
we  have  no  right  to  the  soil  other  than  a  passage  way 
over  it.  The  business  was  referred  back  to  the  same 
Committee,  with  instructions  to  endeavor  to  procure  the 
fee  of  the  land. 

Voted,  That  a  committee  be  authorized  and  directed  to  confer  with 
the  proprietors  of  the  Boston  Library,  and  the  occupants  of  houses 
contiguous  to  the  building,  and  to  make  such  repairs  as  may  be  thought 
necessary,  a  due  proportion  of  the  expense  being  sustained  by  all  in- 
terested in  such  repairs. 

The  first  part  of  this  vote,  relating  to  the  conference, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  for  obtaining  the  fee  of 
the  land ;  the  last  part,  to  Dr.  Webster. 

Dr.  Dexter  and  Mr.  Gray  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  raise  subscriptions  to  aid  in  repairing  the 
roof. 

Voted,  That  a  set  of  the  Collections  be  presented  to  the  Transyl- 
vania University,  Lexington,  Kentucky. 

Meeting  dissolved. 


QUARTERLY  MEETING. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  Oct.  29, 1818, 
—  Dr.  Harris  was  Secretary  of  the  meeting,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Kecording  Secretary. 
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The  Committee  on  repairs  reported  verbally  the 
progress  of  the  object  of  their  appointment  towards 
its  accomplishment;  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
Library  Society  expressed  a  willingness  to  pay  half  of 
the  expenses ;  and  that  a  subscription  paper  was  in  cir- 
culation to  collect  assistance  in  behalf  of  this  Society. 

Voted,  That  the  Librarian  be  requested  to  have  the  pamphlets  now- 
sorted  and  in  bundles  bound. 

Voted,  That  the  President  be  desired,  in  the  name  of  the  Society, 
to  make  application  to  Elisha  Hutchinson,  Esq.,  of  Birmingham,  and 
other  descendants  and  representatives  of  the  late  Thomas  Hutchinson, 
Esq.,  formerly  Governor  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  to  obtain  the  continu- 
ation or  unpublished  part  of  his  History ;  and  to  express  the  sense  of 
the  Society  on  the  great  value  of  that  work,  and  the  desire  of  the 
community  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  to  enjoy  the  complete  labors  of 
that  distinguished  antiquary.

*  The  Society,  nearly  two  years  previously  (see  p.  265),  had  sent  a  set 
of  the  Collections,  in  sixteen  volumes,  to  the  King's  Library,  in  Paris,  and  to 
the  Institute  of  France,  directed  to  the  care  of  Mr.  Warden  by  a  letter  to  him 
dated  Sept.  30,  1817.  Mr.  Warden  attended  to  the  duty  with  which  he  was 
charged,  and  acknowledgments  are  on  file  received  from  M.  Delambre,  Perpetual 
Secretary  of  the  Institute,  under  date  of  Jan.  19, 1818 ;  and  also  from  M.  Barbier, 
Librarian  of  the  King's  Library  (his  private  library),  dated  March  18,  1818, 
conveying  the  thanks  of  His  Majesty  for  the  gift,  with  a  list  of  books  presented 
to  the  Society  by  the  King  in  return.  The  receipt  of  the  books  Dr.  Holmes 
acknowledged  in  a  letter  to  M.  Barbier,  dated  July  28,  1818,  saying  that  the 
gift  of  the  King  would  be  laid  before  the  Society  at  the  next  meeting,  and  an 
acknowledgment  made  in  the  volume  of  Collections  then  in  the  press.  (See 
2  Collections,  VIII.  329.)  This  letter  was  enclosed  in  one  to  Mr.  Warden.  The 
Society's  records  are  silent  as  to  the  letters  above  referred  to,  or  as  to  the  gifts 
received.  The  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Warden  above  recorded  was  probably  in 
acknowledgment  of  his  attention  to  the  communications  entrusted  to  him. 

Mr.  David  Baillie  Warden  was  Consul-General  of  the  United  States  of 
America  at  Paris.  He  was  the  author  of  a  number  of  publications,  of  which 
Allibone  gives  a  full  list.  He  collected  a  library  of  nearly  twelve  hundred 
books  (of  which  he  made  a  catalogue),  which  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Samuel 
A.  Eliot,  in  1823,  and  presented  to  Harvard  College.  —  Eds.

of  his  "  Pilgrims,"  had  been  reprinted  from  the  latter  work  in  Vol.  VIII.  of  the 
Collections,  in  1802.  No  copies  of  the  original  tracts  were  then  known  to  be 
accessible  to  the  Committee.

It  may  be  added  that  the  copy  of  the 
"  Briefe  Relation  "  of  the  President  and  Council  of  New  England,  which  was 
used  in  reprinting  that  work,  as  directed  in  the  above  vote,  was  probably  sup- 
plied from  the  Ebeiing  collection.

"  Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  of  enclosing  you  a  communication  from  the  His- 
torical Society  of  Massachusetts,  with  a  certificate  of  your  election  as  a  Corre- 
sponding Member  of  that  Society.  We  hope  that  it  will  not  prove  unacceptable 
to  you,  but  that  we  shall  derive  from  it  the  honor  of  your  name  and  the  benefit 
of  your  correspondence.  Our  Society  is  one  of  the  oldest  literary  associations 
of  the  country.  It  has  been  the  most  industrious,  and  we  trust  not  the  least 
useful.  It  has  published  eighteen  volumes  of  its  Collections,  has  a  valuable 
historical  library,  and  numbers  among  its  members  some  of  the  most  distin- 
guished men  of  our  Republic.  It  remembers,  however,  that  the  republic  of 
letters  has  no  territorial  limits,  that  it  includes  within  its  boundaries  the  wise 
and  good  of  every  country  and  every  clime.  It  has  sought  and  received  the 
co-operation  of  the  learned  in  the  Old  World.  In  electing  members  in  Great 
Britain,  it  desires  to  strengthen  the  bonds  which  connect  the  two  countries,  and 
devoutly  hopes  that  in  future  there  will  be  no  other  strife  between  us  than 
which  shall  do  most  for  the  advancement  of  human  knowledge  and  human 
virtue. 

"  Your  works  are  read  by  us  with  great  interest,  and  we  rejoice  to  hear  that 
we  are  soon  to  be  favored  with  a  work  whose  scene  is  laid  in  the  midst  of  us. 
We  are  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Philip's  empire.  A  part  of  our  State  was 
subjected  to  his  dominion,  and  more  than  one  portion  of  it  was  the  theatre  of 
his  achievements.

The  honor  which 
they  have  done  me  by  electing  me  a  member  of  their  Society  is  one  of  which  I 
am  duly  sensible,  for  I  am  no  stranger  to  their  labors.  Seventeen  volumes  of 
their  Collections  are  on  my  shelves,  and  it  will  not,  I  trust,  be  very  long  before 
proof  will  be  given  of  how  diligently  I  have  perused  them. 

"  There  is  no  likelihood  that  I  should  ever  cross  the  Atlantic,  but  it  is  very 
gratifying  to  me  to  be  thus  intellectually  adopted  in  New  England.

Voted,  That  one  set  of  the  "  Remembrancer  "  in  the  possession  of 
the  Society  be  deposited  in  the  Boston  Athenaeum  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  Society,  a  label  being  attached  to  each  volume  designating  it  as 
the  property  of  the  Society,  and  a  receipt  taken  of  the  Librarian  of 
the  Athenaeum. 

Voted,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be  requested  to  prepare  a 
form  of  acknowledgment  of  donations  to  the  Society,  and  cause  it  to 
be  printed.

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these  Societies  alone  have  not  the  right  to  close  that  passage. 
With  the  view,  however,  of  promoting  this  desirable  object, 
they  recommend  to  the  Society  the  following  vote :  — 

Voted,  That  the  Historical  Society  recommend  to  the  proprietors  of 
real  estate  in  Franklin  Place  to  cause  the  passage  under  the  Arch  to 
be  rendered  impassable  for  carriages,  and  authorize  them,  so  far  as  it 
may  legally  do,  to  take  any  measures  which  they  shall  deem  expedient 
for  this  purpose,  not  occasioning  any  expense  to  the  Society. 

The  Cabinet-Keeper  and  Librarian  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  entrance  to 
the  Society's  room  as  may  avoid  the  present  nuisance. 

Mr.  Quincy  reported  that  he  had  made  application 
for  a  surplus  copy  of  Wait's  Collection  of  State  Papers, 
and  that  there  were  no  more  copies  on  hand  than  were 
wanted  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature. 

William  Winthrop,  Esq.,  Nathan  Hale,  Esq.,  and 
Rev.  Samuel  Ripley  were  nominated  as  Resident  Mem- 
bers by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  Gulian  C.  Ver- 
planck,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  as  a  Corresponding  Member, 
by  Mr.  Shaw. 


QUARTERLY  MEETING,   January,    1820. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  Jan.  27, 
1820,  —  the  members  present  were,  Bartlett,  Bradford, 
Dexter,  Davis,  Freeman,  Holmes,  Lowell,  Nichols,  Pick- 
ering, Pierce,  Quincy,  Saltonstall,  Savage,  Shaw,  Tudor, 
Winthrop,  and  Winthrop.

Samuel  Ripley,  were  chosen  Resident  Members,  and 
Gulian  C.  Verplanck,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  a  Corre- 
sponding Member,  of  the  Society. 

The  additional  letters  found  by  Mr.  Secretary  Brad- 
ford among  the  papers  of  Governor  Hutchinson,  and 
presented  to  the  Society  by  the  permission  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council,  were  referred  to  the  Publishing 
Committee ; #  as  were  a  letter  from  Mr.  Farmer  relat- 
ing to  the  churches  in  New  Hampshire,  a  biographical 
memoir  of  Miles  Standish  by  Mr.  Bradford,  and  a  MS. 
letter  of  Dr.  Watts. t 

Voted,  That  the  subject  of  the  publication  of  Winthrop's  Journal 
and  the  Indian  Dictionary  be  referred  to  the  Publishing  Committee. X 

Voted,  That  the  Publishing  Committee  be  requested  to  procure  a 
memoir  of  the  late  Dr.  Bentley,  a  member  of  this  Society.

Voted,  That  the  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  be  authorized  to  procure  the  binding  of  such  volumes  as 
have  been  selected  for  this  purpose  by  a  committee. 

Alden  Bradford,  Esq.,  communicated  his  resignation 


*  The  Society"  passed  a  vote  more  than  a  year  ago  (see  p.  277),  desiring  the 
President  to  make  application  to  Elisha  Hutchinson,  Esq.,  of  Birmingham,  and 
other  descendants  and  representatives  of  the  family  of  Governor  Hutchinson, 
to  obtain  the  continuation  of  the  Governor's  "  History  of  Massachusetts  Bay/' 
which,  it  was  understood,  he  had  left  in  manuscript  at  his  decease.  Mr.  Savage 
was  now  joined  with  the  President,  and  letters  were  written,  agreeably  to  the 
above  vote.  Elisha  Hutchinson  was  one  of  two  sons  of  Governor  Hutchinson, 
—  Thomas,  the  elder,  having  died  at  Heavitree,  near  Exeter,  in  1811,  at  the  age 
of  seventy-one. 

The  application  was  at  first  unsuccessful,  and  the  correspondence,  which  had 
been  considerable,  and  with  different  members  of  the  Hutchinson  family,  was  sus- 
pended in  1823.  Elisha  Hutchinson  died  at  Blurton  Parsonage,  Trenton,  Stafford- 
shire, in  1824,  in  the  seventy-ninth  year  of  his  age.  In  1826,  the  correspondence 
was  revived  by  Mr.  Savage,  and  terms  of  publication  were  finally  agreed  upon, 
and  the  work  was  published  in  1828  by  John  Murray,  in  London,  edited  by  the 
Rev.  John  Hutchinson,  M.A.,  of  Blurton  Parsonage,  a  son  of  Elisha.  Five 
hundred  copies  were  printed  for  the  American  market,  with  a  title-page  as  Vol. 
III.  of  "  Hutchinson's  History  of  the  Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay " ;  and 
the  same  number,  designed  for  the  London  trade,  was  published  as  an  inde- 
pendent work,  with  a  full  and  interesting  preface,  wanting  in  the  other  copies. 
For  a  more  full  account  of  this  chapter  in  bibliography,  see  the  preface  to  the 
volume  referred  to,  and  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society  for  February,  1857,  pp. 
144-146.  There  will  be  found  in  the  records,  as  we  proceed,  frequent  references 
to  the  subject  of  the  Hutchinson  manuscript.

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be  requested  to  express,  on  that  day,  to  the  Pilgrim  Society, 
who  are  expected  to  take  the  lead  in  the  celebration,  the  con- 
gratulations of  the  Society,  and  the  cordial  interest  which  is 
ever  felt  and  cherished  by  all  its  members  in  every  proceed- 
ing intended  to  honor  the  memory  of  our  venerable  ancestors ; 
that  it  be  recommended  to  the  members  of  the  Society  to 
attend  at  Plymouth  on  that  occasion ;  and  that  a  copy  of  the 
resolutions  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Society  in  relation 
to  this  subject  be  communicated  by  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary to  the  President  of  the  Pilgrim  Society. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  Judge  Dayis,  Dr. 
Holmes,  Mr.  Lowell,  Mr.  Pierce,  and  Mr.  Gray  were 
appointed  a  committee  for  the  purpose  therein  stated.

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Memoir  of  Hon.  Caleb  Strong,  LL.D. 

The  great  emigration  of  Puritan  Englishmen  began  in  1630, 
when  Charles  I.  resolved  to  govern  without  a  Parliament,  and 
when  certain  of  his  subjects  determined  to  carry  to  the  New 
World  the  political  liberty  and  the  religious  faith  which 
were  in  peril  in  the  Old.  Among  the  emigrants  from 
England,  in  1630,  was  John  Strong,  of  Somersetshire,  a 
typical  representative  of  that  vigorous  middle  class  in  which 
Puritanism  found  its  strength.  John  Strong  was  only  twenty- 
five  years  old  when  he  left  England,  taking  with  him  his 
young  wife  and  their  infant  child.  He  had  scarcely  reached 
America,  when  death  deprived  him  of  both  wife  and  child, 
and  he  found  himself  alone.  Such  a  bereavement  must  have 
been  a  severe  trial  at  the  very  beginning  of  a  new  career, 
but  the  sturdy  }^oung  Puritan  faced  his  troubles  manfully. 
Before  1630  had  expired,  he  consoled  himself  by  a  second 
marriage,  taking  to  wife  Abigail  Ford,  of  Dorchester,  where 
he  first  settled.  A  few  years  later,  he  removed  to  Windsor, 
Connecticut,  and  thence,  in  1659,  to  Northampton,  in  Massa- 
chusetts. The  first  task  of  the  founders  of  this  new  com- 
munity was  to  gather  a  church,  and  choose  John  Strong  to 
be  its  ruling  elder.  This  was  a  highly  responsible  position 
in  the  early  days  and  in  the  little  country  villages  of  New 
England,  and  its  possessor  was  generally  the  leading  man  of 
the  town,  second  only  to  the  minister  in  dignity  and  impor- 
tance. Respected  and  respectable  John  Strong  ruled  over  the 
Northampton  Church  for  forty  years  ;  established  a  tannery  ; 
was  honest,  frugal,  and  industrious  ;  and  brought  up  to  man's 
and  woman's  estate  a  numerous  family.  Here,  in  1699,  as 
the  famous  seventeenth  century  was  passing  away,  with  all 
its  great  events,  into  the  domain  of  history,  Elder  John  died 
at  the  ripe  age  of  ninety-four.     He  left  nearly  one  hundred 
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and  fifty  direct  descendants,  covering  three  generations,  and 
all  his  sixteen  children  survived  him.  The  race,  so  well 
started  by  its  founder,  has  grown  and  expanded  until,  at  the 
present  day,  two  large  octavo  volumes  hardly  afford  sufficient 
space  to  register  the  names  of  John  Strong's  descendants. 
His  fifth  son,  Ebenezer,  was  the  father  of  six  children,  of  whom 
the  third  was  a  son  named  Jonathan,  who  had  in  his  turn  no  less 
than  seventeen  children.  The  second  son  of  this  numerous 
family  was  named  Caleb,  who  in  course  of  time  married,  and, 
departing  from  the  custom  of  his  ancestors,  had  only  one  son. 
The  diminution  of  numbers  seems  to  have  resulted  in  a 
development  of  ability,  for  this  only  son  was  destined  to  be 
the  most  distinguished  of  his  name,  and  the  most  famous 
among  the  multitude  of  John  Strong's  descendants.  Caleb 
Strong,  fifth  in  descent  from  the  old  ruling  elder,  the  future 
Senator  and  Governor,  and  the  subject  of  the  present  memoir, 
was  born  at  Northampton,  Jan.  9, 1745.  From  the  preceding 
brief  outline  of  his  genealogy,  it  will  be  seen  that  he  sprang 
from  a  pure  English  stock.  His  family  was  one  of  the  most 
important  in  his  native  town  and  county.  His  parents  are 
said  to  have  been  "  distinguished  for  original  strength  of 
mind  and  sound  judgment,  as  well  as  for  their  prudent, 
pious,  and  exemplary  Christian  development."  These  latter 
qualities,  highly  valued  throughout  New  England,  had  a 
special  significance  at  Northampton  in  the  middle  of  the 
eighteenth  century.  The  minister  of  the  parish  at  that  time 
was  the  most  famous  theologian  of  New  England,  a  man 
whose  acute  and  powerful  reasoning  spread  his  reputation  far 
beyond  the  narrow  limits  of  a  Massachusetts  village,  and 
made  his  name  familiar  wherever  the  English  language  was 
spoken  and  the  doctrines  of  Calvin  were  cherished.  Jonathan 
Edwards  had  already  "  made  full  proof  of  his  ministry "  in 
Northampton  for  nearly  twenty  years  at  the  time  of  Caleb 
Strong's  birth.  In  the  controversy  which  soon  after  ensued 
between  the  minister  and  a  portion  of  his  parish  concerning 
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the  "Halfway  Covenant,"  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Strong  took  no 
active  part,  but  they  fully  sympathized  with  their  distin- 
guished pastor.  The  religious  influences  of  Caleb  Strong's 
childhood  and  youth  were,  therefore,  unusually  powerful,  and 
they  were  not  without  a  marked  effect  upon  his  character. 
Throughout  his  life  he  was  a  devout  and  religious  man,  and 
steadily  adhered  to  the  sober  and  rigid  faith  of  his  forefathers. 
His  moderate  and  gentle  disposition,  however,  and  the  temper 
of  the  times  in  which  he  lived,  saved  him  from  the  sternness 
and  bigotry  which  have  always  been  the  dangers  of  the  creed 
that  he  professed. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Strong  were  resolved  that  their  only  son, 
upon  whom  all  their  hopes  were  centred,  should  have  the 
best  education  that  could  then  be  obtained.  Young  Strong 
was  accordingly  placed  with  the  Rev.  Samuel  Moody,  of 
York,  Maine,  a  noted  teacher  of  the  day,  by  whom  he  was 
fitted  for  college.  Mr.  Strong  entered  Harvard  in  1760,  and 
graduated  in  due  course  in  1764.  In  these  years  of  study 
he  displayed  an  exemplary  character  and  marked  ability, 
and  profited  so  well  by  his  opportunities  that  he  received 
the  highest  honors  at  his  graduation.  As  he  was  travelling 
homeward  from  college,  he  fell  a  victim  to  that  scourge  of  the 
last  century,  the  small-pox,  from  which  he  barely  escaped 
with  his  life,  and  with  his  eyesight  seriously  impaired.  From 
this  misfortune  he  never  wholly  recovered,  but  it  was  at  first 
a  peculiarly  severe  trial'  to  a  young,  successful,  and  ambi- 
tious scholar,  who  had  just  selected  the  law  for  his  profes- 
sion. With  admirable  courage,  he  determined  to  persevere 
in  his  choice,  and  the  devotion  of  his  family  enabled  him  to 
prosecute  his  studies.  His  father  and  sisters  read  to  him  the 
few  law  books  from  which  all  legal  education  was  then  de- 
rived, including  Coke  upon  Littleton,  in  folio,  which  must, 
indeed,  have  appeared  to  these  affectionate  but  unprofessional 
readers,  as  it  did  to  King  James,  u  like  the  peace  of  God,  which 
passe th  all  understanding."     The  knowledge  thus  painfully 
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acquired  was  sound  and  accurate,  and  the  method  of  study, 
slow,  thorough,  and  necessitating  constant  thought,  undoubt- 
edly contributed  to  Mr.  Strong's  subsequent  success  at  the 
bar.  In  advising  his  son,  many  years  afterwards,  as  to  the 
value  of  study,  he  says  :  — 

"  I  wish  you  to  be  convinced  of  the  importance  of  improving  your 
time  well.  Let  none  of  it  be  wasted  in  idleness  or  unprofitable 
amusement.  Some  exercise  is  necessary  to  your  health,  —  especially, 
walking  some  distance  every  day  when  the  weather  and  ways  are 
good ;  but  lounging  about  and  hanging  over  the  fences,  or  sitting  a 
long  time  in  other  people's  rooms,  can  have  no  tendency  to  promote 
your  health  or  reputation.  If  your  eyes  are  fatigued  at  any  time,  you 
may  lay  aside  your  book  and  reflect  on  what  you  have  read  with  as 
much  advantage  as  if  you  continued  reading.  In  this  way  I  have 
acquired  a  principal  part  of  the  little  knowledge  I  have." 

Arduously  and  slowly  Mr.  Strong  worked  his  way  through 
the  difficulties  which  beset  his  legal  studies.  His  careful  re- 
flection and  patient  thought  made  him  a  good  lawyer,  and  his 
perseverance  in  adverse  circumstances  appealed  effectively  to 
the  members  of  the  profession  in  his  native  county,  who  had  re- 
cently determined  to  exclude  from  their  ranks  all  new  aspirants 
for  legal  honors.  In  1772,  Mr.  Strong  was  admitted  to  the  bar. 
But  while,  with  infinite  toil,  he  had  been  acquiring  the  theory 
of  law,  he  had  at  the  same  time  been  learning  its  practice 
under  the  best  auspices.  In  the  office  of  Joseph  Hawley,  the 
leading  patriot  of  Western  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Strong  studied 
not  only  law,  but  politics  as  well.  It  was  a  good  school  for 
both.*     "  We  must  fight,"  said  Hawley,  before  even  the  few 


*  It  has  been  alleged  by  high  authority  (Proceedings  of  Mass.  Hist.  Soc., 
1876-77,  p.  397)  that  Mr.  Strong  was  one  of  those  who  signed  the  Compliment- 
ary Address  of  tbe  Barristers  and  Attorneys  to  Governor  Hutchinson,  on  his 
departure.  Many  men,  who  afterward  espoused  the  cause  of  the  Kevolution, 
signed  this  document ;  but,  without  the  fullest  and  most  convincing  proof,  I  find 
it  difficult  to  believe  that  Caleb  Strong  was  among  them.  Such  an  act  would 
have  been  at  variance  with  all  we  know  of  his  principles  at  that  time,  with  the 
influences  by  which  he  was  surrounded,  and  with  his  whole  subsequent  career.

who  were  of  that  opinion  had  dared  to  express  their  thoughts. 
With  such  a  friend  and  mentor,  Mr.  Strong  ranged  himself  at 
an  early  day  upon  the  patriotic  side.  Law  and  politics  went 
hand  in  hand.  He  entered  the  bar  in  1772,  and  the  same 
year  was  chosen  a  Selectman  of  his  native  town.  At  the 
very  outset  of  his  career,  his  moderate  disposition  and  quiet 
manners  commended  him  to  the  confidence  and  the  good-will 
of  his  fellow-men,  and  with  this  election  to  the  highest  post  in 
his  native  village  began  a  long  career  of  public  service.  The 
qualities  which  enabled  Mr.  Strong  to  hold  office  for  nearly 
half  a  century  were  evidently  conspicuous  at  the  very  begin- 
ning of  his  active  life.  In  1774,  he  was  chosen,  together 
with  Hawley,  to  represent  Northampton  in  the  Provincial 
Congress  of  Massachusetts.  At  the  same  time,  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Northampton  Committee  of  Safety,  a  position 
which  he  continued  to  hold  during  the  war.  He  here  ren- 
dered efficient  service  to  the  cause  of  the  Revolution,  although 
his  weakened  eyesight  prevented  him  from  serving  his  country 
in  the  field.  Despite  the  troubled  times,  Mr.  Strong  appears 
to  have  rapidly  gained  professional  reputation,  and,  in  1776, 


His  name  does  not  appear  in  Curwen's  list  (Curwen's  Journal,  ed.  1842,  pp.  428, 
429),  nor  in  the  lists  printed  in  the  newspapers  of  the  day  (see  Boston  Post-Boy, 
May  30  and  June  6,  and  Boston  News-Letter,  June  2,  1774,  which  contain  all 
the  lists  mentioned  by  Governor  Hutchinson  in  his  History,  III.  459),  and  the 
authority  for  its  insertion  in  the  revised  list  is  not  given  by  Mr.  Ames  in  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society.  John  Adams  (Works, 
X.  38)  says  that  Mr.  Strong's  name  is  appended  to  an  Address  to  General  Gage. 
This  is  even  more  improbable  than  in  the  case  of  Hutchinson.  Mr.  Strong's 
name  is  not  in  the  list  of  those  who  addressed  Gage  on  his  arrival.  (See  News- 
Letter,  June  9, 1774.)  Gage,  however,  received  (Oct.  6  and  7, 1775)  two  Addresses 
on  his  departure,  —  one  from  the  loyalists  of  Boston,  the  other  from  those  of  the 
country.  There  was  none  from  the  bar,  as  is  stated  by  John  Adams.  In  neither 
of  these  lists  does  the  name  of  Caleb  Strong  occur.  (See  Essex  Gazette,  Oct. 
26,  1775.)  That  the  pupil  and  colleague  of  Hawley  should  have  signed  an 
Address  to  Hutchinson  is  unlikely  enough ;  but  it  is  absolutely  incredible  that 
a  member  of  the  Provincial  Congress  and  of  the  Northampton  Committee  of 
Safety,  universally  trusted  and  respected,  should  have  been  guilty  of  such  stupid 
duplicity  and  folly  as  to  sign  an  Address  to  Gage  in  1775,  after  war  had  actu- 
ally begun. 
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he  was  appointed  County  Attorney,  an  office  which  he  filled 
acceptably  for  twenty-four  years.  He  rose  in  political  life 
even  more  rapidly,  being  chosen  to  represent  Northampton  in 
the  Convention  of  1779,  which  framed  the  Constitution  of 
Massachusetts.  Large  as  this  Convention  was,  it  was  no 
slight  honor  to  be  numbered  among  its  members.  All  that 
Massachusetts  could  boast  of  ability  and  worth  was  gathered 
at  Boston,  in  September,  1779,  to  draw  a  new  charter  for  the 
old  colony.  Here  were  assembled  all  the  distinguished  men 
of  the  State.  The  old  leaders  to  whose  lot  it  had  fallen ,  to 
pull  down,  the  young  whose  destiny  was  to  build  up,  met 
under  the  same  roof.  The  old  spirit  of  revolution  and  inde- 
pendence, and  the  younger  spirit  of  order,  which  plucked 
safety  and  good  government  from  the  convulsions  of  civil 
war,  united  to  give  a  constitution  to  the  Puritan  State. 
Although  a  young  man,  Mr.  Strong  received  the  high  compli- 
ment of  being  chosen  one  of  the  four  members  at  large  on  the 
Committee  appointed  to  draft  the  Constitution.  Mr.  Strong 
obtained  two  hundred  and  three  out  of  two  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  votes,  only  six  less  than  the  number  given  to  the 
great  popular  leader,  Samuel  Adams.  Besides  being  a  member 
of  this  Committee,  to  whom  the  principal  labor  of  the  Conven- 
tion was  entrusted,  Mr.  Strong  served  on  several  sub-committees 
for  the  consideration  of  particular  articles.  That  his  services 
in  the  Convention  were  acceptable,  and  added  greatly  to  his 
reputation,  is  shown  by  the  many  offices  which  were  now 
thrown  open  to  him.  In  1780,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  Massachusetts  which,  until  the  new  Constitution 
went  into  operation,  wielded  the  whole  executive  power  of 
the  State.  In  the  same  year,  he  declined  an  election  as 
delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress,  and  accepted  the  office 
of  State  Senator,  which  he  held  until  1789.  In  1783,  he 
declined  an  appointment  to  the  Supreme  Bench,  as  his  for- 
tune was  too  narrow  to  permit  such  a  loss  of  professional 
income  as  an  acceptance  of  this  office  would  have  entailed. 
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In  1787,  lie  was  chosen  to  the  responsible  office  of  delegate 
to  the  National  Convention  at  Philadelphia,  and  was  associ- 
ated by  Massachusetts  with  Rufus  King,  Elbridge  Gerry,  and 
Nathaniel  Gorham  in  the  great  work  of  founding  a  national 
government.  Mr.  Strong  took  his  seat  in  the  Convention  on 
May  28,  and  shared  in  the  labors  and  debates  of  the  Conven- 
tion until  August,  when  he  was  called  home  by  illness  in  his 
family.  He  appears  to  have  been  deeply  impressed,  as  all 
thoughtful  men  then  were,  by  the  absolute  necessity  of  a 
stronger  central  government  and  more  perfect  union  of  the 
States.  There  is  no  trace  of  sectional  feeling  or  of  State 
rights  in  his  course  at  this  trying  time,  but  he  carried  with 
him  into  the  Convention  the  doctrines  of  government  in 
which  he  had  been  nurtured,  and  the  democratic  principles 
of  the  Constitution  found  in  him  a  consistent  advocate.  He 
supported  the  traditional  New  England  system  of  annual 
elections  of  representatives,  and  opposed  the  distinction  of 
rank  between  the  House  and  Senate,  which  had  been  urged 
b}^  Gouverneur  Morris  as  of  the  last  necessity.  He  thought 
it  best  that  the  two  Houses  should  stand  upon  an  equal 
footing  in  their  mode  of  election  and  in  the  popular  esteem. 
Mr.  Strong  showed  his  liberal  and  conciliatory  disposition,  as 
well  as  his  ardent  desire  for  union,  even  at  some  sacrifice  of 
power,  by  sustaining  the  compromise  which  gave  to  the  States 
the  right  of  representation  as  such  in  the  Senate.  Although 
a  representative  of  a  large  State,  he  was  ready  to  make  con- 
cessions to  the  smaller  ones. 

"  It  is  agreed,"  he  said,  "  on  all  hands,  that  Congress  is  nearly  at 
an  end.  If  no  accommodation  takes  place,  the  Union  itself  must  soon 
be  dissolved.  It  has  been  suggested  that,  if  we  cannot  come  to  any 
general  agreement,  the  principal  States  may  form  and  recommend  a 
scheme  of  government.  But  will  the  small  States,  in  that  case, 
ever  accede  to  it  ?  Is  it  probable  the  large  States  themselves  will, 
under  such  circumstances,  embrace  and  ratify  it  ?  I  think  the  small 
States  have  made  a  considerable  concession  in  the  article  of  money 
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bills,  and  that  they  might  naturally  expect  some  concessions  on  the 
other  side."  # 

With  sound  common  and  legal  sense,  Mr.  Strong  opposed 
the  Virginia  plan  of  making  the  Judges  members  of  a 
Council  to  revise  the  laws.  He  saw  clearly  the  importance 
of  separating  entirely  the  great  departments  of  government, 
and  was  especially  averse  to  any  scheme  which  allowed  the 
expounders  of  the  laws  to  take  part  in  making  them.  He 
also  opposed  the  plan  of  the  Electoral  College,  and  favored  a 
choice  of  President  by  the  Legislature,  as  the  simplest  method 
attainable.  With  true  New  England  thrift,  he  argued  in 
favor  of  low  salaries ;  and,  mindful  of  Massachusetts  history, 
introduced  an  amendment,  afterward  embodied  in  the  Con- 
stitution, by  which  the  Senate  was  deprived  of  the  power  of 
originating  money  bills.  Soon  after  this,  he  was  called  away 
from  Philadelphia,  and  thus  lost  the  opportunity  of  affixing 
his  name  to  the  Constitution.  But,  although  deprived  of 
this  honor,  he  was  able  to  render  yeoman's  service  to  the 
cause  of  a  more  perfect  union  by  defending  and  explaining 
the  Constitution  in  the  Massachusetts  Ratifying  Convention, 
to  which  he  was  presently  chosen. 

The  submission  of  the  Constitution  to  the  people  of  the 
various  States  called  national  parties  into  existence.  In  all 
the  States  they  sprang  up  and  struggled  fiercely  over  the 
great  issue  so  suddenly  presented.  The  contest  in  Massachu- 
setts was  peculiarly  bitter,  and  for  a  long  time  the  result  was 
doubtful.  Local  causes  contributed  to  swell  the  ranks  of  the 
opposition ;  but  the  Federalists,  though  outnumbered  at  the 
start,  never  faltered,  and,  by  weight  of  ability,  by  some  adroit 
management,  and  by  a  good  deal  of  work  outside  of  the  Con- 
vention, were  finally  successful  by  a  narrow  majority.  In 
the  party  which  rallied  about  the  Constitution  in  Massa- 
chusetts,  in   1788,   Caleb    Strong   held   a   prominent   place.

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Not  only  from  his  devotion  to  the  cause  of  establishing  a 
national  government,  but  from  his  legal  and  political  reputa- 
tion, and,  above  all,  from  his  having  been  one  of  the  framers 
of  the  Constitution,  he  was  looked  up  to  and  acknowledged 
as  a  leader.  Mr.  Strong  spoke  frequently  in  debate,  and  with 
especial  force  on  the  clause  giving  power  to  Congress  to  regu- 
late elections.  The  limits  of  this  memoir  forbid  any  extracts 
from  his  speeches,  which  are  all  marked  by  clearness  and 
force.  They  are  simple  and  admirable  expositions  of  the 
various  questions  of  government,  expressed,  as  he  himself 
said  of  the  Constitution,  "  in  the  plain  common  language  of 
mankind."  The  moderate  temper  and  good  sense  of  the 
speaker  are  everywhere  apparent,  and  his  power  of  concilia- 
tion and  quiet  knowledge  of  character  are  shown  when  he 
addresses  John  Hancock.  Like  most  of  his  party,  he  makes 
full  use  of  the  foibles  of  that  eminent  individual,  and  grace- 
fully assures  His  Excellency  that  the  latter's  amendments 
would  soothe  jarring  factions,  and  no  doubt  be  adopted  by 
the  new  government,  if  recommended  by  the  Convention. 

The  labors  of  the  Federalists  met  with  their  reward.  The 
Constitution  was  adopted.  A  national  government  was  estab- 
lished. A  new  era  began.  But  only  the  first  step  had  been 
taken.  The  scheme  on  parchment  had  to  be  converted  into 
a  living  active  organism.  The  Federalists,  therefore,  made 
every  exertion  to  commit  the  great  experiment  to  tried  and 
friendly  hands,  and  their  efforts,  in  New  England  especially, 
were  covered  with  success.  For  her  first  Senators,  Massa- 
chusetts selected  Caleb  Strong  and  Tristram  Dalton.  "  Our 
Senators,"  wrote  General  Lincoln  to  Washington,  who  was 
anxiously  watching  the  result  of  the  elections,  "  our  Senators 
are  Federal  indeed."  *  Mr.  Strong,  unlike  most  of  his  col- 
leagues, was  in  his  seat  on  March  4,  1789,  and,  in  drawing 
lots,  obtained  the  second  class,  which  entitled  him  to  a  term

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of  four  years.  At  the  expiration  of  that  period,  he  was  re- 
elected, but  resigned  three  years  later.  Mr.  Strong  was  an 
active  and  useful  member  of  the  Senate.  He  appears  to 
have  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  in  that 
body,  and  most  of  the  committees  on  which  he  served  were 
those  whose  duties  would  now  be  assigned  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee.  His  most  important  service  was  on  the  commit- 
tee which  drafted  the  famous  Act  to  establish  the  judiciary, 
which  passed  at  the  first  session,  and  which  has  had  an  impor- 
tance and  an  effect  equal  to  almost  any  measure  ever  enacted 
by  Congress.  Many  of  his  subsequent  labors  were  connected 
with  subsidiary  questions  growing  out  of  this  first  act,  such 
as  regulating  processes,  paying  the  judiciary,  and  the  like. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  patents;  and,  in 
1790,  served  on  the  one  appointed  to  determine  a  rule  for 
naturalization.  But,  besides  the  more  purely  legal  commit- 
tees, he  held  a  conspicuous  place  on  those  formed  for  other 
equally  important  purposes.  In  May,  1790,  he  was  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  foreign  intercourse ;  and,  in  the  debate 
on  this  question  in  the  following  year,  while  he  favored  the 
prompt  determination  of  the  question  of  permanent  estab- 
lishments abroad,  he  expressed  strong  doubts  of  their  neces- 
sity or  expediency.  He  also  served  upon  the  consular  and 
post-office  committees,  and  on  one  for  pensions.  That  he  dis- 
played some  talent  for  finance  is  shown  by  the  appearance  of 
his  name  on  some  of  the  finance  committees,  and  by  the  fact 
that,  in  1791,  he  was  selected  to  report  to  the  Senate  Hamil- 
ton's plan  for  a  national  bank.  Throughout  his  senatorial 
career,  Mr.  Strong  was  constant  in  his  attendance  and  in  his 
devotion  to  his  duties.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  he 
acted  always  with  the  Federalists,  and  was  one  of  the  most 
consistent  and  unchanging  members  of  that  party.  He  sym- 
pathized profoundly  with  the  distrust  of  France  which  grad- 
ually became  a  leading  article  in  the  Federalist  creed ;  and, 
as  early  as  June,  1792,  we  find  his  name  among  the  small 
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minority  who  voted  for  the  modified  resolution  acknowledging 
the  reception  of  the  French  Constitution.  Again,  in  1795,  he 
strongly  supported  the  motion  of  his  colleague,  Mr.  Cabot,  to 
strike  out  the  words  "  magnanimous  nation  "  from  the  resolu- 
tion accepting  the  French  flag.  Mr.  Strong  shared  fully  in 
the  disgust  excited  at  that  time  by  the  French  policy ;  and, 
if  he  could  have  had  his  way,  would  have  separated  the  recep- 
tion of  the  flag  from  that  accorded  to  the  letter  of  the  French 
government.  He,  of  course,  advocated  the  ratification  of  the 
Jay  treaty,  and  earnestly  supported  the  policy  of  Washington, 
so  bitterly  denounced  at  this  critical  time.  Although  the 
people  expected  a  better  treaty,  he  thought  that,  like  himself, 
the}7"  were  convinced  that  the  best  had  been  done,  and  that  it 
was  our  duty  to  abide  by  it.* 

Soon  after  the  exciting  struggle  of  the  following  session, 
produced  by  the  resistance  in  the  House  to  the  appropriations 
for  the  English  treaty,  Mr.  Strong,  wearied  of  public  life, 
and  abundantly  satisfied  with  his  share  of  it,  resigned  the 
Senatorship,  and  returned  to  the  practice  of  his  profession. 
During  the  stormy  years  of  the  last  Federalist  administration, 
Mr.  Strong  remained  in  private  life.  He,  of  course,  warmly 
supported  the  government  against  the  aggressions  and  insults 
of  France,  and,  in  1797,  he  writes  to  his  friend,  Colonel  Pick- 
ering,! to  congratulate  him  heartily  upon  his  vigorous  reply  to 
M.  Adet.  The  clamor  of  the  French  Minister  Mr.  Strong  re- 
garded as  merely  noisy  misrepresentation ;  but,  as  his  letters 
were  artfully  drawn,  and  as  the  people  do  not  stop  to  analyze 
such  statements,  he  thought  it  was  always  well  to  have  them 
unsparingly  refuted.  The  letter  shows  a  firm  and  settled  oppo- 
sition to  France,  but  is  free  from  the  unreasoning  rancor  only 
too  common  at  that  time  among  extreme  Federalists.  In  the 
unhappy  struggles  with  the  President,  which  finally  ruined

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his  party,  Mr.  Strong  does  not  appear  to  have  taken  any  part, 
although  his  sympathies  were  probably  with  the  opponents  of 
Mr.  Adams. 

Mr.  Strong,  on  resigning  his  seat  in  the  Senate,  undoubt- 
edly wished  and  believed  his  retirement  from  public  life  to  be 
final.  But  so  efficient  and  available  a  man  could  not  long 
remain  out  of  office.  In  1800,  he  was  brought  forward  by 
the  Federalists  as  their  candidate  for  Governor.  He  easily 
defeated  his  competitor,  Mr.  Gerry,  and  in  Northampton  and 
the  six  or  seven  neighboring  towns  there  were  no  votes  cast 
against  him.  A  stronger  proof  of  the  respect  in  which  his 
character  was  held,  of  his  amiability  and  universal  popularity, 
it  would  be  impossible  to  offer.*  Another  incident  subsequent 
to  this  same  election,  and  growing  out  of  it,  reveals  the  secret

"  Be  so  kind  as  to  excuse  the  delay,  and  to  accept  it  as  the  address  of  the 
Society  to  one  who  has  every  claim  to  their  respect  and  esteem. 

"  We  need  not  ask  your  patronage  of  such  an  institution.  We  beg  your  as- 
sistance to  our  labors  in  promoting  the  object,  —  an  accurate  account  of  the  state 
of  the  country,  —  and  have  reason  to  expect  much,  could  you  spare  time  from 
the  multiplicity  of  public  business,  from  the  exertion  of  your  literary  talents. 

"  We  have  published  six  volumes,  and  with  pleasure  find  it  to  be  the  public 
opinion  that  the  Historical  Collections  are  among  the  very  useful,  if  not  the 
most  splendid,  publications.  Certainly,  many  ancient  documents,  which  future 
historians  will  say,  '  How  well  worth  preserving! '  would  have  been  lost,  had  our 
Society  been  less  attentive  and  zealous. 

"  Should  our  late  vote  meet  with  the  approbation  and  acceptance  of  your 
Excellency,  let  me  beg  the  favor  of  an  answer,  to  be  given  to  the  Society  at 
their  meeting  the  last  week  in  October. 

"  I  am,  Sir,  with  every  sentiment  of  esteem,  your  most  obedient  and  humble

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of  Mr.  Strong's  success  in  winning  the  affection  of  his  fellow- 
men.  When  the  new  Governor  was  inaugurated,  the  procession 
usual  on  such  occasions  happened  to  march  through  Winter 
Street  in  Boston,  and,  as  it  passed,  the  venerable  Samuel 
Adams  was  seen  standing  at  his  door.  Mr.  Strong  immedi- 
ately halted  the  procession,  descended,  uncovered  his  head, 
and  advanced  to  shake  hands  with  the  old  patriot  of  the 
Revolution.*  It  was  a  graceful  act,  gracefully  performed, 
and  shows  clearly  the  gentle  temper  which  made  Mr.  Strong's 
long  official  life  so  free  from  any  thing  like  personal  bitterness. 
But,  in  order  to  thoroughly  appreciate  this  little  scene,  it  must 
be  remembered  that  Mr.  Adams  was  the  opposition  leader, 
and  that  party  spirit  then  ran  very  high.  A  like  moderation 
was  exhibited  by  Mr.  Strong  in  his  annual  address,  in  1801, 
at  a  time  when  leading  Federalists,  in  public  and  private,  from 
the  pulpit  and  from  the  bench,  were  denouncing  the  acces- 
sion of  Jefferson  as  the  victory  of  the  worst  principles  of  the 
French  Revolution,  as  the  advent  of  a  Marat  or  a  Robespierre, 
fatal  alike  to  religion  and  society.  "  You  will  reflect,"  said 
Mr.  Strong  on  this  occasion,  "  that  in  republics  the  majority 
must  prevail,  and  that  obedience  to  the  laws  and  respect  for 
the  constitutional  authorities  are  essential  to  the  character  of 
a  good  citizen."  The  words  and  the  thought  are  alike  simple 
and  even  commonplace,  but  they  were  rarely  heard  from  the 
lips  of  party  leaders  in  1801.  To  this  wise  and  conciliatory 
spirit,  to  his  great  personal  popularity,  and  to  his  steady  re- 
fusal to  exercise  his  power  for  party  purposes,  Mr.  Strong 
owed  his  long  tenure  of  office. f  This  portion  of  his  pub- 
lic life  was  quiet  and  uneventful,  for  at  this  time  there  wTere 
no  issues  of  importance  affecting  the  State.  The  Governor 
strove  hard  to  get  some  just  debts  paid  by  the  general  Gov- 
ernment to  Massachusetts,  but  they  were  Federalist  debts,  and

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met  with  small  favor  at  the  hands  of  a  Democratic  Congress. 
During  these  years  Mr.  Strong  wrote  frequently  to  Colonel 
Pickering,  then  Senator  from  Massachusetts,  but  his  letters 
are  curiously  devoid  of  politics.  He  tells  his  restless  corre- 
spondent of  the  weather  and  the  crops,  and  of  the  risings  and 
sittings  of  the  Legislature  and  of  their  actions,  but  he  leaves 
national  questions  alone ;  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  he 
had  any  knowledge  of  the  Federalist  plot  to  dissolve  the 
Union,  which  was  concocted  in  Washington  in  1804.  In  a 
letter  written  in  1806  he  gives  an  interesting  picture  of  the 
state  of  parties  at  that  time,  and  he  expresses  feelings  which 
show  that  the  now  prevalent  distrust  of  legislative  bodies  is 
of  old  date,  and  was  familiar  in  1806  to  one  who  had  had  a 
large  experience  of  them.     Mr.  Strong  says: — ■ 

"  Few  important  laws  of  a  public  nature  have  been  passed  ;  but,  if 
they  have  done  but  little  good,  I  think  they  have  not  done  any  great 
mischief,  and  this  in  a  legislative  body  seems  to  be  a  character  of  con- 
siderable merit.  In  general,  the  two  Houses  have  been  uncommonly 
tranquil  and  good-humored,  and  I  am  told  that  but  little  of  party  spirit 
has  appeared  in  either  of  them." 

The  good  humor  and  the  tranquillity  mentioned  by  the 
Governor  were  signs  of  the  decay  of  the  two  old  parties,  and 
indicated  the  rapid  process  of  absorption  by  which  the  Fed- 
eralist power  was  being  destroyed,  even  in  its  strongholds. 
Nothing  but  Mr.  Strong's  popularity  retained  the  State  gov- 
ernment for  the  Federalists  after  1804,  when  Massachusetts 
chose  Jeffersonian  electors.  In  1807,  this,  too,  proved  un- 
availing, and  Mr.  Strong,  after  seven  years  of  service,  was 
defeated  by  Mr.  Sullivan.  Mr.  Strong  gladly  retired  to 
private  life,  convinced  for  the  second  time  that  his  public 
career  was  at  an  end.  But  the  wretched  foreign  policy  of 
Mr.  Jefferson  soon  changed  the  face  of  affairs,  and,  by  means 
of  the  embargo,  gave  a  new  lease  of  life  to  the  expiring 
Federalist  party.     As  hope  revived,  they  turned  to  their  old 
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leader  as  their  best  candidate,  but  Mr.  Strong  declined  to 
stand,  and  his  determination  could  not  be  shaken.  He  felt 
that  he  had  done  his  part,  and  that  his  refusal  was  fully  justi- 
fied. He  writes  to  Colonel  Pickering  that  his  withdrawal 
can  have  no  effect  upon  the  result  of  the  election,  and  that  in 
the  Northampton  region,  where  he  commanded  the  greatest 
strength,  there  would  be  no  loss,  as  the  county  was  thoroughly 
Federalist.*  In  this  same  letter  he  gives  his  views  on  the  ex- 
citing political  issues  of  the  clay,  and  notes  with  interest  the 
reaction  produced  by  the  measures  of  the  administration. 
"  An  opinion  is  gaining  ground,"  he  writes,  "  that  the  conduct 
of  Government  is  evidently  influenced  by  partiality  in  favor 
of  the  French,  and  by  fear  of  offending  them,"  and  that  they 
are,  therefore,  determined  on  a  breach  with  Great  Britain.  In 
regard  to  Pickering's  well-known  letter  to  Sullivan,  he  says  that 
if  the  Governor  had  published  the  letter,  it  would  have  had  no 
great  effect,  as  Pickering's  opinions  were  well  known,  and  it 
"  would  have  been  considered  an  evidence  of  the  Governor's 
faithfulness  and  impartiality ;  but  his  sending  the  letter  back, 
without  reading  it,  and  publishing  his  answer  in  the  '  Chronicle,' 
have  had  no  tendency  to  increase  the  number  of  his  friends." 
One  may  be  sure  that  the  writer  of  this  criticism  would  never 
have  made  such  a  capital  mistake,  had  he  been  placed  in  a  like 
position.  The  whole  letter  shows  Mr.  Strong's  steady  and 
firm  adherence  to  Federalist  opinions  and  principles,  and  is 
characterized  also  by  the  quiet  good  sense  with  which  he  re- 
garded every  public  or  private  event. 

The  years  glided  by,  and  once  more  Mr.  Strong  was  forced 
by  a  sense  of  duty  to  abandon  his  retirement,  and  enter  upon 
a  new  term  of  official  labors  and  upon  the  most  trying  expe- 
rience of  his  long  and  varied  public  career.  In  the  spring  of 
1812,  war  was  near,  and  the  government  of  Massachusetts 
was  in  Democratic  hands.     But  the  approach  of  war  with

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Great  Britain  roused  the  deeply  rooted  dislike  of  New  Eng- 
land to  such  a  policy  and  to  its  authors.  The  Federalists 
again  saw  victory  within  their  grasp,  but  they  fully  appreci- 
ated the  dangers  which  menaced  them.  They  needed  a  leader 
who  was  unexceptionable  both  in  character  and  antecedents, 
whose  personal  popularity  was  considerable,  and  whose  firm- 
ness, calmness  of  temper,  and  moderation  both  in  word  and 
deed  should  satisfy  the  extreme  members  of  the  party,  with- 
out alarming  and  driving  away  the  more  timid  brethren. 
There  was  one  man,  and  only  one,  who  fulfilled  all  these 
requirements.  Everybody  turned  to  Mr.  Strong  as  the  proper 
candidate,  and  he  felt  that  he  could  not  now,  as  in  1808, 
refuse.  He  accepted  the  nomination,  and  was  elected.  The 
Democrats,  then  the  party  in  possession,  with  all  the  offices 
in  their  hands,  with  the  State  most  carefully  and  most  infa- 
mously "gerrymandered,"  were  swept  from  power,  and  Mr. 
Strong  triumphed  again  over  his  old  adversary,  Mr.  Gerry. 
The  Democrats,  during  their  brief  tenure  of  government,  had 
introduced  a  thorough  system  of  political  proscription  in  the 
matter  of  the  State  offices,  and  the  aged  Gerry  had  been  urged 
on  in  this  novel  business  by  his  great  leader,  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son. The  problem  of  remedying  this  injustice,  and  of  restor- 
ing the  old  system  of  permanent  tenures,  was  presented  to 
Mr.  Strong  as  soon  as  he  entered  upon  his  office.  The  fol- 
lowing letter  shows  the  manner  in  which  he  dealt  with  the 
difficulty :  — 

"  Boston,  June  20th,  1812. 

"  My  dear  Lewis,  — ...  The  Sheriff,  clerks,  and  others  who 
were  ejected  last  year  for  their  opinions,  and  who  wished  to  be  restored, 
have  been  reinstated  in  their  offices.  In  one  instance,  a  Sheriff  who 
had  been  removed  had  died ;  and  in  two  instances  of  removal,  the 
former  incumbent  was  otherwise  provided  for,  so  as  not  to  desire  a 
restoration.  In  those  cases,  the  present  incumbent  has  not  been  dis- 
turbed. We  contemplate  no  other  removals,  unless  sufficient  cause  is 
shown  and  proved,  and  the  party  accused  is  heard  in  his  defence. 

"  Caleb  Strong." 
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The  wisdom  of  Mr.  Strong's  course  shines  out  brightly 
against  the  dark  background  of  his  predecessor's  blunders. 

This  matter  of  the  offices,  however,  was  the  very  least  of 
the  difficulties  with  which  Governor  Strong  had  to  cope. 
War  was  declared  June  18.  Six  days  before,  Governor 
Strong  had  received  a  request  from  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  order  into  the  national  service  a  portion  of  the  militia,  to 
be  under  the  command  of  Major-General  Dearborn.  On  the 
2 2d  of  June,  the  day  before  the  news  of  the  declaration  of 
war  was  received  in  Boston,  General  Dearborn  made  a  formal 
requisition  for  these  troops,  to  be  stationed  under  his  com- 
mand at  different  points  along  the  coast.  Governor  Strong's 
position  was  a  trying  one.  The  opposition  to  the  war  was 
very  general.  There  was  a  violent  war  party,  who  wished 
all  the  resources  of  the  State  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  national  government ;  there  was  a  peace  party,  composed 
of  members  of  both  parties,  determined  to  put  every  obstacle 
in  the  way  of  the  administration  ;  while  the  Federalists  gener- 
ally regarded  the  declaration  of  war  as  an  act  of  tyranny,  and 
the  measures  of  the  dominant  party  as  an  infringement  of 
State  rights.  Another  and  a  very  grave  difficulty  of  a  practi- 
cal nature  arose  from  the  extreme  reluctance  of  the  militia  to 
serve,  and  from  their  hatred,  amounting  almost  to  insubordi- 
nation, to  being  placed  under  the  authority  of  United  States 
officers.*  General  Dearborn's  requisition  raised  two  questions 
of  the  deepest  importance.  The  Constitution  says  that  "  Con- 
gress shall  have  power  to  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia 
to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections,  and 
repel  invasions,"  and  "  to  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and 
disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them 
as  may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserv- 
ing to  the  States  respectively  the  appointment  of  the  officers."

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The  first  question  was  who  was  to  judge  whether  one  of  the 
three  exigencies  in  which  Congress  had  power  to  call  out  the 
militia  had  arisen  ;  the  second,  was  whether  the  militia  could, 
according  to  the  Constitution,  be  placed  under  the  command 
of  a  United  States  officer.  After  mature  consideration,  and 
from  sincere  conviction,  Mr.  Strong  decided  that  he,  as  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  was  the  proper  person  to  determine  whether 
the  constitutional  exigency  had  arisen,  and  he  was  also  of 
opinion  that  the  militia  must  be  commanded  by  their  own 
officers.  He  made  no  reply,  therefore,  to  General  Dearborn's 
requisition,  but  referred  the  matter  to  the  Council,  who  re- 
ported that  the  exigency  required  by  the  Constitution  had 
not  arisen,  and  advised  a  submission  of  the  constitutional 
points  to  the  Supreme  Court.  This  was  immediately  done, 
and  Chief-Justice  Parsons,  Judge  Parker,  and  Judge  Sewall 
returned  an  opinion  which  fully  sustained  the  views  of  the 
Governor.  On  the  26th  of  June,  General  Dearborn  made 
a  second  requisition,  to  which  Mr.  Strong  replied,  declining 
to  furnish  the  troops ;  and,  a  few  days  later,  he  refused  to 
comply  with  a  request  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  urging 
him  to  give  troops  to  General  Dearborn.  But,  although  he 
was  so  jealous  of  his  constitutional  rights,  Governor  Strong 
was  resolved  to  ensure  the  complete  protection  of  the  State. 
On  the  3d  of  July,  he  issued  a  general  order,  requiring  the 
militia  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  march  at  a  moment's 
notice  to  any  threatened  point.  Not  only  did  he  mean  to  de- 
fend the  State,  but  also  to  comply  with  every  demand  of  the 
national  government  which  he  considered  constitutional.  This 
is  shown  by  his  detaching  militia,  and  placing  them  under 
the  command  of  General  Dearborn,  on  the  5th  of  August,  to 
march  to  the  defence  of  the  eastern  portion  of  the  State.  In 
doing  this,  he  felt  that  he  went  to  the  utmost  limit  of  his 
constitutional  obligations,  and  it  proves  that  he  did  not  seek 
to  thwart  the  national  government  from  sheer  partisanship. 
The  following  letter  to  his  son  explains  his  course  at  this 
time :  — 
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"  Boston,  August  15th,  1812. 

"My  dear  Lewis,  —  I  received  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant 
yesterday.  In  my  general  order  I  find  there  was  nothing  said  of  the 
President's  command  ;  but  in  the  instructions  given  to  General  Sewall, 
and  which,  of  course,  would  be  communicated  to  the  commander  of 
the  militia  that  are  called  out,  he  is  directed  to  have  two  companies 
stationed  at  Eastport,  and  one  at  Robbinston,  until  the  President 
shall  otherwise  direct,  —  and  in  my  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War  I 
informed  him  that  such  directions  had  been  given,  —  so  that  they  are 
to  be  under  the  command  of  the  President,  as  was  stated  would  be 
the  case,  whenever  the  militia  should  march  to  repel  an  invasion,  in  the 
General  Order  of  July  3d.  There  was  some  difficulty  in  bringing 
the  case  within  the  exigencies  mentioned  in  the  Constitution,  but  I 
stated  that  that  part  of  the  State  was  in  a  peculiar  manner  in  danger 
of  invasion,  which  was  saying  as  much  as  I  could  with  truth. 

"  You  inquire  whether  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  to  be 
published.  I  don't  know  that  I  shall  have  any  fit  opportunity  of 
doing  it  until  the  Legislature  meet  in  October.  Perhaps  then  it  will 
be  proper  to  lay  the  whole  matter  before  them,  as  well  the  opinion  as 
my  correspondence  on  the  subject  of  calling  out  the  militia ;  but  this 
may  depend  on  the  events  that  may  take  place  between  this  time  and 
that." 

In  his  message  to  the  Legislature,  Mr.  Strong  said :  — 

"  If  this  State  was  in  danger,  the  regular  troops  would  not  have 
been  ordered  away  to  the  north-west  frontiers  ;  and,  if  they  were  so 
ordered,  the  militia  were  not  liable  to  be  called  into  service,  and  sta- 
tioned in  the  forts  of  the  United  States  to  do  duty,  when  no  danger  of 
invasion  appeared.  I  have  been  fully  disposed  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  laws 
made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  I  sincerely  regret  that  a  request  should 
have  been  made  by  an  officer  of  the  national  government  with  which 
I  could  not  constitutionally  comply.  But  it  appeared  to  me  that  this 
requisition  was  of  that  character,  and  I  was  under  the  same  obligation 
to  maintain  the  rights  of  the  State  as  to  support  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States."  *

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This  sentence  sums  up  the  whole  policy  of  the  Governor 
during  the  trying  years  which  followed.  If  Mr.  Strong's 
political  principles  be  considered,  as  well  as  the  state  of  the 
times  and  the  party  to  which  he  belonged,  his  course  appears 
both  temperate  and  just.  Had  he  complied  with  the  requisi- 
tions of  General  Dearborn,  and  accepted  the  Democratic  in- 
terpretation of  the  Constitution,  he  would  have  been,  if  not 
more  than  man,  something  considerably  less  than  a  Federalist. 
As  to  Mr.  Strong's  views  of  the  two  constitutional  questions 
he  had  to  decide,  whatever  may  be  thought  of  their  merits, 
it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  these  points  had  not  then  been 
judicially  determined.  The  Governor  of  Massachusetts  was 
as  competent  as  the  President  to  decide  a  doubtful  constitu- 
tional point.  In  doing  so,  moreover,  he  was  supported  by  the 
majority  in  Massachusetts,  by  his  constitutional  advisers,  and 
by  the  opinion  of  his  Supreme  Court.  The  legality  and  cau- 
tion of  his  action  cannot  be  questioned.  If  we  cannot  acquit 
three  learned  lawyers,  members  of  the  highest  tribunal  of  the 
State,  of  undue  partisanship  in  taking  so  extraordinary  a 
view  of  the  Constitution  as  they  did  upon  the  first  point 
referred  to  them,  we  must,  at  least,  admit  .that  the  Governor 
was  legally,  if  not  politically,  justified  in  the  course  which  he 
adopted. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  his  Diary,*  says  that  Governor  Brooks,  the 
Adjutant-General  of  Massachusetts  in  1812,  told  him  that 
Governor  Strong  was  completely  under  the  influence  of  Chief- 
Justice  Parsons.  The  Governor  almost  quarrelled,  Mr.  Brooks 
said,  with  him  on  this  account ;  and  he  added  that  it  was  he 
who  finally  forced  the  Governor  to  issue  the  General  Order 
calling  out  the  militia.  Mr.  Adams  professes  himself  puzzled 
by  this  statement,  as  well  he  might  be,  for  Governor  Strong's 
course  was  a  purely  independent  one,  and  his  ordering  out 
the  militia  came  near  causing  a  serious  breach  with  the  Chief-

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Justice.*  Yet  he  adhered  constantly  to  his  determination  to 
retain  the  militia  under  his  own  control,  until  in  his  judgment 
an  exigency  should  arise  warranting  his  ordering  them  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Throughout  the  war,  Governor  Strong  steadily  pursued 
this  policy.  When,  in  the  spring  of  1814,  the  British  swooped 
down  upon  the  coast  left  undefended  by  the  national  govern- 
ment, and  the  alarm  of  war  spread  along  the  shores  of  New 
England,  Governor  Strong  put  himself  at  the  head  of  the 
vigorous  movements  made  by  the  people  to  repel  the  enemy. 
The  militia  was  called  out,  volunteers  came  forward  to  offer 
their  services,  and  substantial  fortifications  were  raised  for 
the  protection  of  Boston.  Mr.  Strong  gives,  in  the  following 
letter,  a  brief  account  of  the  situation :  — 

"  Boston,  Sunday  Evening,  Sept.  4th,  1814. 

"  My  dear  Lewis,  — ...  You  will  also  see  in  the  newspapers 
that  the  British  have  taken  possession  of  Castine  and  Belfast  with  a 
considerable  land  force,  but  we  have  no  particulars,  and  I  have  no 
official  account  of  the  proceedings  there.  The  people  in  this  town  are 
in  as  great  agitation,  I  think,  as  at  any  time  in  the  Revolutionary 
War ;  and,  while  this  state  of  things  continues,  I  must  remain  here, 
however  little  good  I  may  be  able  to  do  them,  though  if  I  can  help  to 
make  them  cool  and  collected,  I  shall  think  myself  not  wholly  use- 
less.f  Caleb  Strong." 

The  danger  of  foreign  invasion,  the  irritation  produced  by 
the  war,  and  the  weak  yet  aggravating  policy  of  the  national 
government  produced  in  the  autumn  of  1814  the  agitation 
and  excitement  which  resulted  in  the  Hartford  Convention. 

This  measure  had  the  sympathy  and  approval  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, who,  from  his  situation,  was  even  more  deeply  im- 
pressed  than  others  by  the  dangers  which   menaced   both

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State  and  country,  and  who  felt  the  necessity  of  forcing  a 
peace  at  all  hazards.  He  thought,  moreover,  that  we  had  no 
right,  considering  our  ill  success  in  the  war,  to  expect  good 
terms  from  England,  and  he  writes  to  Pickering  that  he  can  see 
no  reason  for  indignation  at  the  first  terms  offered  by  Eng- 
land at  Ghent.*  "If  Great  Britain,"  he  says,  "had  discov- 
ered a  haughty  or  grasping  spirit,  it  might  naturally  have 
excited  irritation,  but  I  am  persuaded  that  in  the  present 
case  there  is  not  a  member  of  Congress  who,  if  he  was  a 
member  of  Parliament,  would  have  thought  that  more  mod- 
erate terms  ought  in  the  first  instance  to  have  been  offered." 
This  was  a  sentiment  which,  at  that  juncture,  was  likely  to 
prove  more  true  than  palatable.  Mr.  Strong  also  remarks 
that  pride,  the  enemy  of  peace  and  justice,  had  caused  the 
war  and  might  prevent  peace  ;  and  that,  if  Mr.  Gore  and  Mr. 
King  had  been  commissioners,  they  would,  without  difficulty, 
have  made  a  fair  treaty.  On  the  following  day  he  writes 
that  he  finds  the  Essex  people  expect  to  lose  the  fisheries,  but 
are  ready  to  give  up  a  portion  of  Maine  to  retain  them,  which 
shows  clearly  that  peace  was  the  event  most  desired  by  the 
Federalists.  In  December,!  he  wrote  that  the  arguments  of 
the  American  Commissioners  displayed  ability,  but  lacked 
candor  and  frankness,  and  he  wished  that  "  they  had  not  so 
much  encouraged  the  language,  which  is  already  too  frequent, 
that,  if  we  agree  to  any  terms  which  are  not  perfectly  agree- 
able, we  shall  give  up  our  independence."  His  views  as  to 
the  condition  and  future  of  the  West  were  those  held  by 
many  of  the  Federalists,  and  are  not  without  interest.  He 
wrote  to  Colonel  Pickering  in  February,  1815, J  that  the 
news  made  it  evident  that  New  Orleans  would  not  be  taken, 
and  that  its  capture  would  have  hastened  the  separation  of 
the  Western  from  the  Atlantic  States.

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"  However,"  he  adds,  "  it  is  hardly  to  be  supposed  that  the  Western 
States  will  long  continue  connected  with  us.  They  will  soon  possess 
all  the  requisites  for  their  complete  security,  and  will  naturally  prefer 
a  government  of  their  own  and  among  themselves  to  one  at  a  great 
distance.  The  territory  of  the  United  States  is  so  extensive  as  to 
forbid  us  to  indulge  the  expectation  that  we  shall  remain  many  years 
united.  But  whenever  a  separation  shall  take  place,  I  hope  it  will  be 
effected,  not  only  without  contention,  but  with  perfect  good-will.  We 
may  be  happy  as  neighbors,  where  a  union  would  be  inconvenient." 

As  may  be  supposed,  Governor  Strong  was  one  of  those 
who  rejoiced  most  sincerely  at  the  return  of  peace.  He 
longed  for  definite  news  of  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  in 
season  for  him  to  decline  to  stand  again  as  candidate ;  for, 
while  the  war  lasted,  he  felt  obliged  to  remain  in  office.* 
The  treaty  did  not  arrive  in  time  to  release  him,  he  was  re- 
elected once  more,  and  held  the  office  until  1816,  when  he 
took  his  final  leave  of  public  life. 

At  last  the  peace  and  retirement  which  Mr.  Strong  so  much 
desired,  and  which  he  so  well  deserved,  had  come  to  him,  but 
they  were  destined  to  be  rudely  broken  and  to  be  of  short 
duration.  In  1817,  his  wife,  a  woman  of  most  attractive 
character,  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  John  Hooker,  the  succes- 
sor of  Edwards,  to  whom  he  had  been  married  in  1777,  and 
whom  he  tenderly  loved,  died  after  a  lingering  illness.  Mr. 
Strong  did  not  long  survive  this  severe  blow,  although  he 
bore  it  with  patient  resignation.  On  Nov.  7,  1819,  he  died 
at  his  house  in  Northampton,  painlessly  and  almost  instan- 
taneously, from  an  attack  of  angina  pectoris. 

Mr.  Strong's  long  and  varied  public  services  have  left  but 
little  space  to  speak  of  his  personal  appearance  and  private 
character.  He  was  tall  and  of  moderate  fulness  of  person.f 
He  had  a  rather  long  oval  face,  which  in  Stuart's  portrait  has

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a  gentle  and  pleasant  yet  firm  expression.  His  manners  were 
kindly  and  agreeable,  but  marked  rather  by  the  simplicity  of 
one  bred  in  the  country  than  by  the  polish  of  a  man  who  had 
mixed  much  with  the  world.  In  his  domestic  relations  and 
in  private  life  Mr.  Strong  was  both  loved  and  respected.  A 
long  series  of  letters  addressed  to  his  son  Lewis,  when  the 
latter  was  at  school  and  college,  give  a  most  interesting  picture 
of  the  writer's  mind  and  character.  They  are  marked  by 
strong  good  sense,  are  both  wise  and  kindly,  and  occasionally 
exhibit  a  spirit  of  sober  and  gentle  satire,  evincing  always 
a  more  than  common  penetration  and  a  cool  judgment  of 
human  character  and  feelings.  This  parental  advice  is  tinged 
with  a  Puritan  sombreness  of  thought,  and  the  traditional 
New  England  suspicion  of  every  thing  pertaining  to  the 
pleasant  side  of  life  crops  out  here  and  there  in  a  manner 
which  seems  strange  enough  at  the  present  day.  A  few  ex- 
tracts from  these  letters  will  not  be  out  of  place,  as  they  shed 
much  light  on  the  character  of  the  writer,  while  at  the  same 
time  they  illustrate  modes  of  thought  and  habits  of  life  now 
utterly  extinct. 

"  Northampton,  Sept.  9,  '99. 

"  My  dear  Lewis,  — ...  You  have  entered  upon  a  new  scene, 
and  are  at  a  distance  from  those  to  whom  your  interest  and  happiness 
are  most  dear,  but  I  hope  you  will  always  be  solicitous  to  preserve 
your  innocence  and  virtue,  and  to  acquire  improvement  and  a  good 
reputation.  Your  future  success  in  life  depends  very  much  upon  the 
manner  in  which  you  employ  the  time  at  college.  Indeed,  this  may 
be  called  the  spring  and  seed  time  of  your  life,  and  your  future  har- 
vest will  be  in  proportion  to  your  industry  at  this  period.  We  are 
told  that  the  sluggard  who  does  not  plough  shall  be  at  the  harvest  and 
have  nothing.  If  you  waste  your  time  in  playing  cards,  or  other  idle 
and  disgraceful  amusements,  or  in  lolling  in  your  chair,  you  will  have 
the  character  of  a  poor  scholar,  and  be  despised  by  every  one,  but  I 
hope  better  things  of  you,  and  flatter  myself  you  have  understanding 
enough  to  discover  the  value  of  a  public  education,  and  the  importance 
of  a  close  application  to  your  studies.  .  .  . 

"  I  am  your  affectionate  parent,  Caleb  Strong." 
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The  next  letter  was  written  after  the  death  of  a  little 
daughter.  It  shows  the  strong  religious  feelings  of  the 
writer,  and  displays  also  that  curious  mixture  of  tenderness 
and  stoicism  so  frequently  met  with  in  the  Puritan  character. 


"  Northampton,  Sept.  11,  1799. 

"  My  dear  Lewis,  — ...  You  will  readily  suppose  that  we  are 
all  of  us  overwhelmed  with  grief  at  this  event.  Indeed,  the  manners 
of  Phebe  were  so  sprightly  and  engaging,  and  her  tongue  so  mild  and 
gentle,  and  her  disposition  so  affectionate  and  benevolent,  that  all  of 
her  acquaintances  were  fond  of  her.  She  was  peculiarly  dear  to 
every  one  of  the  family,  and  the  neighbors  who  knew  her  were  every 
day  speaking  in  her  commendation  ;  but,  like  a  flower,  she  is  cut  down 
and  withered.  I  hope  her  death  will  serve  to  convince  us  of  the  un- 
certainty of  earthly  enjoyments,  and  the  necessity  of  securing  the 
friendship  of  that  Almighty  Being  who  alone  can  support  us  when, 
like  Phebe,  we  shall  experience  the  agonies  of  death. 

"  I  wish  it  might  have  happened  so  that  you  had  been  here,  that 
we  might  have  shared  together  our  sorrow,  but  we  must  acquiesce 
in  all  the  dispensations  of  heaven,  and  I  pray  God  that  you  and  all 
of  us  may  derive  lasting  benefit  from  this  distressing  bereavement. 

"  I  am  your  affectionate  parent,  Caleb  Strong." 


"  Northampton,  Nov.  14th,  1799. 

"  My  dear  Lewis,  — ...  I  write  only  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
you  information  of  our  welfare,  and  of  reminding  you  that  it  is  of 
great  importance  to  you  to  be  diligent  in  your  studies,  and  that  you 
avoid  every  evil  consequence.  I  heard  of  your  being  at  the  play  soon 
after  you  arrived  at  Cambridge.  It  will  not  be  advantageous  to  you 
to  attend  those  amusements  often.  It  would  endanger  your  health, 
after  spending  three  or  four  hours  in  such  a  warm  place  as  a  play- 
house, to  walk  in  the  cold  air  as  far  as  Cambridge  ;  and,  besides,  going 
frequently  to  such  places  of  amusement  would  divert  you  too  much 
from  the  business  you  are  to  pursue  at  college.  I  hope  that  you  will 
conduct  with  prudence  in  all  respects,  and  that  you  will  acquire  the 
character  of  a  good  scholar  and  a  person  of  engaging  and  amiable 
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"  Boston,  March  5,  1803. 

"  My  dear  Lewis,  — ...  The  dress  of  a  scholar  near  the  close 
of  his  term  at  college  should  be  a  little  more  elegant  than  is  necessary 
at  an  earlier  period.  He  must  then  have  somewhat  the  appearance  of 
a  gentleman.  When  you  was  here,  I  thought  your  dress  was  hardly 
elegant  enough.  The  coats  that  are  cut  straight  down  before  may 
perhaps  be  called  buckish,  but,  so  far  as  I  have  observed,  they  are  not 
worn  by  genteel  people.  If  you  want  new  clothes,  you  must  go  to 
Callender's  for  them,  and  get  those  that  are  good  and  durable,  and 
take  care  to  have  them  made  large.  If  you  want  a  new  hat,  you  must 
get  one.  .  .  . 

"  I  am,  my  dear  Lewis,  your  affectionate  parent, 

"  Caleb  Strong." 

Mr.  Strong's  character  is  not  a  difficult  one  to  analyze,  and 
in  its  simplicity  may  be  found  the  cause  of  much  of  the  suc- 
cess which  always  attended  its  possessor.  Mr.  Strong  was  not 
a  man  of  brilliant  intellectual  powers,  but  he  supplemented 
good  natural  talents  by  steady  application,  by  cool  judgment, 
and  by  the  exercise  on  all  occasions  of  most  excellent  com- 
mon sense.  He  was  unswerving  in  his  adherence  to  all  his 
principles ;  but,  though  he  was  a  leader  in  a  very  dogmatic 
party,  he  always  expressed  himself  temperately,  and  in  a 
fashion  which  gave  offence  to  no  man.  This  moderation  of 
temper  was  conspicuous  in  every  act  of  his  public  life. 
Though  he  frequently  held  extreme  views,  he  never  pushed 
them  in  practice  to  a  dangerous  distance.  His  temperance  in 
word,  thought,  and  action,  combined  with  high  character  and 
great  amiability,  was  the  secret  of  his  personal  popularity, 
which  enabled  him  to  retain  high  office  at  periods  when,  it 
may  be  safely  said,  not  one  of  his  party  friends  could  have  com- 
manded an  election.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that,  in  all  the  letters 
of  the  time,  Governor  Strong  is  never  mentioned  either  with 
praise  or  blame,  if  we  except  an  occasional  general  expres- 
sion of  respect  and  confidence.  Of  course,  his  conduct  as  a 
public  man  was  criticised  in  newspapers  and  pamphlets,  but 
rarely  with  personality.     This  was  most  remarkable  in  an 
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age  when  savage  party  warfare  gave  birth  to  the  bitterest 
and  most  abusive  attacks  upon  private  character  as  well  as 
public  actions.  Such  a  complete  absence  of  comment  in  con- 
temporary writings  seems  strangely  inconsistent  with  the  fact 
that  for  nearly  half  a  century  Mr.  Strong  held  high  places, 
and  was  often  called  upon,  especially  during  his  last  term,  as 
the  executive  of  the  State,  to  resolve  momentous  questions. 
Such  questions,  too,  he  never  shunned,  but  decided  them 
with  firmness,  and  adhered  unflinchingly  to  his  convictions 
of  duty  and  to  the  line  of  action  which  he  had  marked  out. 
This  silence  on  the  part  of  both  friends  and  foes  cannot  be 
explained  merely  by  Mr.  Strong's  moderate  temper  or  amia- 
ble disposition.  It  shows  conclusively  that  he  did  not  possess 
those  salient  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  which  must  awaken 
either  enthusiastic  attachment  or  deep  dislike,  and  cannot 
admit  indifference.  A  man  of  this  sober  character  and  even 
disposition  does  not  deeply  impress  those  about  him,  nor  leave 
his  peculiar  personal  mark  upon  history,  even  though  his 
actions  were  at  the  time  of  great  moment,  and  become  after- 
wards of  the  highest  historical  interest.  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  such  a  man,  even  if  he  be  an  aristocrat  in  principle, 
secures  the  great  prizes  of  elective  offices  in  a  democracy, 
and  obtains  the  greatest  measure  of  practical  success  from 
his  capacity  for  dealing  with  his  fellow-men,  and  winning 
their  love  and  respect,  without  ever  offending  their  prejudices. 
Popular  and  beloved,  respected  by  all,  conscientious  and  pains- 
taking in  the  discharge  of  every  duty,  of  a  firm  and  quiet 
patriotism,  Mr.  Strong  has  left  an  honored  and  historic  name. 
This  memoir  cannot  close  more  appropriately  than  with  the 
words  used  by  Dr.  Lyman  when  he  preached  Mr.  Strong's 
funeral  sermon  :  "  You  will  unite  your  voice  with  mine  when 
I  say  that  few,  very  few  men  have  sustained  public  honors 
more  peacefully,  and  been  more  eminently  useful,  through  a 
long  life,  in  times  that  tried  men's  souls."  H.  c.  L. 
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Memoir  of  JEJben.  JParsons,  Esq, 

Eben.  Parsons,  one  of  our  early  members,  was  a  mer- 
chant, whose  name,  in  the  opening  years  of  this  century,  was 
as  distinguished  in  the  walks  of  commerce,  as  that  of  his 
elder  brother,  the  late  Chief-Justice,  Theophilus  Parsons,  was 
at  the  bar  and  on  the  bench.  He  was  the  second  son  of  the 
Rev.  Moses  Parsons,  of  Byfield  Parish,  in  Newbury,  Essex 
County,  and  was  born  in  that  town  in  1746.  He  received  a 
good  common-school  education,  and  then  entered  a  counting- 
room  in  Gloucester ;  and  there,  in  due  time,  began  business 
as  a  merchant,  and  married,  at  an  early  age,  Mary  Gorham,  of 
that  town.  At  the  breaking  out  of  our  Revolutionary  War,  he 
removed  his  family  to  Byfield,  while  he  himself  transferred  his 
business  to  Newburyport,  and  engaged  in  privateering,  which, 
says  Mr.  Lodge,  in  his  "  Life  and  Letters  of  George  Cabot," 
"  the  only  naval  warfare  possible  to  the  colonists,  was  not 
only  patriotic,  but  profitable  to  those  engaged."  He  subse- 
quently returned  to  Gloucester,  and,  in  1781  or  1782,  re- 
moved to  Boston,  where  his  business  speedily  enlarged  and 
prospered.  He  was  one  of  the  earliest  to  send  his  vessels  up 
the  Red  Sea,  where  they  took  in  large  cargoes  of  coffee, 
which  were  carried  round  to  Smyrna,  and  sold  there  always 
at  a  large  profit,  and  often  at  from  three  to  four  times  their 
cost.  An  intelligent,  enterprising,  and  successful  merchant, 
he  became  very  rich,  owned  many  ships,  and  conducted  a 
large  commerce  in  the  Mediterranean  and  Baltic  Seas.  His 
property,  at  one  time,  was  estimated  at  seven  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  —  an  immense  sum  seventy  or  eighty  years  ago. 
He  never  insured  any  of  his  ships  or  cargoes,  preferring,  as 
he  used  to  say,  "  to  stand  his  own  insurer  " ;  and  so,  when 
the  wars  of  Napoleon  I.  and  our  war  with  England  came,  and 
our  commerce  suffered  so  severely,  Mr.  Parsons  suffered  with 
others,  and  lost  a  large  part  of  his  property.     These  losses 
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and  his  near  approach  to  the  allotted  age  of  man  had  their 
natural  effect  upon  him.  They  induced  him  to  retire  entirely 
from  business,  and  remove  to  By  field,  where,  some  years 
before,  he  had  bought  a  farm  contiguous  to  the  parsonage  in 
which  he  was  born.  The  parsonage  and  land  connected  with 
it  he  could  not  buy,  and  so  he  contented  and  amused  himself 
with  improving  and  cultivating  as  thoroughly  as  possible  the 
large  farm  he  had  been  able  to  secure. 

These  last  years  of  his  life  at  Byfield  were  quiet,  peaceful, 
and  happy.  He  had  a  large,  frank,  generous  disposition,  and 
his  hospitalities  and  kindness  were  great  and  constant.  He 
was  often  visited  at  Byfield  by  his  old  friends  from  Boston, 
whom  he  was  always  glad  to  welcome,  and  retain  as  long  as 
possible.  Among  the  most  valued  of  them,  and  who  often 
visited  him,  was  the  late  President  Kirkland,  who  had  been 
for  many  years  his  pastor  in  Boston,  always  dining  with  him 
on  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  keeping  up  the  custom  after  Mr. 
Parsons  had  removed  to  Byfield.  While  a  resident  in  Boston, 
Mr.  Parsons  lived  in  Summer  Street,  where,  soon  after  his 
removal  from  Gloucester,  he  bought  a  house,  with  a  pasture 
or  large  lot  of  land,  containing  between  two  and  three  acres, 
adjoining  it.  He  was  unwilling  to  sell  or  dispose  of  this 
estate  during  his  life.  It  was  sold  after  his  death,  and  the 
warehouses  in  Winthrop  Place  and  the  neighborhood  now 
cover  the  spot.  Mr.  Parsons  never  entered  Boston  after  he 
removed  from  it,  though  he  came  as  near  to  it  as  the  upper 
part  of  Charlestown  Neck,  in  one  or  two  visits  which  he 
made  to  his  son,  the  late  Gorham  Parsons,  of  Brighton.  This 
son,  Gorham,  was  the  only  one  of  his  family  who  survived 
him.  He  had  had  two  other  sons,  both  of  whom  bore  the 
name  of  Byfield,  and  both  died  in  infancy. 

Mr.  Parsons  never  held  any  public  office  of  any  kind. 
While  not  deficient  in  public  spirit,  he  had  no  political  ambi- 
tion, nor  taste  for  political  strife  or  intrigue.  A  good  citizen, 
a  kind  neighbor,  a  steadfast  friend,  an  honest  and  honorable 
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merchant,  he  devoted  himself  exclusively  to  business  till  he 
retired  from  it  entirely.  After  that  retirement,  he  seems  to 
have  been  averse  to  business  enterprises  of  any  kind.  He 
let  nearly  all  his  money  remain  until  his  death  in  the  hands 
of  his  London  bankers,  who  allowed  him  three  per  cent  for  the 
use  of  it ;  and  on  these  funds  he  drew  as  he  needed  money. 
He  died  at  Byfield,  after  a  lingering  but  painless  illness,  in 
1819,  intestate. 

A  venerable  lady,  now  in  her  fifth  score  of  years,  and 
whose  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Eben.  Parsons  began  in  1793-94, 
thus  describes  Mr.  Parsons's  personal  appearance  and  charac- 
ter, she  being  at  the  time  a  member  of  his  son's,  Gorham 
Parsons's,  family,  whose  wife  was  her  aunt.  The  father  and 
son  lived  nearly  opposite  each  other,  in  the  lower  part  of 
Summer  Street,  and  "  the  two  families  dined  together  at  the 
father's  house  every  Sabbath  day,  sure  of  a  cordial  welcome ; 
while  every  Monday  morning,  at  half-past  eight  o'clock,  the 
father  appeared  at  the  house  of  the  son,  to  bestow  a  kindly 
morning  greeting  on  each  one  of  the  family,  and  to  have  the 
company  of  his  son  to  their  place  of  business  at  the  North  End. 
Portly-looking  men,  both  of  them :  the  father,  the  taller  of 
the  two,  dressed  in  the  fashion  of  that  day,  in  light  drab 
breeches,  with  knee-buckles,  shining  brightly ;  long,  delicate, 
white  stockings ;  and  stout,  well-polished  shoes,  also  with 
buckles ;  a  vest  of  the  same  color  as  the  breeches,  cut  long 
in  Quaker  style ;  and  the  coat,  and  overcoat,  if  needed,  were 
of  the  same  color.  A  cocked  hat  and  gold-headed  cane  com- 
pleted the  costume ;  the  son,  dressed  in  a  more  youthful 
manner,  walking  by  his  side.  Uncle  Eben.'s  hair  was  per- 
fectly white,  combed  straight  and  smooth  from  his  forehead, 
which  was  a  fine  one  and  free  from  wrinkles,  and  brought 
down  his  back  in  a  long  queue,  wound  round  its  full  length 
with  a  narrow  black  ribbon,  excepting  two  or  three  inches  at 
its  end,  which  slightly  curled,  and  which,  in  my  childish  days, 
I  privately  and  mischievously  cut  off,  to  the  astonishment  and 
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horror  of  all  present.  Even  he  himself  was  considerably 
excited  ;  but,  on  asking  me  why  I  did  such  a  thing,  and  being 
answered,  '  I  wanted  it  put  in  a  pin  for  me  to  wear  all  the 
time,'  I  was  forgiven;  and,  strange  to  say,  for  forty  years 
past  I  have  worn  in  that  way  a  little  white  lock  of  hair  from 
that  head,  the  pin  containing  it  being  given  to  me  by  my 
uncle  after  his  father's  and  my  aunt's  death.  Estimating  the 
character  of  Mr.  Eben.  Parsons  with  what  capability  of  judg- 
ment I  may  now  possess,  I  should  say  he  was  a  man  of  strong 
character,  with  strong  passions,  with  much  solid  good  sense. 
Hasty  himself,  but  forgiving  to  others.  Generous,  too,  lov- 
ing to  do  good  and  communicate ;  looking  for  nothing  in 
return.  A  warm  friend  and  a  kind  master ;  always  willing, 
I  have  been  told,  to  assist  in  every  thing  for  the  public 
benefit." 

Of  the  truth  of  this  last  remark,  his  early  membership  of 
our  Society  is  a  conclusive  evidence.  s.  K.  L. 


Notice  of  Rev.  William  Bentley,  D.B. 

William  Bentley  was  a  son  of  Joshua  and  Elizabeth 
(Paine)  Bentley,  and  was  born  in  Boston,  June  22,  1759. 
He  early  exhibited  a  fondness  for  study,  and  was  fitted  for 
college  at  the  Public  Latin  School,  in  his  native  town,  under 
the  immediate  eye  of  his  maternal  grandfather.  Entering 
Harvard  College  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  he  graduated  in 
1777,  in  the  same  class  with  Rufus  King,  the  Rev.  Drs. 
Freeman  and  Homer,  and  the  Hon.  Daniel  Kilham,  who  were 
afterward  associated  with  him  as  members  of  the  Historical 
Societ3r.  On  leaving  college,  he  was  appointed  an  assistant 
teacher  in  the  Latin  School ;  and,  two  years  afterward,  he 
was  transferred  to  the  North  Grammar  School,  of  which  he 
was  master  for  one  year.  In  1780,  he  was  appointed  tutor  in 
Greek  and  Latin  in  Harvard  College,  and  he  retained  this 
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office  until  1783,  pursuing  at  the  same  time  a  course  of  theo- 
logical study. 

In  September,  1783,  he  was  ordained  as  colleague  pastor 
of  the  Second  or  East  Church,  in  Salem ;  and,  on  the  death 
of  the  senior  minister,  the  Rev.  James  Diman,  in  October, 
1788,  he  became  sole  minister.  This  position  he  held  until 
his  own  death,  which  occurred  suddenly,  from  disease  of  the 
heart,  on  the  29th  of  December,  1819.  He  had  been  educated 
in  the  theological  opinions  at  that  time  prevalent  in  New 
England ;  but  his  doctrinal  views  gradually  changed,  and  at 
length  he  became  a  decided  and  avowed  Unitarian.  As  a 
preacher  he  does  not  seem  to  have  held  a  very  high  rank, 
though  he  delivered  the  Artillery  Election  Sermon  in  1796, 
and  the  Election  Sermon  in  1807,  both  of  which  were  printed. 
He  also  published  several  occasional  sermons  and  masonic 
addresses,  and  is  said  to  have  left  more  than  three  thousand 
discourses,  beside  other  manuscripts.  In  all  his  ministerial 
and  parochial  duties  he  was  singularly  exact  and  faithful, 
and  the  poorer  members  of  his  society  found  in  him  a  gener- 
ous friend.  "  No  man,"  said  the  "  Boston  Patriot,"  in  an 
editorial  article  published  two  days  after  his  death,  "  has  paid 
more  frequent,  more  sincere,  more  candid,  or  more  feeling 
tributes  to  the  '  illustrious  dead  '  than  Dr.  Bentley.  Forget- 
ting individual  opinion,  and  regardless  of  what  others  might 
think,  he^  kept  his  course  with  genuine  independence.  He 
was  a  philosopher,  perhaps  of  the  sceptical,  but  certainly  not 
of  the  indolent,  order.  No  man  was  ever  more  industrious. 
No  divine  was  ever  more  fair  or  more  honest.  As  an  inquirer 
into  nature  he  was  patient,  inquisitive,  zealous,  and  communi- 
cative." The  "  Salem  Gazette "  bore  equally  strong  testi- 
mony to  his  industry  and  fidelity.  "  His  activity  and  industry 
in  literary  pursuits,"  we  are  told,  "  never  diverted  his  atten- 
tion from  his  parochial  duties.  He  was  the  friend,  counsellor, 
and  guide  of  his  parishioners,  and  always  enjoyed  their  warm- 
est attachment  and  affection.     To  the  poor  and  unfortunate 
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he  carried  not  empty  professions  of  sympathy,  but  he  was 
their  active  friend  and  comforter.  He  daily  sought  the 
abodes  of  misery,  of  poverty,  and  of  misfortune,  and  to  the 
extent  of  his  pecuniary  means  administered  to  their  relief 
and  comfort.  His  influence,  his  example,  and  his  most  active 
exertions  were  devoted  to  the  alleviation  of  sorrow  and 
suffering." 

His  scholarship  was  extensive  and  accurate.  He  knew 
well  more  than  twenty  languages,  and  he  had  some  familiarity 
with  several  others.  So  early  as  March,  1796,  he  was  chosen 
a  member  of  the  Historical  Society ;  and  to  the  sixth  volume 
of  the  Collections  he  contributed  the  first  part  of  a  History 
of  Salem,  which  was  not  completed,  —  it  is  said,  on  account  of 
some  disagreement  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morse,  who  was  one  of 
the  Publishing  Committee  for  the  seventh  volume.  On  the 
incorporation  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  he  was 
chosen  a  member  of  its  Council;  and  by  his  will  he  left  to 
that  Society  his  cabinet,  paintings,  and  engravings,  and  a 
large  mass  of  manuscripts.  In  1819,  a  few  months  before  his 
death,  he  received  from  Harvard  College  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

In  1794,  a  few  years  after  the  establishment  of  the  "  Salem 
Gazette,"  Mr.  Bentley  began  to  write  for  it  a  weekly  sum- 
mary of  news,  and  these  articles  were  continued  until  1797, 
when  the  paper  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  new  editor.  Sub- 
sequently, in  1800,  when  the  first  number  of  the  "Salem 
Register  "  was  issued,  he  resumed  his  labors,  which  were  only 
interrupted  by  his  death,  his  last  article  having  appeared  only 
a  few  days  previously.  "  For  nearly  twenty  years,"  it  was 
stated  in  an  article  published  in  the  "  Register  "  on  the  1st 
of  January,  1820,  "  Dr.  Bentley  has  been,  without  reward,  the 
constant,  faithful,  and  firm  friend  of  our  establishment."  In 
politics  he  was  a  zealous  Republican  ;  and,  during  the  war  of 
1812,  he  joined  a  military  company.  On  the  Sunday  after- 
noon  when    the    frigate   "  Constitution "   was    chased    into 
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Marblehead  by  two  British  frigates,  he  dismissed  his  congre- 
gation, according  to  tradition,  and  marched  to  that  place. 
On  his  return,  he  is  said  to  have  preached  a  sermon  from  the 
text,  "  There  go  the  ships  !  "  He  had  many  harmless  eccen- 
tricities, and  he  was  fond  of  selecting  odd  texts,  from  which 
he  often  discoursed  on  the  current  topics  of  the  day,  in  a  man- 
ner sometimes  thought  to  be  irreverent. 

Dr.  Bentley's  reputation  was  not  confined  to  his  own  State 
or  country.  In  1805,  he  was  offered  and  declined  the  Presi- 
dency of  the  University  of  Virginia ;  and  he  was  a  regular 
correspondent  of  Professor  Ebeling,  of  Hamburg,  who  was 
much  indebted  to  him  for  aid  in  the  formation  of  the  large 
and  valuable  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets  relating  to 
America,  known  as  the  Ebeling  Collection,  now  in  the  library 
of  Harvard  College.  Dr.  Bentley  was  never  married ;  and, 
by  his  will,  he  gave  all  his  classical  and  theological  books  and 
his  lexicons,  dictionaries,  and  Bibles  to  Alleghany  College,  at 
Meadville,  Pennsylvania.  Beside  the  gift  to  the  Antiquarian 
Society,  he  left  to  his  nephew  and  executor  a  considerable 
number  of  books  and  manuscripts,  which  Were  transferred  to 
that  Society  in  1866,  after  the  death  of  the  legatee.

Notice  of  Ron.  Josiah  Bartlett,  M.D. 

Josiah  Bartlett,  Sen.,  was  a  son  of  George  Bartlett,  a  sea 
captain,  of  the  parish  of  Slocum  Regis,  Devonshire  County, 
England.  He  came  to  Charlestown,  and  married  Katherine 
Whittemore,  July  18,  1758.  Here  their  son  Josiah,  the  sub- 
ject of  this  notice,  was  born  Aug.  11,  1759.* 

He  entered  Harvard  College,  but,  owing  to  the  confusion 
of  the  times,  left  it  to  become  a  student  with  Dr.  Isaac 


*  The  facts  in  this  paragraph  are  taken  from  "  Charlestown  Genealogies  and 
Estates,"  by  Thomas  Bellows  Wyman,  now  in  the  press. 
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Forster,  a  respectable  physician  of  Charlestown,  who,  soon 
after  the  19th  of  April,  1775,  became  connected  with  the 
medical  department  of  the  American  army,  and,  subsequently, 
was  chief  surgeon  of  the  General  Hospital  at  Cambridge. 
He  procured  for  his  pupil,  then  about  sixteen  years  old,  the 
place  of  surgeon's  mate.  In  this  capacity  he  ministered  to 
the  comforts  of  the  soldiers  who  were  wounded  at  Bunker 
Hill.  Here  he  first  met  his  eminent  friend,  Dr.  John  Warren. 
"  I  recollect  him,"  he  said,  "  in  the  camp,  accoutred  as  a 
private  soldier,  and  ready,  at  that  eventful  crisis,  to  add 
another  victim  to  the  fame  of  his  family,  or  to  engage  in  any 
other  duties  to  meliorate  the  condition  of  an  infant  army." 
He  served  with  him  in  the  military  hospitals.  He  held  the 
place  of  surgeon's  mate  until  1780,  when  he  resigned  his 
commission.  He  then  attended  a  course  of  lectures  given 
by  Dr.  John  Warren  in  the  military  hospital,  located  in  a 
pasture  in  the  rear  of  the  present  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital.  It  was  "  the  first  course  of  anatomical  lectures  in 
this  Commonwealth  with  dissections  and  demonstrations." 

Dr.  Bartlett  next  served  two  years  as  a  surgeon  in  the 
navy.  He  continued  in  the  public  service  through  the  war 
of  the  Revolution.  In  discharging  these  duties  he  manifested 
"  a  degree  of  activity,  attention,  and  faithfulness  which  se- 
cured to  him  a  high  reputation  and  the  approbation  of  his 
superiors  in  office."  After  the  war,  he  settled  in  Charlestown 
as  a  physician,  and  soon  acquired  a  large  practice.  He  mar- 
ried, April  6,  1783,  Elizabeth  Call,  of  this  town. 

Dr.  Bartlett  early  in  life  joined  the  fraternity  of  Masons, 
and  filled  all  the  posts  of  honor  in  the  craft  up  to  that  of 
Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts.  He 
held  this  high  office  repeatedly.  He  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  King  Solomon's  Lodge  of  Charlestown.  The  petition  for 
the  charter  requests  "  that  our  Brother  Josiah  Bartlett,  in 
whose  judgment  and  integrity  we  can  fully  confide,  may  be 
constituted  our  first  Master."     This  was  accordingly  done; 
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and,  in  1786,  when  "  Warren  Hall  was  opened  with  appropri- 
ate ceremonies,"  Dr.  Bartlett  delivered  the  oration. 

In  1793,  the  Grand  Lodge  united  with  King  Solomon's 
Lodge  in  celebrating  with  great  parade  the  Festival  of  St. 
John  the  Baptist.  Dr.  Bartlett  then  delivered,  at  the  Meet- 
ing-house, "  A  Discourse  on  the  Origin,  Progress,  and  Design 
of  Freemasonry,"  which  was  printed. 

The  petition  just  named  concludes  by  referring  to  Warren 
as  "  a  name  dear  to  Masons,  and  to  be  revered  by  all  who 
wish  to  walk  within  compass  and  to  act  upon  the  square." 
In  1794,  Dr.  Bartlett  was  chairman  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Lodge  to  erect  a  monument  to  the  memory  of 
Joseph  Warren.  He  served  on  this  committee,  and  on  the 
day  of  the  dedication  of  the  monument  he  delivered  at 
Warren  Hall  a  eulogy  on  the  patriot. 

In  1797,  Feb.  22,  at  the  request  of  King  Solomon's  Lodge, 
he  delivered  an  address  at  Warren  Hall  on  the  character  of 
Washington.  In  1798,  he  printed  an  elaborate  paper  on  the 
subject  of  Freemasonry,  which  elicited  a  sharp  letter  addressed 
to  him  from  Hon.  Samuel  Dexter. 

For  years  he  continued  in  the  quiet  duties  of  his  profes- 
sion, enlarging  his  sphere  of  usefulness  and  measure  of  popu- 
larity, and  was  the  chief,  if  not  the  only,  physician  of  the 
town.  He  took  an  interest  in  whatever  promoted  the  pros- 
perity of  the  place.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee,  as  one  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  as  moder- 
ator of  the  town  meetings.  He  was  also  a  civil  magistrate. 
He  engaged  in  the  great  enterprise  of  that  day,  the  building 
of  the  Charles  River  Bridge.  He  prepared  an  account  of 
Charlestown,  which  appeared  in  the  first  and  second  numbers 
of  the  "American  Recorder,"  of  1785,  a  local  paper.  In 
1794,  on  the  17th  of  June,  he  delivered  at  the  Meeting-house 
an  oration,  at  the  request  of  the  Charlestown  Artillery  Com- 
pany. This  corps  were  on  duty  in  the  Shays  Rebellion.  The 
orator  said :  "  We  recollect  with  gratitude  your  cheerful  and 
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active  obedience,  with  others  of  our  military  brethren  who 
are  now  present,  to  the  serious  calls  of  government."  The 
oration  was  printed  and  dedicated  "  to  Major  William  Calder, 
with  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Charlestown  Artillery 
Company."  He  was,  in  1798,  elected  a  member  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Historical  Society,  and,  in  1811,  a  Fellow  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  In  1800,  he  was 
elected  a  Representative,  and  subsequently  was  chosen  Sena- 
tor and  Counsellor.  His  position  in  his  native  town  is  indi- 
cated by  his  being  selected  by  the  Parish  Committee  and  the 
Selectmen  to  deliver  the  oration  on  Washington  on  the  day 
(Feb.  22,  1800)  set  apart  by  Congress  for  the  general  observ- 
ance of  his  death.  This  oration  was  printed.  This  year 
John  Warren,  Paul  Revere,  and  Josiah  Bartlett,  as  Past 
Grand  Masters,  signed  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts  to  Martha  Washington,  in  which  they  requested 
a  lock  of  Washington's  hair,  to  be  preserved  in  a  golden  urn ; 
and  they  received  the  precious  memorial,  accompanied  by  a 
feeling  letter  from  Mrs.  Washington. 

In  1810,  April  12,  he  delivered  an  address  before  the  St. 
Andrews  Lodge,  at  the  Old  Green  Dragon  Tavern,  in  Boston. 
He  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  his  first  offi- 
cial visit  was  the  occasion  of  this  address  being  delivered.  It 
is  printed  in  Vol.  XXXII.  of  the  "  Freemason's  Monthly 
Magazine,"  where  it  is  termed  "  a  chaste  and  elegant  pro- 
duction." 

It  was,  however,  to  his  profession  that  he  gave  his  largest 
service.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Middlesex  Medical  Asso- 
ciation, served  as  one  of  its  Counsellors,  and  delivered  before 
it  a  discourse  on  the  medical  science.  In  1789,  he  was  ad- 
mitted a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society, 
became  its  Recording  Secretary  and  Counsellor,  and  continued 
in  its  service  to  the  close  of  his  life.  In  1790,  he  attended  a 
course  of  medical  lectures  in  Cambridge ;  in  1791,  became  a 
Bachelor  of  Medicine ;  and,  in  1801,  received  the  degree  of 
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M.D.  He  made  communications  to  these  societies  and  to  the 
u  New  England  Medical  Journal." 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society, 
June  6, 1810,  he  read  an  elaborate  address.  This  was  printed 
in  a  pamphlet,  and  is  entitled  "  A  Dissertation  on  the  Progress 
of  Medical  Science  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts." 
This  was  revised  and  enlarged  for  the  first  volume  of  the 
second  series  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society's  Col- 
lections. It  is  here  entitled  "  An  Historical  Sketch  of  the 
Progress  of  Medical  Science  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, being  the  substance  of  a  Discourse  read  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Medical  Society,  June  6,  1810,  with 
alterations  and  additions  to  Jan.  1,  1813."  The  additions 
contain  important  contributions  to  the  history  of  medical 
science.  In  view  of  his  varied  labors  in  this  branch  of 
knowledge,  Dr.  Thacher  says :  "  Perhaps  no  man  contrib- 
uted more  time  and  active  exertion  to  improve  the  state  of 
the  Society  (Massachusetts  Medical),  and,  through  it,  the 
interests  of  medical  literature." 

Dr.  Bartlett  was  a  member  of  a  Reading  Society  in  Charles- 
town.  In  1813,  this  Society  obtained  an  Act  of  Incorporation 
by  the  name  of  the  u  Washington  Hall  Association,"  and 
erected  a  suitable  building  for  its  accommodation.  On  the 
day  of  its  dedication,  Nov.  16,  Dr.  Bartlett  read  a  paper, 
entitled  "An  Historical  Sketch  of  Charlestown."  This  he 
prepared,  with  copious  notes,  for  the  Massachusetts  Histori- 
cal Society,  and  it  was  printed  (1814)  in  the  second  volume 
of  the  second  series  of  its  Collections.  It  is  the  most  elabo- 
rate of  his  publications.  It  was  also  printed  in  a  pamphlet, 
and  "  respectfully  inscribed  to  the  citizens  of  Charlestown,  in 
testimony  of  the  author's  gratitude  for  their  various  and 
repeated  tokens  of  confidence  and  esteem." 

Dr.  Bartlett  was  a  Vice-President  of  the  Charlestown 
branch  of  the  Washington  Benevolent  Society.  In  1813, 
Feb.  22,  he  delivered  before  the  Society  an  oration.     The 
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committee  who  thanked  him  "  for  his  excellent  and  appropri- 
ate oration"  were  Jeremiah  Evarts,  Esq.,  and  Dr.  Abraham 
R.  Thompson. 

In  1815,  he  lost  his  revered  friend,  Dr.  John  Warren.  He 
was  one  of  the  pall-bearers  at  the  funeral,  and  was  invited 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  make  the  eulogy.  This  was  delivered 
at  a  quarterly  meeting,  when  the  Governor,  the  high  officers 
of  the  State,  the  Selectmen  of  Boston,  and  the  officers  of  the 
societies  to  which  the  deceased  belonged,  were  present.  It 
was  a  finished  production.  In  it  he  made  this  personal 
allusion :  "  By  a  connection  with  the  military  hospitals,  it 
was  my  happiness,  in  early  life,  to  enjoy  the  friendship  of  the 
deceased.  His  candid  attentions  were  continued  in  my  riper 
years ;  and  his  kindness  in  periods  of  domestic  sickness  and 
adversity  I  rejoice  publicly  to  acknowledge  with  unfeigned 
gratitude." 

Down  to  the  beginning  of  the  present  century,  the  ancient 
town  of  Charlestown  had  but  one  meeting-house  and  one 
church.  The  Rev.  Jedediah  Morse,  D.D.,  was  the  minister. 
At  this  time,  members  of  different  denominations  began  to 
withdraw  from  the  First  Parish,  and  to  form  new  societies ; 
and  when  those  sympathizing  with  the  Unitarian  faith  sepa- 
rated from  the  First  Church,  they  were  incorporated  as 
"  The  Second  Congregational  Church  "  ;  then  as  "  The  New 
Church  "  ;  and  then  as  "  Harvard  Church."  Dr.  Bartlett  gave 
much  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  organizing  this  Society.  His 
name  stands  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  original  members.  He 
was  one  of  the  First  Parish  Committee  in  1816,  and  served 
also  in  this  capacity  in  1817  and  1818,  and  he  generally  pre- 
sided at  the  parish  meetings.  He  presented  to  the  Society 
the  christening  basin  now  in  use,  and  was  one  of  the  commit- 
tee who  located  and  built  the  present  house  of  worship.  Thus 
he  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Harvard  Church.* 

*  The  authority  for  the  statements  in  this  paragraph  is  "  Historical  Sketches 
of  the  Harvard  Church,  in  Charlestown,"  by  Henry  H.  Edes,  now  in  the  press. 
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Dr.  Bartlett's  last  public  service  was  in  1817,  when  he  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  welcome  President 
Monroe  to  Charlestown.  He  was  escorted  by  a  detachment 
of  cavalry  from  the  gate  of  the  Navy  Yard  to  the  Square, 
where,  under  a  civic  arch  of  evergreens,  covered  with  gar- 
lands of  flowers,  he  met  the  Committee  of  Reception  on 
horseback.  The  chairman,  Hon.  Josiah  Bartlett,  welcomed 
the  President  in  the  following  felicitous  words :  — 

"  We  have  the  honor,  Sir,  in  behalf  of  the  inhabitants  of  Charles- 
town,  respectfully  to  welcome  you  to  this  ancient  settlement,  which 
has  once  fallen  a  sacrifice  to  freedom,  and  still  retains  some  vestiges 
of  the  Revolutionary  War,  in  which  you  engaged  at  an  early  period 
of  life. 

"  We  cheerfully  unite  with  our  countrymen  in  the  expression  of 
esteem  and  confidence  to  which  your  illustrious  character  and  station 
entitle  you ;  and  we  rejoice  that,  whilst  your  administration  has  com- 
menced under  such  auspicious  circumstances,  we  can  anticipate  its 
progress  with  public  approbation,  and  its  termination  with  renown  to 
yourself  and  prosperity  to  the  nation." 

The  President  replied :  — 

"  It  is  highly  gratifying  to  me  to  meet  the  Committee  of  Charles- 
town  upon  a  theatre  so  interesting  to  the  United  States. 

"  It  is  impossible  to  approach  Bunker  Hill,  where  the  War  of  the 
Revolution  commenced  with  so  much  honor  to  the  nation,  without 
being  deeply  affected.  The  blood  spilt  here  roused  the  whole  Ameri- 
can people,  and  united  them  in  a  common  cause  in  defence  of  their 
rights.     That  union  will  never  be  broken. 

"  Be  pleased  to  accept  my  thanks  for  your  kind  attention  on  this 
interesting  occasion." 

Dr.  Bartlett  had  a  physical  constitution  which  promised  a 
long  as  well  as  an  active  life ;  but  he  indorsed  the  promissory 
notes  of  a  relative,  which  it  required  more  than  the  value  of 
his  whole  estate  to  meet.  This  broke  his  spirits.  His  health, 
in  consequence,  became  impaired.  His  activity  was  para- 
lyzed.    His  desire  of  life  was  extinguished.     At  length,  on 
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the  third  day  of  March,  1820,  he  was  struck  with  apoplexy, 
which,  in  two  days,  terminated  his  existence. 

He  was  remarkable,  Thacher  says,  "  for  industry,  activity, 
and  intelligence.  He  never  declined  any  duty  which  was 
assigned  him,  and  always  executed  it  speedily  and  thoroughly; 
and  was,  of  course,  constantly  resorted  to  for  difficult  ser- 
vices." *  His  friend  and  townsman,  Thomas  Hooper,  says : 
"  He  was  eminent  in  his  profession,  skilful  in  his  practice,  and 
his  helping  hand  was  always  ready  and  open  to  aid  in  public 
improvements  and  private  charities." 

Dr.  Bartlett  had  sixteen  children.  One  of  his  sons,  Josiah, 
became  a  physician  of  Concord,  Massachusetts,  and  was,  from 
1836  to  1857,  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society.  One  of  his  students  was  the  late  Dr.  Abraham  R. 
Thompson.

*  The  following  letter,  on  file,  must  have  been  read  at  this  meeting :  — 

"  Plymouth,  July  10,  1820. 

"  Sir,  —  The  commemoration  of  the  completion  of  the  second  century  since 
the  first  permanent  settlement  of  New  England,  hy  the  Pilgrims,  will  be  cele- 
brated at  Plymouth,  by  the  Pilgrim  Society,  on  the  22d  of  December  next,  on 
which  interesting  occasion  an  address  may  be  expected  from  the  Hon.  Daniel 
Webster,  of  Boston.  It  is  a  vote  of  the  Trustees  'that  the  government  of  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society  be  duly  notified  of  these  intentions  and  ar- 
rangements of  the  Pilgrim  Society.'

t  It  will  be  remembered  that,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  1818  (p.  273),  Dr. 
Holmes  informed  the  Society  that  they  were  in  possession  of  a  catalogue  of  the 
New  England  Library,  and  that  thereupon  he  was  requested  to  insert  in  it  a  list, 
by  themselves,  of  the  books  received  from  that  Library  on  deposit  in  the  Soci- 
ety's rooms.  The  catalogue,  as  received  by  the  Society,  was  in  two  parts.  It 
was  in  the  handwriting  of  Prince  himself.  One  part  was  entitled,  "  New  Eng- 
lish Books  and  Tracts  collected  by  Thomas  Prince,  of  Boston,  N.E. " ;  the 
other,  "  New  English  Pamphlets  belonging  to  Thomas  Prince,  of  Boston." 
Both  parts  were  found  some  years  before,  at  the  house  of  the  then  late  Hon. 
Moses  Gill,  of  Princeton,  by  Dr.  Holmes,  to  whom  they  were  lent ;  and,  at  Dr. 
Holmes's  suggestion,  they  were  subsequently  presented  to  the  Society  by  Moses 
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Robert  Walsh,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia,  and  John  Van 
Ness  Yates,  Esq.,  of  Albany,  were  elected  Correspond- 
ing Members. 

Gill,  Esq.,  the  nephew  of  Lieutenant-Governor  Gill.     The  following  correspond- 
ence relates  to  the  subject  of  this  catalogue :  — 

"  Princeton,  May  23,  1815. 

"  Rev.  Sir,  —  My  respected  and  venerable  pastor,  the  Rev.  James  Murdock, 
has  noticed  to  me,  that  from  an  intimation  from  you,  that  the  manuscript  cata- 
logue of  books  belonging  to  the  Old  South  Church,  and  the  list  of  New  England 
publications  made  out  by  the  late  Rev.  Thomas  Prince,  and  which  composed  a 
part  of  the  papers  left  me  by  my  honored  uncle,  the  late  Lieutenant-Governor 
Gill,  might  be  of  public  benefit  if  deposited  among  the  archives  of  the  Histori- 
cal Society,  I  now,  Sir,  resign  them  up  to  your  disposal,  with  full  liberty,  if  you 
think  proper,  as  Secretary  of  the  Historical  Society,  to  present  them  to  that 
very  respectable  institution.

"Rev.  and  Dear  Sir,  —  The  contents  of  the  preceding  page  will  show  you 
the  result  of  the  application  to  Mr.  Gill.  I  have  to  add  that  he  very  cheerfully 
complied  with  the  suggestion,  and  feels  himself  happy  in  having  an  opportunity 
to  gratify  your  wishes,  and  to  show  his  respect  for  the  Historical  Society.  .  .  .

"  Sir,  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  on  Tuesday  last  (which  was 
the  first  meeting  since  the  receipt  of  your  obliging  letter  of  23d  May),  I  com- 
municated your  letter  authorizing  me  to  present  to  the  Society,  in  your  behalf, 
the  manuscript  catalogues  of  Rev.  Mr.  Prince's  collections  of  New  England 
books  and  tracts,  and  declared  them  to  be  accordingly  presented. 

"  Whereupon  it  was  voted  that  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to 
you,  Sir,  for  this  donation. 

"  While  officially  transmitting  to  you  this  vote,  I  avail  myself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  acknowledge  my  personal  obligations  to  you  for  the  loan  of  the  manu- 
scripts, and  the  pleasure  I  feel  in  the  disposal  you  have  been  pleased  to  make 
of  them,  and  subscribe  myself,  Sir,  your  obliged  and  very  humble  servant,

It  may  be  added  that  no  minute  was  made  by  the  Recording  Secretary  of 
the  presentation  of  this  catalogue,  or  the  vote  of  thanks  referred  to  in  Dr. 
Holmes's  letter. 

Agreeably  to  the  vote  on  the  30th  of  April,  1818,  Dr.  Holmes  prepared  a 
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M.    Carlo   Botta   was    nominated    a    Corresponding 
Member  by  Mr.  Everett. 
Meeting  dissolved.

*  Charles  Botta  was  the  author  of  a  "  History  of  the  War  of  Independence 
of  the  United  States  of  America."  It  was  first  published  in  Italian,  under  the 
title,  "  Storia  della  guerra  dell'  indipendenza  degli  Stati-Uniti  d'  America. 
Parigi:  Colas.  1809.  Four  volumes  in-8."  It  was  translated  into  English  by 
George  Alexander  Otis,  Esq.,  and  published  in  Philadelphia,  in  1820,  in  three 
volumes.  Other  editions  of  this  translation  followed.  Botta's  history,  at  the 
time  it  was  written,  and  for  a  long  time  afterward,  was  regarded  as  superior  to 
any  other  work  on  the  same  subject.

t  A  letter  from  Sir  Walter  Scott,  acknowledging  his  election,  is  on  file,  and 
is  copied  below.  It  bears  no  date  of  year,  and  is  addressed  to  the  Recording 
Secretary,  Dr.  Lowell,  in  answer  to  a  letter  from  him.  Dr.  Lowell  appears  to 
have  frequently  performed  the  duties  which  usually  devolved  upon  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary.  A  former  letter  to  Sir  Walter,  notifying  him  of  his  elec- 
tion, may  have  been  sent,  and  may  never  have  come  to  hand.  The  letter  which 
follows  was  filed  with  letters  bearing  a  later  date  than  the  year  of  Sir  Walter's

Notice  of  Rev.  Stephen  Palmer. 

Rev.  Stephen  Palmer  was  the  third  son  and  fifth  child  of 
Rev.  Joseph  and  Mrs.  Sarah  (Eames)  Palmer,  and  was  born 
at  Norton,  Massachusetts,  Oct.  3,  1766.  His  father  was  the 
sixth  and  youngest  child  of  Stephen  Palmer,  of  Cambridge 
(son  of  Stephen,  of  Cambridge  ;  former  residence  not  ascer- 
tained), who  graduated  from  Harvard  College,  1747 ;  was 
settled  over  the  First  Congregational  Church  in  Norton,  Jan. 
3,  1753 ;  received  A.M.  from  Harvard  and  Yale,  1753 ;  and 
died  at  Norton,  April  4,  1791. 

Stephen  suffered  much  from  feeble  health  in  his  early  years. 
Two  or  three  times  it  was  thought  that  he  could  not  long  sur- 
vive, and  once  it  was  supposed  that  he  was  dead.  When 
sixteen  years  of  age,  he  met  with  an  accident  which  badly 
fractured  his  arm,  and,  possibly  through  imperfect  surgical 
attendance,  he  was  left,  after  recovery,  with  a  stiff  elbow. 
These  physical  misfortunes,  which  stood  in  the  way  of  his 
gaining  a  competent  livelihood  by  manual  labor,  induced  his 
father  to  consent  to,  and  counsel,  his  procurement  of  a  liberal 
education.  He  commenced  fitting  for  college  in  the  spring 
of  1784,  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  H.  Townsencl,  at 
Wrentham,  Massachusetts ;  finished  his  preparatory  studies 
with  Rev.  Jason  Haven,  of  Dedham,  Massachusetts ;  entered 
Harvard  in  1785  ;  and,  passing  respectably,  and  without  stain 
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upon  his  character,  through  college,  graduated  in  1789.  Re- 
turning to  his  father's  house,  he  studied  theology  at  home, 
until  his  father's  death  in  the  spring  of  1791.  In  the  follow- 
ing July,  he  preached  his  first  sermon  in  the  pulpit  of  his 
uncle,  Rev.  John  Ellis,  who  had  married  his  father's  sister, 
Bethiah,  and  was  then  settled  at  Rehoboth,  Massachusetts. 
Soon  after,  he  preached  as  a  candidate  at  Attleborough,  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  was  invited  to  settle  there,  but  declined. 
Subsequently,  he  supplied  the  place  left  vacant  by  his  father 
at  Norton,  and  was  heard  at  Needham,  Massachusetts,  where 
he  received  again  an  invitation  to  become  pastor,  which,  after 
two  months  of  deliberation,  he  accepted.  His  ordination  was 
appointed  for  October  17,  following ;  but,  the  small-pox  rag- 
ing then  in  the  town,  the  solemnity  did  not  take  place  until 
Nov.  7,  1792. 

He  continued  the  relation  thus  formed  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  Oct.  31,  1821,  just  thirty  years  and  a  single 
day  after  the  date  when  he  preached  for  the  first  time  to  that 
people.  His  death  was  caused  by  paralysis,  which  laid  him 
aside  from  active  labor  during  the  last  two  years  which  he 
lived.  His  funeral  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  John  White, 
of  Dedham,  third  parish,  and  was  published. 

Mr.  Palmer  was  reputed  an  excellent  Christian  minister, 
greatly  beloved  by  his  people  while  he  lived,  and  deeply 
lamented  by  them  when  he  died. 

He  married,  May  22,  1794,  Catherine,  only  daughter  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Haven,  of  Dedham,  with  whom  he  had  completed 
his  preparation  for  college,  and  had  four  children.

The  Committee  on  the  communication  from  the  His- 
torical Society  in  Maine  made  the  following  report :  — 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  from  the 
Historical  Society  in  the  State  of  Maine,  having  attended  to

Your  Committee  have  been 
able  to  select  but  few  triplicates,  and  these  are  too  inconsid- 
erable for  a  donation. 
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We  recommend,  however,  the  presenting  a  set  of  the  Soci- 
ety's publications  to  the  Historical  Society  in  Maine.

The  President,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  from 
a  Geographical  Society  in  France,  made  the  following 
report :  — 

The  Societe  de  Ge*ographie  of  Paris  was  instituted  in 
November,  1821.  The  object  of  the  Society  is  expressed  in 
the  first  article  of  the  Constitution,  —  to  aid  in  the  advance- 
ment of  geography,  to  promote  travels  to  unexplored  regions, 
to  award  prizes,  to  keep  up  a  correspondence  with  learned 
societies,  travellers,  and  geographers,  to  publish  their  works, 
and  to  procure  the  engraving  of  charts.* 

The  Marquis  de  la  Place  is  President  of  the  Society,  and 
Viscount  de  Chateaubriand  is  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents. 
Among  the  officers  and  in  the  list  of  members  we  notice  some 
of  the  most  respectable  literary  characters  of  France. 

The  papers  transmitted  to  our  Society  are  the  Constitution 
of  the  Geographical  Society ;  prizes  announced  for  the  year 
1822 ;  and  a  letter,  dated  the  20th  of  March,  1822,  expressing 
the  purposes  and  views  of  the  Society,  inviting  a  correspond- 
ence, and  indicating  the  subjects  on  which  information  would 
be  acceptable. 

The  reporter  would  submit  to  the  Society  a  consideration 
of  the  expediency  of  appointing  a  committee  to  prepare  an 
answer  to  this  communication,  and  to  procure  such  publica- 
tions, having  connection  with  geographical  knowledge,  as  may 
be  proper  for  the  Society  to  transmit  with  their  reply  to  the 
communication  received.

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The  inquiry  is  also  suggested  whether  it  be  not  advisable 
to  render  this  subject  a  distinct  branch  of  attention  by  our 
Society,  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  the  Society 
for  the  purpose,  as  the  American  Philosophical  Society  have 
successfully  practised  with  history.  Such  a  committee  might 
receive  associates  from  the  Society  or  from  the  community  at 
large ;  and,  a  convenient  place  of  deposit  being  established 
in  Boston,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  intelligence  and 
activity  of  our  merchants,  sea  captains,  and  supercargoes 
would  supply  such  a  deposit  with  a  very  respectable  and  use- 
ful collection  of  charts,  journals,  and  other  valuable  geograph- 
ical documents.

In  pursuance  of  the  recommendation  in  the  above 
report,  the  President  was  requested  to  prepare  an 
answer  to  the  Society,  stating  what  had  been  done  by 
this  Society,  and  expressing  our  cordiality. 

Messrs.  Hale,  Gray,  and  Bowdoln"  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  procure  publications  to  be  transmitted 
with  the  letter  of  the  President. 

The  Committee  on  the  Treasurer's  accounts  reported 
that  they  had  found  the  same  well  kept,  correctly  cast, 
and  well  vouched,  and  that  the  balance  in  his  hands  is 
two  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  twenty-nine 
cents. 

Messrs.  Jenks,  Lowell,  Savage,  and  Spooner,  Jr., 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  the  first  volume 
of  the  third  series  of  the  Collections. 

Messrs.  Nichols,  Merrill,  Spooker,  Jr.,  and  Bow- 
doin  to  prepare  an  index  to  the  third  series. 

Messrs.  Jenks,  Hale,  and  Clap  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  select  and  sort  for  binding  such  tracts  and 
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pamphlets  as  they  may  judge  suitable  ;  and  to  procure 
to  be  bound  all  the  newspapers  in  the  possession  of  the 
Society  which  were  published  previous  to  the  American 
Ee  volution.

Memoir  of  James  Perkins. 

James  Perkins,  who  was  born  in  Boston  on  the  30th  of 
March,  1761,  was  the  eldest  son  of  James,  the  fourth  son  of 
Edmund  Perkins  and  Susannah,  daughter  of  Francis  Hudson. 
His  mother,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas  Handasyd  Peck, 
was  a  woman  of  remarkable  energy  and  ability.  Left  a 
widow,  with  five  daughters  and  three  sons,  James,  Thomas 
Handasyd,  and  Samuel,  in  IT 71,  she  took  her  husband's 
place  in  the  counting-house,  actively  participated  in  its  affairs, 
and  was  so  far  recognized  as  a  partner  that  business  letters 
were  sometimes  addressed  to  her  from  Holland  with  a  mascu- 
line prefix.  She  is  mentioned  in  the  memoir  of  Thomas 
Handasyd  Perkins  (written  by  his  son-in-law,  Mr.  Thomas  G. 
Cary)  as  an  active  member  of  many  charitable  associations  in 
her  native  city ;  and  a  vote  passed  by  the  officers  of  the  Boston 
Female  Asylum,  which  was  the  special  object  of  her  care,  is 
there  recorded,  to  wear  a  badge  of  mourning  for  seventy- 
one  days  after  her  death  in  1807,  uin  token  of  their  high 
consideration  and  respect  for  the  virtues  of  the  deceased."

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Up  to  the  time  of  the  so-called  "  Boston  Massacre,"  Mrs. 
Perkins  lived  with  her  children  in  a  house  on  King,  now 
State,  Street,  but  when  it  became  evident  that  Boston  was  to 
be  besieged,  she  determined  to  quit  the  city.  The  question 
as  to  where  she  should  take  refuge  was  happily  set  at  rest  by 
her  friend,  Squire  Bacon,  of  Barnstable,  who,  in  answer  to  a 
letter  which  she  wrote  for  advice,  said :  "  Come  to  me.  I 
have  a  large  house,  with  twenty  rooms  in  it,  where  you  will 
be  warmly  welcomed,  and  find  a  safe  asylum."  Having  ac- 
cepted this  hospitable  invitation,  Mrs.  Perkins  and  her  family 
made  their  way  to  the  Cape  at  some  time  between  April  and 
June,  1775,  during  which  months,  as  stated  by  the  Rev. 
George  E.  Ellis,  D.D.,  in  his  chronicle  of  the  siege,  no  less 
than  twelve  out  of  the  seventeen  thousand  inhabitants  of 
Boston  left  the  city.  The  same  gentleman  affirms  that,  after 
the  evacuation,  the  exiled  inhabitants  do  not  seem  as  a  body 
to  have  made  great  haste  to  come  back  to  it,  "  as  it  was  still 
a  place  of  peril  from  a  vengeful  enemy,  from  disease,  and 
from  possible  lawlessness." 

So  long  as  it  remained  in  this  condition,  Boston  was  not  a 
fit  place  of  residence  for  a  widow  with  young  children,  and 
Mrs.  Perkins  wisely  remained  at  Barnstable  until  order  and 
health  were  restored.  After  her  return  to  town,  she  found 
abundant  occupation  in  directing  the  affairs  of  her  household 
and  the  education  of  her  sons  and  daughters.  It  was  her 
wish  to  give  to  the  first  the  advantages  of  a  collegiate  educa- 
tion, but  the  circumstances  of  the  time  made  it  seem  more 
prudent  to  fit  them  to  be  merchants,  and  they  successively 
entered  the  counting-house  of  the  Messrs.  Shattuck. 

James  began  business  as  a  merchant,  about  1782,  at  Cape 
Francois,  in  the  island  of  San  Domingo,  and  afterward  estab- 
lished a  house  there  in  partnership  with  his  two  brothers. 
He  spent  a  portion  of  the  year  1786  at  home,  and  then  mar- 
ried Miss  Sarah  Paine,  daughter  of  Judge  Timothy  Paine,  of 
Worcester.     From  this  time  until  peace  and  prosperity  were 
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destroyed  by  the  insurrection  of  the  slaves  in  the  West  Indies, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perkins  resided  there  with  Mr.  Samuel  Perkins, 
who  has  recorded  the  events  of  those  troublous  times  in  a 
very  interesting  Diary,  written  long  afterward,  at  the  request 
of  Mr.  Franklin  Dexter.  The  following  extracts,  made  from 
a  copy  of  this  Diary  in  the  Library  of  the  Massachusetts  His- 
torical Society,  refer  to  his  brother's  experiences  on  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  insurrection  in  the  year  1791 :  — 

"  My  brother  James,"  says  the  author,  "  was  then  on  a  visit,  with 
his  wife  and  child,  to  the  Marquis  de  Rouvry,  at  his  plantation,  near 
Fort  Dauphin.  The  following  account,  taken  from  his  widow  lady, 
who  is  still  living,  may  be  depended  on  as  fact :  — 

" '  We  had  been  passing  the  day,'  says  Mrs.  Perkins,  '  with  the 
Comte  d'Hautoul,  on  his  plantation,  and  on  our  return  home  we  had 
engaged  to  dine  with  the  Marchioness  D'.,  where  we  arrived  a  short 
time  before  the  hour  of  dinner,  from  whence  we  went  forward  to  the 
estate  of  M.  Obeluc,  who  was  the  procurator  of  the  Plantation  Gali- 
fet,  when  the  insurrection  broke  out  where  he  resided.  There  were 
in  company  with  us  M.  Henri  de  Bellerive  and  his  lady  and  child,  who 
also  came  from  the  Comte  d'Hautoul's.  When  we  arrived  at  the 
Plantation  Rouvry,  we  were  received  by  a  person  who  informed  us 
that  Madame  had  gone  to  a  neighboring  plantation,  but  that  she  ex- 
pected us  to  dinner,  and  would  be  at  home  in  season.  When  the  lady 
arrived,  she  informed  us  that  the  whole  country  was  in  revolt ;  that 
she  had  been  to  make  inquiries,  and  had  ascertained  the  fact ;  that  as 
yet  the  accounts  had  not  reached  her  slaves,  but  it  was  to  be  feared 
that  they  would  soon  know  what  was  going  on,,  as  there  was  general 
alarm,  and  people  were  flying  in  all  directions.  A  council  was  held 
as  to  what  course  we  had  best  pursue,  and  it  was  determined  that  we 
should  all  leave  the  plantation  that  night  at  twelve  o'clock  for  Fort 
Dauphin.  In  the  evening,  a  slave  passed  through  the  estate,  and  gave 
the  information  to  the  negroes  of  the  Marchioness,  that  these  fellows 
were  burning  and  destroying  every  thing.  This  was  soon  known  to 
us  by  the  change  of  manners  among  the  slaves,  who  showed  their 
insolence  and  bravado  by  their  noise  and  general  deportment.  We 
sat  down  to  dinner,  however,  from  a  rich  service  of  plate,  but  we  ate 
nothing  to  speak  of,  and  the  dinner  was  soon  over,  and  had  been 
passed  in  silence  and  gloom.  Madame  de  Rouvry  had  in  her  family, 
then  at  home,  her  daughter,  a  beautiful  girl  of  sixteen ;  a  young  lady,  her 
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instructress ;  and  a  lady  who  had  escaped  from  one  of  the  neighboring 
estates  that  afternoon.  The  Marquis  was  in  the  mountains  on  busi- 
ness. The  lady  packed  up  her  plate,  and  the  carriages  were  ordered, 
just  before  twelve  o'clock,  to  be  got  ready  and  brought  to  the  door. 
There  were  evident  marks  of  discontent  in  the  faces  of  the  servants, 
and  some  money  was  necessary  to  bribe,  the  driver  of  our  carriage  to 
harness  his  horses  and  get  ready  to  start.  At  twelve  o'clock,  we 
started  in  three  carriages.  The  Marchioness,  her  daughter,  and 
instructress  were  in  the  first  carriage,  with  the  plate.  Myself  and 
child,  with  Madame  de  Rouvry  and  child,  were  in  the  second  carriage ; 
and  Mr.  Perkins,  with  the  lady  who  had  escaped  as  above  stated,  were 
in  a  phaeton ;  and  Mr.  Baury  was  on  horseback.  As  we  were  appre- 
hensive of  being  stopped,  if  we  met  any  of  the  insurgents,  the  drivers 
were  ordered  to  avoid  a  village  which  lay  in  our  route ;  but  before 
the  intention  was  discovered,  they  had  gone  so  far  on  the  road  that 
we  could  not  turn  back  without  showing  them  our  fears,  and  it  was 
judged  better  to  let  them  go  on.  It  had  been  agreed  between  Mr. 
Perkins  and  Mr.  Baury,  in  case  the  drivers  refused  to  go  on,  to 
put  them  to  death,  and  to  mount  the  horses  and  drive  the  carriages 
themselves.  These  gentlemen  were  both  armed,  and  as  all  our  lives 
depended  on  getting  to  the  town,  there  was  no  other  alternative. 
When  we  arrived  at  the  village,  the  whole  community  of  blacks  were 
up  and  revelling,  the  houses  filled  with  lights,  the  slaVes  howling  and 
dancing  throughout  the  place.  On  reaching  the  middle  of  the  village, 
Madame  de  Rouvry' s  postilion  drew  up,  and,  of  course,  stopped  the 
whole  party.  We  had  now  no  doubt  that  we  were  all  lost,  but  it  was 
necessary  to  keep  silent  as  long  as  we  could,  for  fear  of  alarming  the 
blacks  by  whom  we  were  surrounded,  and  who  were  evidently  rejoic- 
ing over  the  events  of  the  day.  Madame  de  Rouvry,  who  was  a 
woman  of  great  courage,  and  who  was  much  feared  by  her  slaves, 
ordered  the  fellow  to  proceed  instantly,  or  she  would  have  him  that 
moment  punished  in  the  severest  manner.  The  man  hesitated,  but 
her  voice,  which  he  had  been  accustomed  to  obey,  drove  him  from  his 
purpose,  and  we  proceeded  through  the  hamlet  so  quickly  that  the  in- 
surgents, who  were  all  in  the  houses,  dancing  and  beating  drums,  never 
discovered  us.  The  presence  of  M.  Baury,  who  was  on  horseback, 
and  armed  with  a  sword,  undoubtedly  contributed  to  the  decision  of 
the  postilion  to  go  on,  from  fear  of  immediate  death.' 

"  Had  not  this  party  arrived  as  they  did  at  the  Plantation  Rouvry, 
there  is  no  doubt  the  whole  family  would  have  been  murdered,  as  they 
had  no  white  man  to  protect  them.     They  arrived,  however,  safely  at 
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Fort  Dauphin,  about  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  to  the  great  surprise 
of  the  inhabitants.  A  gentleman  of  the  place,  to  whose  house  they 
drove,  assured  them  that  the  fear  of  the  regular  troops  there  was  so 
great,  that  they  could  not  be  persuaded  to  march  into  the  country  even 
a  few  miles,  such  was  the  general  consternation. 

"  A  droger  (sic)  was  procured,  and  the  party  went  on  board,  and 
sailed  for  the  Cape,  a  distance  of  about  forty  miles.  Mrs.  Perkins 
obtained  a  mattress,  which  was  spread  upon  the  ballast  and  stones  of 
this  vessel,  where  she  and  her  child  lay  down  to  rest  during  the 
passage." 

It  is  not  mentioned  in  the  Diary  how  long  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Perkins  continued  to  reside  at  Cape  FranQois  after  their  escape 
from  the  negroes,  but  the  following  passage  shows  that  they 
were  still  there  in  1793  :  — 

"  From  the  autumn  of  1791  until  the  summer  of  1793  the  town 
of  Cape  Francois  was  besieged  by  the  black  army  of  revolted  slaves, 
and  frequent  attacks  were  made  on  its  outposts  by  the  troops  of  Jean 
Francois.  The  inhabitants  of  the  city  were  all,  even  to  the  foreign 
residents,  obliged  to  keep  a  strict  guard  to  prevent  surprise.  A  guard- 
house was  assigned  to  the  Americans,  who  were  obliged  to  keep  a 
regular  watch  every  night.  The  guard  was  commanded  by  my  brother 
James,  and  I  acted  as  his  lieutenant.  We  drew  our  forces  from  the 
American  shipping,  as  well  as  from  the  residents  of  the  city.  The 
arms  and  ammunition  were  kept  at  our  house ;  and  my  brother,  as 
captain,  was  accountable  to  the  Governor  or  military  commander." 

This  was  not  Mr.  James  Perkins's  first  military  experience, 
for  we  learn  from  an  obituary  notice  of  him,  published  soon 
after  his  death,  and  reprinted  in  Mr.  Quincy's  "History  of 
the  Boston  Athenaeum, "  that,  when  he  was  a  boy,  he  had 
"  distinguished  himself  as  the  commander  of  a  military  com- 
pany, composed  of  his  playfellows,  whose  manoeuvres  attracted 
the  notice  of  the  officers  of  the  British  garrison,  for  their 
soldier-like  precision;  and,"  adds. Mr.  Quincy,  "it  is  worthy 
of  remark  that  many  of  the  members  of  this  youthful  corps 
became  officers  of  note  and  merit  in  the  Revolutionary  War." 
That  the  brothers  Perkins  were  called  upon  to  fill  the  respon- 
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sible  positions  of  Captain  and  Lieutenant  of  the  American 
"  Corps  de  Garde  "  in  a  besieged  town  shows  that  they  were 
regarded  as  men  of  energy  and  ability  by  their  fellow-coun- 
trymen, who  shared  their  anxieties  and  dangers. 

Either  before  or  after  their  return  to  Cape  Francois,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Perkins  were  saved  from  death  by  a  faithful  negro 
slave,  whom  they  brought  back  with  them  to  the  United 
States.  Moose,  as  he  was  called  in  the  family,  received  his 
freedom ;  but  the  only  use  he  ever  wished  to  make  of  it  was 
to  spend  it  in  loving  service  to  his  former  master,  and  all  who 
were  connected  with  him.  He  was  a  great  favorite  with  young 
and  old ;  and  no  wonder,  for,  to  the  day  of  his  death  at  an 
advanced  age,  their  joys  and  sorrows  were  his  own. 

Actively  engaged  in  commercial  pursuits,  and  for  many 
years  a  resident  in  a  foreign  country  where  books  were  not 
easily  procured  even  in  peaceful  times,  Mr.  Perkins  was 
throughout  his  life  a  constant  reader.  He  was  a  bibliophile 
by  nature,  had  a  lively  appreciation  of  niceties  of  style,  and 
was  especially  well  acquainted  with  the  English  classical 
writers.  That  his  literary  tastes  were  recognized  at  home, 
before  his  return  from  the  West  Indies,  is  proved  by  the 
action  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  in  electing 
him  a  Corresponding  Member,  on  the  20th  of  May,  1792. 
In  the  records  of  the  Society  of  that  date,  he  is  spoken  of  as 
"  then  of  Cape  Francois."  Four  years  later,  on  the  25th  of 
March,  1796,  he  was  made  a  Resident  Member,  and  was 
notified  of  the  fact  by  the  Secretary,  through  the  following 
letter,  extracted  from  the  Letter-book  of  the  Society :  — 

"  To  James  Perkins,  Esq.,  "  Boston,  March  28, 1796. 

"  Sir,  —  When  the  Historical  Society  elected  you  a  Corresponding 
Member,  they  supposed  your  residence  would  have  been  the  island  of 
Hispaniola.  I  have  it  now  in  command  from  the  Society,  at  a  meet- 
ing held  last  week,  to  acquaint  you  that  it  will  be  agreeable  to  them 
that  you  should  consider  yourself  a  member,  and  take  your  place  with 
them  at  all  future  meetings,  of  which  you  will  receive  due  notice. 

"  Yours,  &c,  J.  B.,  Corresponding  Secretary." 
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After  his  return  home,  James  Perkins  and  his  brother, 
Thomas  H.  Perkins,  became  partners  in  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant mercantile  houses  in  the  city,  and  were  chiefly  en- 
gaged in  the  trade  to  the  North-west  Coast  and  to  Canton. 
While,  as  we  find  it  stated  in  the  obituary  notice  of  Mr.  James 
Perkins,  already  mentioned,  "  as  great  a  portion  of  the  trade 
with  the  first  was  probably  conducted  by  the  Messrs.  Perkins 
as  by  any  other  house,  it  may,  perhaps,  be  safely  said,  that, 
down  to  the  present  time,  no  private  commercial  house  in  the 
world  has  been  more  extensively  engaged  in  the  trade  to 
Canton."  This  extract  should  not  be  printed  without  another 
which  testifies  to  the  perfect  integrity  and  high  character  of 
the  deceased :  — 

"  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  the  point  of  view  in  which  Mr. 
Perkins's  character  ought  to  be  surveyed  is  that  of  an  upright  mer- 
chant. ...  In  the  long  course  of  transactions,  as  numerous  and  as 
varied  as  an  individual  can  easily  be  connected  with,  .  .  .  not  a 
shadow  of  suspicion  of  any  thing  derogatory  to  the  highest  and  purest 
sense  of  honor  and  conscience  ever  attached  to  his  conduct,  and  he 
may  be  quoted  as  one  of  the  few  who  pass  through  life  without  spot 
or  blemish." 

The  following  letter  from  the  Hon.  George  Bancroft  to  the 
writer  of  this  memoir  speaks  of  Mr.  Perkins  in  the  same 
strain  of  eulogy,  and  is  here  inserted  by  his  kind  permis- 
sion :  — 

"  Washington,  D.C.,  Jan.  4,  1879. 

"My  dear  Mr.  Perkins,  —  From  my  earliest  years  I  was 
familiar  with  the  family  of  your  father's  parents,  and  when  in  college 
was  often  made  welcome  at  their  family  dinner.  Mr.  Perkins  was 
then  at  the  height  of  his  position  as  a  merchant  of  Boston.  At  the 
time  when  the  people  of  New  England  were  the  most  ready  to  devote 
themselves  to  navigation,  the  prohibitory  laws  of  many  of  the  nations 
of  Europe  fettered  commerce  so  much  that  they  found  the  whole 
earth  not  too  large  for  their  activity.  Young  men  came  from  the 
best  families,  in  near  and  even  in  remote  country  towns,  and  entered 
the  service  before  the  mast,  with  a  prospect  of  promotion.     The  per- 
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mission  given  the  sailor  to  take  out  a  little  '  venture,'  as  it  was  called, 
of  his  own,  was  usually  rewarded  with  most  lucrative  results,  —  a 
profit  of  one  hundred  per  cent  in  the  voyage  not  being  extraordinary. 
The  ships  that  I  knew  most  of  went  out  laden  with  silver,  and  with 
goods  for  traffic  with  the  Indians.  They  made  their  way  round  Cape 
Horn,  and  traded  on  the  north-west  coast  from  below  the  Columbia 
River  as  far  north  as  Indian  hunters  with  furs  could  be  found.  Small 
craft  were  taken  round  the  Horn,  so  that  they  could  make  their  way 
over  bars  and  into  the  shallow  rivers  of  the  interior.  When  a  cargo 
of  furs  was  obtained,  the  ship  sailed  for  Canton;  and  sometimes, 
before  going  home,  carried  on  trading  voyages  between  India  and 
China.  Sometimes  they  returned  home  by  way  of  those  few  free 
ports  in  the  north  of  the  continent  of  Europe  into  which  they  were 
permitted  to  enter.  By  steadily  carrying  on  this  commerce,  which 
needed  a  most  enterprising,  well  balanced  chief,  with  high  powers  of 
organization,  and  most  faithful,  intelligent,  and  thoroughly  trusted 
officers  to  conduct  the  practical  parts  of  the  scheme,  Mr.  Perkins 
gained  his  great  reputation  and  fortune. 

"  He  was  a  man  of  grave  and  staid  manners,  but  not  stern.  There 
was  nothing  about  him  that  invited  familiarity,  but  he  was  always 
faultlessly  polite,  and  to  me  always  very  kind.  You  have  his  coun- 
tenance very  correctly  given  in  the  family  portrait,  which  Stuart 
painted.  It  was  not  his  way  to  volunteer  advice.  Once,  and  I  am 
sorry  to  say  once  only,  as  we  sat  together  after  dinner  (and  I  ever 
looked  upon  the  incident  as  a  particular  manifestation  of  his  good 
will),  he  turned  to  me  with  great  seriousness,  and  spoke  to  me  earnestly 
and  at  considerable  length  on  the  importance  of  my  becoming  well 
grounded  in  English  literature,  —  a  subject  which,  at  that  time,  did 
not  form  a  regular  part  of  the  college  studies ;  and  I  very  well  re- 
member that  of  two  books  to  which  he  especially  directed  my  atten- 
tion as  those  which  he  would  make  the  foundation  of  the  course,  one 
was  the  '  Lives  of  the  Poets,'  by  Dr.  Johnson ;  the  other,  I  am  sorry 
to  say,  I  cannot  recall  with  sufficient  certainty  to  name  it. 

"  Thus  I  answer  your  inquiries,  and  remain  ever  very  faithfully 
yours,  Geo.  Bancroft. 

"  C.  C.  Perkins,  Esq." 

Public-spirited  and  charitable,  Mr.  Perkins  administered 
his  fortune  in  ways  which  still  keep  his  memory  fresh  in  the 
minds  of  his  fellow-citizens.  His  donations  to  the  General 
Hospital  and  to  the  Theological  School  of  Cambridge,  his 
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bequest  to  the  University  for  the  foundation  of  a  Professor- 
ship of  Mathematics,  and,  above  all,  the  gift  of  his  house  on 
Pearl  Street  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Athenaeum,  where 
the  Library  remained  until  its  growth  and  the  growth  of  the 
city  made  it  necessary  to  remove  it  to  the  present  building  on 
Beacon  Street,  are  all  instances  of  his  wise  beneficence  and  of 
his  solicitude  for  the  bodily  and  intellectual  wants  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  lived. 

Having  given  up  his  dwelling  to  the  Athenaeum,  Mr. 
Perkins  built  a  house  for  himself,  and  one  for  his  son,  Mr. 
James  Perkins,  Jr.,  on  the  corner  of  Pearl  and  High  Streets. 
In  the  year  1800,  he  bought  an  estate  on  Jamaica  Pond,  to 
which  he  gave  the  name  of  Pine  Bank,  and  there  he  resided 
with  his  family  during  the  summer  months.  In  1804,  he 
went  with  his  wife  to  Europe,  and,  while  travelling,  kept  a 
careful  diary  of  his  experiences  for  the  benefit  of  his  son, 
whom  he  had  left  in  America. 

The  following  extracts  from  that  portion  of  it  which  relates 
to  his  journey  through  Holland  and  Belgium  to  Paris,  and  to 
the  first  few  weeks  of  his  residence  in  the  French  capital,  will 
suffice  to  show  that  he  allowed  nothing  of  interest  to  escape 
his  observation.  The  historical,  artistic,  commercial,  and 
political  aspects  of  the  countries  which  he  visited,  occupied 
his  mind  in  turn,  and  the  reflections  which  they  suggested 
were  recorded  in  a  lucid  and  unpretentious  style. 

In  his  Essay  on  Travel,  Lord  Bacon  says  that  "  he  who 
travelleth  into  a  country  before  he  hath  some  entrance  into 
the  language,  goeth  to  school,  and  ribt  to  travel."  Granting 
the  truth  of  this  aphorism,  Mr.  Perkins  may  be  classed  among 
the  travellers,  for  he  had  not  only  mastered  the  French  lan- 
guage during  his  long  residence  at  Cape  Francois,  so  as  to 
read  it  with  ease  and  converse  in  it  fluently,  but  he  spoke  it 
with  a  remarkably  good  accent. 

"  Antwerp,  Sept.  22.  The  day  has  been  employed  in  strolling 
about  the  city,  and  procuring  our  passports  for  Paris.     The  Cathedral 
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of  Notre  Dame  is  the  most  pre-eminent  building  in  the  city.  We 
have  only  seen  the  exterior ;  to-morrow  we  propose  attending  the  ser- 
vice. The  steeple  of  the  church  is  four  hundred  and  sixty  feet  in 
height,  light  in  its  appearance,  elegant  in  its  architecture,  and  esteemed 
one  of  the  finest  spires  in  the  world.  The  Descent  from  the  Cross, 
by  Rubens,  once  the  boast  of  Antwerp,  and  the  chef  d'ceuvre  of  the 
painter,  has  been  transported  from  this  church  to  the  Louvre,  in  Paris. 
"  I  am  told,"  he  writes  on  the  24th,  "  that  it  has  lost  half  its  effect 
in  the  Louvre,  where  the  light  cannot  be  so  reflected  as  to  exhibit  all 
its  perfections.  The  Antwerpers  entertain  a  hope  that  the  treasure 
will  one  day  be  restored  to  them." 

This  hope,  as  all  the  world  knows,  was  realized  after  the 
fall  of  Napoleon.  After  Mr.  Perkins's  arrival  in  Paris,  he 
saw  Rubens's  master-piece  among  the  other  art  spoils  of 
Europe,  and,  in  referring  to  it,  he  indulges  in  certain  reflec- 
tions which  are  worth  quoting,  as  showing  his  preference  for 
the  Realistic  over  the  Ideal  schools  of  painting :  — 

"  I  have  passed,"  he  writes,  "  a  good  part  of  several  days  in  the 
grand  gallery  of  the  ancients,  have  attentively  examined  it  alone,  and 
have  listened  to  the  criticisms  and  idolatry  of  professional  artists.  It 
is  with  painting  as  with  music :  the  more  refined  and  scientific  per- 
formances enrapture  and  delight  the  connoisseur,  but  the  eye  and  the 
ear  of  the  unfashioned  novice  are  caught  by  the  more  simple  and  art- 
less copies  of  nature.  I  have  seen  the  first  painting  on  earth  —  the 
Transfiguration  by  Raphael  —  with  less  emotion  than  the  Descent  by 
Rubens,  or  the  more  humble  efforts  of  Gerard  Dow.  I  have  yet  to 
learn  what  is  called  '  the  poetry  of  the  art,'  but  I  fear  that  I  shall 
never  rise  above  the  level  of  plain  Flemish  prose.  In  the  latter  I 
discern  the  great  essential  of  poetry,  —  the  most  striking  characteris- 
tic is  truth ;  and  I  believe  there  are  few  real  judges  who  will  sustain 
that  the  paintings  of  Rubens  or  Rembrandt  are  destitute  of  imagina- 
tion. The  Italian  school  may  be  compared  to  a  fine  epic  poem,  —  the 
i  Paradise  Lost '  of  Milton ;  the  Flemish,  to  the  '  Deserted  Village ' 
or  the  '  Traveller '  of  Goldsmith,  or,  perhaps  more  consistently  with  my 
prosaic  ideas,  to  the  simple  story  of  '  La  Roche,'  or  '  Louisa '  of  Vernoni. 
The  former  abounds  in  subjects  which  are  more  sublime,  but  there  is 
a  melange  of  angels  and  devils  and  saints,  of  which  we  can  form  no 
fixed  idea  and  trace  no  resemblance,  whereas  the  subjects  of  the  latter 
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are  generally  drawn  from  nature,  and  are  familiar  to  every  one.  I 
might,  perhaps,  have  been  more  correct  if  I  had  likened  the  simplicity 
of  the  Flemish  school  to  the  schoolmistress  of  Shenstone,  yet  this 
comparison  is  too  limited  for  the  subject,  as  the  composition  and  man- 
ner of  the  different  artists  are  extremely  various,  some  of  them  rising 
to  the  energy  of  Dryden's  '  Alexander's  Feast,'  and  others  stooping  to 
the  vulgarity  and  caricature  of  Swift's  dressing-room.  If,  however, 
there  are  many  common  and  vulgar  subjects  among  the  Flemish  paint- 
ings, it  cannot  be  denied  that  they  are  well  drawn,  and  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  the  unlearned  observer  should  make  profane  and  odious 
comparisons." 

The  route  of  the  travellers  from  Antwerp  to  Paris  lay 
through  Malines  and  Brussels.  From  the  latter  city  Mr. 
Perkins  writes:  — 

"  It  would  be  folly  to  undertake  a  description  of  the  works  of  art 
which  so  frequently  present  themselves  in  travelling  through  a  country 
like  France.  Volumes  would  be  required  to  do  them  justice.  If  you 
ever  visit  Brussels,  follow  our  example,  and  devote  a  day  to  the  palace 
of  the  Archduke.  The  apartments  are  numerous,  extensive,  and 
richly  ornamented.  The  most  remarkable  piece  of  statuary  is  a 
Hercules,  at  the  foot  of  the  great  staircase.  There  are  four  apart- 
ments filled  with  paintings.  Among  these  are  the  Elevation  of  the 
Cross,  by  Vandyck;  the  Mutilation  of  St.  Lieven  (cutting  out  the 
tongue),  by  Rubens;  Virgin,  by  Raphael;  .  .  .  the  Martyrdom  of 
St.  Blaise,  by  Crayer,  his  last  picture,  painted  when  he  was  eighty- 
seven  years  of  age.  In  the  library  there  are  said  to  be  eighty  thou- 
sand volumes.  Here  are  a  choice  collection  of  manuscripts,  and  a 
small  cabinet  of  natural  history. 

"  Sept.  28.  We  started  from  Brussels  this  morning,  and  arrived 
at  Mons  about  five,  —  the  distance,  thirty -five  English  miles.  The 
road  from  Brussels  to  this  place  is  almost  a  straight  line,  shaded  by 
lofty  trees,  and  running  through  a  country  beautifully  diversified  with 
hills  and  dales,  all  in  the  highest  state  of  cultivation.  I  have  heard 
this  country  compared  to  the  environs  of  Boston,  and  there  is  cer- 
tainly some  degree  of  similitude  in  the  ground.  Should  our  neighbor- 
hood continue  to  advance  in  the  same  proportion  as  it  has  progressed 
during  the  last  twenty  years,  in  half  a  century  the  comparison  may  be 
more  just.     We  have,  however,  some  advantages  of  which  this  country 
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is  destitute.  It  has  no  water  prospect,  and  its  rivers  would  be  con- 
sidered as  mere  streamlets  in  America. 

"  Cambray,  Sept.  29.  .  .  .  We  stopped  a  half -hour  to  see  the 
coal  mines  of  Jemappes.  Our  postilion  pointed  out  the  ground  of  the 
celebrated  action  between  the  French  and  Austrians.  On  the  left  of 
the  road  is  a  range  of  hills ;  on  the  right,  an  extensive  plain.  These 
hills  and  this  plain,  which,  eleven  years  ago,  were  covered  with  con- 
tending armies,  and  drenched  by  the  blood  of  thirty  thousand  human 
beings,  ravaged  and  desolated  by  the  hand  of  war,  are  now  teeming 
with  abundant  harvest,  and  exhibit  no  vestige  of  this  scene  of  horror 
and  desolation." 

Having  suffered  from  the  exactions  of  the  host  at  Cambray,  "  we 
determined  in  future  to  learn  wisdom  from  experience,  conquer  the 
delicacy  which  had  hitherto  restrained  us,  and  bargain  with  our  host 
as  with  a  Jew  pedler.  Accordingly,  on  our  arrival  at  the  Soleil  d'Or, 
Chantilly,  where  we  were  immediately  surrounded  by  every  member 
of  the  family,  I  began  my  new  system  of  economy,  and  agreed  for 
our  accommodation,  or,  rather,  inquired  the  price  before  we  alighted ; 
but,  unfortunately,  my  inquiries  were  too  partial ;  they  did  not  em- 
brace all  the  items  which  are  usually  tacked  on  as  extras  to  the  bill  of 
a  French  aubergiste.  On  these  points  I  could  afterwards  say  nothing. 
Our  bill  was  still  higher  than  the  last ;  and  I  am  now  convinced  that, 
having  no  skill  to  guard  against  their  address,  it  is  cheaper  to  commit 
one's  self  to  their  mercy  than  to  contend  with  their  talents. 

"  Oct.  2.  From  our  last  night's  residence  to  Paris  is  about  ten 
leagues.  ...  It  is  now  the  heyday  of  the  vintage,  when  every  eye  is 
lifted  up  in  gratitude,  when  at  each  step  music  beats  time  to  labor, 
and  when  the  children  of  the  village  rejoice  as  they  bend  under  the 
ripened  clusters.  .  .  .  Never  have  we  witnessed  a  more  interesting 
sight  than  the  various  groups  of  jocund  and  happy  peasants  which 
thronged  this  scene  of  rural  festivity." 

It  required  some  time  for  the  travellers  to  recover  from 
"  their  wonder  and  astonishment "  after  their  arrival  at  Paris. 
Mr.  Perkins  successively  describes  the  Louvre,  the  Palais 
Royal,  the  water- works  at  Marly,  Malmaison,  &c,  and  thus 
speaks  of  the  Palais  Royal :  — 

"  It  is  said  that  there  is  no  want,  either  natural  or  artificial,  no 
appetite  of  the  grosser  or  more  refined  order,  no  wish  for  the  cultiva- 
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tion  of  the  mind  or  the  decoration  of  the  body,  no  sensual  or  spiritual 
humor,  which  could  not  here  find  its  gratification  and  perpetual  variety. 
.  .  .  This  place  is  esteemed  one  of  the  greatest  curiosities  of  Paris ; 
it  is  the  resort  of  the  grave  and  the  gay,  the  man  of  business  and  the 
lounger.  .  .  .  We  have  seen  too  little  of  this  monster  to  be  enabled  to 
judge  of  its  singular  properties,  and  must,  therefore,  make  it  the  sub- 
ject of  future  remark." 

Omitting  many  most  interesting  descriptions  of  museums, 
public  institutions,  and  sights  of  all  kinds,  given  in  the  Diary, 
I  shall  conclude  with  a  few  extracts  from  the  pages  devoted 
to  the  Abbe  Sicard  and  his  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum. 

"  Nov.  13.  We  went  yesterday  to  the  National  Institution  for  the 
Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  .  .  .  This  philanthropic  establish- 
ment was  set  on  foot  by  the  Abbe  l'Epee,  and  brought  to  its  present 
state  of  perfection  by  the  Abbe*  Sicard.  I  had  no  less  a  desire  to  see 
this  great  man  than  to  witness  the  effects  of  his  wonderful  talents. 
This  was  one  of  his  Monday  lectures,  to  which  all  strangers  may  ob- 
tain admission,  by  making  previous  application  and  procuring  tickets. 
In  the  exhibition  room  are  seats  arranged  in  the  form  of  an  amphi- 
theatre, affording  accommodation  to  about  four  hundred  spectators. 

"  We  fortunately  obtained  a  front  seat,  and  were  so  situated  as  to 
see  and  hear  every  thing  which  passed.  At  the  appointed  hour,  the 
Abbe  made  his  appearance. 

"  '  I  have  been  wanting,'  said  he,  '  to  introduce  to  you  a  new  sub- 
ject, almost  an  infant,  a  little  savage,  a  block  of  unchipped  marble,  or, 
rather,  a  statue  yet  to  be  animated  and  endowed  with  intellect.  He 
has  received  no  instruction.  I  am  ignorant  of  his  capacity  to  imbibe 
it ;  but,  as  this  will  be  our  first  experience,  I  am  desirous  you  should 
witness  at  once  our  method  and  its  effect.  Poor  child  !  I  tremble  for 
his  fate.  I  shall  soon  be  able  to  judge  of  his  susceptibility,  and  deter- 
mine the  prospect  of  his  future  life.' 

"  The  child  was  in  the  crowd,  in  the  arms  of  his  mother.  His 
father,  who  sat  by  the  side  of  them,  with  some  difficulty,  and  the 
allurement  of  a  bauble,  drew  him  to  the  stage,  on  which  the  Abbe  and 
several  of  his  friends  were  seated.  A  large  board,  painted  black,  was 
fixed  against  the  wall.  One  of  the  more  forward  of  the  pupils,  the 
favorite  child,  the  Benjamin  of  the  venerable  preceptor,  was  directed 
to  begin  his  lesson  of  experiment.  He  drew  with  chalk  on  the  board 
the  form  of  a  knife,  a  key,  a  pair  of  spectacles,  a  hat,  and  a  cane.    At 
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the  foot  of  each  drawing  he  placed  the  article  it  was  designed  to  rep- 
resent. The  child  was  taken  in  the  arms  of  his  parent  and  carried  to 
the  board,  and  the  figures  shown  to  him.  He  regarded  them  at  first 
with  an  air  of  indifference,  but  in  a  few  moments  smiled,  clapped  one 
hand  to  his  head,  and  pointed  at  the  same  time  with  the  other  to  the 
hat  which  had  been  drawn  on  the  board. 

"  '  Enough,'  said  the  Abbe,  '  the  child  may  be  snatched  from  the 
abyss  of  night,  from  that  insulated  and  cheerless  solitude  in  which 
thousands  of  his  unhappy  brethren  are  doomed  to  suffer.' 

"  This  experiment  happily  completed,  the  salvation  of  the  little 
subject  pronounced  by  the  Abbe,  and  confirmed  by  the  plaudits  of  the 
audience,  he  proceeded  to  show  how  the  names  of  the  articles  described 
by  the  painter  are  best  impressed  on  the  mind  and  memory  of  the 
pupil.  The  letters  c-a-n-n-e  are  distinctly  written  on  the  figure  of  the 
cane,  c-h-a-p-e-a-u  on  the  hat,  &c.  These  characters  are  left  for  the 
study  of  the  pupil  until  they  are  fixed  in  his  memory  as  other  signs 
for  the  objects  they  express.  The  figures  are  then  effaced,  and  the 
letters  suffered  to  remain  until  they  are  perfectly  understood.  This 
is  one  of  the  introductory  lessons  to  the  art  of  reading  and  writing. 

"  After  the  child,  the  Abbe  introduced  a  young  man,  to  whom  he 
communicated  by  signs  certain  newspaper  paragraphs,  which  were  cor- 
rectly written  on  the  blackboard  before  the  audience. 

" '  Speaking  of  music,'  said  the  Abbe,  \  you  no  doubt  recall  the 
answer  of  the  celebrated  blind  man,  Sanderson,  when  he  was  asked  to 
what  he  could  liken  the  color  of  scarlet.  He  replied :  "  To  the  sound 
of  a  trumpet."  A  gentleman  of  great  literary  merit,  who  attended 
one  of  my  lectures,  desired  me  to  ask  of  my  pupil  what  was  his  con- 
ception of  the  sound  of  a  trumpet.  I  remarked  to  him  that  the  deaf 
could  have  no  idea  of  sounds,  that  the  question  might  excite  uneasi- 
ness and  embarrassment,  which  I  always  desired  to  avoid.  He,  how- 
ever, persisted,  and  requested  that  the  experiment  might  be  made.  I 
proposed  it,  and  this  was  the  answer :  "  I  can  explain  my  idea  of  the 
sound  of  the  trumpet  only  by  comparing  it  to  those  florid  and  effulgent 
rays  which  illuminate  and  adorn  the  horizon  after  the  setting  sun."  .  .  . 
When  asked  what  is  eternity,  he  said :  "  It  is  a  day  without  a  yester- 
day or  a  to-morrow." ' 

After  the  young  man  had  left  the  stage,  the  Abbe*  introduced  a 
young  deaf  and  dumb  girl,  "  about  fifteen  years  of  age,  of  an  interest- 
ing physiognomy,  and  dressed  with  extreme  neatness."  He  then 
showed  by  various  experiments  how  persons  in  her  condition  could 
be  communicated  with   through  what  in  our  day  is   called   visible 
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speech ;  and  afterwards  said :  "  The  first  impression  which  I  en- 
deavored to  stamp  on  her  infant  mind  was  the  conception  of  a  God. 
In  proportion  as  I  advanced  in  my  exertions,  she  became  more  and 
more  transported,  and  when  I  at  last  fully  succeeded  in  conveying  an 
idea  of  the  attributes  and  existence  of  our  all-bounteous  Parent,  she 
threw  herself  on  her  knees,  lifted  her  hands  and  eyes  for  a  moment 
in  an  attitude  of  adoration,  and  then,  springing  from  the  ground,  at- 
tempted to  leave  me.  '  Whither  are  you  going  ? '  said  I.  l  To  find 
my  father  and  mother,'  was  the  reply,  '  and  to  tell  them  there  is  a 
God:  " 

After  his  return  from  Europe,  Mr.  Perkins  remained  at 
home  until  1817,  when  he  went  to  the  West  Indies  for  a 
few  months,  both  for  business  purposes  and  for  the  benefit 
of  his  health.  In  1821,  he  relieved  the  Trustees  of  the  Athe- 
naeum of  their  difficulty  as  to  the  provision  of  a  suitable 
building  for  the  Library,  by  offering  them  his  house  in  Pearl 
Street  for  that  purpose.  His  motives,  says  Mr.  Cary,  as 
expressed  in  the  deed  of  conveyance,  were  "a  consideration 
of  the  importance  of  the  diffusion  of  knowledge  to  the  liberty 
and  happiness  of  any  community,  and  of  the  beneficial  effects 
of  public  libraries  and  reading-rooms  to  promote  this  import- 
ant end,"  and  also  "  a  special  regard  to  the  Boston  Athe- 
naeum, which  was  founded,  and  has  been  hitherto  supported, 
on  these  principles."  A  lecture  room  and  some  other  addi- 
tions were  made  to  the  new  Athenseum  building  after  his  death, 
toward  which  his  brother  and  his  son  gave  eight  thousand 
dollars  apiece,  on  condition  that  a  like  sum  should  be  raised 
by  private  subscription  within  seven  months.  One  of  the 
rooms  contained  a  valuable  collection  of  casts,  presented  by 
Mr.  Augustus  Thorndike.  The  Fine  Arts  department  of  the 
Athenaeum,  which  thus  originated,  organized  interesting  exhi- 
bitions of  works  of  art  for  a  long  series  of  years,  and  only 
resigned  its  functions  when  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  to 
which  it  liberally  transferred  its  collections,  was  ready  to 
receive  them,  and  give  them  a  wider  field  of  usefulness.  The 
quiet,  modest,  and  retiring  nature  of  Mr.  Perkins  led  him  to 
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shun  notice  as  much  as  possible.  He  was  one  of  those  men 
who  make  themselves  felt  by  the  warmth  which  they  shed 
around  them,  while  hiding,  as  far  as  possible,  the  source  from 
which  it  proceeds.  Beloved  by  all  who  knew  him  intimately, 
and  highly  esteemed  for  his  liberality  and  public  spirit  by  his 
fellow-citizens,  he  died  at  his  country  place,  Pine  Bank,  after 
a  short  illness,  which  his  somewhat  feeble  constitution  was 
not  able  to  resist,  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1822. 

A  vote  was  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Athenseum  Trustees, 
called  immediately  after  his  decease,  expressive  of  their  sor- 
row at  that  event,  and  declaring  that  "  they  are  deeply 
impressed  with  the  great  and  numerous  services  which  that 
distinguished  gentleman  and  merchant  had  rendered  to  the 
community  at  large ;  and,  in  particular,  they  shall  always 
remember  with  peculiar  gratitude  and  delight  that  act  of 
remarkable  munificence  to  which  this  institution  is  indebted 
for  its  present  spacious  and  splendid  accommodations."  Fur- 
thermore, the  Trustees  attended  Mr.  Perkins's  funeral,  and 
appointed  a  committee  to  cause  a  portrait  of  their  benefactor 
to  be  copied  by  Gilbert  Stuart  from  the  original  portrait  in 
the  possession  of  Mrs.  Perkins.  c.  c.  P. 


Notice  of  Isaac  Rand,  M.D. 

Isaac  Rand  was  the  son  of  Dr.  Isaac  and  Margaret  (Damon) 
Rand,  and  was  born  at  Charlestown,  on  April  18,  1743.  He 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  the  class  of  1761,  where  he 
took  high  rank  for  scholarship.  While  yet  an  undergraduate, 
he  displayed  a  good  deal  of  taste  for  mathematics,  and  in  his 
senior  year  was  one  of  two  students  who  accompanied  Pro- 
fessor Winthrop  to  Newfoundland,  to  observe  the  transit  of 
Venus  across  the  disk  of  the  sun.  After  graduation,  he 
studied  medicine,  at  first  with  his  father,  and  afterward  with 
Dr.  James  Lloyd,  a  distinguished  physician  of  the  last  cen- 
tury.    He  began  the  active   practice   of   his  profession  in 
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Boston  in  the  year  1764,  where  he  soon  attained  eminence. 
A  few  years  later,  when  the  Revolution  broke  out,  his  sym- 
pathies were  with  the  Crown,  and,  like  many  persons  of  that 
period,  he  thought  that  the  efforts  of  the  colonists  to  separate 
themselves  from  the  mother  country  were  premature.  Dur- 
ing the  siege,  when  most  of  his  professional  brothers  were 
serving  on  the  popular  side,  he  remained  in  Boston,  where  he 
had  an  extensive  practice  among  all  classes. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Massachusetts  Medical 
Society,  in  the  year  1781,  and  always  took  a  deep  interest  in 
its  welfare.  He  was  its  President  during  six  years,  —  from 
1798  to  1804,  —  besides  filling  other  offices  at  different  times. 
He  contributed  two  papers  to  the  Society,  which  were  printed 
in  its  Transactions.  In  the  year  1804,  he  delivered  the  first 
annual  address  given  before  it,  which  was  reprinted  in  1853, 
by  a  vote  of  the  Councillors.  It  was  published  in  exact  fac- 
simile, under  the  careful  supervision  of  our  late  associate 
member,  Dr.  Nathaniel  B.  Shurtleff. 

Dr.  Rand  was  a  close  student,  and  through  life  kept  up  his 
acquaintance  with  the  classic  authors.  He  read  them  with 
ease,  and  they  were  ever  near  at  hand  for  reference  or  study. 
He  was  always  distinguished  for  the  practice  of  the  Christian 
virtues,  and  during  many  years  was  connected  with  the 
Church.  He  was  chosen  a  member  of  this  Society  on  July 
19,  1798,  and  died  Dec.  11,  1822.  s.  A.  G.

"  London,  16th  June,  1823. 

"  Sir, — Being  deeply  engaged  at  present  in  my  Parliamentary  duties  must 
plead  as  my  apology  for  the  brevity  of  this  letter. 

"  On  the  receipt  of  yours,  dated  the  20th  December,  1822, 1  set  on  foot  an 
inquiry,  and  soon  after  met  Mr.  Sabbatier,  possessing  the  documents  you  so 
much  want.  He  being  in  correspondence  with  Mr.  Williams  on  the  subject, 
leaves  me  nothing  more  to  add  than  my  hope  you  will  soon  have  a  satisfactory 
result. 

"  In  accepting  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  I  shall  endeavor  to  fulfil  the  expectations  that  may  have  been  formed 
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Samuel  Williams,  Esq.,  of  London,  was  elected  a 
Corresponding  Member  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Savage  communicated  a  letter  from  Rev.  John 
Hutchinson,  of  Great  Britain,  respecting  an  additional 
volume  of  Hutchinson's  History.  Referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee who  now  have  this  subject  under  consideration.

The  Mr.  Sabbatier  referred  to  was  a  connection  of  the  Hutchinson  family,

*  At  the  close  of  the  year  1823,  Mr.  Tudor  received  the  appointment  of 
Consul  for  the  United  States  at  Lima,  the  duties  of  which  he  discharged  till  his 
transfer  to  the  Atlantic  coast,  in  1828,  as  Charge  dAffaires  at  Rio  Janeiro.  He 
died  suddenly  at  Rio,  March  9,  1830.  During  his  residence  at  Lima  he  wrote 
the  following  letters  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary :  — 

"  Lima,  May  17th,  1825. 

"  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir,  —  Wishing  to  contribute  some  mite,  during  my 
absence  in  this  distant  part  of  our  continent,  to  the  aid  of  the  Historical 
Society,  I  have  sought  for  books  which  I  thought  might  furnish  an  acceptable 
addition  to  the  Library.  Hitherto  I  have  only  found  the  three  grammars  and 
vocabularies  of  Indian  languages :  the  Quichua  language  is  that  of  the  Indians 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  of  Peru;  the  Moxo  dialect  is  that  of  the  natives  on  the 
upper  branches  of  the  eastern  waters  of  the  Cordilleras ;  and  the  third  is  a  dia- 
lect of  the  Indians  of  Chili.

"  Taunton,  May  6,  1825. 
"  Rev.  A.  Holmes,  Cambridge, 

"  Dear  Sir,  —  I  duly  received  your  favor  of  2d  instant,  and  now  forward 
the  sketch  annexed,  which  I  believe  to  be  correct :  — 

" '  Mrs.  Anne  Atwood,  of  Taunton,  is  a  daughter  of  Mrs.  Mercy  Kichmond, 
now  deceased,  the  widow  of  the  Hon.  Perez  Richmond,  late  of  Little  Compton 
(Seconnet),  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  Mrs.  Richmond  and  the  late  Colonel 
Thomas  Church  (who  commanded  one  of  the  Rhode  Island  regiments  at  the 
siege  of  Boston,  and  was  afterwards  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  Massachu- 
setts, having  removed  to  Dighton,  in  this  county)  were  children  of  Thomas 
Church,  Esq.,  a  son  of  the  warrior,  and  the  author  of  the  historical  memoir  of 
that  war.  The  tradition  in  the  family,  which  is  no  doubt  correct,  is  that  the 
sword  and  a  gun,  both  belonging  to  the  warrior  Church,  were  given  by  him  to 
his  son,  Thomas.  After  his  decease,  the  late  Colonel  Thomas  Church  and  his 
sister,  Mrs.  Richmond,  who  both  valued  these  relics  of  their  grandfather,  took 
possession  of  them,  they  being  the  only  surviving  children  of  Thomas  Church, 
the  son  of  the  warrior  Colonel  Church.  [He]  took  the  gun,  and  Mrs.  Richmond 
the  sword,  and  during  the  Revolutionary  War  she  constantly  kept  it  by  her 
bedside,  being  in  constant  apprehension  of  an  attack  from  the  British,  they  then 
occupying  Rhode  Island.  Whether  she  would  have  used  it  or  not  we  cannot 
tell,  but  she  was  a  woman  of  a  daring  and  resolute  spirit.  After  the  death  of 
her  husband,  Mrs.  Richmond  came  to  Dighton  to  reside  with  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Atwood,  and  amongst  her  other  personals  she  brought  this  sword.  Mr.  George 
Atwood,  the  husband  of  Mrs.  Atwood,  removed  afterwards  to  Taunton,  where 
he  kept  the  hotel  on  the  Green,  where  he  died.  Mrs.  Richmond  accompanied 
him,  and  she  also  died  at  Taunton.  In  this  way  the  sword  came  into  possession 
of  Mrs.  Atwood ;  and,  upon  the  solicitation  of  Mr.  Crocker  and  Mr.  Francis 
Baylies,  and  by  the  hand  of  Mr.  Crocker,  it  was  presented  to  the  Historical 
Society  of  Massachusetts,  and  Mrs.  Atwood  intended  to  have  it  understood  that 
she  was  the  donor.  When  Colonel  Church  removed  from  Little  Compton  to 
Dighton,  he  left  the  gun  with  his  son-in-law,  Dr.  Benjamin  Richmond,  to  whose 
house  it  had  been  previously  removed  with  the  other  personal  effects  of  Colonel

The  Rev.  John  Bradford  was  born  in  Boston,  in  August, 
1756,  received  his  early  education  at  the  Boston  Latin  School, 
under  Master  James  Lovell,  and  graduated  at  Harvard  Col- 
lege in  1774,  among  the  highest  scholars  of  his  class.  After 
leaving  college,  partly  through  the  influence  of  his  pastor,  the 
eminent  Dr.  Cooper,  of  the  Brattle  Street  Church,  he  com- 
menced the  study  of  divinity,  and  went  through  the  course 
of  preparation  for  the  ministry  usual  in  his  day.  This  was 
at  the  opening  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  his  entrance 
into  the  ministry  was  delayed  by  the  troubles  and  agitation 
of  the  times.  Soon  after  the  close  of  the  Revolution,  he 
resumed  his  interrupted  career,  and,  on  May  30,  1785,  was 
ordained  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Second  Congregational 
Church  in  Roxbury.  Here  he  labored  faithfully  and  suc- 
cessfully in  the  ministry  till  1823,  when  his  health  began  to 
fail,  and  he  was  at  length  compelled  to  relinquish  the  duties 
of  his  office,  though  he  still  retained  his  pastoral  connection 
with  his  people.     He  died  Jan.  27,  1825. 

Mr.  Bradford  was  a  man  of  warm  and  sincere  piety,  of  an 
upright  and  honorable  character,  of  a  most  liberal  and  toler- 
ant spirit,  in  good  esteem  for  his  excellent  gifts,  his  scholarly 
acquisitions  and  literary  culture,  his  genial  companionship 
and  instructive  and  witty  conversation.  "  He  possessed,  in 
a  word,"  as  was  said  of  him  in  the  sermon  delivered  in  his 
church  after  his  death,  "  the  mind  of  a  scholar,  the  feelings 
of  the  true  friend,  the  manners  of  the  gentleman,  and  the 
virtues  of  the  Christian."  w\  N. 
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Notice  of  the  Hon.  William  Winthrop, 

William  Winthrop,  fourth  son  of  the  eminent  scholar  and 
patriot,  the  Hon.  John  Winthrop,  LL.D.,  for  forty  years  Pro- 
fessor of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy  at  Harvard, 
by  his  first  wife,  Rebecca  Townsend,  was  born  in  Cambridge, 
April  19,  1753,  and  took  his  degree  at  Harvard  in  1770. 

Like  his  more  distinguished  brother,  James,  he  entered 
upon  the  legal  profession,  embraced  with  ardor  the  popular 
cause,  and  is  stated  to  have  served  as  a  volunteer  at  the  battle 
of  Bunker  Hill. 

Not  long  afterward,  he  began  to  take  an  active  part  in 
local  politics,  was  for  six  years  town-clerk  of  Cambridge,  for 
ten  years  Selectman,  and,  in  1799,  State  Senator  for  the  county 
of  Middlesex. 

George  Cabot,  writing  to  Timothy  Pickering,  Nov.  24, 
1798,  says :  "  Gerry  has  assured  some  of  our  Jacobin  leaders 
(the  Winthrops,  particularly)  that  the  French  are  sincere  in 
professing  to  desire  an  honorable  peace  with  us."  *  This  pas- 
sage refers  to  William  Winthrop  and  his  elder  brothers,  John 
and  James,  who  were  then  active  supporters  of  Mr.  Jefferson. 

In  later  life,  Mr.  Winthrop  turned  his  attention  from  poli- 
tics to  agriculture,  and  to  his  library,  which  contained  some 
rare  works  and  interesting  family  memorials.  He  became  a 
member  both  of  the  American  Antiquarian  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Historical  Societies,  and  died  unmarried,  in  his  seventy- 
second  year,  at  his  house  in  Arrow  Street,  Cambridge,  Feb. 
5,  1825. 

His  heirs  presented  many  of  his  pamphlets  and  manuscripts 
to  this  Society.  r.  c.  w.,  Jb.

Notice  of  the  Hon.  David  Sewall. 

Judge  David  Sewall,  a  native  of  York,  Maine,  is  said  to  have 
been  the  second  educated  lawyer  resident  in  that  district.*  He 
was  born  in  1735,  and  was  descended  from  Henry  Sewall,  the 
first  emigrant  of  the  name,  who  settled  in  Newbury,  in  1634. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  College  in  1755,  in  the  class 
with  his  friend,  John  Adams.  Late  in  life,  he  wrote  an  en- 
tertaining narrative  of  a  journey  made  from  Cambridge  to 
Portsmouth  in  1754,  while  an  undergraduate,  in  company 
with  Tutor  Flynt,  then  eighty  years  of  age,  in  a  chair  drawn 
by  a  "  pacing  mare."  The  manuscript  account  of  the  drive 
was  found  among  the  papers  of  John  Adams,  and  was  com- 
municated by  the  Hon.  C.  F.  Adams  to  the  Historical  Society 
in  January,  1878,  and  it  is  printed  in  the  Proceedings  under 
that  date. 

Sewall  studied  law  with  Judge  William  Parker,  of  Ports- 
mouth, whose  daughter,  Mary,  he  afterward  married.  He 
established  himself  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  York, 
in  1757,  and  pursued  it,  in  connection  with  the  office  of  Regis- 
ter of  Probate,  to  which  he  was  appointed  in  1766,  with 
much  success,  until  his  appointment  as  associate  Justice  of

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the  Superior  Court  of  Massachusetts  in  1777.  After  an  hon- 
orable service  of  twelve  years  in  this  court,  he  was  appointed 
by  President  Washington,  in  1789,  a  Judge  of  the  United 
States  Court  for  the  District  of  Maine.  This  court  then  had 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States. 
The  year  following  his  appointment,  Judge  Sewall  presided  at 
the  first  trial  for  piracy  which  occurred  under  the  new  govern- 
ment. He  continued  to  discharge  the  duties  of  this  office  till 
1818,  when  the  infirmities  of  age  admonished  him  to  retire 
from  all  active  labor.  He  was  President  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers  of  Bowdoin  College  for  fourteen  years,  and  for 
nearly  seventeen  years  Register  of  Probate  in  York  County. 
He  died  Oct.  22,  1825,  aged  ninety,  —  having  filled  the  office 
of  Judge  forty-one  years,  —  leaving  no  family.  Judge  Sewall 
was  a  man  of  great  benevolence,  unassuming  in  his  deport- 
ment, social  and  amiable  in  his  manners,  and  of  great  purity 
of  character.  He  remarked  to  a  friend,  near  the  close  of  his 
days,  that  if  he  were  to  lead  his  life  over  again,  he  did  not 
know  that  he  should  wish  to  alter  it. 

Judge  Sewall  contributed  a  "  Topographical  Description  of 
York"  to  Vol.  III.  of  the  Collections  of  the  Society.  He 
also  made  a  transcript  of  the  early  records  of  Maine,  in  his 
own  beautiful  hand,  which  he  presented  to  the  Society,  and 
which  is  now  preserved  in  its  Cabinet. 

He  was  elected  a  Resident  Member  of  the  Society  in  Octo- 
ber, 1791,  being  the  first  member  elected  after  its  organiza- 
tion. By  the  separation  of  Maine  from  Massachusetts,  in 
1820,  he  may  have  legally  lost  his  membership  in  the  Society, 
but  his  name  was  kept  on  the  roll  of  Resident  Members  till 
his  death,  being  included  in  a  new  list  of  living  members,, 
printed  in  that  year  in  3  Collections,  I.  289.  c.  D. 
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Notice  of  William  Smith  Shaw,  Esq, 

William  Smith  Shaw,  only  son  of  the  Rev.  John  and 
Elizabeth  (Smith)  Shaw,  was  born  in  Haverhill,  on  the  12th 
of  August,  1778.  As  a  child,  his  health  was  feeble,  and  he 
was  early  thrown  into  the  companionship  of  books.  The 
fondness  which  he  thus  acquired  for  reading  and  books  be- 
came afterward  a  ruling  passion.  In  1794,  he  entered  Har- 
vard College,  and  was  graduated  in  1798,  in  the  same  class 
with  William  Ellery  Channing  and  Joseph  Story.  After 
leaving  college,  he  was  for  about  two  years  private  secretary 
to  his  uncle,  President  John  Adams.  In  1801,  he  began  the 
study  of  law  in  the  office  of  William  Sullivan,  of  Boston ; 
and,  in  1804,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  Early  in  the  next 
year  he  became  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Anthology  Club, 
an  association  of  gentlemen  in  Boston  formed  for  the  publica- 
tion of  the  "  Monthly  Anthology."  Mr.  Shaw  was  for  some 
time  editor  of  the  "  Anthology,"  which  was  issued  for  eight 
years,  from  1803  to  1811,  and  prepared  the  way  for  the  "  North 
American  Review,"  of  which  the  first  number  appeared  in 
1815.  Shortly  after  the  formation  of  the  Anthology  Club,  he 
took  the  principal  part  in  the  establishment  of  the  reading- 
room  and  library  of  the  Boston  Athenaeum,  and  he  was  the 
first  librarian  of  that  institution.  He  retained  his  official  con- 
nection with  it  nearly  to  the  close  of  his  life,  serving  through 
the  whole  period  without  any  pecuniary  compensation. 

His  strong  taste  for  literary  pursuits  disinclined  him  for  the 
sharp  competition  which  a  successful  lawyer  must  encounter  ; 
and,  in  1806,  he  readily  accepted  an  appointment  as  clerk  of 
the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Massa- 
chusetts. He  held  this  office  for  about  twelve  years.  The 
duties  were  not  very  burdensome,  and  his  official  connection 
with  the  court  afforded  him  a  sure  income  and  adequate 
means  for  the  purchase  of  rare  books  and  pamphlets.    Of  these 
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he  made  a  large  and  valuable  collection.  At  his  death  they 
all  passed  into  the  possession  of  the  Athenaeum,  by  a  release 
from  his  brother-in-law,  the  Rev.  Joseph  B.  Felt.  In  Novem- 
ber, 1805,  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Historical  Society, 
and  from  1806  to  1808  he  was  Librarian.  He  was  chosen  a 
member  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in 
1810,  and  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  in  1813.  He 
was  also  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  New  York  Histori- 
cal Society,  and  a  member  and  Vice-President  of  the  Linnsean 
Society.  He  died  in  Boston,  unmarried,  April  25, 1826.  He 
was  a  man  of  good  abilities,  energetic,  and  public-spirited, 
and  earnestly  devoted  to  the  intellectual  advancement  of  the 
community.  Though  he  was  not  himself  a  contributor  to 
the  periodical  literature  of  the  time,  few  men  did  more  to 
diffuse  a  correct  literary  taste,  and  the  Boston  Athenaeum  is 
a  perpetual  monument  to  his  disinterested  love  of  letters.

The  Treasurer  made  a  report  respecting  the  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  Society  in  the  fire  of  the  10th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1825,  stating  that,  besides  the  loss  of  about  fifteen 
hundred  volumes  of  the  Collections,  the  following  books 
were  destroyed  :  viz.,  second  volume  of  Winthrop's  His- 
tory, in  manuscript ;  nineteenth  volume  of  Trumbull's 
Collection   of    Manuscripts;    first  volume   of    Hazard's 
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Historical  Collections ;  first  volume  of  Dr.  Holmes's 
Annals ;  and  the  volume  of  Hutchinson's  Curious  Col- 
lections.* 

Report  accepted. 

A  proposal  of  R.  P.  &  C.  Williams,  to  exchange  cer- 
tain odd  volumes  of  the  Collections  for  volumes  in 
succession,  was  referred  to  the  Librarian  to  comp]y  with 
the  request,  if  practicable. 

A  request  of  Mr.  William  Lincoln,  of  Worcester,  for 
permission  to  insert  in  the  "  Worcester  Magazine  "  that 
part  of  the  Memoir  of  the  French  Protestants  prepared 
for  the  Collections  which  relates  to  the  county  of  Wor- 
cester, was  referred  to  Dr.  Holmes,  with  authority  to 
inform  Mr.  Lincoln  that  the  request  is  complied  with ; 
provided  that  the  fact  be  stated  in  the  publication  that 
it  is  from  an  article  in  the  Collections  now  in  the  press ;

"  For  this  loss,  as  well  as  that  of  some  friends,  who  entrusted  me  with  some 
books  relative  to  the  early  history  of  our  country,  my  regret  is  deep  and  sin- 
cere. My  own  loss  of  a  considerable  collection  of  similar  books,  of  which  not 
one  was  saved,  I  can  bear  with  patience,  because  the  community  is  not  deprived, 
except  for  a  few  weeks,  of  the  result  of  the  humble  labors  bestowed  on  Win- 
throp's History  by  your  devoted  and  obedient

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and,  provided,  also,  that  the  publication  of  the  magazine 
is  to  be  discontinued  before  the  publication  of  the  Soci- 
ety's volume.* 

Mr.  Z.  G.  Whitman's  request  for  permission  to  take 
books  and  newspapers  from  the  Library  was  so  far  com- 
plied with  as  that  he  be  allowed  the  same  privilege  in 
this  respect  with  members  of  the  Society,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  one  year. 

Messrs.  Caleb  H.  Snow,  Jared  Sparks,  and  Benjamin 
Merrill  were  elected  Resident  Members. 

Messrs.  Eipley  and  Bradford  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  procure  from  the  Clark  family,  in  Waltham, 
such  portraits  as  they  may  think  will  be  of  value  to  the 
Society. 

Mr.  Savage  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  memoir  of 
Mr.  Shaw  for  the  Collections.! 

Dr.  Harris  was  requested  to  procure  from  the  execu- 
tor of  Dr.  Bentley's  will  such  papers  as  may  be  useful 
to  the  Society. 

Dr.  Harris  was  allowed  the  use  of  papers  relating  to 
the  College  Catalogue  from  Mr.  Winthrop's  collection, 
for  the  space  of  two  months.

1826.  His  name,  however,  is  in  the  list  published  in  3  Collections,  I.  288,  in 
1825,  as  a  living  Resident  Member.  The  Society  may  never  have  been  formally 
notified  of  his  removal,  if  he  had  intended  his  removal  to  be  permanent.  The 
destruction  of  the  Treasurer's  books  covering  this  period  has  rendered  it  im- 
possible to  determine  a  question  of  resident  membership,  so  far  as  the  annual 
assessments  would  determine  it.  Against  Dr.  Morse's  name,  in  a  list  of » mem- 
bers on  the  fly-leaf  of  an  early  volume  of  the  records,  is  written,  apparently  in 
the  hand  of  Dr.  Charles  Lowell,  for  many  years  Recording  Secretary,  "  Removed 
from  the  State."  In  April,  1815,  the  Society  adopted  a  rule  "  that  any  member 
moving  out  of  the  State  shall  be  considered  as  no  longer  a  Resident  Member, 
but  his  name  be  transferred  to  the  list  of  Corresponding  Members."  No  in- 
stance, however,  of  such  transferrence  is  to  be  found  in  the  printed  lists  of 
members,  although  a  number  of  Resident  Members  removed  from  the  State, 
and  thereby  lost  their  membership.  A  brief  reference  to  other  instances  occur- 
ring in  this  volume  will  here  be  made  :  — 

Obadiah  Rich,  Esq.,  the  well-known  bibliographer,  was  elected  a  Resident 
Member  in  March,  1805.  In  1815,  he  was  appointed  United  States  Consul  at 
Valencia,  in  Spain,  subsequently  transferred  to  Madrid,  and  he  finally  estab- 
lished himself  in  business  in  London.  He  continued  to  reside  abroad  till  his 
death,  Jan.  20,  1850.  His  name  is  in  the  list  published  in  1825,  in  3  Collec- 
tions, I.  289,  as  a  living  Resident  Member,  but  was  dropped  from  the  list  of 
living  Resident  Members  published  in  1836,  in  3  Collections,  V.  299.  Against 
his  name,  on  the  fly-leaf  of  the  early  volume  of  the  Society's  records  already 
referred  to,  is  written,  apparently  in  the  hand  of  Dr.  Lowell,  "  Removed  and 
became  a  Corresponding  Member " ;  but  Mr.  Rich's  name  was  never  entered 
on  the  list  of  Corresponding  Members. 

Charles  Bulfinch,  Esq.,  the  distinguished  architect,  was  elected  a  Resident 
Member  in  October,  1801.  Against  his  name,  as  against  that  of  Mr.  Rich,  on 
the  fly-leaf  referred  to,  is  written,  in  the  same  hand,  "  Removed  to  Washington, 
December,  1817,  and  became  a  Corresponding  Member."  His  name  is  in  the 
published  list  of  1825  as  a  living  Resident  Member,  but  omitted  in  that  of  1836, 
and  it  never  appeared  in  a  list  of  Corresponding  Members.  He  died  in  Boston, 
April  15,  1844,  at  the  age  of  eighty. 

The  case  of  John  Langdon  Sullivan,  M.D.,  elected  in  April,  1801,  who  re- 
moved from  the  State  in  1818,  is  referred  to  on  p.  277.  His  name  never  appeared 
on  the  Corresponding  Roll.  —  Eds. 
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The  Librarian  reported  that  he  had  made  an  arrange- 
ment with  R.  P.  &  C.  Williams  to  take  certain  volumes 
for  the  odd  volumes  of  the  Collections  in  their  pos- 
session. 

The  Treasurer  and  Librarian  were  authorized  to  cause 
two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
volumes  of  the  second  series  of  the  Collections  to  be 
reprinted.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  Jan.  25,  1827,  —  the 
members  present  were,  Davis,  Gardner,  Greenwood, 
Hale,  Hedge,  Jenks,  Lowell,  Merrill,  Palfrey,  Snow, 
and  Webster. 

The  transactions  of  the  last  meeting  were  read. 

Professor  Hedge  resigned  his  place  in  the  Society. 

A  letter  from  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society, 
requesting  the  co-operation  of  this  Society  in  procuring 
aid  from  Congress  in  obtaining  the  papers  and  docu- 
ments in  the  Plantation  Office,  England,  relating  to  the 
early  history  of  this  country,  was  read,  and  committed 
to  the  President  and  Messrs.  Savage  and  Bowdoin,  with 
full  powers  to  act. 

Mr.  Joseph  Emerson  Worcester  was  nominated  a  Resi- 
dent Member  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

An  extract  of  a  letter  from  Rev.  John  Hutchinson,  of 
England,  relative  to  the  unpublished  volume  of  Gover- 
nor Hutchinson's  History,  was  communicated  by  Mr. 
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Savage  for  the  information  of    the  Society,  but  not 
acted  on.     It  proposes  that  five  hundred  copies  be  taken 
in  this  country,  at  eight  shillings  per  copy.* 
Meeting  dissolved. 


*  The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  printed  circular  or  subscription  paper,  pre- 
pared probably  by  Mr.  Savage,  for  raising  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  for  the  five 
hundred  copies  of  Vol.  III.  of  Hutchinson's  History,  printed  in  England.  The 
sum  was  raised,  and  the  books  were  received :  — 

"  Hutchinson's  History. 
"  Volume  III. 

"  Some  years  ago  it  was  ascertained  that  the  late  Thomas  Hutchinson,  for- 
merly Governor  of  Massachusetts,  left  in  manuscript  a  third  volume  of  his 
History,  relating  the  events  from  1749  to  1774,  when  the  author  was  recalled  to 
England.  His  former  volumes  deservedly  obtained  a  high  reputation  for  the 
writer's  obedience  to  the  chief  laws  by  which  such  writings  are  rendered  valu- 
able and  instructive.  Perhaps  no  document,  with  regard  to  the  history  of  any 
civilized  state,  remains  unpublished,  in  which  the  community  of  letters  have  so 
great  an  interest ;  and  to  us,  who  so  lately  have  had  our  memories  refreshed 
with  full  relations  of  the  arduous  services  of  Otis,  Quincy,  Hancock,  the  two 
Adamses  (John  and  Samuel),  and  other  fathers  of  the  American  Revolution, 
the  delineation  of  events  in  which  they  moved,  drawn  by  their  most  accom- 
plished antagonist,  will  yield  a  high  entertainment,  however  widely  and  often 
we  may  differ  from  his  judgment,  and  even  for  the  very  reason  of  our  dif- 
ference. 

"  With  the  hope  of  obtaining  the  publication  of  this  work,  a  correspondence 
was  begun  in  1817  with  the  writer's  son,  Elisha  Hutchinson,  Esq.,  since  deceased. 
The  different  chapters  of  the  volume  were  discovered,  after  some  years'  search, 
among  papers  in  possession  of  a  grandson ;  but  the  plan  of  publishing  in  London 
was  not  found  sufficiently  encouraging  to  induce  the  family  to  encounter  the 
hazard  of  its  expense.  Insuperable  objections  were  raised  to  a  compliance 
with  offers  made  by  one  who  is  eager  after  all  authentic  sources  of  information 
upon  the  annals  of  this  country,  either  to  purchase  the  manuscript,  or  to  pub- 
lish it  in  Boston  at  his  own  risk,  and  give  the  emolument  to  the  representatives 
of  the  Governor.  It  is  now  hopeless  to  expect  that  the  work  will  be  printed, 
unless  a  large  part  of  the  charge  for  impression  of  a  thousand  volumes  be 
assured  to  them.  It  is  ascertained  that  they  will  not  consent  to  its  being  pub- 
lished elsewhere  than  in  London,  and  that  the  best  terms  on  which  we  can 
insure  it  to  be  published  there,  are,  that  we  engage  to  take  five  hundred  copies, 
and  to  pay  for  them  the  price  of  two  hundred  pounds.  This,  with  the  duties 
and  other  charges,  will  probably  bring  the  amount  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars, 
and  the  cost  of  a  single  volume,  at  the  usual  rate  of  advance,  over  four  dollars. 
If  a  large  subscription  is  obtained,  it  may  be  delivered  for  three  dollars.  As 
no  bookseller  will  undertake  such  an  operation,  it  has  seemed  to  three  or  four

"  My  dear  Sir,  —  Presuming  that  you  will  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society  for  the  choice  of  officers,  I  take  the  liberty  to 
pray  you  to  present  my  best  respects  to  the  members,  and  to  thank  them  in  my 
name  for  the  honor  they  have  conferred  on  me  by  appointing  me  for  many  years 
their  President,  and  especially  for  the  indulgence  they  have  shown  at  my  ab- 
sence, which  can  be  apologized  for  only  by  severe  and  constant  indisposition. 

"  And  I  also  request  them,  should  they  even  think  of  me  as  a  candidate  for 
that  distinguished  office,  to  permit  me  to  decline  the  honor,  as  I  cannot  flatter 
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Mr.  Joshua  Coffin,  of  Newbury,  was  nominated  a 
Resident  Member  by  the  Standing  Committee ;  Rev. 
John  Hutchinson,  a  Corresponding  Member,  by  Mr. 
Savage,  and  Hon.  Theodoric  Bland,  of  Maryland,  by 
Mr.  Bowdoin.

[Two  Resident  Members  died  during  the  last  year,  — 
John  Adams  and  Christopher  Gore.  A  memoir  of  the 
former  here  follows.  —  Eds.] 

Memoir  of  John  Adams, 

John  Adams  was  born  at  Braintree,  in  the  provincial  period 
of  Massachusetts,  on  the  19th  day  of  October  (old  style), 
1735,  the  fourth  in  lineal  descent  from  Henry  Adams,  a 
farmer,  who  came  from  England  to  America  in  the  early 
emigration  of  1640,  with  eight  sons  and  one  daughter.  These 
spread  themselves  gradually  over  the  land.  Occasionally,  in 
the  records  of  the  town  still  appear  the  names  of  their  de- 
scendants, in  the  three  relations  which  give  motion  to  the 
spread  of  civilization.  Others  wandered  off  to  more  or 
less  distant  regions.  John  Adams,  Sen.,  who  remained  at 
home,  had  but  three  sons,  the  eldest  of  whom  inherited  his 
name.  It  was  the  custom  in  families  of  that  day  to  send  the 
most  promising  to  college  at  Cambridge,  with  a  view  to  effec- 
tive service  in  the  Church.  This  had  been  done  with  success 
in  one  case  in  the  previous  generation.  But  when  the  same 
opening  was  offered  to  John  Adams,  he  preferred  to  embrace 

myself  with  such  a  return  of  health  as  would  enable  me  to  perform  in  any 
tolerable  manner  its  various  and  important  duties. 

"  Have  the  goodness,  my  dear  Sir,  to  excuse  the  trouble  I  propose  to  you, 
and  to  believe  me,  with  sincere  and  affectionate  respect,  your  faithful  friend 
and  obedient  servant,  C.  Gore.

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what  was  then  considered  the  less  dignified  profession  of  the 
law. 

This  decision  was  not  made  without  careful  consideration 
and  mature  judgment.  But,  once  determined  upon,  Mr. 
Adams  seized  every  opportunity  to  prepare  himself  properly 
for  his  undertaking.  More  than  one  of  his  early  productions 
were  wafted  over  to  the  mother  country,  and  there  pronounced 
of  great  promise.  Among  them  was  a  paper,  which  met  with 
so  much  favor  as  to  be  floated  to  London,  where  it  ap- 
peared in  a  printed  pamphlet,  under  the  title  of  "  A  Disser- 
tation on  the  Canon  and  Feudal  Law,"  copies  of  which  may 
still  be  found  preserved  in  old  libraries  in  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Adams's  progress  in  the  profession  thus  selected  by 
himself  proved  slow  but  steady ;  and,  as  long  as  the  field 
remained  tolerably  free  from  political  contention,  the  prospect 
rose  to  be  promising.  As  it  was,  it  justified  him  in  undertak- 
ing the  responsibility  of  marriage.  The  Rev.  William  Smith, 
then  the  clergyman  established  in  the  neighboring  town  of 
Weymouth,  had  married  the  daughter  of  Colonel  John 
Quincy,  the  most  noted  of  the  citizens  in  Braintree.  That 
marriage  produced  three  very  clever  daughters.  Of  the 
three,  Mr.  Adams  selected  Abigail,  the  second  in  age,  who 
proved  to  him  the  chief  source  of  the  many  blessings  of  his 
life. 

Years  passed  away,  during  which  Mr.  Adams  found  himself 
quietly  rising  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  the  only  draw- 
back being  the  portentous  increase  of  darkness  in  the  political 
sky.  His  turn  for  speculation  in  political  questions  soon 
gained  him  reputation,  which  did  not  fail  ultimately  to  draw 
him  into  public  life.  It  appears  to  have  been  the  argument 
of  James  Otis  on  the  legality  of  what  were  called  "  writs  of 
assistance  "  which  first  opened  his  mind  to  the  practical  con- 
sequences of  investing  arbitrary  authority  in  the  hands  of  the 
officers  of  the  crown.  From  this  date,  he  became  more  and 
more  engaged  in  political  controversy,  until  the  5th  of  March, 
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1770,  when  the  well-known  collision  between  the  people  of 
Boston  and  the  soldiers  of  the  Crown  held  out  the  first  por- 
tent of  what  was  to  follow. 

John  Adams  and  Josiah  Quincy,  Jr.,  were  now  known  as 
decided  friends  of  liberty  ;  yet,  singularly  enough,  they  were 
selected  by  the  officer  and  soldiers,  engaged  in  the  struggle, 
to  defend  them  in  the  court  of  law.  How  far  this  selection 
might  have  been  prompted  by  higher  authority  has  never 
been  disclosed.  It  is  enough  here  to  say  that  they  did  their 
duty  in  good  faith,  and  the  men  were  practically  acquitted. 

Under  such  circumstances,  it  was  not  unnatural  that  the 
warmer  section  of  the  popular  party  in  Boston  should  have 
viewed  this  proceeding  on  the  part  of  two  of  their  trusted 
friends  with  more  or  less  uneasiness.  If  there  was  any  such 
distrust,  it  was  soon  dispelled.  The  evidence  of  it  was  fully 
given  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Adams.  At  an  election,  taking  place 
for  a  vacant  seat  in  the  General  Court,  representing  the  town 
of  Boston,  Mr.  Adams  was  returned  by  a  very  decided  major- 
ity of  the  voters. 

From  the  date  of  this  election  down  to  the  close  of  the 
century,  a  period  of  twenty-seven  years,  Mr.  Adams  appears 
to  have  been  employed  in  the  public  service,  in  one  way  or 
another,  almost  continuously.  First,  as  a  member  of  the 
General  Court  of  the  Province  ;  then,  as  a  member  elected  by 
that  Court  to  repair  with  three  more  persons  as  delegates  to 
Philadelphia,  with  a  view  to  concerted  action  in  behalf  of 
liberty  at  that  place ;  next,  as  a  chief  of  committee  on  the 
conduct  of  the  war ;  and,  lastly,  as  the  earnest  and  eloquent 
advocate  of  independence, — the  evidence  of  these  services 
has  been  made  so  patent  in  history  as  to  call  for  no  farther 
elucidation  here. 

Now  came  up  a  period  when  the  Continental  Congress,  which 
had  had  it  in  charge,  among  other  things,  to  cultivate  the 
good  will  of  foreign  powers,  and  especially  of  France,  discov- 
ered the  unpleasant  fact  of  the  rise  of  grave  differences  among 
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the  chosen  Deputies  sent  there,  which  were  materially  impair- 
ing their  prospects  of  success.  The  way  to  remedy  such  an 
evil  quietly  was  to  send  out  some  new  missionary,  acquainted 
with  the  case,  through  whose  energy  it  was  felt  that  harmony 
might  be  restored.  Mr.  Adams  was  selected  for  that  duty,  and 
he  accordingly  embarked  very  soon  in  the  "  Boston,"  Captain 
Tucker,  one  of  the  few  frigates  at  their  disposal  fit  to  go  out  on 
the  high  seas,  and  reach  some  safe  refuge  in  France.  By  great 
luck,  the  party,  consisting  of  Mr.  Adams  and  his  son,  John 
Quincy,  with  two  or  three  young  companions,  found  their 
way  to  Bordeaux  in  safety,  and  thence  to  Paris,  where  the 
former  was  at  once  favorably  received  by  the  French  Minister 
of  State,  the  Count  de  Vergennes.  Here  he  found  forthwith  a 
broad  field  to  work  in.  The  delegates  previously  sent  had 
been  so  unwise  as  to  differ  about  the  modes  of  action  proper 
to  be  taken,  which  led  by  degrees  to  unhappy  dissension.  On 
the  one  side  was  Dr.  Franklin,  who,  had  he  been  alone,  would 
doubtless  have  secured  confidence  completely ;  but  whose 
position  was  not  a  little  weakened  by  the  opposition  of  Rep- 
resentatives sent  from  the  Southern  States,  —  the  Lees  and 
Ralph  Izard,  —  which  materially  impaired  his  authority.  It 
was  to  meet  this  emergency  that  Mr.  Adams  had  been  sent 
out.  It  did  not  take  him  long  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion.  He 
recommended  the  reduction  of  the  mission  to  one  person : 
that  person  to  be  Dr.  Franklin.  Although  not  altogether  sat- 
isfied even  with  his  course,  it  did  not  prevent  him  from 
advising  the  transfer  of  all  duties  into  his  single  hand,  and 
the  recommendation  to  withdraw  everybody  else  altogether. 
This,  of  course,  included  himself.  Count  de  Vergennes  ap- 
pears to  have  been  so  much  relieved  by  this  action  that  he  at 
once  offered  to  him  a  passage  in  a  French  frigate,  fitting  up 
at  that  moment  to  send  in  it  a  regular  diplomatic  envoy, 
who,  by  his  presence,  might  keep  the  favorable  disposition  of 
France  entirely  understood.  On  the  17th  of  June,  1779,  Mr. 
Adams  embarked  in  company  with  the  Marquis  de  la  Luzerne, 
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as  Envoy,  with  full  powers,  in  lieu  of  the  preceding  agent, 
Mr.  Gerard.  The  voyage  was  pleasant,  though  slow,  and  the 
parties  arrived  in  safety  in  the  port  of  Boston  on  the  2d  of 
August. 

Just  at  the  same  time  with  this  return,  the  people  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, sensible  of  the  necessity  of  supplying  themselves 
with  a  more  suitable  form  of  government  than  that  furnished 
by  the  royal  charter,  were  busy  in  selecting  suitable  repre- 
sentatives of  their  own  to  prepare  one.  Mr.  Adams's  fellow- 
citizens  in  his  native  town  were  no  sooner  apprised  of  his 
return  than  they  elected  him  a  delegate.  He  lost  no  time  in 
attending,  and  giving  whatever  aid  he  could  supply  towards 
the  formation  of  a  new  form  of  Constitution.  Many  years 
afterward,  and  on  another  occasion,  he  wrote  a  paper,  in 
which  he  distinctly  claimed  the  draft  ultimately  adopted 
to  have  been  made  by  his  own  hand.  But  matters  were 
going  on  so  fast  everywhere  that  it  was  difficult  to  respond 
fully  to  every  call.  He  was  summoned  to  Philadelphia, 
where  the  Congress  was  again  more  or  less  embarrassed  by 
the  turn  affairs  had  taken  abroad,  and  especially  in  Paris. 
There  was  an  obvious  want  of  information,  which  could  not 
be  easily  supplied  without  close  enquiry.  Mr.  Adams  was 
naturally  regarded  as  best  fitted  to  supply  what  he  knew, 
which  he  did  in  his  frankest  manner.  The  consequence  was 
that,  after  a  brief  struggle,  he  was  chosen,  mainly  by  the  close 
adhesion  of  his  New  England  colleagues,  on  account  of  their 
interest  in  the  fisheries,  to  the  responsible  post  of  negotiator, 
in  the  event  of  a  favorable  issue  in  a  treaty  of  peace,  whilst 
Mr.  Jay,  his  rival,  was  elected  by  unanimity  as  an  envoy  to 
co-operate  in  Spain. 

Once  more  Mr.  Adams  appears  returning  over  the  ocean,  in 
the  same  vessel  in  which  he  had  come  a  few  months  before. 
Unluckily,  the  ship  sprang  a  leak  this  time,  so  that  it  became 
necessary  to  make  for  the  nearest  port,  which  proved  to  be 
Ferrol,  in  Spain.     From  thence  he  passed  overland  and  on 
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horseback  through  that  country,  reaching  Paris  in  safety  on 
the  1st  of  February,  1780.  Matters  yet  seemed  in  doubt  as 
to  the  ultimate  issue  of  the  war,  even  up  to  the  decisive 
victory  of  the  insurgents  over  Burgoyne.  But  that  event  in 
its  turn  was  stimulating  the  sentiment  of  the  French  to  such 
a  degree  that  after  that  date  there  could  be  little  doubt  of  their 
action  turning  in  favor  of  the  Americans.  During  this  in- 
terval, Mr.  Adams  was  found  doing  all  in  his  power  to  stimu- 
late it  more  and  more.  Then  came  the  unlucky  capture 
of  Mr.  Laurens,  on  the  ocean,  going  to  Holland  to  take  his 
share  of  public  duty  there,  —  a  share  which,  by  that  acci- 
dent, fell  back  upon  Mr.  Adams.  Ultimately,  he  succeeded 
in  his  great  objects,  —  the  first,  in  securing  a  loan  of  money ; 
the  second,  in  gaining  a  formal  recognition  of  the  independ- 
ence of  his  country.  The  question  no  longer  remained  doubt- 
ful. The  British  Parliament,  after  the  surrender  of  another 
army  at  Yorktown,  became  hopeless,  and  measures  to  bring 
about  a  pacification  followed.  The  agents  of  the  two  parties 
expedited  their  work  so  rapidly  that  on  the  30th  November, 
1782,  the  great  result  was  finally  reached,  and  the  United 
States  of  America  thenceforth  became  a  nation  recognized 
before  the  world.  What  the  feelings  of  Mr.  Adams  must 
have  been  when,  looking  back  to  the  2d  of  July,  1776,  he  had 
thrown  himself  into  the  van,  and  staked  all  his  hopes  for  his 
country,  as  well  as  himself,  upon  the  die,  and  now  that  he 
met  face  to  face  the  envoys  of  his  old  master,  and  saw  them 
sign  a  full  recognition  of  all  he  could  possibly  have  expected 
to  secure  for  his  country,  may  be  better  imagined  than  de- 
scribed. 

Peace  having  been  settled,  the  next  question  of  interest  to 
Mr.  Adams  was  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  him  far  away 
from  his  native  home.  His  friends  in  Congress  were  not  slow 
to  acknowledge  their  obligations,  so  he  was  selected  as  the 
first  person  to  represent  his  now  free  country  in  the  Court  of 
the  monarch  who  had  lost  it.     He  has  himself  given  an  ac- 
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count  of  his  presentation,  which  has  become  too  well  known 
to  need  repetition  here.  His  official  correspondence  has  like- 
wise fully  explained  the  difficulties  he  met  with  in  effecting 
negotiations  with  the  government,  so  long  as  doubts  could  be 
indulged  of  the  stability  of  the  union  of  the  States.  At  last 
that  point  looked  tolerably  well  settled,  by  the  prospects  of 
the  new  Constitution.  His  earnest  desire  once  more  to  tread 
his  native  soil  now  became  imperative.  The  consequence 
was  that,  on  the  20th  of  April,  1788,  he  embarked  with  his 
family  in  a  vessel  which  reached  its  destination  in  safety  in 
the  month  of  June. 

It  so  happened  that  that  new  Constitution  had  been  made 
and  confirmed  by  the  people  in  the  interval.  Mr.  Adams 
had  hardly  planted  his  feet  on  his  own  ground  when  he  found 
himself  chosen  by  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  to  attend 
the  old  Congress  at  Philadelphia.  But,  soon  afterwards,  the 
ratification  of  the  new  Constitution  not  only  set  that  body 
aside,  but  also  made  necessary  a  fresh  election  to  fill  the 
posts  of  President  and  Vice-President,  created  by  that  instru^ 
ment.  Those  places  were  accordingly  filled  by  the  election 
of  General  Washington  and  John  Adams,  and  renewed  for 
terms  respectively  of  four  years  each,  in  regular  course.  Then 
came  the  retirement  of  Washington,  in  whom  all  had  united. 
Next  followed  a  signal  for  a  division  of  opinion  in  regard 
to  the  choice  of  a  successor.  Parties  soon  appeared,  and 
brought  forward  favorites  of  their  own.  The  Federalists  pre- 
sented John  Adams,  the  Republicans,  Thomas  Jefferson,  as 
successors  to  the  highest  place.  On  the  first  trial  of  strength, 
the  former  was  elected,  and  served  his  term  of  office ;  and, 
after  a  sharp  conflict  at  the  next,  Mr.  Jefferson  succeeded, 
and  Mr.  Adams  retired  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  At 
first  some  coldness  ensued  between  them,  but  it  gradually 
faded  away  after  the  retirement  of  both.  The  worthy  pair 
soon  manifested  their  freedom  from  all  asperity,  and  at  their 
respective  homes  they  ever  after  established  a  steady  corre- 
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spondence  hearty  and  kindly  on  both  sides,  which  only  termi- 
nated by  the  singular  coincidence  of  their  decease  on  the 
same  day,  and  that  day  the  4th  of  July.  No  similar  public 
event  ever  roused  so  great  a  unanimity  of  popular  sentiment 
over  the  land.  All  party  prejudices  melted  away  before  this 
greatest  of  all  monuments,  erected  in  an  instant,  but  certain 
to  remain  permanent  for  ever.  C.  F.  A.

Mr.  Savage  communicated  an  extract  from  the  will 
of   the  late  Hon.  Christopher  Gore,  bequeathing  two

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thousand  dollars  to  the  Society,  to  be  paid  in  two  years 
after  the  death  of  the  wife  of  the  testator. 

The  Recording  Secretary  was  directed  to  make  a  suit- 
able acknowledgment  to  Mrs.  Gore  of  their  sense  of  her 

late  husband's  remembrance  of  the  Society.

The  Librarian  and  Treasurer  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  present  to  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania the  whole  or  such  part  of  the  Society's  Collections 
as  can  be  spared.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  April  24, 
1828,  —  in  the  absence  of  the  Recording  Secretary,  Mr. 
Greenwood  was  chosen  Secretary  pro  hac  vice. 

The  officers  of  the  last  year  were  re-elected. 

Mr.  Coolidge  and  Mr.  Merrill  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  and  re- 
ported as  follows :  —

"  Historical,  Collections. 

"  The  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  are  compelled  to  make  an  address 
to  the  public  for  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  their  labors  for  the  elucidation  of 
the  annals  of  our  country.  By  the  fire  in  Court  Street,  November,  1825,  more 
than  two  thousand  copies  of  different  volumes  of  their  printed  Collections  were 
lost,  and  every  copy  of  two  volumes,  and  almost  every  copy  of  three  others, 
perished.  The  regret  felt  is  greater,  because,  of  these  lost  volumes  one  had, 
but  a  short  time  before,  been  reprinted,  to  supply  the  exhaustion  occasioned  by 
accidents. 

"  Since  1826,  the  Society,  acknowledging  the  just  calls  of  the  public  to  keep 
up  a  regular  supply  of  their  Collections  at  all  times,  have  incurred  the  expense 
of  reprinting  two  of  the  lost  volumes.

Memoir  of  Hon.  Joseph  Allen. 

Hon.  Joseph  Allen  was  a  son  of  James  Allen,  a  merchant 
of  Boston.  His  mother  was  sister  of  Samuel  Adams,  the 
distinguished  patriot  of  the  Revolution.  He  was  born  Sept. 
24,  1749.  He  was  at  the  Grammar  School,  under  the  cele- 
brated master,  Lovell,  from  the  age  of  seven  to  that  of  four- 
teen, and  is  said  to  have  been  a  favorite  pupil.  About  1770, 
after  a  mercantile  apprenticeship,  he  engaged  in  business  at 
Leicester,  Massachusetts.  In  1776,  he  was  appointed  to  suc- 
ceed Hon.  Levi  Lincoln  as  clerk  of  the  courts,  and  removed 
to  Worcester.     He  performed  the  duties  of  that  office  with

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singular  accuracy  and  fidelity  till  1810,  when  he  retired, 
much  to  the  regret  of  the  court  and  bar.  On  the  death  of 
Mr.  Upham,  Representative  in  Congress,  Mr.  Allen  was 
elected  as  his  successor,  but  declined  to  serve  a  second  term. 
In  1815,  and  for  several  subsequent  years,  he  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Council.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Convention 
which  framed  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts,  and,  on  two 
occasions,  served  as  Elector  of  President  and  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  and 
patrons  of  Leicester  Academy,  and  long  the  treasurer  of  the 
corporation.  He  was  also  the  first  President  of  the  Worces- 
ter County  Bible  Society. 

In  all  these  positions  of  trust  and  honor,  it  is  said  of  him 
that  he  was  distinguished  for  that  politeness  and  gracefulness 
of  deportment  which  was,  in  some  degree,  peculiar  to  the 
men  of  his  generation.  The  late  Governor  Lincoln  says  of 
him  :  "  In  personal  appearance,  neatness  and  appropriateness 
of  attire,  and  suavity  of  address,  as  I  recollect  him,  he  was 
the  very  impersonation  of  the  graces  of  the  manners  of  the 
olden  time."  * 

An  obituary  notice,  written  at  the  time  of  his  death  by  the 
late  Samuel  Jennison,  of  Worcester,  describes  his  mind  and 
his  manners  as  alike  formed  on  the  best  models,  and  speaks 
of  his  superior  classical  attainments. 

"  Through  his  whole  course,"  says  the  same  authority,  "  strict  in- 
tegrity, unblemished  honor,  and  undisguised  detestation  of  whatever 
was  base  and  unworthy,  were  predominant  traits  in  the  character  of 
Mr.  Allen.  He  was  a  patriot  of  the  Washington  School.  Attached 
to  the  cause  of  the  Revolution,  he  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  shared 
in  the  councils  of  some  of  its  most  distinguished  leaders ;  and,  in  after 
life,  having  treasured  up  in  his  memory  the  details  of  a  long  succes- 
sion of  important  public  events,  of  which  he  had  been  an  attentive 
observer,  or  with  which  he  had  been  personally  connected,  his  conver-

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sation  possessed  a  peculiar  interest.  He  was,  besides,  familiar  with 
the  best  English  writers,  and  had  stored  his  mind  with  their  beauties, 
which  his  refined  and  discriminating  taste  taught  him  to  appreciate 
with  singular  accuracy,  and  to  apply  with  the  happiest  effect." 

Mr.  Allen  was  thrice  married,  and  had  a  numerous  family, 
of  which  the  Rev.  George  Allen,  of  Worcester,  is  now  (1879) 
the  only  survivor,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-seven.  The 
eminent  jurist,  the  late  Judge  Charles  Allen,  was  a  younger 
son.  Mr.  Allen  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  Historical 
Society  on  the  7th  of  September,  1808.  He  died  Sept.  1, 
1827,  aged  seventy-eight.  S.  F.  H.

A  letter  from  Rev.  John  Hutchinson  was  read,  signi- 
fying his  acceptance  of  the  place  of  Corresponding 
Member  of  the  Society.* 


*  The  following  is  the  letter  of  the  Rev.  John  Hutchinson,  which  was  read 
at  this  meeting :  — 

"  Teentham,  April  23,  1828. 

"  Sie,  —  Could  I  have  foreseen  the  delay  that  has  occurred  in  forwarding  a 
copy  of  Governor  Hutchinson's  posthumous  volume,  to  be  deposited  in  the 
Library  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  I  should,  immediately  on  re- 
ceiving from  you  the  official  notification  of  the  vote  that  constitutes  me  a  Cor- 
responding Member,  have  acknowledged  the  honor  so  unexpectedly  conferred 
on  me.  In  my  wish,  however,  to  offer  my  acknowledgments  in  the  manner  that 
I  thought  would  be  most  acceptable  to  the  Society,  I  was  unwise  enough  to 
defer  writing  till  I  could  accompany  my  letter  with  a  copy  both  of  the  volume 
in  question,  and  of  the  preface  which  has  been  attached  to  the  English  edition 
with  the  especial  object  of  apprising  our  own  public  of  the  share  which  your 
Society  has  had  in  bringing  to  light  the  present  work.  For  myself,  individually, 
I  confess  that  I  am  deeply  interested  in  the  annals  of  the  Massachusetts ;  and, 
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Voted,  That  the  Librarian  be  authorized  to  cause  the  Speaker's 
chair,  presented  to  the  Society  by  the  General  Court,  to  be  placed  at 
the  head  of  the  table  in  the  Society's  room.* 

Voted,  That  the  Librarian  be  authorized  to  afford  every  facility  to 
the  Commissioners  for  settling  the  boundary  line  between  the  State 
of  Maine  and  the  British  possessions  to  consult  the  books  and  papers 
belonging  to  the  Society. 

Voted,  That  the  Society  grant  permission  with  pleasure  to  the 
Win  slow  family  to  deposit  the  family  portraits  belonging  to  them  in 
the  Society's  room,  it  being  understood  that  the  said  portraits  are  at  the 
risk  of  the  owners,  and  the  Librarian  is  authorized  to  give  a  receipt 
for  the  same.f 


as  is  natural,  very  peculiarly  so  with  those  which  relate  to  the  long  period  dur- 
ing which  my  ancestors  were  actively  engaged  in  public  affairs,  —  a  period 
beginning  as  early  as  1634,  when  the  first  settler  of  the  same,  Captain  Edward 
Hutchinson,  received  the  freedom  of  the  Colony,  and  only  terminating  with  the 
final  return  of  the  family,  one  hundred  and  forty  years  afterwards,  to  the 
country  of  their  allegiance.  I  therefore  thought  myself  fortunate  in  meeting 
in  London  with  a  copy  of  your  Historical  Collections ;  and,  on  an  examination 
of  their  contents,  have  found  them  of  such  a  nature  that  I  shall  always  hear 
with  much  interest  of  the  announcement  of  an  additional  volume.

Voted,  That  the  Librarian  be  authorized  to  furnish  the  Commission- 
ers for  settling  the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and 
New  Brunswick  with  Faden's  map  of  the  British  Colonies  in  North 
America,  1777  ;  Eman  Bo  wen's  map  of  British  America,  in  Jefferys's 
Atlas  of  1776;  Morse's  American  Geography,  one  volume,  London; 
and  Sotzmarm's  map  of  Maine,  —  as  requested  in  a  communication 
from  the   Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,*  together  with  any  other

"Executive  Department  of  Massachusetts,

"Sir,  —  I  have  been  requested  by  the  Hon.  Messrs.  Gallatin  and  Preble, 
Commissioners  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  pursuant  to  a  con- 
vention entered  into  with  the  Government  of  Great  Britain,  in  execution  of  the 
fifth  article  in  the  Treaty  of  Ghent,  to  solicit  the  loan  and  obtainment  for  their 
use  from  the  Library  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  of  the  maps  and 
books  which  are  particularly  described  on  the  accompanying  paper.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  these  cannot  at  all,  or  in  sufficient  season,  otherwise  be  had,  and  the 
use  of  them  is  deemed  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  preparation  of  the  state- 
ment of  the  claims  of  this  Government  for  the  consideration  of  the  Arbiter, 
and  in  elucidating  and  maintaining  before  him  the  interests  of  the  country,  and 
especially  the  rights  of  property  which  Massachusetts,  in  common  with  the 
State  of  Maine,  have  in  the  disputed  territory. 

"  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  that,  in  view  of  my  official  duty,  I  feel  great 
earnestness  that  the  request  of  the  Commissioners  may  be  complied  with. 

"  The  maps  and  books  will  be  preserved  with  care  while  in  their  possession, 
and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  they  will  be  safely  returned. 

"  Should  they,  in  the  first  instance,  be  proposed  to  be  retained  by  the  Arbiter, 
a  representation  from  this  Government  that  they  are  the  property  of  a  private 
institution  would  doubtless  procure  their  restoration.  Every  exertion  which  a 
sense  of  indebtedness  for  the  favor  conferred  by  the  desired  accommodation 
could  dictate  would  be  made  to  prevent  disappointment  and  loss  in  this 
respect. 

"  It  will  give  me  pleasure  to  offer  personally  any  further  explanations  in 
reference  to  this  application  which  may  be  required,  and  to  give  every  assurance 
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documents  that  may  be  wanted  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  purpose 
of  facilitating  the  objects  of  their  appointment ;  and  that  the  Librarian 
shall  cause  such  endorsement  to  be  made  on  the  documents  as  shall 
secure  their  possession  to  the  Society.* 

Voted,  That  the  President  be  authorized  to  express  to  Mr.  School- 
craft the  willingness  of  the  Society  to  receive  his  essay  on  the  Chip- 
pewa language  on  the  terms  proposed  in  his  letter ;  viz.,  to  be  published 
in  the  Society's  Collections,  Mr.  Schoolcraft  to  be  furnished  with  fifty 
copies  in  a  pamphlet  form,  and  to  retain  the  property  of  the  memoir,  f 

Senor  Manuel  Lorenzo  Vidaurre,  Mr.  Gallatin,  and  Mr. 
Timothy  Flint,  of  Cincinnati,  were  nominated  Corre- 
sponding Members  of  the  Society.  Hon.  Nathan  Dane, 
William  B.  Sprague,  D.D.,  of  West  Springfield,  and 
Joseph  Willard,  Esq.,  of  Lancaster,  were  nominated  by 
the  Standing  Committee  Resident  Members.

"  History  of  Boston." 

Mention  is  made  in  the  English  "  Notes  and  Queries  "  for  Jan.  16,  1869,  of  a 
portrait  of  Governor  Hutchinson  in  the  State  House  of  Massachusetts,  but  no 
portrait  of  Governor  Hutchinson  hangs  there.  The  Society  possesses  also 
another  portrait  of  Governor  Hutchinson,  signed  "  Edward  Truman,  pinx., 
1741,"  presented  by  Peter  Wainwright,  Jun.,  Esq.,  in  September,  1835.  See 
these  Proceedings  under  that  date.

The  Committee  for  the  publication  of  the  second  vol- 
ume, third  series,  did  not  make  a  report,  as  they  had 
been  requested  to  do.

Notice  of  Rev.  John  Mellen. 

The  Rev.  John  Mellen,  son  of  Rev.  John  Mellen,  of 
Stirling,  was  born  July  8,  1752,  graduated  at  Harvard  Col- 
lege in  1770,  and  was  Tutor  in  that  institution  from  1780  to 
1783.  In  1783,  he  was  ordained  as  pastor  of  the  East  Con- 
gregational Church  in  Barnstable.  His  ministry  of  seventeen 
years  was  a  happy  and  successful  one,  and  he  won  the  entire 
esteem  and  affection  of  his  people.  But,  in  1800,  on  account 
of  his  wife's  ill  health  in  Barnstable,  he  resigned  his  minis- 
terial charge,  and  removed  with  his  family  to  Cambridge, 
where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  days.  In  1806,  he  was 
appointed  by  the  College  Corporation  to  what  was  then  re- 
garded as  an  important  and  honorable  office,  as  one  of  the 
managers  of  the  Harvard  College  Lottery  (granted  that  year 
by  the  General  Court  on  a  memorial  from  the  Corporation), 
from  the  proceeds  of  which  Holworthy  Hall  was  erected,  in 
1811,  at  an  expense  of  $ 24,500,  as  Stoughton  Hall  had  been 
a  few  years  before  by  a  previous  lottery,  similarly  granted. 
Many  years  before  his  death,  his  sight  began  to  fail,  and  he 
at  length  became  totally  blind.     But  he  bore  the  trial  with

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admirable  cheerfulness  and  equanimity,  and  still  charmed  the 
circle  of  his  friends  by  the  agreeableness  of  his  conversation, 
the  sweetness  of  his  temper,  and  the  courtesy  of  his  manners. 
He  died  Sept.  19,  1828,  aged  seventy-six,  beloved  and  vener- 
ated by  all  who  knew  him. 

During  his  ministry  at  Barnstable,  several  of  his  discourses 
were  published,  —  the  Election  Sermon  in  1797,  a  funeral 
sermon  on  the  death  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Alden  in  1797,  the  Dud- 
leian  Lecture  in  1799,  and  a  funeral  sermon  on  the  death  of 
Judge  Daniel  Davis,  of  Barnstable,  in  1799,  from  a  part  of  the 
text  in  Daniel  vi.  3,  "  This  Daniel  was  preferred,  because  an 
excellent  spirit  was  in  him" ;  besides  a  sermon  on  the  death 
of  I.  Dunster  in  1791,  a  masonic  discourse  in  1793,  a  Thanks- 
giving sermon  in  1794  and  in  1795,  and  a  dedication  sermon 
in  the  same  year.  These  discourses,  though  neither  profound 
nor  brilliant,  are  well  suited  to  the  occasions  on  which  they 
were  delivered,  and  are  marked  by  clear  thought,  just  views, 
and  a  pure  and  perspicuous  style. 

Mr.  Mellen  was  a  brother  of  Chief -Justice  Prentiss  Mellen, 
of  Portland,  and  one  of  his  daughters,  Catharine,  was  mar- 
ried to  Professor  Levi  Frisbie,  of  Harvard  University,  and, 
some  years  after  his  death,  to  James  Hayward,  Esq.,  the 
engineer.  W.  N. 

Notice  of  Aaron  Dexter,  M.D. 

Aaron  Dexter  was  the  son  of  Richard  and  Rebecca  (Pea- 
body)  Dexter,  and  was  born  at  Maiden,  Nov.  11,  1750.  His 
earliest  American  ancestor  was  Richard  Dexter,  admitted  a 
townsman  of  Boston  in  1642,  whose  estate  in  Charlestown, 
on  the  Mystic  side,  descended  through  five  generations.  The 
Hon.  Samuel  Dexter,  of  Dedham,  a  Senator  from  Massachu- 
setts in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  Secretary  of  War 
and  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  the  administration  of  John 
Adams,  was  from  the  same  stock.    Aaron  Dexter's  father  was 
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a  farmer,  in  prosperous  circumstances,  and,  like  many  of  his 
contemporaries,  was  desirous  of  giving  to  one  of  his  sons  a 
liberal  education.  The  subject  of  this  memoir  accordingly- 
entered  Harvard  College  at  an  age  considerably  above  that 
at  which  boys  then  went  to  Cambridge.  He  was  graduated 
in  1776.  After  leaving  college,  he  studied  medicine  with 
Dr.  Samuel  Danforth,  and  during  the  Revolution  he  made 
several  voyages  as  ship's  surgeon.  In  one  of  these  he  was 
captured  by  the  British,  and  carried  into  Halifax.  He  suffered 
great  hardships  while  a  prisoner,  but  was  finally  exchanged ; 
and,  near  the  close  of  the  war,  he  established  himself  as  a 
physician  in  Boston,  where  he  soon  gained  a  distinguished 
rank  in  his  profession. 

In  1783,  he  was  appointed  Professor  of  Chemistry  and 
Materia  Medica  in  Harvard  College ;  and  this  office  he  held 
until  1816,  when  he  resigned,  and  the  duties  of  the  professor- 
ship were  divided.  In  1787,  he  was  married  to  Rebecca, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Amory,  of  Boston.  In  1792,  he  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Historical  Society,  —  one  of  the  first 
six  members  added  after  the  organization  of  the  Society  ;  and 
he  was  one  of  the  Publishing  Committee  for  the  third  volume 
of  Collections.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  for  many  years  an  officer 
of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society,  the  Agricultural  So- 
ciety, and  the  Humane  Society.  Of  the  last  two  societies  he 
was  for  several  years  President.  His  interest,  however,  was 
not  confined  to  literary,  charitable,  or  professional  objects, 
and  he  was  one  of  the  early  advocates  for  the  construction  of 
the  Middlesex  Canal  and  of  Craigie's  Bridge,  and  he  was 
President  of  the  Canal  corporation.  At  the  time  of  Shays's 
rebellion,  he  was  an  active  supporter  of  the  Government,  and 
went  on  the  winter  campaign  which  crushed  the  insurrection. 
He  had  an  inherited  taste  for  agriculture,  and  owned  an  ex- 
tensive farm  in  Chelsea,  which  was  afterward  sold  to  the 
United  States  for  the  erection  of  a  Marine  Hospital.     His 
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social  habits  are  shown  by  his  connection  with  the  Wednes- 
day Evening  Club,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  earliest  mem- 
bers, and  with  the  Anthology  Club,  to  whose  active  interest 
in  literature  the  foundation  of  the  Boston  Athenaeum  and  the 
establishment  of  the  North  American  Review  are  traced.  He 
died  at  Cambridge,  Feb.  28, 1829,  honored  alike  as  a  chemist, 
a  physician,  and  a  citizen.  It  is  believed  that  Dr.  Dexter's 
only  publications  were  two  papers  contributed  to  the  Trans- 
actions of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  April  29,  1830,  —  the 
members  present  were,  Bowdoin,  Bradford,  Coffin, 
Davis,  Gray,  Greenwood,  Hale,  Holmes,  Jenks,  Lowell, 
Palfrey,  Pierce,  Ripley,  Savage,  Snow,  R.  Webster,  and 
Winthrop. 

The  President  communicated  a  letter  from  the  Libra- 
rian of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia,  accompany- 
ing a  map  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  presented  by  the 
Library  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly.* 

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  given  to  the  Committee 
for  this  valuable  donation. 

The  officers  of  the  last  year  were  re-elected. t 
Dr.   Bkadford    and    Mr.    Coffin,   the   Scrutinizing 
Committee. 

Voted,  That  this  Society  defray  one-third  of  the  expense  incurred 
in  conjunction  with  the  Boston  Library  Committee  for  repairs  on  the 
building. 

*  This  was  a  large  and  elegant  map  of  Virginia,  made  in  1826,  and  was 
entitled,  "  A  Map  of  the  State  of  Virginia  constructed,  in  conformity  to  law, 
from  the  late  surveys  authorized  by  the  Legislature,  and  other  original  and 
authentic  documents.

"  Dear  Sir,  —  As  you  have  desired  me  to  give  you  my  views  of  what  is 
wanting  in  the  present  condition  of  the  Library,  I  would  mention :  1.  That 
there  is  a  multiplicity  of  articles  —  books,  pamphlets,  papers  of  different  kinds 
—  known  or  supposed  to  be  in  it,  but  which  it  is  not  practicable  to  find  by  any 
existing  catalogue  or  index.  2.  That  the  catalogue  itself  needs,  therefore,  to 
be  completed.  Also,  3.  It  is  expedient  the  loose  newspapers,  before  the  Kevo- 
lution  especially,  be  arranged  for  binding,  and  the  deficiencies  noticed,  for  pre- 
vious supply,  if  practicable.  4.  That  the  unarranged  books  and  pamphlets  be 
placed  in  their  proper  order,  and  the  latter  prepared  at  least  for  binding. 

"  This  being  a  work  requiring  considerable  labor,  time,  and  attention,  and  a 
member  of  the  Society,  Mr.  J.  Coffin,  being  now  desirous  of  occupation  in  it,  may 
I  be  permitted  to  suggest  the  employment  of  him,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
three  months,  which  will,  as  I  judge,  be  adequate  to  the  accomplishment  of  the 
object  ?

Notice  of  William  Tudor,  Jr. 

The  subject  of  this  notice  was  born  in  Boston,  Jan.  28, 
1779,  and  was  the  eldest  son  of  William  and  Delia  (Jarvis) 
Tudor.  His  father  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
Historical  Society,  and  its  first  Treasurer;  and  from  both 
parents  the  son  inherited  marked  abilities  and  refined  tastes. 
He  was  prepared  for  college  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover, 
and  at  an  early  age  was  sent  to  Cambridge,  where  he  gradu- 
ated in  1796.  It  was  his  father's  wish  that  he  should  engage 
in  a  mercantile  life ;  and,  on  leaving  college,  he  entered  a 
counting-room  in  his  native  town.  Here  he  showed  a 
zealous  devotion  to  the  interest  of  his  employer,  and  an 
unimpeachable  integrity ;  and,  on  reaching  manhood,  he  was 
sent  as  a  confidential  agent  to  Paris.  He  spent  about  a 
year  abroad,  mostly  in  Paris ;  and,  though  his  financial  suc-

memoir  which  is  here  given  has  been  furnished  by  Mr.  C.  C.  Smith.  The  Hon. 
George  S.  Hillard  had  readily  acceded  to  the  request  of  the  Committee  to  pre- 
pare a  memoir  of  Mr.  Tudor,  with  a  critical  estimate  of  his  writings,  and  had 
completed  his  preparation  for  such  a  notice,  but  had  written  no  part  of  it,  when 
his  death,  on  the  21st  of  January,  1879,  after  these  pages  were  in  type,  made 
other  arrangements  necessary.  —  Eds. 
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cess  was  not  what  had  been  hoped  for,  he  made  many  personal 
friends,  and  largely  increased  his  stores  of  knowledge.  It  is 
probable  that  even  at  this  early  period  he  had  a  greater  in- 
clination toward  literary  pursuits  than  toward  a  business 
career. 

However,  shortly  after  his  return,  his  father  provided  him 
with  a  small  capital,  and  he  sailed  for  Leghorn.  This  voyage 
was  not  successful ;  but,  as  before,  he  spent  about  a  year  in 
Europe,  gathering  the  best  fruits  of  a  residence  abroad.  Sub- 
sequently, he  visited  France,  Germany,  Holland,  and  Eng- 
land, returning  home  with  a  deeply  increased  love  of  letters, 
and  with  various  acquisitions  of  knowledge ;  and  he  became 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Anthology  Club,  and  a  frequent 
contributor  to  its  monthly  magazine.  From  these  congenial 
occupations  he  was  soon  drawn  away ;  and,  in  1805,  he  went 
to  the  West  Indies  with  his  cousin,  the  late  Hon.  James 
Savage,  to  act  as  agent  for  his  brother,  Frederic  Tudor,  who 
had  already  formed  the  plan  of  shipping  ice  to  warm  climates. 
The  quantity  of  ice  at  first  sent  out  was  small,  —  only  one 
hundred  and  thirty  tons,  says  Mr.  Frederic  Tudor,  in  his  let- 
ter printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Society  for  January, 
1856,  —  but  the  result  of  the  experiment  was  satisfactory. 
Mr.  Tudor  remained  in  the  West  Indies  for  seven  months, 
and  then  returned  home.  Not  long  after  his  return,  he  was 
chosen  one  of  the  Representatives  of  Boston  in  the  State 
Legislature  ;  and,  in  1809,  he  delivered  the  customary  Fourth 
of  July  oration  in  Boston,  which  passed  through  two  editions. 
In  the  following  year,  he  was  selected  to  deliver  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  address  at  Cambridge ;  but  his  departure  for  Europe 
before  the  date  of  the  anniversary  prevented  the  delivery  of 
his  address.  Five  years  afterward,  he  delivered  an  address 
before  that  Society  on  the  Aborigines,  which  was  printed  in 
the  second  volume  of  the  "  North  American  Review." 

Of  that  journal  Mr.  Tudor  was  the  founder  and  first  editor, 
and  to  the  first  four  volumes  he  was  the  largest  contributor ; 


■  •■.».. 
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but,  at  the  end  of  two  years,  he  relinquished  the  editorial 
care  of  the  work  to  Mr.  Sparks,  and  only  three  of  his  articles 
are  of  later  date  than  the  fourth  volume.  Mr.  Tudor  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Historical  Society  in  April,  1816, 
and  to  the  eighth  volume  of  the  second  series  of  the  Collec- 
tions he  contributed  an  extended  memoir  of  his  father.  This 
is  his  only  known  contribution  to  the  Society's  publications ; 
but,  from  1820  to  1824,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee.  In  1817,  he  delivered  an  address  before  the 
Massachusetts  Humane  Society,  which  was  afterward  printed  ; 
and,  two  years  later,  he  published  a  volume,  entitled  "Letters 
from  the  Eastern  States,"  which  attracted  much  notice  on  its 
publication,  but  is  now  well-nigh  forgotten.  If  Mr.  Tudor 
had  written  nothing  else,  this  work,  which  reached  a  second 
edition  in  1821,  would  fully  justify  the  reputation  he  enjoyed 
among  his  contemporaries.  Though  it  is  cast  in  the  form  of 
familiar  letters,  the  style  has  few  marks  of  haste  or  negli- 
gence. The  observations  are  those  of  a  keen-eyed  critic,  who 
had  enjoyed  a  large  familiarity  with  the  best  society  at  home 
and  abroad ;  and,  as  a  picture  of  New  England  life  and  an 
authentic  record  of  the  prevailing  tendencies  of  New  Eng- 
land thought  at  the  time  when  it  was  written,  it  has  a  real 
and  permanent  value. 

In  1823,  he  published  the  ablest  and  best  known  of  lus 
works,  his  "  Life  of  James  Otis."  Unfortunately,  the  ma- 
terials were  scanty  ;  but  the  memoir  was  written  in  a  vigorous 
and  polished  style,  and  is  characterized  by  broad  and  just 
views,  and  it  is  not  likely  to  be  superseded.  Mr.  Bowen  did 
not  exaggerate  its  merits  when  he  wrote,  in  the  preface  to  his 
own  brief  and  admirable  sketch  of  the  life  of  Otis,  in  Mr. 
Sparks's  "  American  Biography "  :  "  The  4  Life  of  James 
Otis,'  by  the  late  William  Tudor,  is  one  of  the  most  pleasing 
and  instructive  biographies  in  the  whole  range  of  American 
literature.  It  is  a  fine  specimen  of  historical  research  and 
literary  taste  and  skill,  leaving  but  few  particulars  to  be 
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gathered  by  the  subsequent  inquirer  respecting  the  personal 
history  of  the  individual  commemorated." 

In  the  same  year  in  which  this  volume  was  published,  Mr. 
Tudor  was  appointed  consul  of  the  United  States  for  Lima ; 
and,  in  November,  he  embarked  for  South  America.  His 
duties  in  this  office  were  discharged  in  a  manner  alike  advan- 
tageous to  his  country  and  creditable  to  himself.  In  the 
summer  of  1827,  he  received  the  appointment  of  Charge* 
d' Affaires  of  the  United  States  at  Rio  de  Janeiro ;  but  his 
health  had  become  seriously  impaired,  and  it  was  not  until  a 
year  afterward  that  he  was  able  to  undertake  the  journey 
across  the  continent  to  his  new  and  more  responsible  post. 
At  Rio  de  Janeiro,  he  concluded  a  treaty,  settling  many  out- 
standing claims  of  the  United  States  against  the  Brazilian 
government  in  a  manner  several  times  warmly  commended 
by  President  John  Quinc}r  Adams  in  his  Diary.  On  his 
death,  Mr.  Adams  wrote  an  obituary  notice  in  the  "  National 
Intelligencer  "  ;  and  he  meditated  preparing  a  more  extended 
memoir  for  the  "  North  American  Review,"  but  this  purpose 
was  relinquished.  While  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Mr.  Tudor  wrote 
a  work,  entitled  "  Gebel  Teir,"  which  was  published,  anony- 
mously, in  1829,  and  in  which,  in  the  form  of  an  allegory,  he 
gives  his  opinions  in  regard  to  the  condition  and  policy  of  the 
United  States  and  of  several  of  the  European  powers.* 

Mr.  Tudor  died  of  a  fever  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  March  9, 
1830.  Among  his  contemporaries,  he  enjoyed  a  high  reputa- 
tion as  a  scholar,  a  writer,  and  an  amiable  and  accomplished

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gentleman.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Boston  Athe- 
naeum, and  to  him  is  due  the  first  suggestion  of  the  monu- 
ment on  Bunker  Hill.  Faithful  in  the  discharge  of  every 
trust  confided  to  him,  indefatigable  in  labor,  with  a  ripe  and 
various  culture,  and  the  master  of  a  clear  and,  in  general, 
correct  style,  he  happily  blended  the  character  of  a  scholar 
with  that  of  a  man  of  affairs,  and  his  death  at  the  age  of  fifty- 
one  was  a  public  loss.  c.

"  Boston,  June  9th,  1830. 

"  Sir,  —  Your  letter  of  March  9th,  in  behalf  of  the  Library  Committee  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia,  addressed  to  the  President  of 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  came  duly  to  hand,  with  the  Resolve 
of  the  Library  Committee,  which  it  enclosed.  The  large  and  elegant  map  of 
Virginia,  therein  mentioned,  presented  to  the  Society  by  the  Committee,  repre- 
senting in  that  behalf  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  was  exhibited  to  the 
Society  at  a  late  meeting  in  this  city,  and  your  letter  with  the  accompanying 
Resolve  were  then  communicated.  In  behalf  of  the  Society,  and  by  their 
direction,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  and  to  the  Library  Committee  and 
to  the  General  Assembly  their  grateful  acknowledgments  for  this  acceptable 
donation,  which  they  consider  as  a  very  valuable  addition  to  their  historical  and 
statistical  collections.     - 

"  The  scale  on  which  this  map  is  constructed,  and  the  style  in  which  it  is 
executed,  are  honorable  to  your  State.  Virginia,  habitually  true  to  herself,  has 
given  an  exhibition  of  her  extensive  and  interesting  domain  in  a  manner  corre-

*  The  city  of  Boston  celebrated,  on  the  17th  of  September,  1830,  the  two 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  settlement  of  the  town.  An  oration  was  deliv- 
ered by  the  Hon.  Josiah  Quincy,  a  poem  was  read  by  Charles  Sprague,  Esq., 
and  an  ode  by  the  Rev.  John  Pierpont,  in  the  Old  South  Church. 

It  appears  by  the  account  of  the  proceedings  given  in  the  "  Boston  Daily 
Advertiser  "  that,  at  eight  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  that  day,  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  assembled  for  the  first  time  in  their 
respective  chambers,  fitted  for  their  accommodation  in  the  "  Old  State  House" 
(thereafter  to  be  called  the  "  City  Hall") ;  and,  after  they  had  despatched  such 
business  as  required  the  attention  of  the  two  Boards,  they  convened  in  the  Com- 
mon Council  Chamber,  and  the  Mayor,  the  Hon.  Harrison  Gray  Otis,  delivered 
an  address  of  considerable  length.  The  city  government  then  proceeded  to  the 
State  House,  where  a  large  number  of  citizens  had  assembled,  and  joined  the 
procession  which,  at  half-past  nine  o'clock,  was  formed  under  the  direction  of 
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Voted,  That  Mr.  Savage  be  requested  to  prepare  a  memoir  of  our 
late  respected  associate,  Mr.  Tudor,  for  the  Collections.* 

Meeting  dissolved. 


QUARTERLY   MEETING. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  Oct.  28,  1830,  —  the 
members  present  were,  Bowdoin,  Davis,  A.  H.  Everett, 
Harris,  Jenks,  Lowell,  J.  C.  Merrill,  Ripley,  Savage, 
Shattuck,  R.  Webster,  and  Winthrop. 

Transactions  of  the  last  meeting  read. 


General  William  Sullivan,  Chief  Marshal  of  the  day,  agreeably  to  the  order 
described  in  the  regulations  previously  published.  This  included  the  Historical 
Society  and  other  historical  and  literary  associations.  The  procession,  under 
the  escort  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company,  proceeded  down 
Beacon  Street,  entering  the  Common  at  the  north-western  part,  and  passed 
through  two  lines  formed  of  several  thousand  children  of  the  public  schools, 
there  assembled  under  the  charge  of  their  teachers;  continuing  through  the 
principal  streets,  they  arrived,  at  eleven  o'clock,  at  the  Old  South  Church,  where 
the  principal  exercises  mentioned  above  were  performed. 

"  A  large  number  of  citizens,"  says  the  "  Advertiser,"  "  then  proceeded  to 
Faneuil  Hall,  where  a  collation  was  prepared  for  their  entertainment,  at  which 
the  Hon.  Charles  Wells  presided. 

"  A  dinner  was  also  provided  at  the  Exchange  Coffee-House,  to  which  about  a 
hundred  gentlemen  sat  down,  including  many  members  of  the  Historical  Society. 
His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  a  direct  descendant  of  Governor  Winthrop, 
who  was  chief  among  the  founders  of  the  city,  presided,  and  a  truly  convivial 
6pirit,  animated  by  the  recollections  which  the  exercises  of  the  day  excited, 
prevailed  on  the  occasion.  The  appropriate  toasts  and  sentiments  which  were 
given,  and  the  addresses  from  several  of  the  guests,  made  the  occasion  one  of 
high  intellectual  entertainment.  Among  the  gentlemen  who  made  speeches,  in 
introduction  of  the  toasts,  for  which  they  were  called  on  by  the  President,  were 
Mr.  Webster,  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  Mr.  E.  Everett,  Mr.  Salton- 
stall,  and  Mr.  Palfrey." 

In  the  evening,  the  Hon.  Thomas  L.  Winthrop,  Lieutenant-Governor,  gave  a 
large  reception  at  his  house  on  Beacon  Street.  —  Eds.

Voted,  That  the  Standing  Committee  be.  directed  to  make  a  nomi- 
nation of  Resident  Members  at  the  next  meeting.

Voted,  That  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  do  hereby  dis- 
charge any  lien  which  they  may  have  upon  the  real  estate  of  which

[Two  Resident  Members  died  since  the  last  annual 
meeting,  —  Elisha  Clap  and  Isaiah  Thomas,  —  neither 
of  whom  has  been  commemorated  in  the  Society's 
volumes.     Their  memoirs  here  follow.  —  Eds.] 

Notice  of  Elisha  Clap, 

Mr.  Elisha  Clap  was  born  in  Dorchester,  June  25,  1776, 
the  son  of  Lemuel  and  Rebecca  Clap,,  the  latter  being  the 
daughter  of  Rev.  Samuel  Dexter,  of  Dedham,  whose  descend- 
ants for  five  generations  have  been  among  the  most  honored 
citizens  of  Massachusetts.  Lemuel  Clap  was  the  captain  of 
one  of  the  Dorchester  companies  enlisted  in  1775  in  the  Con- 
tinental service,  and  assisted  at  the  fortification  of  Dorchester 
Heights,  1776,  and  afterward  served  at  Noddle's  Island. 
Elisha  was  the  third  of  five  sons  of  his  parents,  and  early

t  Isaiah  Thomas,  of  Worcester,  chosen  a  member  in  April,  1811,  died  April 
4,  1831.  A  notice  of  him  by  Mr.  George  Dexter  will  be  found  in  this  volume 
on  pp.  440-444.  Of  the  two  volumes  which  Mr.  Thomas  had  borrowed  of  the 
Society,  the  first,  by  J.  Homer  (see  Society's  Catalogue,  I.  607),  was  soon  after, 
in  this  year,  returned  to  the  Library.  The  ownership  of  the  second  (Catalogue, 
I.  668),  was  for  a  time  contested,  but  it  was  returned  to  the  Society  in  January, 
1836,  "full  proof  having  been  given  of  its  belonging  to  the  Library ."  —  Eds. 
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manifested  a  great  fondness  for  books,  which  circumstance 
doubtless  induced  his  father  to  direct  his  studies  to  a  prepara- 
tion for  a  college  education,  and  he  was  admitted  at  Harvard 
College  in  1793.  He  pursued  his  collegiate  course  with  much 
credit,  in  a  class  which  contained  Horace  Binney,  John  C. 
Warren,  Daniel  A.  White,  and  Professor  Stearns.  Upon 
receiving  his  degree,  he  was  appointed  by  the  College  gov- 
ernment Greek  Tutor,  which  office  he  continued  to  fill  for 
two  years.  He  then  devoted  himself  to  a  preparation  for  the 
ministry,  preached  for  a  short  time,  and  was  invited  to  settle 
at  Fitchburg ;  but,  before  accepting  this  opportunity,  a  new 
career  opened  itself  to  him,  which  became  his  occupation  to 
the  end  of  his  life.  In  the  year  1804,  several  gentlemen  in 
the  county  of  Barnstable  obtained  from  the  Legislature  a 
charter  and  an  endowment  for  an  academy  at  Sandwich ;  and 
the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Clap's  qualifications  as  a  classical 
teacher,  from  his  Cambridge  friends,  produced  an  invitation 
to  him  to  fill  the  place  of  Principal  at  the  new  institution. 
He  accepted  the  appointment,  and  commenced  his  duties  at 
Sandwich  in  1804,  and  continued  a  successful  course  in  that 
place  for  twelve  years,  fitting  many  pupils  for  the  University, 
and  giving  a  character  to  the  school  which  attracted  scholars 
from  the  different  parts  of  the  State.  After  a  twelve  years' 
service  at  Sandwich,  he  was  induced  by  the  solicitation  of 
gentlemen  acquainted  with  his  reputation  to  resign  his  situa- 
tion, and  devote  himself  to  the  education  of  their  sons  in 
Boston ;  and,  about  1816,  he  opened  a  private  school  there. 
He  continued  to  pursue  his  calling  successfully  for  more  than 
ten  years,  until  his  labors  were  suspended  by  the  loss  of 
health,  which  occasioned  several  visits  to  the  South,  but  he 
never  recovered  his  wonted  condition.  He  married  Miss 
Mary  Paine,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Robert  Treat  Paine,  one 
of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  with  whom 
he  spent  happily  the  last  five  years  of  his  life,  which  termi- 
nated Oct.  22,  1830.     His  personal  history,  from  the  nature 
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of  his  profession,  contains  but  little  variety.  He  was  fond  of 
scientific  studies,  devoted  much  time  to  astronomy,  and  early 
became  a  member  of  the  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  His 
fondness  for  historical  researches  occasioned  his  election  to 
the  Historical  Society  in  1812,  and  he  continued  an  attentive 
and  useful  member  for  eighteen  years.  J.  M.  u. 

Memoir  of  Isaiah  Thomas. 

The  second  edition  of  the  "  History  of  Printing  in  America," 
published  by  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  in  1874,  is 
prefaced  by  an  admirable  memoir  of  its  author,  prepared  by 
his  distinguished  grandson,  Judge  Benjamin  Franklin  Thomas. 
The  editors  of  this  present  publication  had  confidently  ex- 
pected that  their  learned  associate  would  furnish  for  these 
Proceedings  a  condensation  of  that  memoir.  Alas !  that  the 
hand  of  the  Great  Destroyer,  Death,  has  transferred  that  task 
to  a  less  worthy  pen  !  I  shall  attempt  nothing  but  a  summary 
of  Judge  Thomas's  biography. 

Isaiah  Thomas,  the  youngest  son  of  Moses  and  Fidelity 
(Grant)  Thomas,  was  born  in  Boston,  Jan.  19, 1749,  old  style. 
His  father  was  through  life  a  rolling  stone,  and,  true  to  the 
proverb,  "  gathered  no  moss."  His  death,  after  a  career  that 
embraced  the  varied  and  successive  occupations  of  soldier, 
mariner,  trader,  farmer,  and  schoolmaster,  left  his  widow 
with  five  children,  destitute  of  worldly  goods.  Two  elder 
children,  born  during  the  parents'  residence  on  Long  Island, 
were  kindly  adopted  by  relatives  of  the  mother  living  in 
Hampstead.  The  three  younger,  born  after  the  return  to 
Boston,  were  placed  by  their  mother  in  the  near  neighbor- 
hood of  the  city,  while  she  earned  their  and  her  own  support 
by  keeping  a  small  shop.  Isaiah  was  brought  back  to  the 
city  at  the  early  age  of  six,  and  placed  with  a  printer,  Zach- 
ariah  Fowle,  who  promised  to  care  for  him  as  his  own  child. 
If  he  ever  went  to  school,  it  must  have  been  before  he  was 
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bound  apprentice  to  Fowle,  which  event  took  place  about  a 
year  after  he  went  to  live  with  him,  June  4, 1756.  Mr.  Fowle 
seems  to  have  been  an  indolent,  indifferent  man,  totally  devoid 
of  energy.  Whatever  assistance  Isaiah  obtained  in  learning 
his  trade  came  probably  from  Samuel  Draper,  who  was 
Fowle's  partner  from  1758  to  1761.  After  the  partnership 
was  dissolved,  the  boy,  only  twelve  years  of  age,  had  the 
principal  charge  of  the  business  of  the  office. 

He  remained  in  Fowle's  service  for  ten  or  eleven  years,  and 
grew  to  be  considered  an  able  and  experienced  workman.  In 
1766,  he  had  a  serious  misunderstanding  with  his  master,  so 
serious  that  it  resulted  in  his  leaving  Boston  secretly.  He 
made  his  way  as  far  as  Halifax,  in  the  hope  of  reaching  Eng- 
land. But  in  Halifax  he  found  himself  without  the  means  of 
going  further,  and  was  forced  to  seek  employment.  He  fell 
into  the  hands  of  one  Anthony  Henry,  the  publisher  of  the 
"  Halifax  Gazette,"  and  government  printer.  Henry,  like  his 
first  master,  Fowle,  was  easy  and  indolent,  and  soon  left  the 
management  of  the  business  to  the  apprentice.  He,  filled 
with  the  spirit  of  resistance  to  oppression  learned  in  New 
England,  speedily  brought  the  newspaper  into  trouble  with 
the  authorities  by  articles  in  opposition  to  the  Stamp  Act ; 
and  Mr.  Henry  found  that  he  must  choose  between  the  gov- 
ernment work  and  his  new  apprentice.  Of  course,  he  preferred 
the  first ;  and,  there  being  no  other  chance  of  work  in  Nova 
Scotia,  Thomas  was  forced  to  turn  his  steps  homeward.  He 
found  work  on  one  of  the  newspapers  in  Portsmouth,  where 
the  vessel  landed  him,  until  Mr.  Fowle,  learning  his  return 
to  New  England,  invited  him  to  resume  his  place  in  Boston. 

This  arrangement  was  soon  terminated  by  fresh  quarrels, 
and  the  master  and  his  apprentice  parted  again.  Thomas 
went  to  North  Carolina,  where  he  hoped  to  establish  a  press 
in  Wilmington.  But  difficulties  in  coming  to  an  agreement 
with  the  printer  already  resident  there  put  an  end  to  this 
scheme,  and  Thomas  went  on  to  Charleston,  where  he  found 
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employment  with  Robert  Wells,  who  published  the  "  South 
Carolina  and  American  General  Gazette,"  and  also  kept  a 
book  store.  While  in  Charleston,  Thomas  married  Mary 
Dill,  daughter  of  Joseph  Dill,  of  the  Bermuda  Islands,  a 
connection  that  was  not  happy,  resulting  in  a  separation  after 
a  few  years.  The  marriage  took  place  in  December,  1769 ; 
and,  in  the  following  spring,  Mr.  Thomas  returned  to  Boston. 
Here  he  entered  into  partnership  with  his  old  master,  Fowle ; 
and,  in  July,  the  first  number  of  the  "  Massachusetts  Spy  " 
appeared.  The  paper  was  intended  to  circulate  among  the 
mechanics  and  smaller  tradesmen  of  the  town,  and  was  issued 
at  first  three  times  a  week.  At  the  end  of  three  months, 
Thomas  bought  out  Fowle,  and  the  issue  of  the  newspaper 
was  made  semi-weekly.  The  following  spring  another  change 
was  made,  and  the  "  Spy"  was  enlarged,  and  appeared  weekly. 
The  newspaper,  owing  to  the  energy  and  ability  of  its  printer 
and  editor,  and  to  the  kind  aid  he  received  from  contributors, 
was  quite  successful.  It  adopted  the  Whig  cause,  and  did  no 
small  service  in  the  struggle  between  the  Government  and 
the  friends  of  freedom.  Attempts  were  made  by  Governor 
Hutchinson  at  first  to  bring  the  paper  over  to  the  side  of 
Government,  then  to  suppress  it,  and  punish  its  printer  for 
libel.  He  soon  became  a  noted  and  trusted  friend  of  the 
American  leaders.  About  this  time,  Mr.  Thomas  also  began 
the  publication  of  a  magazine,  "  The  Royal  American  Maga- 
zine," and  started  a  series  of  almanacs,  "  Thomas's  New 
England  Almanacs,"  the  publication  of  which  was  continued 
by  his  son  until  1819. 

In  1775,  Mr.  Thomas  sent  his  family  to  Watertown  for 
safety,  and  held  himself  in  readiness  to  leave  Boston  at  short 
notice.  Two  days  before  the  affair  at  Lexington,  the  notice 
came,  and  the  press  and  types  were  hurriedly  removed  to 
Worcester,  one  of  the  places  in  which  he  had  been  asked  to 
settle.  The  printer  himself  remained,  and  acted  his  part  in 
the  events  of  the  night  of  the  18th  and  the  day  of  the  19th 
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of  April.  He  reached  his  new  home,  Worcester,  late  on  the 
20th,  and  the  publication  of  the  "  Spy  "  was  resumed  May  3. 
It  was  an  entirely  new  beginning  in  life  :  all  was  lost,  except 
the  small  amount  of  materials  that  had  been  transferred  to 
Worcester.  The  Provincial  Government  gave  what  help  it 
could,  sending  him  supplies  of  paper,  and  giving  him  the 
public  printing,  until  the  arrival  of  the  Halls  from  Salem  and 
the  escape  of  Edes  from  Boston  gave  the  Congress  ample 
facilities  nearer  home.  The  system  of  post-riders,  established 
about  this  time,  gave  Mr.  Thomas  also  the  office  of  postmaster 
at  Worcester,  which  he  continued  to  hold  for  some  years. 

For  some  little  time  his  career  was  uncertain.  He  leased 
a  part  of  his  presses  and  the  "  Spy  "  to  William  Stearns  and 
Daniel  Bigelow  in  1776,  and  with  the  remainder  attempted 
to  establish  a  business  in  Salem,  but  failed.  The  next  year 
he  again  leased  the  newspaper  to  Antony  Haswall.  His 
family,  during  these  years,  were  living  on  a  small  farm  in 
Londonderry,  New  Hampshire,  and  his  biographer  confesses 
his  inability  to  discover  in  what  way  he  was  employed.  He 
managed  in  some  honest  way,  however,  to  support  the  family, 
thanks  to  his  indomitable  energy  and  perseverance. 

Mr.  Thomas  returned  to  Worcester  in  the  spring  of  1778, 
and  took  possession  of  the  "  Spy  "  again.  His  progress  was 
slow  but  steady  from  this  time.  After  the  close  of  the  war, 
the  improvement  was  more  rapid.  The  newspaper  increased 
its  circulation,  was  enlarged  to  five  columns  on  a  page,  and 
the  business  of  printing  and  publishing  books  was  begun. 
Mr.  Thomas  advocated  earnestly  the  adoption  of  the  Federal 
Constitution ;  and  the  settlement  of  the  government  upon  a 
firm  foundation  gave  an  impulse  to  all  business.  His  suc- 
cess was  now  assured.  He  built  a  large  mill,  where  he 
made  his  own  paper,  published  books,  established  a  bindery, 
and  extended  his  business  all  over  the  country.  At  one  time 
there  were  under  his  control  and  that  of  his  partners  five 
book-stores  in  Massachusetts,  one  in  New  Hampshire,  one  in 
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Albany,  and  one  in  Baltimore.  In  1788,  he  established  a 
house  in  Boston,  taking  as  a  partner  Mr.  Ebenezer  T.  Andrews. 
The  firm  did  a  large  and  profitable  business,  publishing,  among 
other  books,  the  "  Massachusetts  Magazine,"  from  1789  to 
1793. 

In  1802,  Mr.  Thomas  resigned  the  care  of  his  business  to  his 
son,  Isaiah  Thomas,  Jr.  His  own  time  was  devoted  to  study 
and  collection  of  materials  for  his  great  work,  the  "  History 
of  Printing  in  America."  This  appeared  in  1810,  in  two 
volumes,  octavo.  Not  long  afterward,  in  January,  1812,  he 
began  to  develop  his  plan  for  making  his  own  library,  a  large 
and  valuable  one,  the  basis  of  a  public  collection.  From  this 
grew  the  idea  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  of  which 
he  was  the  founder  and  liberal  benefactor.  The  charter  of 
this  Society  was  granted  in  October,  1812,  and  the  Society 
organized  on  November  19th.  Mr.  Thomas  was  chosen  the 
first  President,  and  annually  re-elected  during  his  life.  In 
1820,  he  built  Antiquarian  Hall,  to  which  his  library  was 
transferred.  His  gifts  did  not  cease  with  his  life.  By  his 
will,  funds  were  left  for  the  support  of  a  Librarian,  and  for 
other  purposes  of  the  Society.  His  entire  gifts  to  the  Society 
reached  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Mr.  Thomas  held  no  official  position.  But  his  services  to 
his  country  and  to  literature  were  recognized  by  elections 
into  many  learned  societies,  and  by  honors  conferred  by  col- 
leges. He  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from  Dart- 
mouth College,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Laws  from  Alleghany 
College,  Penns}Tlvania.  He  was  a  member  of  the  American 
Philosophical  Society  and  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Sciences.  His  election  to  our  own  Society  dates  from 
April  25,  1811. 

Mr.  Thomas  died  in  Worcester,  April  4,  1831,  at  the  ripe 
old  age  of  eighty-one.  G.  D. 
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ADJOURNED   MEETING.

"Dear  Sir,  —  You  are  Chairman  of  a  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Society  on  the  subject  of  the  new  room  for  its  Library  and  meetings. 
The  other  members  are  — (1827)  Mr.  Coolidge  and  Mr.  Bowdoin,  (1829)  Mr. 
Nichols  and  Mr.  Savage,  (1832)  Mr.  I.  P.  Davis. 

"  A  considerable  sum  of  money  will  be  wanted  for  shelves,  &c,  &c,  and,  if 
possible,  to  pay  a  part  of  the  annual  rent  of  the  room ;  and,  with  a  view  to  this, 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Committee  were  enlarged  at  the  late  meeting.  I 
wrote  to  Dr.  Lowell  for  copies  of  the  votes,  intending  to  send  them  to  you,  but 
he  has  sent  me  minutes  only.  Their  scope  will,  however,  be  recollected  by  the 
members  of  the  Committee,  if  a  copy  of  them  cannot  readily  be  obtained. 

"  As  it  will  be  very  soon  necessary  to  know  how  much  money  can  be  ob- 
tained, as  well  as  how  much  will  be  absolutely  required,  I  take  the  liberty  (after 
consulting  with  Mr.  Savage)  to  suggest  an  early  meeting  of  the  Committee.

Before  the  next  quarterly  meeting,  the  Committee  prepared  and  printed  an 
appeal  to  the  public,  embodying  a  brief  history  of  the  Society  and  a  statement 
of  its  needs  for  greater  accommodation,  and  the  opportunity  now  offered  for 
securing  it.  This  paper,  which  was  issued  as  preliminary  to  a  subscription 
paper,  soon  to  follow,  was  dated  Oct.  9,  1832 ;  proposals  having  previously 
been  made  by  the  Provident  Institution  for  Savings,  offering  to  lease  or  sell  to 
the  Society  a  part  of  their  building  then  erecting  on  Tremont  Street  for  their 
own  use.  The  subscription  paper,  which  is  here  copied,  was  dated  Oct.  15, 1832, 
and  contained  the  historical  statement  and  appeal  of  the  former  paper :  — 

"  The  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  incorporated  forty  years  since,  has 
been  constantly  engaged  during  all  this  period  in  procuring,  preserving,  and 
publishing  documents,  illustrations,  and  remarks  conducive  to  the  more  perfect 
knowledge  of  every  branch  of  the  history  of  our  country.  It  has  been  com- 
pelled, however,  to  act  with  very  limited  means,  and  the  scarce  manuscripts  and 
rare  volumes,  pictures,  and  other  memorials  of  our  early  days  are  preserved  in 
a  room,  for  which  the  institution  is  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  the  three  gentle- 
men who  first  undertook  the  erection  of  the  Tontine  buildings  in  Pranklin  Place. 
This  apartment  is,  from  its  difficulty  of  access,  so  uncomfortable,  and  so  greatly 
exposed  to  destruction  by  fire,  that  the  Society  has  for  several  years  been 
anxious  to  obtain  better  accommodation  for  the  assembly  of  its  members,  and  a 
saf©r  repository  of  their  treasures,  the  loss  of  which  would  be  in  no  small  de- 
gree irreparable.  Yet  the  want  of  means  has  always  seemed  an  insurmountable 
difficulty  in  the  pursuit  of  these  ends.  Our  funds  barely  enable  the  Society  to 
provide  for  the  current  repairs  which  the  tenement,  from  its  exposed  situation, 
frequently  requires ;  the  members  generally  presuming  that  their  chief  duty  waa 
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The  Committee  on  the  election  of  members  (see  pre- 
vious meeting)  were  discharged. 

The  Committee  on  the  proposition  from  the  Athe- 
naeum was  discharged,  and  Mr.  Everett,  Mr.  Willard, 
and  Mr.  Lewis  were  appointed  a  committee  on  this 
subject.

to  issue,  in  periodical  volumes,  all  the  interesting  matter  which  they  or  their 
friends  through  the  Union  could  furnish  as  materials  of  minute  and  complete 
history.  Twenty-three  octavo  volumes  have  already  been  published  by  them, 
the  expense  of  which  is  borne  by  the  small  number  of  their  members,  with  very 
little  aid  from  the  Commonwealth  at  one  time,  or  from  other  citizens  usually. 

"  A  Committee  of  the  Society  has  long  been  charged  with  the  duty  of  ob- 
taining another  establishment  with  happier  accommodation,  and  especially 
safety  from  fire,  the  occurrence  of  which  on  either  side  of  their  present  room 
must  necessarily  expose  to  utter  destruction  all  their  accumulations.  Success 
would  sustain  the  spirit  of  the  members,  and  enable  them  more  justly  to  fulfil 
the  expectations  of  many  in  Europe  or  our  own  country  who  are  curious  in 
pursuit  of  their  appropriate  objects,  and,  after  many  years  of  despair,  an  op- 
portunity is  now  afforded  for  its  attainment.  In  the  building  now  erecting  for  a 
Savings  Bank  the  best  situation  can  be  had,  for  a  sum  of  money  unexpectedly 
moderate  in  comparison  with  the  benefits  to  be  acquired.  The  undersigned  aro 
assured  that,  for  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars,  the  Society  can  have  a 
perpetual  lease  of  the  whole  second  story  of  that  beautiful  edifice,  with  addi- 
tional room  in  the  attic. 

"  We,  whose  names  are  underwritten,  engage,  in  consideration  of  the  fore- 
going, to  pay  James  Savage,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  on  or  before  the  first  of  January  next,  the  sums  set  against  our  names 
respectively,  to  assist  said  Society  in  obtaining  for  ever  commodious  and  secure 
apartments  for  holding  their  meetings  and  repositing  their  library,  pictures,  and 
documents.  This  subscription  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect,  however,  un- 
less the  aggregate  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  be  thus  subscribed.

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  returned  to  Rev.  Jasper 
Adams  for  the  books  transmitted  by  him  for  the  Library. 

Voted,  That  the  Rev.  Jasper  Adams  be  requested  to  accept  of  a  copy 
of  Hubbard's  History  and  such  other  publications  of  the  Society  as,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  may  be 
about  equivalent  in  value  to  the  books  received  from  him. 

Voted,  That  it  is  not  consistent  with  the  laws  and  usages  of  the 
Society  to  accept  the  proposal  made  by  Mr.  Adams  of  a  regular  ex- 
change of  such  books  as  he  may  send  in  future  for  the  publications  of 
the  Society. 

The  Committee  to  procure  a  more  suitable  room  re-

"  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Provident  Institution  for  Savings  in  the  town 
of  Boston  have  proffered  to  said  Society  a  lease  for  ten  years  of  the  second 
story  of  the  edifice  now  erecting  by  them  in  Tremont  Street,  and  also  one  half 
of  the  attic  story,  upon  the  terms  specified  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  paper 
annexed,  marked  A ;  and  also  the  prospect  of  acquiring  a  permanent  interest  in 
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Voted,  That  the  same  Committee  have  full  powers  to  make  a  con- 
tract for  a  lease  for  ten  years  of  a  room  in  the  Savings  Institution. 

Mr.  Everett,  from  the  Committee  on  the  letter  from 
the  Trustees  of  the  Athenaeum,  reported  the  following 
votes : — 

Voted,  That  the  Librarian  of  the  Society  be  requested  to  confer 
with  the  Librarian  of  the  Athenaeum  upon  the  subject  of  the  proposed 
exchange,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the  arrangement  that  has  been  made 
for  this  purpose  by  the  Committee  of  the  Athenaeum. 

Voted,  That  the  Librarian  be  authorized  to  employ,  at  the  expense 
of  the  Society,  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  perform- 
ance of  such  part  of  the  labor  as  it  may  not  be  in  his  power  to  do 
himself. 

said  building,  on  complying  with  the  terms  specified  in  the  second  paragraph  of 
said  annexed  paper. 

"  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  no  location  could  be  more  safe,  com- 
modious, or  pleasant  than  the  rooms  thus  proposed  to  be  leased  to  said  Society ; 
and  that,  considering  all  the  circumstances  and  relations  of  the  building,  your 
Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  terms  proposed  are  in  a  high  degree 
reasonable,  and  that  no  delay  ought  to  be  permitted  to  take  place  before  the 
Society  endeavor  to  attain  the  means  of  complying  with  this  advantageous 
offer,  and  securing  to  themselves  the  benefit  of  it. 

"  For  this  purpose  your  Committee  saw  no  better  way  than  to  apply  at  once 
to  the  liberality  of  the  community,  and  attempt  to  raise  by  subscription  a  capi- 
tal sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  rent  of  said  room  by  its  accruing  interest, 
and  to  be  applied  to  the  securing  to  said  Society  a  permanent  right  to  said 
rooms,  whenever  the  Trustees  of  said  Savings  Institution  shall  be  authorized, 
in  consideration  of  the  payment  specified,  to  give  an  acquittance  of  said  reserved 
rent  for  ever,  according  to  the  proposition  contained  in  said  second  paragraph,  and 
take  measures  to  that  effect  accordingly.    All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

this  Society  the  second  story  of  the  edifice  lately  erected  by  said  insti- 
tution in  Boston,  bounded  westerly  on  Tremont  Street,  together  with 
half  of  the  attic  story  of  said  building ;  the  said  indenture  to  contain 
such  covenants,  as  well  on  the  part  of  said  institution  as  of  the  Society, 
as  the  said  Committee  may  think  reasonable.  And,  for  the  above 
purpose,  the  said  Committee  are  hereby  authorized  to  affix  the  seal  of 
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this  Society  to  each  part  of  said  indenture,  and  to  acknowledge  the 
same  as  the  deed  of  the  Society,  and  to  deliver  one  part  thereof  to  said 
Provident  Institution.* 


*  The  following  is  the  indenture  between  the  Society  and  the  Provident 
Institution  for  Savings  :  — 

"  This  indenture  made  this  sixth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  by  and  between  the  Provident  Institu- 
tion for  Savings  in  the  town  of  Boston  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Society  of  the  other  part,  Witnesseth,  That  the  said  Provident  Insti- 
tution for  Savings,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  six  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  paid  them  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  the  receipt  whereof 
they  do  hereby  acknowledge,  have  granted,  bargained,  sold,  and  conveyed,  and 
do  hereby  grant,  bargain,  sell,  and  convey  to  the  said  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  their  successors  and  assigns,  the  second  story  of  the  edifice  lately 
erected  by  said  Provident  Institution  in  Boston,  bounded  westerly  on  Tremont 
Street,  and  southerly  on  the  Chapel  Burying-grounds,  together  with  one  half 
of  the  attic  story  of  said  building,  with  a  privilege  in  the  entries  and  stairways. 
And,  in  case  said  building  shall  be  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  accident,  the  said 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society  are  to  be  entitled  to  one  undivided  fourth  part 
of  the  lot  of  land  on  which  said  building  stands,  to  be  held  in  common  between 
them  and  the  said  Provident  Institution,  until  another  building  shall  be  erected 
by  said  Provident  Institution  thereon,  of  the  same  dimensions  and  of  like  ma- 
terials with  the  present,  and  constructed  in  the  same  manner,  to  the  cost  of 
which  the  said  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  are  to  contribute  one  fourth 
part,  and  it  is  to  be  owned  in  the  same  manner  as  the  present.  To  have  and  to 
hold  the  premises,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  said  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to  their  use  for  ever.  And  the  said  Provi- 
dent Institution  for  Savings  do  hereby  covenant  and  grant  to  and  with  the  said 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  their  successors  and  assigns,  that  they  the 
said  Institution  are  lawfully  seized  in  fee  of  the  premises,  that  they  are  free 
from  all  incumbrances,  and  that  they  the  said  Institution  will  warrant  and 
defend  the  premises,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  said  Massachusetts  Histori- 
cal Society,  their  successors  and  assigns,  against  the  lawful  claims  and  demands 
of  all  persons.  And  the  said  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  do  hereby  for 
themselves  and  their  successors  covenant  and  agree  with  said  Provident  Institu- 
tion, their  successors  and  assigns,  that  they  the  said  Society  will  be  responsible 
for  one  fourth  part  of  the  cost  of  rebuilding  said  edifice,  in  case  of  its  being 
destroyed  as  aforesaid ;  also,  for  one  fourth  part  of  the  taxes  which  may  be 
assessed  on  the  whole  of  said  estate,  and  one  fourth  part  of  all  such  repairs  as 
may  become  necessary  in  consequence  of  general  damage  to  the  edifice  by  fire 
or  storms,  and  one  fourth  part  of  assessments  for  drains  or  similar  charges  for 
the  general  benefit  of  said  estate;  also,  for  one  half  of  the  repairs  on  the 
passage-way  from  the  third  story  to  the  attic,  and  for  the  whole  of  the  repairs 
of  the  stairs  from  the  first  to  the  second  story,  and  of  all  wood-work  or  windows 
or  frame-work  or  any  interior  work  of  said  second  story,  and  for  all  repairs  in 
the  half  of  said  attic  story  conveyed  to  said  Society  as  aforesaid,  and  that  they 
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Voted,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  on  interest,  payable  semi-annually,  and  to  give  his 
note  or  notes  on  demand  therefor,  in  his  said  capacity ;  the  above 

the  said  Society  will  keep  their  fires  in  said  building  in  such  manner  as  to  be 
satisfactory  to  said  Institution.

*  The  Secretary  has  made  no  minute  in  his  records  to  tell  us  when  the 
Society  met  for  the  first  time  at  their  new  apartment  in  Tremont  Street.  From 
the  wording  of  the  vote  directing  this  special  meeting  to  be  held  "at  their 
room,"  evidently  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  members  to  confer  together 
more  intelligently  on  the  subject  on  which  their  Committee  was  to  report,  — 
namely,  the  furnishing  the  new  apartment,  —  it  may  reasonably  be  inferred 
that  this  special  meeting  was  held  here.  Included  with  the  articles  purchased 
at  this  time  for  "  furnishing  the  east  room  "  were  a  number  of  long  settees,  on 
which  the  members  sat  at  the  monthly  meetings,  supplemented  by  the  more 
ancient  Windsor  chairs,  grouped  around  the  large  oblong  table,  at  the  head  of 
which  the  President  presided.  The  settees,  the  table,  and  the  old  Windsor 
chairs  still  exist ;  but  when,  some  twenty  years  ago,  the  elegant  Dowse  Library 
room  was  fitted  up  with  its  luxurious  cushioned  chairs  and  its  carved  oval  table, 
these  evidences  of  more  limited  means,  if  not  of  simpler  tastes,  were  relegated 
to  the  upper  rooms,  where  they  serve  some  humbler  purpose,  and  are  shown  as 
relics  of  the  past.  —  Eds. 
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The  Committee  on  furnishing  the  east  room  reported 
an  estimate  of  expenses  of  cases,  carpet,  table,  and  set- 
tees at  $401  or  $481.

An  ancient  picture  in  the  Society's  Gallery,  known  as  that  of  Dr.  John 
Clark,  is  described  in  3  Collections,  VII.  287,  by  the  late  Kev.  Dr.  Harris,  who 
furnished  the  account  of  the  pictures  in  that  volume,  as  the  portrait  of  the 
eminent  citizen  of  Rhode  Island  bearing  that  name  who  was  instrumental  in 
procuring  the  charter  of  1663  for  that  Colony,  and  as  bearing  the  inscription, 
"  iEtatis  suae  6Q,  anno  1675,"  which  pretty  nearly  conforms  to  the  well-known 
age  of  this  person.  But  Dr.  Thacher,  in  his  "  American  Medical  Biography," 
and  Mr.  Coffin,  in  his  "  History  of  Newbury,"  who  each  give  a  lithographic 
representation  of  the  picture,  assign  it  to  quite  a  different  person ;  namely,  to  a 
Dr.  John  Clark,  of  Newbury  and  Boston ;  and  some  one  of  the  officials  of  the 
Society,  not  many  years  ago,  attached  a  label  to  the  picture  bearing  an  inscrip- 
tion conforming  to  this  opinion.  It  is  certain  that  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
picture  does  not  sustain  the  accuracy  of  the  above  alleged  inscription  upon  it. 
The  date  "  1675  "  is  not  there ;  neither  does  it  apparently  bear  any  date.  The 
account  says  it  was  "  presented  by  a  descendant,  Doctor  John  Clark  Howard, 
of  Boston."

honor  and  reward  for  an  anonymous  poetic  compliment  to  Augustus,  of  which 
Virgil  was  the  author. 

" '  Sic  vos  non  vobis  melliftcatis  apes.'  What  Virgil  wrote  in  a  style  of  com- 
plaint may,  it  is  thought,  be  applicable  in  another  sense  to  our  present  purpose, 
indicating  the  assiduous  and  disinterested  labors  of  the  Society. 

"  The  words  '  meUificatis  apes '  are  omitted  in  the  motto,  as  being  sufficiently 
expressed  by  the  device. 

"  Instead  of  1794,  the  date  of  the  Act  incorporating  the  Society,  it  would  be 
better,  perhaps,  to  take  the  year  of  its  institution.

By  reference  to  the  proceedings  in  this  volume,  under  date  of  January,  1795, 
it  will  be  seen  that  "  Mr.  Winthrop  reported  the  device  of  a  seal  for  the  use  of 
the  Society,"  on  which  it  was  "  voted  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Society ;  and  that,  in  the  mean  time,  each  member  turn  his 
attention  to  it."  There  is  no  evidence  that  Mr.  Winthrop's  report  was  acted 
upon,  and  the  records  are  silent  as  to  the  character  of  his  device.  Since  these 
pages  were  in  type,  however,  Mr.  Winthrop's  report  has  been  found  among  a 
mass  of  miscellaneous  papers,  and  it  is  here  printed.  A  facsimile  of  his  report, 
with  an  impression  of  the  seal  proposed  by  him,  is  also  included  in  this  volume. 

"  Report  of  a  Seal  for  the  Historical  Society. 

"  Agreeably  to  a  vote  of  the  Historical  Society  that  I  should  prepare  a  de- 
vice for  a  seal,  to  be  used  on  their  diplomas  and  other  public  acts,  I  beg  leave 
to  propose  the  following,  of  which  a  very  rough  sketch  accompanies  this 
report :  — 

"  An  antiquary  sitting  on  a  ruin,  and  copying  an  inscription  from  the  pedes- 
tal of  an  obelisk.  Beyond  the  obelisk  appears  an  ancient  wall  and  gateway, 
and  behind  the  wall  a  pyramid.  The  ruins  of  a  decayed  portico  appear  before 
part  of  the  pyramid,  and  are  seen,  together  with  some  scattered  fragments  of 
columns,  behind  the  antiquary.  The  legend, '  Massachusetts  Historical  Society, 
1794.     E  Vetustate  Lux.'

Mr.  Winthrop,  it  appears,  would  date  the  origin  of  the  Society  from  the 
year  of  its  incorporation  by  the  State,  whereas  Judge  Davis  more  correctly 
takes  the  year  of  its  institution.  For  some  remarks  on  the  seal  of  the  Society, 
including  a  notice  of  a  device  and  motto  found  in  an  interleaved  almanac  of 
Dr.  Belknap,  for  1795,  see  Proceedings  for  March,  1877,  pp.  257,  258.

cation of  the  town  of  Boston  against  the  aspersions  contained  in  letters,  &c,  of 
Governor  Bernard,  General  Gage,  and  Admiral  Hood,  transmitted  by  them  to 
the  British  ministry.  There  had  been  some  uncertainty  as  to  the  authorship  of 
this  tract,  some  attributing  it  to  Samuel  Adams,  and  others  to  James  Otis,  while 
a  third  class  had  referred  its  authorship  to  these  two  distinguished  men  jointly. 
William  V.  Wells,  in  his  "  Life  and  Public  Services  of  Samuel  Adams,"  I.  282, 
pronounces  it  unqualifiedly  the  work  of  Mr.  Adams.  The  manuscript  remarks 
on  the  blank  leaf  of  the  Society's  copy  of  this  book  related  to  the  question  of 
the  authorship  referred  to.  The  opinion  of  Mr.  Samuel  Adams  Wells,  a  grandson 
of  Mr.  Adams,  is  certainly  entitled  to  some  weight ;  but  the  offence  consisted 
in  writing  in  a  book  which  did  not  belong  to  either  of  the  persons  who  took  that 
liberty.

Notice  of  Dr.  Redford  Webster. 

Redford  Webster,  the  son  of  Grant  Webster,  a  shopkeeper 
in  Union  Street,  Boston,  was  born  in  that  city  in  1761.  He 
served  an  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  Daniel  Scott,  a  druggist 
or  apothecary,  at  the  sign  of  the  "Leopard,"  at  the  south 
part  of  the  town,  the  business  being  subsequently  removed 
to  Union  Street.  On  the  death  of  Mr.  Scott,  young  Webster 
formed  a  copartnership  with  his  widow,  Under  the  firm-name 
of  Scott  &  Webster,  and  afterward  pursued  the  business  in 
his  own  name.  In  1787,  he  married  a  daughter  of  John 
White,  a  baker  in  Fleet  Street,  a  man  of  some  wealth,  who 
died  April  2,  1804,  aged  eighty-six.  Not  long  after  this 
event,  Mr.  Webster  gave  up  business,  selling  out  to  Thomas 
Farrington.  For  many  years  Mr.  Webster  led  a  life  of  com- 
parative leisure,  being  fond  of  antiquarian  pursuits,  and 
spending  considerable  time  at  the  rooms  of  the  Historical 
Society,  of  which  he  became  a  member  on  the  13th  of  August, 
1792,  on  the  nomination  of  Judge  Minot.  He  was  an  active 
associate,  and  a  frequent,  if  not  constant,  attendant  on  the 
meetings,  and  was  often  placed  on  committees.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  from  1793  to  1810, 
Cabinet-Keeper  from  1810  to  1833,  —  the  year  of  his  death, 
—  and  a  member  of  the  Publishing  Committee  of  two  volumes 
of  Collections.     Dr.  Webster  was  a  man  of  affairs,  and  had 
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much  energy  and  perseverance  of  character.  In  his  deport- 
ment he  had  the  ease  and  bearing  of  a  gentleman  of  the  old 
school.  For  some  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  General 
Court ;  and  he  served  on  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
for  a  long  period,  until  the  change  made  in  that  Board  by 
Mr.  Quincy.  As  to  his  domestic  life,  Dr.  Webster  is  said 
to  have  been  a  delightful  man  in  his  family,  having  great 
kindness  of  heart,  and  taking  a  special  interest  in  the  intel- 
lectual culture  of  his  young  relatives,  who  loved  to  visit  his 
home ;  one  of  whom,  a  niece,  yet  living,  at  an  advanced  age, 
has  the  pleasantest  recollections  of  him.  The  town  of  Red- 
ford,  in  Clinton  County,  in  the  north-east  corner  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  was  named  for  him.  The  name  "  Redford"  is 
supposed  to  have  been  a  family  name,  coming  down  from 
some  Sir  Henry  de  Redford. 

Dr.  Webster  was  the  author  of  an  anonymous  book,  en- 
titled "  Selections  from  the  Chronicle  of  Boston  and  from  the 
Book  of  Retrospections  and  Anticipations.  Compiled  in  the 
last  month  of  the  last  year  of  The  Town,  and  the  first  month 
of  the  first  year  of  The  City,  being  the  year  of  our  Lord 
MDCCCXXIL,"  132  pp.,  —  a  humorous  composition,  written 
somewhat  in  imitation  of  Scripture  language.  A  copy  is  in 
the  library  of  the  Boston  Athenseum. 

Dr.  Webster's  health  had  been  failing  during  the  summer 
of  1833,  but  he  was  not  confined  to  his  house.  He  died  sud- 
denly, or  without  warning,  on  the  31st  of  August  of  that 
year,  having  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society  on 
the  27th,  only  four  days  previously. 

Dr.  Webster's  sister  Hannah,  who  married  the  Rev.  John 
Foster,  D.D.,  the  minister  of  Brighton,  Massachusetts,  was 
the  author  of  the  so-called  "  first  American  novel,"  entitled 
"The  Coquette,  or  the  History  of  Eliza  Wharton,"  first  pub- 
lished by  E.  Larkin,  Cornhill,  Boston,  1797.  She  also  wrote 
"  The  Boarding  School,"  and  a  volume  of  essays  and  sketches. 
Two   daughters   of   Mrs.   Foster  —  Mrs.   Cheney   and   Mrs. 
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Cushing  —  were  also  writers.  The  former  wrote  the  histori- 
cal novels,  "  Peep  at  the  Pilgrims  "  and  "  Rivals  of  Acadia  " ; 
and  the  latter,  "  Yorktown  "  and  "  Saratoga."  c.  D.

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  communicate  to  Mr.  Osgood,  now  at 
Washington,  the  thanks  of  the  Society  for  his  liberal  donation  of  the 
portrait  of  Governor  Wolcott. 

Voted,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  on  the  subject  of  the 
lectures,  with  full  powers. 

Professor  Ticknor,  Rev.  Dr.  Lowell,  and  Isaac  P. 
Davis,  Esq.,  were  appointed  of  the  committee. 

Voted,  That  the  Committee  for  devising  a  plan  to  dispose  of  the 
volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections  be  desired  to  report  at  the  next 
meeting. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Harris, 

Voted,  That  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  having  received 
several  hundred  rare  and  valuable  books  from  Mr.  Thomas  Wallcut, 
do,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  make  to  this  their  early  associate  most  grate- 
ful acknowledgments,  and  beg  him  to  accept  the  assurances  of  their 
respect  and  best  wishes  for  his  improved  health  and  happiness.

MONTHLY  MEETING,  January,  1835. 

Jan.  29,  1835.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  publications 
reported  that  it  is  advisable  to  cancel  the  existing  con- 
tract with  the  booksellers,  with  their  consent,  and  to 
make  another  on  the  basis  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  That  all  the  volumes  of  the  Collections  shall  be  sold  at 
a  uniform  price. 

2.  That  the  price  of  a  single  volume,  or  of  any  number  of 
volumes  less  than  a  full  set,  shall  be  one  dollar,  in  boards. 

3.  That  a  complete  set  of  the  work  shall  be  sold  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  for  each  volume,  in  boards. 

4.  That  the  booksellers  shall  be  allowed  a  commission  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  sales,  they  agreeing  to 
advertise  the  work  extensively,  and  to  use  all  the  means  to 
promote  its  circulation  that  they  are  accustomed  to  use  in  re- 
gard to  their  own  publications. 

5.  That  the  Librarian  be  authorized  to  make  a  contract 
with  a  bookseller  or  booksellers,  according  to  the  tenor  of 
these  resolutions,  to  continue  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three 
years. 

The  blanks  left  by  the  Committee  for  amounts  being 

filled  as  above,  the  report  and  resolutions  were  accepted. 

The  Librarian  reported  a  deposit  of   a  portrait  by 
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Chester  Harding,  Esq. ; #  also,  donations  from  Sir  Francis 
Palgrave  and  Gamaliel  Bradford. 

Voted,  That  the  votes  of  December  and  August  last,  relating  to  an 
application  to  the  General  Court  for  permission  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  members  be  reconsidered. 

Voted,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting,  which  was  not  held 
on  the  last  Thursday  in  the  month,  be  confirmed.

Feb.  26,  1835.     President  in  the  chair. 
The  Secretary  communicated  a  letter  from  Dr.  Caleb 
H.  Snow,  resigning  his  membership. 

Voted,  That  Dr.  Snow's  resignation  be  accepted.f

t  A  brief  reference  to  those  Kesident  Members,  included  in  this  volume, 
who  resigned  their  membership,  or  who  ceased  to  be  members,  without  remov- 
ing out  of  the  State,  may  not  inappropriately  be  made  in  this  place.  They  will 
be  mentioned  in  the  order  of  their  resignation,  &c. 

Gen.  Elias  Hasket  Derby,  of  Salem,  was  elected  in  April,  1801.  He  accepted 
membership,  as  appears  by  a  letter  on  file,  addressed  to  Dr.  Eliot,  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary ;  but  he  is  put  down  in  the  printed  list  of  1814  as  having 
resigned  or  ceased  to  be  a  member  in  the  same  year  in  which  he  was  elected. 
General  Derby  was  a  merchant.  He  died  in  Londonderry,  New  Hampshire, 
Sept.  16,  1826. 

The  case  of  the  Hon.  Nathaniel  Freeman,  of  Sandwich,  whose  name  was  on 
the  resident  roll  for  sixteen  years,  was  peculiar.     See  p.  199.     He  was  elected 
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The  Librarian  communicated  a  donation  from  0.  Rich, 
Esq.,  of  London,  and  the  President  communicated  a 
donation  from  William  E.  Paine,  Esq. 

in  October,  1792,  and  ceased  to  be  a  member  in  October,  1808.  He  was  distin- 
guished in  civil  and  military  life,  was  also  a  physician,  and  died  Sept.  20,  1827. 
A  sketch  of  his  life  is  in  Dr.  Thacher's  "  American  Medical  Biography." 

The  Rev.  Eliphalet  Pearson,  elected  in  January,  1800,  resigned  Aug.  28, 1810. 
He  was  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Oriental  languages  in  Harvard  College ;  and, 
in  1808,  the  first  Professor  of  Sacred  Literature  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
Andover.     He  died  in  1826,  aged  seventy-four. 

Mr.  Samuel  Turell,  elected  in  July,  1793,  on  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Belknap, 
ceased  to  be  a  member,  Aug.  27,  1811.  He  was  a  watchmaker  by  trade ;  and 
also,  for  some  years,  kept  a  "  Museum  "  at  No.  3  Tremont  Street,  Boston.  He  was 
for  many  years  Cabinet-Keeper  of  the  Society.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Society,  at  the  April  meeting  in  1802,  voted  that  Mr.  Turell  be  allowed  the  use 
of  certain  articles,  to  be  deposited  in  a  Cabinet  of  Natural  History  which  he 
proposed  to  establish  in  the  town  of  Boston,  the  articles  to  be  returned  when 
requested  of  him ;  and  that  he  gave  great  dissatisfaction  to  the  Society  in  not 
returning  them.  He  is  said  to  have  been  a  man  of  intelligence,  and  a  great 
lover  of  books.     He  died  in  or  about  the  year  1820. 

Stephen  Higginson,  Esq.,  elected  in  January,  1803,  resigned  in  August,  1812. 
He  was  a  merchant  and  philanthropist,  and  Steward  of  Harvard  College  from 
1818  to  his  death,  which  occurred  Feb.  20, 1834,  in  the  sixty-fourth  year  of  his  age. 

The  Hon.  William  Baylies,  one  of  the  ten  original  members  of  the  Society, 
was  noticed  on  p.  246  of  this  volume,  where  his  resignation  is  recorded,  under  the 
date  of  April,  1815. 

Manasseh  Cutler,  LL.D.,  the  first  New  England  botanist,  elected  a  member 
in  May,  1792,  resigned  at  the  April  meeting  in  1815.  He  was  a  minister  of 
Hamilton,  where  he  died  July  28,  1823,  aged  eighty-one.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  was  a  Member  of  Congress 
in  1800  and  1802.     See  p.  246  of  this  volume. 

The  Rev.  Zephaniah  Willis,  elected  in  April,  1801,  also  resigned  in  April, 
1815.  He  was  the  minister  of  Kingston  nearly  fifty  years,  dying  March  6, 
1847,  aged  ninety-nine  years. 

Hon.  William  Wetmore,  of  Boston,  elected  in  August,  1792,  appears  to  have 
resigned  in  August,  1815.  On  a  fly-leaf  of  a  volume  of  records,  in  Dr.  McKean's 
hand,  is  written,  "  Declared  that  his  membership  has  surceased  29th  August, 
1815  " ;  and  the  resignation  under  this  date  appears  in  the  next  printed  list  of 
all  the  members,  published  in  1825.  Mr.  Wetmore  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard 
College  in  1770,  was  a  distinguished  lawyer,  and  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas.    A  daughter  married  the  late  Judge  Story.     He  died  in  1830. 

Joseph  Tilden,  Esq.,  a  distinguished  merchant,  elected  in  January,  1812,  re- 
signed April  25,  1816.  He  was  for  a  number  of  years  Actuary  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company,  as  successor  of  Dr.  Bowditch,  was 
President  of  the  Columbian  Bank,  and  died  July  28,  1853,  aged  seventy-four. 

Rev.  Ebenezer  Fitch,  of  Williamstown,  elected  in  October,  1798,  resigned 
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The  request  of  C.  C.  Baldwin,  of  Worcester,  concern- 
ing duplicate  newspapers,  was  committed  to  the  Librarian 
and  Treasurer. 


April  2,  1817.  He  was  the  first  President  of  Williams  College,  from  1793  to 
1815.  He  then  removed  to  West  Bloomfield,  in  New  York,  where  he  died  March 
21,  1833,  aged  seventy-seven. 

Alden  Bradford,  LL.D.,  elected  in  January,  1793,  resigned  Jan.  27, 1820.  All 
the  privileges  of  a  memher  as  to  the  use  of  the  Library,  &c,  were  voted  to  him. 
See  p.  286  of  this  volume.  He  died  in  Boston,  Oct.  26,  1843,  aged  seventy- 
eight. 

Professor  John  Snelling  Popkin,  D.D.,  elected  in  July,  1801,  resigned  Jan.  2, 
1826.  He  was  the  well-known  Professor  of  Greek  in  Harvard  College.  He 
died  March  2,  1852,  aged  eighty. 

Ephraim  Eliot,  elected  a  Resident  Member  in  August,  1813,  resigned  Jan.  26, 
1826.  He  was  a  son  of  the  Rev.  Andrew  Eliot,  pastor  of  the  New  North 
Church,  and  brother  of  Dr.  John  Eliot,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Society, 
whose  place  in  the  Society  Dr.  Ephraim  Eliot  was  elected  to  fill,  six  months 
after  his  brother's  lamented  death.  He  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1780, 
studied  medicine  with  Dr.  Isaac  Rand,  and  became  a  well-known  druggist  in 
Boston.  He  wrote  "  Historical  Notices  of  the  New  North  Religious  Society  in 
Boston,"  and  an  "Account  of  the  Physicians  in  Boston,"  published  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  this  Society,  in  November,  1863.  He  died  in  September,  1827,  aged 
sixty-five. 

Levi  Hedge,  LL.D.,  elected  in  August,  1815,  Tesigned  in  January,  1827.  He 
was  a  well-known  Professor  of  Harvard  College  for  many  years,  dying  in  1854, 
at  the  age  of  seventy -four. 

John  Thornton  Kirkland,  LL.D.,  the  distinguished  President  of  Harvard 
College,  elected  in  January,  1796,  resigned  April  24,  1828.  He  died  April  26, 
1840,  in  the  seventieth  year  of  his  age. 

The  Hon.  Daniel  Kilham,  of  Wenham,  elected  in  April,  1798,  resigned  April 
29,  1830.  He  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1777,  was  a  member  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  died  suddenly  in  1841,  aged 
eighty-eight.  He  was  never  married.  A  sketch  of  his  life  and  character,  in 
Allen's  "  History  of  Wenham,"  pp.  145-148,  shows  him  to  have  been  a  man  of 
character  and  talents. 

John  Allyn,  D.D.,  elected  in  October,  1799,  resigned  May  5,  1831.  He  died 
July  19,  1833 ;  and,  though  not  a  member  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the  Society 
voted  to  request  the  Rev.  Convers  Erancis  to  prepare  a  notice  of  him,  which 
appeared  in  3  Collections,  V.  245-252. 

The  Hon.  John  Pickering,  whose  resignation  is  recorded  on  the  same  day 
with  that  of  Dr.  Allyn,  was  re-elected  June  25,  1835. 

General  H.  A.  S.  Dearborn,  of  Roxbury,  was  elected  in  January,  1832.  He 
accepted,  in  a  letter  from  Washington,  on  file,  and  his  name  is  included  in  a  list 
of  members  appended  to  a  volume  of  Collections,  issued  in  1833.  But  the 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Savage,  writes  against  his  name,  "  never  accepted,"  which  was 
an  error ;  and  yet  he  seems  never  to  have  paid  his  admission  fee  or  any  assess- 
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Chief-Justice  Jonathan  Sewall  and  Sir  John  Cald- 
well, of  Quebec,  were  unanimously  elected  Correspond- 
ing Members.

living  or  dead.     He  died  in  1851. 

Daniel  Davis,  long  known  as  "  Solicitor  Davis,"  elected  in  May,  1792, 
resigned  June  26,  1834,  and  died  in  Cambridge,  Oct.  27,  1835,  aged  seventy- 
three.  Mr.  Davis  had  become  so  enfeebled  that  his  family  desired  his  place 
might  be  made  vacant. 

Dr.  Caleb  H.  Snow,  elected  in  August,  1826,  resigned  Feb.  26,  1835,  on  ac- 
count of  the  feeble  state  of  his  health,  and  died  on  the  6th  of  the  following 
July,  aged  thirty-nine.  He  graduated  at  Brown  University  in  1813.  He  is  well 
known  as  the  author  of  the  "  History  of  Boston,"  published  in  1825,  of  which  a 
second  edition  was  issued  in  1828. — Eds. 

*  Rev.  Dr.  Wisner,  who  was  chosen  a  member  in  May,  1831,  died  Feb.  9, 
1835.  A  memoir  of  him  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dexter  will  be  found  in  the  next 
volume  of  Proceedings. 

Hon.  Nathan  Dane,  elected  in  January,  1829,  died  Feb.  15,  1835.  There 
is  now  no  evidence  that  Mr.  Dane  accepted  membership,  or  qualified  him- 
self as  a  member  by  paying  his  entrance  fee  or  his  annual  assessments ; 
and  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Savage,  has  written  against  his  name  in  his  account 
book,  "  Declined."  But  his  name  appears  in  a  printed  list  of  "  Resident  Mem- 
bers, elected  since  1824,"  appended  to  a  volume  of  Collections  published  in 
1833 ;  and  Dr.  Palfrey,  in  his  semi-centennial  discourse,  delivered  in  1844,  speaks 
of  him  as  a  member,  while  Dr.  Shurtleff  includes  his  name  in  a  list  of  deceased 
and  living  members  prefixed  to  Vol.  I.,  fourth  series  of  Collections,  issued  in 
1852.  No  assignment  of  a  memoir  was  made  at  his  decease,  and  his  death  is 
not  announced  in  the  records.  The  present  editors  have  no  wish  to  deprive 
the  Society  of  the  benefit  of  so  distinguished  a  name  connected  with  their 
annals,  if  it  properly  belongs  in  the  list,  and  have  provided  a  memoir  of  him, 
to  appear  in  the  next  volume  of  Proceedings,  written  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Andrew 
P.  Peabody.  — Eds.

Voted,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be  requested  to  address  a 
letter  to  O.  Rich,  Esq.,  of  London,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  his 
donation,  and  containing,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  form,  the  follow- 
ing :  "  In  acknowledging  this  donation,  the  Society  cannot  forbear  to 
express  their  particular  obligation  to  the  author  for  a  work  so  highly 
interesting  in  its  character,  and  so  valuable  an  acquisition  to  the  his- 
torical literature  of  America."

[Report  of  a  Committee,  June  6, 1796,  to  take  into  consideration 
the  Resolve  of  the  Legislature,  of  Feb.  26,  1796,  concerning 
the  Publication  of  a  Map  of  the  Commonwealth  by  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society .*] 

"  Committee  report  that  previously  to  any  further  proceed- 
ings on  the  publishing  a  map  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
Society  apply  to  the  General  Court, — 

"  1st.  For  a  relinquishment  of  their  proposed  right  to  all  copies 
but  such  as  shall  be  useful  in  the  several  departments  of  govern- 
ment. 

"  2d.  That  the  General  Court  will  loan  the  Society  a  sum  of  money, 
without  interest,  towards  effecting  the  business  of  a  map. 

"  3d.  That  the  General  Court  determine  on  the  scale,  and  whether 
the  work  shall  be  one  map  or  two. 

"  4th.  That  the  General  Court  will  be  at  the  expense  of  such  astro- 
nomical observations  as  may  be  necessary  to  perfecting  the  map. 

"  oth.  That  the  right  of  property  be  extended  for  twenty-eight 
years."  f 

*  This  report,  and  the  memorial  following  it,  in  the  handwriting  of  President 
Sullivan,  have  been  discovered  among  some  unfiled  miscellaneous  papers  since 
the  meeting  of  June  6,  1796,  was  in  type.  Though  the  plan  embodied  in  these 
papers  failed  of  accomplishment,  they  serve  to  interpret  the  records  at  this  place, 
and  to  preserve  the  history  of  the  transaction  to  which  they  relate.

"To  the  Honorable  the  Senate,  &c. 

"  The  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  having  received  several 
marks  of  attention  from  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, would  willingly  avoid  soliciting  your  Honors'  attention 
again.  As  their  motive  is  neither  personal  honor  or  emolument, 
but  a  disinterested  wish  to  promote  the  interest  of  their  country,  they 
cannot  but  hope  for  the  indulgence  of  the  Legislature. 

"  They,  by  their  Committee  for  this  purpose  appointed,  beg  leave  to 
represent  that,  upon  attending  to  the  Resolve  of  the  [25th]  of  [Feb.], 
1795  [6],  passed  upon  their  petition,  allowing  the  Corporation  to  com- 
pile a  map  from  the  surveys  of  the  several  towns  of  the  State,  the 
Society  are  obliged  to  apply  to  your  Honors  for  further  aid  in  that 
important  business.  By  the  Resolve  referred  to,  the  map  is  to  be 
compiled  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  obtain  the  approbation  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court.  Whether  the  map  shall  be  entire,  or  be  in  two  or  more 
parts,  is  a  question  which  ought  to  be  finally  decided  upon  before  the 
maps  of  the  towns  shall  be  compiled  into  one.  To  decide  upon  this, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  determine  the  scale  on  which  the  work  shall  be 
effected,  and  the  Society  therefore  prays  your  Honors  that  measures 
may  be  taken  for  that  purpose,  so  that  when  the  work  shall  be  offered 
for  the  approbation  of  the  General  Court,  there  shall  be  no  difficulty 
arising  on  this  account. 

"  The  Society  further  begs  leave  to  mention  that,  in  order  to  render 
the  work  so  accurate  as  that  the  Commonwealth  may  be  well  and 
properly  represented,  there  ought  to  be  astronomical  observations  in 
order  to  determine  the  latitude  and  longitude  of  several  places  in  the 
State,  and  they  submit  it  to  your  Honors  whether  this  shall  not  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  Government. 

"  By  the  Resolve,  the  Society  is  to  have  the  copyright  of  the  map 
for  the  space  of  fourteen  years  only.  But  as  it  will  be  a  considerable 
time  before  the  map  can  be  compiled  and  published,  that  space  of  time 
will  be  inadequate ;  wherefore,  the  Society  prays  that  it  may  be  ex- 
tended to  twenty-eight  years,  —  the  term  allowed  by  an  Act  of  the 
United  States  for  copyrights,  when  the  author  of  the  work  survives 
the  first  fourteen  years. 
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"  The  Society  further  are  obliged  to  pray  your  Honors  to  relinquish 
the  right  proposed  for  five  hundred  copies  for  the  public  use.  They 
are  willing  to  give  as  many  copies  as  will  be  necessary  in  the  several 
departments  of  State ;  but,  upon  a  calculation  of  the  expense,  they 
are  obliged  to  solicit  the  relinquishment  of  the  number  reserved. 

"  The  Society  have  no  funds.  They  are  not,  as  individuals,  men  of 
opulence.  They  voluntarily  tax  themselves  annually  in  considerable 
sums,  in  order  to  promote  the  design  of  an  institution  in  which  they 
have  no  more  interest  than  their  fellow-citizens ;  and  they  are  unable 
to  begin  this  work,  unless  they  can  obtain  a  small  sum  of  money,  to 
furnish  the  material  and  to  pay  the  artists.  They  do  not  wish  for  a 
grant  of  it,  but  pray  that  a  sum  may  be  allowed  them  from  the  Treas- 
ury on  loan,  without  interest,  in  order  to  bring  the  business  of  compil- 
ing a  map  into  a  situation  which  shall  secure  success  to  it.  Upon  this 
arrangement  the  Society  will  endeavor  to  have  this  project  carried 
into  execution  with  all  possible  despatch  and  accuracy. 

"When  the  petitioners  contemplate  the  importance  of  the  object  to 
the  Commonwealth,  and  observe  that  the  expense  of  surveying  the 
several  towns  will  be  lost,  and  the  maps  of  them  useless,  unless  a  gen- 
eral map  shall  be  compiled,  and  that  a  general  map  cannot  be  obtained 
with  more  accuracy  or  in  a  more  economical  manner  than  in  that  by 
them  proposed,  they  flatter  themselves  that  your  Honors  will  not  hesi- 
tate to  attend  to  them  and  to  grant  their  request."

[On  page  217  of  this  volume,  under  date  of  Aug.  10, 1810,  the 
reader  may  have  noticed,  among  the  gifts  there  recorded,  an 
"  Extract  from  a  manuscript  Oration,  delivered  at  Plymouth, 
Dec.  22,  1800,  which  corrects  an  error  in  the  Life  of  Cush- 
man,  .  .  .  and  is  a  Defence  of  the  Plymouth  Settlers  against 
the  Charge  of  Enthusiasm.  By  Hon.  Judge  Davis " ;  to 
which  a  note  was  subjoined  by  the.  editors.  The  "  extract " 
itself,  from  Judge  Davis's  unpublished  Oration,  has  since 
been  found  among  the  Society's  papers ;  and  it  will  probably 
not  be  regarded  as  inappropriate  to  print  it  at  this  place. 
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The  manuscript  was  sent  to  the  Society  through  the  Rev. 
Abiel  Abbot,  of  Beverly,  enclosed  in  a  letter  of  his  to  Dr. 
Eliot,  accompanied  also  by  a  printed  copy  of  Dr.  Abbot's 
own  Oration,  delivered  at  Plymouth,  Dec.  22,  1809.  Dr. 
Abbot's  letter  will  precede  the  extract  from  the  Oration  by 
Judge  Davis.  —  Eds.] 

"  Dear  Sir, —  I  transmit  you  a  discourse,  delivered  in  Plymouth 
last  December,  and  request  you  to  do  me  the  honor  of  presenting  it 
to  the  Historical  Society.  The  particular  circumstance  which  induces 
me  to  communicate  the  discourse  has  delayed  the  communication. 
The  Hon.  Judge  Davis,  to  whose  Life  of  Cushman  I  had  referred  as 
countenancing  the  charge  of  enthusiasm  against  the  Pilgrims,  sug- 
gested to  me,  soon  after  the  publication,  that  he  had  changed  his 
opinion  on  that  subject,  and  had  expressed  the  change  in  his  address 
at  Plymouth  in  1800,  which,  however,  had  not  been  given  to  the  pub- 
lic. He  proposed  forwarding  an  extract  from  his  manuscript,  to  be 
communicated  with  my  sermon  through  you  to  the  Society.  This  I 
have  just  received,  and  hasten  to  enclose  and  transmit  with  the  sermon, 
as  it  confirms  the  construction  which  I  had  published  with  some  anxiety, 
though  I  thought  not  without  sufficient  evidence.  It  is  certainly  of 
some  importance,  and  the  biographer  of  New  England  will  estimate  it 
duly,  to  vindicate  the  fair  fame  of  our  fathers  from  unmerited  reproach 
in  this  regard ;  and  I  confess  that  it  was  with  much  satisfaction  I 
learned  from  a  gentleman,  who  is  among  the  best  informecl  in  New 
England  history,  that  he  concurred  in  the  sentiments  of  that  note, 
appended  to  my  discourse.  I  have  the  pleasure  yet  in  reserve  to  read 
your  volume  of  New  England  Biography,  and  shall  hope  to  find  that 
you  have  more  amply  vindicated  the  Pilgrims  from  an  aspersion  which 
has  been,  with  equal  freedom  and  injustice,  cast  upon  them  in  Europe 
and  America.

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[Extract  from  Judge  Davis's  Oration  of  Dec.  22,  1800.] 

"The  spring  of  1623  opened  with  a  most  gloomy  prospect,  espe- 
cially as  from  their  scanty  store  their  humane  feelings  compelled  them 
to  furnish  a  part  to  Weston's  company,  who,  in  the  month  of  March, 
abandoned  their  settlement  and  repaired  to  Monhiggan. 

"  When  the  season  for  planting  again  arrived,  finding  by  experience 
that  the  casual  supplies  obtained  by  traffic  were  inadequate  to  their 
wants,  they  adopted  a  new  arrangement  to  secure  a  competency  by 
their  own  cultivation.  For  this  purpose,  the  youth  were  distributed 
in  families,  and  it  was  agreed  that  every  family  should  plant  for  their 
own  particular  benefit.  Land  was  apportioned  to  the  families  accord- 
ing to  their  numbers,  though  no  division  was  made  for  inheritance. 
In  all  other  things  a  community  of  property  and  interest  was  still  pre- 
served. The  good  success  resulting  from  this  arrangement  is  particu- 
larly noted.  '  Even  the  women  and  children,'  says  the  Governor, 
i  now  go  into  the  fields  to  work,  and  much  more  corn  is  planted  than 
ever.'  So  obvious  is  the  tendency  of  separate  property  to  stimulate 
industry,  that  it  may  seem  unaccountable  why  they  should  not  before 
have  adopted  it,  or  why,  when  adopted,  it  should  have  been  with  such 
limitations.  It  was  not,  as  has  been  supposed,  from  any  peculiar  fan- 
tastic opinions,  for  the  correct  and  sober-minded  Bradford  reproves 
the  vanity  of  Plato's  conceit,  that  taking  away  property  and  bringing 
community  into  a  commonwealth  would  make  it  prosperous  and  happy. 
Their  community  of  interest  arose  from  the  nature  of  their  engage- 
ment with  the  company  of  merchant-adventurers  in  England,  by  whose 
aid  they  had  been  conveyed  to  this  country,  and  were  furnished  with 
their  necessary  supplies.  By  their  articles  of  agreement,  it  was  stip- 
ulated that  the  personal  services  of  the  planters  and  of  their  wives 
and  children,  estimated  at  an  agreed  rate,  should  make  common  stock 
with  the  property  advanced  either  by  them  or  the  adventurers ;  that 
they  should  be  employed,  according  to  their  several  faculties,  in  fish- 
ing, planting,  building,  and  trading,  and  that,  at  the  end  of  seven 
years,  the  capital  and  profit,  including  houses  and  lands,  as  well  as 
goods,  should  be  divided  among  the  adventurers  and  planters,  according 
to  their  respective  shares.  By  the  articles,  as  first  framed,  it  was  pro- 
vided that  the  houses  and  improved  lands  should  remain  wholly  to  the 
planters  at  the  end  of  the  seven  years,  and  that  they  should  be  allowed 
two  days  in  each  week  for  themselves  and  families.  But  these  favor- 
able provisions  the  adventurers  afterwards  refused  to  confirm ;  and 
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the  planters,  being  resolutely  bent  on  their  undertaking,  ultimately 
consented,  though  with  great  reluctance,  to  those  which  were  substi- 
tuted. In  the  execution  of  this  agreement  it  required  all  the  energy 
and  discretion  of  the  principal  founders  of  the  settlement  to  prevent 
serious  discontent  and  divisions.  They  were  determined  religiously 
to  adhere  to  their  contract ;  and,  in  the  sermon  of  Cushman  and  other 
documents  which  have  been  preserved,  we  find  evidence  of  their  zeal- 
ous exertions  to  confine  the  settlers  during  the  stipulated  term  to  an 
exclusive  attention  to  the  general  interest."
